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nounced  that  T.  Alfred  Vernon,  the  publisher  of  the  ^FA 
catalogue  and  song  book,  would  present  a  copy  of  either,  or 
both,  to  any  Beta,  or  Beta  chapter,  who  would  write  for  the 
same  to  22  Reade  street,  New  York  City,  and  prepay  the  ex- 
press charges  of  fifty  cents  thereon.  The  president  appointed 
H.  M.  Echlin,  Northwestern^  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and 
Corporation. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  then  made  its  report 
(Exhibit  K),  and  the  same  was,  on  motion  of  J.  A.  Decker, 
seconded  by  G.  Stoney,  approved.  The  secretary  of  the  con- 
vention was,  upon  motion,  directed  to  cast  one  ballot  for  each 
chapter  for  each  nominee  recommended  by  the  committee, 
which  having  been  done  they  were  duly  declared  elected. 
The  newly  elected  president,  J .  Cal.  Hanna,  then  made  a  brief 
speech  of  acceptance. 

J.  Cal.  Hanna  then  made  a  report  upon  the  catalogue  (Ex- 
hibit L).  He  then  resigned  the  chair  to  Bro.  Stoney  and 
spoke  upon  the  report,  which  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Distribution.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions 
was  then  appointed  (Exhibit  Aa).  The  Song-book  Committee 
then  made  a  report  through  Morris  Ebersole,  Cincinnati  (Ex- 
hibit M),  and  the  same  was  accepted  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  and  Corporation.  The  Committee  on  Orator 
and  Poet  for  the  next  convention  then  made  its  report  (Exhibit 
N),  which  was  accepted;  and  the  nominees  named  therein 
were,  upon  motion  of  Fred  Eiseman,  Yale^  unanimously  elected. 

M.  R.  Ebersole  then  made  some  remarks  concerning  a  fra- 
ternity shingle  or  poster.  Upon  motion  of  G.  Stoney,  seconded 
by  Kellogg  Speed,  Chicago  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Miscellaneous  Afiairs. 

The  financial  part  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
(Exhibit  C)  was  then  read  by  F.  H.  Sisson  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  and  Corporation. 

The  Committee  on  Miscellaneous  Affairs  then  made  a 
partial  report  through  H.  G.  Stalder  (Exhibit  J).  Sections  i 
and  2  were  adopted.  Section  3  was,  upon  motion  of  Wm.  R. 
Baird,  amended,  and  as  so  amended  was  adopted.  Section  4 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Corporation. 

The  Committee  on  Chapters  and  Charters  then  made  a 
partial  report  through  Geo.  M.  Chandler  (Exhibit  O). 

Upon  motion,  the  convention  then  adjourned  until  4  p.  m., 
in  order  to  enjoy  a  boat  ride  on  the  lake  provided  by  the 
generosity  of  the  Cleveland  Alumni. 
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AFTERNOON   SESSION,    THURSDAY. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  at  4  p.  m.,  the  presi- 
dent in  the  chair.  Bro.  Hanna  then  introduced  to  the  con- 
vention U.  T.  Curran,  Miam$\  of  Sandusky,  Ohio,  who  made 
a  few  remarks.     The  roll  was  then  called. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  and  Corporation  then  made  a 
partial  report  (Exhibit  P),  through  H.  M.  Echlin,  which 
was  considered  section  by  section.  Sections  i,  2,  3,  4  and  5 
were  adopted.  Section  6  was,  upon  suggestion  of  W.  R. 
Baird,  amended  by  the  committee  changing  the  first  item 
from  |2,2oo  to  ^2,400,  and  as  changed  was  adopted.     Section 

7  was  passed  without  action  to  await  the  final  disposition  of 
the  report.  Section  8  was  discussed  by  Oakes,  DePauw; 
Taylor,  Western  Reserve ;  Bumell,  Maine;  Szyleif  Cincinnati^ 
and  Doyle,  Amherst.  Upon  motion  of  Borden,  Texas,  seconded 
by  Eiseman,  Yale,  the  section  was  amended  to  read,  "  by  the 
last  day  of  the  annual  convention"  instead  of  "at  the  time 
of  the  annual  convention,"  and  as  so  amended  was,  after  dis- 
cussion by  Bros.  Eiseman,  Hanna,  Sayler  and  Stoney,  and 
upon  motion  of  Salsich,  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Consti- ' 
tution  and  Jurisprudence.  Section  9,  being  divided  into  sub- 
sections, was  acted  upon  as  follows :  a,  b,  d  and  e  were 
adopted ;  c  was  amended  by  inserting  a  statement  to  the  eHect 
that  the  notes  referred  to  if  given  should  be  upon  condition 
that  no  personal  obligation  to  pay  the  same  was  placed  upon 
the  Trustees.  Section  loa  was  adopted.  Section  10^  was 
discussed  by  Corbusier,  Stanford;  Echlin,  Northwestern,  and 
Taylor,  Western  Reserve,  W.  R.  Baird  moved  that  the  sec- 
tion be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "ten  or  more 
copies"  and  substituting  therefor  the  words  "one  copy  for 
every  two  active  members."  This  being  seconded  by  Salsich, 
Wisconsin,  was  discussed  by  Corbusier,  Stanford;  Echlin, 
Northwestern;  Levings,  DePauw;  Hickenlooper,  Cincinnati; 
Hanna,  Wooster;  Taylor,  Western  Reserve;  Cole,  Boston; 
Stalder,  Ohio;  Salsich,  Wisconsin;  Chandler,  Michigan;  Eber- 
sole,   Cincinnati,  and  Baird,  Stevens, 

It  was  moved  by  Avery,  Denver,  seconded  by  Jenkins, 
Missouri,  that  Section  loa  be  amended  to  read  that  the  debt 
upon  the  Catalogue  be  assessed  upon  the  chapters  in  propor- 
tion to  their  living  membership. 

It  was  moved  by  Jenkins,  Missouri,  seconded  by  Coles, 
Boston,  that  the  following  be  substituted  for  the  amendment 
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proposed  by  Avery  and  himself;  viz.,  ''that  the  Catalogue 
debt  be  proportioned  among  the  chapters  by  a  committee  who 
shall  take  into  consideration  the  indebtedness  of  the  chapter 
and  the  number  of  its  alumni."  Upon  motion  of  Thompson, 
Minnesota^  the  matter  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Chapters  and  Charters 
was  then  taken  up  for  discussion.  Sections  i  and  2  were 
adopted.  Section  3,  relating  to  the  petition  for  a  chapter  at 
West  Virginia  University,  was  discussed  by  Raymond,  North- 
western; Chandler,  Michigan^  and  Hodges,  Ohio  Wesleyan.  The 
vote  upon  the  matter,  being  then  taken,  resulted  as  follows: 

In  favor  of  granting  the  petition :  Brown,  Boston,  Maine, 
Wesleyan,  Yale,  Rutgers,  St.  Lawrence,  Colgate,  Union, 
Columbia,  Dickinson,  Johns  Hopkins,  Pennsylvania  State, 
Lehigh,  Davidson,  Texas,  Miami,  Cincinnati,  Western  Reserve, 
Ohio,  Ohio  Wesleyan,  Bethany,  Denison,  Wooster,  Kenyon, 
DePauw,  Indiana,  Knox,  Beloit,  Iowa  Wesleyan,  Northwestern, 
Kansas,  Denver,  Nebraska,  Missouri,  Stanford.     Total,  36. 

Against:    Amherst,  Dartmouth,  Cornell,  Stevens,  Syracuse,  \ 

Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  Centre,  Ohio  State,  Michigan,  Chicago, 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  California.     Total,  14. 

A  constitutional  majority  not  having  voted  in  favor  of  the 
petition,  it  was  rejected. 

Upon  motion  of  Raymond,  Northwestern,  the  General  Sec- 
retary was  directed  to  place  the  petition  of  the  Beta  Psi 
society  at  West  Virginia  University  before  the  chapters  for 
action  after  the  adjournment  of  the  convention. 

The  convention  then  adjourned  until  10  a.  m.  Friday. 


Friday,  August  j/,  igoo. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  at  10:30  a.  m..  First 
Vice-President  Arnold  in  the  chair.  The  minutes  of  the  morn- 
ing session  of  Thursday  were  then  read  and  approved. 

Embry,  Centre,  moved  that  Section  3  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Chapters  and  Charters  be  reconsidered.  This 
was  seconded  by  Stephens,  Ohio  State,  and  the  roll  being 
called,  all  of  the  chapters  represented  at  the  convention  then 
recorded  their  votes  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  Section  3  of 
the  report  of  the  committee,  and  of  granting  a  charter  to 
the  petitioners  from  the  West  Virginia  University. 

Section  4  of  the  report  was  then  adopted. 
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Upon  motion,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and 
Corporation  was  then  taken  from  the  table  for  consideration, 
and  the  discussion  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  Section  lo  ^ 
of  the  report  was  resumed,  being  participated  in  by  Avery, 
Denver^  and  Thompson,  Minnesota,  At  the  close  of  the  dis- 
cussion the  seconding  of  the  motion  was  withdrawn  and,  upon 
motion  of  Thompson,  Minnesota^  seconded  by  Eiseman,  YaUy 
the  following  law  was  enacted: 

A  law  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  catalogue  debt.  Be 
it  enacted  by  the  Sixty-first  Annual  Convention  of  Beta  Theta 
Pi.  (i)  That  each  chapter  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  assessed,  as 
part  of  its  annual  dues,  one  dollar  for  each  of  its  active  mem- 
bers, said  assessment  to  be  annually  paid  until  the  total 
amount  thereof  is  sufficient  to  extinguish  the  debt  arising  from 
the  publication  of  the  Catalogue.  (2)  That  the  chapters  be 
given  one  copy  of  the  Catalogue  for  every  five  dollars  so 
paid. 

Upon  motion  of  Pattee,  Amherst,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  there  hereby  is  appropriated  the  sum  of  ^25, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses of  the  secretaries  of  this  convention  while  preparing 
its  minutes  for  publication  after  the  close  of  the  convention, 
and  for  any  other  expenses  in  preparing  the  minutes. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  and  Corporation  was  then  resumed  (Exhibit  P). 

Section  10^  was  withdrawn  after  discussion  by  J.  T. 
Brown  and  E.  R.  Hardy.  Section  11  was  adopted.  The 
whole  report  as  modified  was  then  upon  motion  of  W.  R. 
Ebersole,  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Magazine  then  presented  its  report 
(Exhibit  Q),  through  G.  Stoney,  its  chairman.  Upon  motion 
of  Eiseman,  Yale,  seconded  by  Borden,  Texas,  Section  3  of  the 
report  was  stricken  out,  and  the  report  as  so  amended  was 
adopted. 

E.  R.  Hardy  made  an  announcement  concerning  the  rail- 
road tickets.  Upon  motion  of  J.  E.  Beal,  seconded  by  B.  W. 
Valentine,  the  convention  directed  that  a  telegram  of  greet- 
ing be  sent   to  Wyllys  C.  Ransom,  of  the  Michigan  chapter. 

A  proposed  amendment  to  Article  H,  Section  2,  of  the 
Constitution  was  then  offered  by  R.  W.  Thompson,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Jurisprudence. 

The    Committee    on    Resolutions    then    reported    through 
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Baird,  Harvard  (Exhibit  R).  Upon  motion  of  G.  Stoney, 
Section  3  was  amended  by  striking  out  the  last  clause  thereof, 
and  as  so  amended  was  adopted. 

The  special  committee  on  ritual  then  made  a  report,  which 
was  ordered  to  be  reduced  to  writing  (Exhibit  W)  and  adopted, 
and  the  committee  was,  upon  motion,  continued. 

The  Committee  on  Chapters  and  Charters  then  resumed  its 
report  (Exhibit  O).  Section  5,  advising  the  granting  of  a 
chapter  at  Bowdoin  College,  was  then  discussed,  Albro  L. 
Bumell,  Afaine,  presenting  the  cause  of  the  petitioners. 

The  roll  then  being  called,  the  section  was  unanimously 
adopted  and  the  chapter  ordered  established  under  the  name 
of  B2. 

M.  R.  Ebersole,  Cincinnati^  then  made  a  report  upon  the 
fraternity  shingle,  which  he  was  requested  to  reduce  to  writ- 
ing (Exhibit  S).  Corbusier,  California^  was  appointed  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Next  Place  of  Meeting. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  then  reported  an  additional 
section  thanking  E.  R.  Hardy  for  his  services  in  connection  with 
the  railroad  tickets. 

The  convention  then  adjourned  until  2  p.  m. 

AFTERNOON    SESSION,    FRIDAY. 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  at  2.30  p.  m..  First  Vice- 
President  Arnold  in  the  chair.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding 
sessions  were  read  and,  after  some  slight  correction,  approved. 

The  special  Committee  on  the  Flag  then  reported  through 
Chandler,  Michigan  (Exhibit  T),  and  the  report  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Distribution. 

The  Committee  on  Next  Place  of  Meeting  then  made  a 
report  (Exhibit  U)  through  F.  A.  Corbusier,  its  chairman, 
which  was  adopted  on  motion  of  Jenkins,  Missouri^  seconded 
by  Simmons,  Beloit. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Jurisprudence  then 
made  its  report  through  Bewley,  Texas  (Exhibit  V).  The  only 
amendment  which  they  proposed  to  the  laws  (viz.,  that  relating 
to  the  flag)  was  then  adopted  by  constitutional  majority  after 
a  roll-call.  The  report  of  the  committee  was  then  adopted,  on 
motion  of  G.  Stoney,  seconded  by  K.  Durham. 

The  Committee  on  Ritual  then  presented  its  report  in  writ- 
ing through  E.  R.  Hardy,  which  was  adopted  on  motion  of 
McKillip,  Nebrcuka,  seconded  by  Hall,  Iowa  Wesleyan, 
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An  iavitatioa  was  then  extended  by  Raymond,  Northwestern^ 
and  Hodges,  Ohio  WesUyatiy  to  attend  the  ceremonies  incident 
to  the  installation  of  the  Bi^  chapter  on  September  15,  1900. 

The  Committee  on  Chapters  and  Charters  then  resumed  its 
report.  Section  6,  relating  to  the  application  for  a  chapter  at 
the  University  of  Colorado,  was  then  discussed.  A.  C.  Patton, 
Indiana^  presented  the  cause  of  the  petitioner,  which  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  speech  by  Turman,  one  of  the  petitioners. 

Stoney,  California^  moved,  seconded  by  Jenkins,  Missouri^ 
that  Section  6  of  the  report  be  not  adopted  and  that  a  charter 
be  granted  to  the  petitioners  from  the  University  of  Colorado. 
A  discussion  then  ensued  by  Chandler,  Michigan;  Avery,  Den- 
ver; Bewley,  Texas;  Stoney,  California;  Ray,  Indiana;  Mer- 
rill, Dartmouth  (who  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Fulson,  of  Boulder, 
Col.);  Grigsby,  Kenyon;  Chandler,  Michigan;  Thompson, 
Minnesota;  DuBose,  Davidson;  McKillip,  Nebraska;  Brown, 
Wooster ;  Embry,  Centre.  The  roll  was  then  called  and  all 
of  the  chapters  represented  voted  in  favor  of  the  motion. 

Sections  7  was  adopted.  Section  8,  relating  to  the 
application  of  a  local  club  at  Washington  University,  St.  Louis, 
was  then  discussed  by  Marshall  P.  Drury,  Knox^  of  the  St. 
Louis  alumni  chapter,  and  adopted.  Bro.  Drury  made  an 
eloquent  plea  for  the  applicants,  but  as  their  papers  were  not 
in  shape  and  had  not  been  presented  to  the  fraternity  in  time 
to  be  acted  upon,  the  convention  was  reluctantly  unable  to  act 
upon  the  matter.  The  whole  report  as  modified  was  then 
upon  motion  of   Sayler,  Cincinnati,  adopted. 

The  minutes  of  the  concluding  sessions  of  the  convention 
were  then  read  and  approved,  and,  upon  motion,  the  conven- 
tion adjourned  sine  die.

General  IRepott  ot  tbe  Board  ot  trustees* 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Sixty-first  GeneraJ  Convention  of  Beta  Theta  Pi : 
The  Board  of  Tmstees  presents  the  following  report : 
We  have  held  fonr  meetings  during  the  year — one  at  the  close  of  the 
last  convention;  one  in  Chicago  on  October  21.  2899;  one  in  Chicago  on 
March  24,  1900;  and  one  jnst  prior  to  this  convention.  For  a  detailed 
accoont  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  the  convention  is  referred  to  the 
record-book  of  the  meetings,  which  is  here  for  inspection.  Among  the  more 
important  matters  considered  by  the  Board  have  been  the  following : 

At  the  first  meeting  the  Board  elected  William  R.  Baird.  Editor,  and 
James  T.  Brown  Manager  of  the  Magazine,  A  contract  was  entered  into 
with  the  Manager  on  the  same  basis  as  last  year. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  at  the  Quadrangle  Clnb,  in 
Chicago,  when,  in  the  presence  of  the  Board  and  the  Chicago  chapter  and 
*  a  few  of  the  alnmni  who  had  been  invited  to  luncheon,  the  testimonials 
voted  at  the  last  convention  to  J.  Cal.  Hanna  and  Junius  £.  Beal  were  pre- 
sented to  them  by  Willis  O.  Robb  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  At  a  later 
date  the  testimonial  voted  to  Mrs.  J.  Cal.  Hanna  was  presented  to  her  at 
her  home  in  Oak  Park. 

The  convention  of  1899  placed  the  charters  of  North  Carolina,  Vander- 
bilt  and  Mississippi  chapters  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  ap- 
propriated $250  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  them.  At  the  October 
meeting  of  the  Board  the  condition  of  the  three  chapters  was  discussed,  and 
the  General  Secretary  was  directed  to  send  discreet  persons  to  make 
investigations. 
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Accordingly  in  March,  by  direction  of  the  General  Secretary,  the 
President  visited  the  Mississippi  chapter,  and  the  result  of  the  visit  was 
laid  before  the  Board  in  a  written  report,  which  is  now  presented  to  the 
convention.  The  Board  adopted  the .  recommendation  of  the  report,  and 
directed  the  president  to  proceed  with  the  plan  that  had  been  outlined, 
namely,  to  send  a  man  to  Mississippi  at  the  opening  of  the  college  year, 
who,  with  the  help  of  the  two  members  recently  graduated  and  of  three 
other  graduates  who  have  promised  to  be  present,  is  to  make  a  strong  effort 
to  secure  a  proper  representation  in  the  incoming  freshmen  class  and  also  a 
number  of  the  upper  class  men  who  have  already  been  discussed  and 
decided  upon.  Some  of  these  might  have  been  secured  in  March,  but  it 
was  thought  better  to  defer  the  whole  matter  until  autumn  and  •so  make 
one  campaign  of  it,  and  possibly  succeed  better  by  reason  of  taking  the 
local  college  community  by  surprise.  The  Board  sees  no  reason  now  to 
change  its  views  in  the  matter,  and  the  convention  is  asked  to  approve  of 
what  has  been  done. 

Under  instructions  from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Junius  £.  Beal 
visited  Ashevtlle.  N,  C,  in  March,  and  there  called  together  a  number  of 
Beta  alumni.  The  situation  at  North  Carolina  was  thoroughly  discussed, 
and  a  general  desire  was  expressed  to  see  the  chapter  there  revived.  A 
local  organization  was  perfected  with  this  end  in  view,  with  A.  S.  Barnard 
president,  and  T.  S.  Rollins  secretary.  Much  enthusiasm  was  expressed, 
and  the  work  of  locating  material  for  the  chapter  was  at  once  begun.  The 
feeling  that  there  is  no  valid  reason  why  Beta  Theta  Pi  cannot  maintain  a 
good  chapter  at  North  Carolina  seemed  to  be  general  among  all  of  the 
alumni  of  this  locality.  Plans  were  laid  for  the  initiation  of  six  men,  but, 
on  account  of  a  rule  of  the  university  forbidding  freshmen  from  joining 
fraternities,  it  seemed  desirable  to  postpone  action  until  a  convenient  time. 
A.  S.  Barnard,  who  was  directing  the  matter,  was  unfortunately  prevented 
from  making  a  trip  to  the  university  to  shape  the  matter  up,  but  later  T. 
S.  Rollins,  of  Marshall,  N.  C,  did  go  and  succeeded  in  getting  hold  of  some 
good  material,  which  he  considers  eligible  and  likely  for  next  year.  It  is 
the  hope  of  these  alumni  to  get  these  men  in  line  ready  for  work  in  the 
fall,  when  renewed  efforts  will  be  made  to  get  a  foothold.  The  university 
has  about  500  students,  with  possibly  100  men  for  fraternity  material.  To 
compete  for  these  there  are  12  fraternities,  so  the  chapters  are  not  large  as 
a  rule,  and  several  are  usually  much  reduced  in  number.  They  take  turns 
at  the  bottom  of  the  numerical  ladder.  Up  to  two  years  ago  our  chapter 
flourished.  Unfortunate  circumstances  reduced  the  membership  until  finally 
the  sole  remnant  of  the  chapter,  three  men  in  the  class  of  '99,  were 
graduated,  and  during  the  past  year  there  has  been  no  undergraduate  Beta 
at  the  university.- 

It  seems  wise  to  the  Board  that  the  charter  of  the  North  Carolina 
chapter  should  be  left  in  its  hands  for  another  year,  with  the  hope  of  its 
possible  revival. 

At  Vanderbilt  University  there  still  remain  two  members  of  the  chapter, 
but  they  have  ceased  to  be  in  any  sense  active.  The  chapter's  decline  was 
gradual,  not  in  the  quality  but  in  the  quantity  of  its  membership.  The  lack 
of  a  chapter-house  and  the  diverse  interests  of  its  members  led  to  its  dis- 
integration and  its  descent  from  its  former  high  position.  The  Board  made 
efforts  to  send  several  prominent  alumni  of  the  chapter  there  to  investigate 
the  situation,  but  before  this  plan  was  successful  a  proposition  from  the 
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District  Chief,  B.  W.  Jnngemiaii,  to  revive  the  chapter,  was  received  and 
favorably  considered.  His  plan  was  to  select  some  of  the  best  material  in 
the  leading  preparatory  schools,  pledge  the  jronng  men  in  advance,  and 
initiate  them  in  a  body  this  fall.  The  yonng  man  who  was  to  form  the 
nnclens  of  this  chapter,  himself  the  son  of  a  Beta  and  a  student  in  a  pre- 
paratory school  presided  over  by  a  Beta,  agreed  to  the  plan,  and  all  was 
working  well,  when  the  yonng  man  was  appointed  to  a  West  Point  cadet- 
ship,  and  the  whole  plan  was  overturned.  Other  efforts  have  been  made 
since  then  nnder  Jongerman's  direction,  bnt  so  far  without  tangible  result. 
With  C.  L.  Thomburg,  also  an  alumnus  of  the  chapter,  the  District  Chief 
is  now  attempting  to  lay  new  plans  and  to  secure  the  codperation  of  the 
alumni.  Several  have  promised  to  return  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  to 
assist  in  the  work,  and  good  results  may  follow.  Like  North  Carolina, 
Vanderbilt  is  flourishing,  with  800  students  and  zi  fraternities.  Beta  Theta 
Pi  has,  up  to  the  present  time,  made  a  most  creditable  record  there,  and  it 
is  believed  may  again  do  so.  It  seems  wise  to  the  Board  that  this  charter 
should  also  remain  in  its  hands  for  another  year. 

Some  means  should  be  taken  to  insure  the  performance  of  its  duty  by 
the  Committee  on  Orator.  We  had  no  orator  last  year,  and  a  number  of 
attempts  to  get  into  correspondence  with  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
this  year  have  received  no  response.  Possibly  an  orator  has  been  provided, 
but  neither  the  Board  nor  the  Committee  on  Arrangements  has  been  in- 
formed of  it.  Such  matters  should  not  be  left  uncertain.  If  the  convention 
really  wishes  to  have  an  orator  each  year,  the  work  would  be  better  done 
if  a  member  of  the  Board  were  appointed  on  that  committee. 

C.  J.  McDiarmid,  who,  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  has  had  charge  of  the 
Knox  Memorial,  has  reported  to  the  Board  the  completion  of  his  duty  by 
the  erection  in  the  chapel  at  Miami  University  of  a  fitting  bronze  tablet  in 
relief,  commemorating  the  founder  and  founding  of  the  fraternity  there  in 
1839.    '^b®  report  is  now  presented  to  the  convention. 

Under  the  law  concerning  interdass  societies  adopted  at  the  last  con- 
vention, three  chapters  have  presented  applications  to  the  Board  for  per- 
mission for  their  members  to  join  Theta  Nu  Epsilon.  The  first  one  came 
from  the  Wesleyan  chapter.  It  showed  rather  exceptional  circumstances. 
Theta  Nu  Epsilon  was  founded  there  and  had  always  flourished  as  an 
honorary  and  reputable  society,  membership  in  which  was  much  sought. 
For  a  chapter  to  have  no  representation  in  it  was  somewhat  like  a  failure 
in  other  colleges  to  make  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  There  being  no  objectionable 
features  in  the  case,  the  permission  was  granted  as  requested. 

The  next  application  was  from  Syracuse.  It  was  stated  that  Theta  Nu 
Epsilon  there  was  an  honorary  society,  regularly  obtaining  the  best  men  in 
college,  and  that  our  chapter  would  be  greatly  handicapped  unless  it  could 
have  its  usual  representation.  Upon  this  showing  the  petition  was  granted. 
A  quite  similar  situation  was  shown  in  the  third  petition,  which  was  from 
Washington  ft  Jefferson,  and  it  also  was  granted. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Treasurer,  the  Board  author- 
ized him  to  accept  from  the  Wesleyan  chapter  50  per  cent  of  its  indebted- 
ness in  full  payment  of  the  amount  due.  If  desired,  the  General  Treasurer 
will  explain  the  circumstances.    We  recommend  the  approval  of  this  action. 

The  alumni  of  Portland,  Maine,  presented  an  application  in  due  form 
for  permission  to  organize  an  alumni  chapter,  imd  it  was  granted. 

The  last  convention  withdrew  the  charter  of  the  Cumberland  chapter. 
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After  the  adjournment  of  the  convention  and  before  the  publication  of  its 
proceedings,  and  without  knowledge  of  what  had  been  done,  |he  chapter 
initiated  two  men,  J.  C.  Field  and  ].  M.  Bone.  It  appears  that  this  was 
done  in  good*  faith.  Still  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  was  legal.  The  Board 
recommends  that  these  initiations  be  approved  and  confirmed. 

The  Card  Catalogue  is  now  in  process  of  compilation.  After  the  pur- 
chase of  the  materials,  the  Board  placed  the  whole  matter  in  charge  of  a 
committee  composed  of  Francis  H.  Sisson,  J.  Cal.  Hanna  and  George  M. 
Chandler.  The  work  is  not  easy  and  will  require  some  time,  but  when  com- 
pleted it  will  be  of  great  value  to  us. 

At  the  first  meeting,  the  Board  considered  the  action  of  the  last  con- 
vention recommending  that  there  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the  fraternity 
about  December  i,  1899,  and  once  in  four  years  thereafter,  a  letter  of  in- 
formation. The  matter  was  also  taken  up  with  the  Editor  of  the  Magazine. 
It  was  found  that  the  expense  of  the  plan  proposed  would  be  greater  than 
could  well  be  afforded.  It  was  therefore  decided  to  do  practically  the  same 
thing  by  means  of  a  preface  to  the  annual  number  of  the  Magazine,  which 
contains  the  chapter  reports.  This  was  done  at  very  small  cost  and,  we 
hope,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  convention.

Xettet  ttom  tbe  president  ot  Board  ot  trustees* 


To  the  Sixty-first  Annual  Convention  of  Beta  Theta  Pi: 

I  keenly  regret  my  inability  to  attend  this,  tbe  last  convention  that  will 
be  held  daring  my  term  of  office. 

I  desired  especially  to  report  personally  my  observations.  Three  years 
ago,  after  much  labor  and  in  spite  of  some  opposition,  the  new  Constitution 
was  adopted.  At  that  time  doubts  were  expressed  as  to  the  successful  opera- 
tion of  some  of  the  proposed  changes.  I  was,  therefore,  glad  enough  to  be 
elected  President,  and  to  have  a  share  in  the  working  of  a  plan  for  which  I 
was  in  some  degree  responsible.  The  Constitution  may  be  defective,  but 
various  officers  and  the  chapters  have  worked  in  such  harmony  that  it  has 
produced  all  the  good  results  of  a  perfect  instrument ;  thus  illustrating  what 
I  once  bad  occasion  to  say,  that  the  people,  and  not  the  laws,  make  good 
government. 

In  truth,  however.  I  am  not  aware  that  during  the  past  three  years  any 
defect  whatever  has  been  foand  in  the  Constitution.  The  Board  of  Trustees, 
being  small,  has  been  able  to  meet  regularly,  always  with  a  quorum,  and  to 
transact  its  business  with  dispatch.  The  three  general  officers,  being  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  have  been  of  great  assistance  to  it,  and  in  turn  have 
received  much  assistance  and  support  from  it.  Among  the  members  of  the 
Board  there  has  always  been  perfect  harmony  and  readiness  to  perform  any 
labor  the  business  of  the  fraternity  required.  In  consequence  of  this  willing- 
ness to  help,  the  Constitution  has  been  found  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
every  occasion.  I  believe  it  will  still  meet  all  our  needs  so  long  as  we  have 
harmony  and  enterprise  in  our  councils. 

Even  in  the  operation  of  the  treasury  under  three  successive  treasurers, 
concerning  which  much  doubt  was  expressed,  there  has  not  been  tbe  slightest 
delay  or  difficulty,  while  the  method  is  such  that  on  the  presentation  of  each 
voucher  the  President  knows  not  only  what  is  being  received  and  paid  out, 
but  the  exact  condition  of  the  fund  of  each  appropriation. 

At  this  convention  it  will  be  in  your  power  to  carry  out  a  plan,  which  was 
once  proposed,  of  having  all  tbe  officers  from  or  near  one  locality.  I  hope 
you  will  not  do  it.  It  is  not  necessary  for  the  efficiency  of  the  Board,  and  it 
is  desirable  to  have  at  least  one  member  of  the  Board  at  each  of  at  least  three 
great  centers  of  Beta  population.  In  this  way  business  may  be  done  promptly 
by  one  who  has  knowledge  of  it.  instead  of  slowly  by  special  messenger  or  as  the 
.  result  of  tedious  correspondence.  Moreover,  the  very  fact  of  having  all  the 
officers  at  or  near  one  center  may  tend  to  localize  interest  in  the  fraternity  and 
its  business.  Let  us  select  the  best  men  for  our  officers,  regardless  of  their 
places  of  residence,  and  we  shall  rarely  find  that  they  all  live  in  one  place. 

The  strictly  official  business  of  the  President  is  not  very  great,  though  it 
usually  demands  instant  attention.  '  To  me  it  has  been  so  attractive  that  it 
has  never  seemed  like  work.  Outside  of  these  purely  official  relations,  I  am 
glad  to  have  been  consulted  by  the  chapters  on  very  many  subjects.  Among 
other  things,  my  opinion  has  been  asked  upon  the  subjects  of  lifting,  of 
hazing,  of  cribbing,  of  the  profit  of  compound  interest,  of  bookkeeping,  of 
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what  shall  be  done  with  a  treasurer  whose  accounts  are  wrong,  of  how  to 
manage  a  body  of  young  women  who  seem  to  waver  in  their  allegiance  to  one 
of  our  chapters,  of  initiating  Jews,  of  co-education,  and  of  Theta  Nu  Epsilon. 
Some  of  these  things  seem  trivial,  but  they  all  concerned  the  well-being  of 
some  chapter,  and  in  that  respect  they  were  of  interest.  But  more  interesting 
and  pleasant  was  the  basis  of  personal  relationship  it  gave  me  with  the  chap- 
ters and  members.  This.  I  hope,  I  may  retain,  though  my  term  of  office  now 
ends. 

Until  three  days  ago  I  expected  to  be  present  here  and  to  personally 
express  my  thanks  for  an  office  which  gives  so  much  pleasure.  I  trust  we 
have  many  good  years  before  us.  during  which,  unimpeded  by  difficulties  of 
administration,  we  may  devote  ourselves  to  maintaining  and  strengthening  our 
present  chapters  in  worthy  institutions.  Even  the  best  chapters  may  some- 
times need  help,  but  with  the  help  that  we  can  give  it  is  impossible  for  one  of 
our  chapters  to  fail  unless  it  is  in  a  failing  college.  Let  us  not  withhold  such 
help.  Let  us  also,  without  fear  or  hesitation,  establish  new  chapters  where 
they  will  be  an  honor  to  us  in  enduring  institutions.  But,  above  all.  let  us 
never  again  make  the  mistake  of  putting  new  chapters  in  weak  or  declining 
institutions  where  they  must  languish  for  lack  of  sufficient  nourishment.

IRepott  ot  tbe  General  Secretam?« 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Sixty-first  Convention  of  Beta  Theta  Pi: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  General 
Secretary,  covering  the  college  year  of  1899-1900. 

Condition  of  Chapters. — So  far  as  the  performance  of  general  fraternity 
duties  is  concerned,  there  are  few  weak  chapters  on  the  roll  of  Beta  Theta  Pi 
this  year,  and  the  general  condition  of  the  chapters  is  most  satisfactory.  Slight 
addition  can  be  made  to  the  thorough  report  submitted  by  the  General  Sec- 
retary last  year,  though  some  improvement  over  conditions  then  discussed  may 
be  noted.  Cumberland,  long  a  source  of  complaint,  is  gone.  At  Bethany  and 
Hampden-Sydney  greatly  improved  conditions  are  reported,  although  the 
problem  of  their  existence  is  by  no  means  solved. 

The  charters  of  North  Carolina,  Mississippi  and  Vanderbilt  were  placed 
by  the  last  convention  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees,  and  a  report  concerning 
them  will  come  from  that  body.  In  each  case  investigation  has  been  prose- 
cuted, and  the  situation  seems  more  hopeful  than  for  some  time.  Steps  have 
been  taken  for  the  initiation  of  students  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  at 
each  of  these  institutions  and.  unless  the  plans  well  laid  go  wrong,  active 
chapters  of  the  fraternity  will  be  added  at  these  places  next  year.  To  investi- 
gate the  situation  at  Mississippi,  the  Board  of  Trustees  sent  W.  A.  Hamilton, 
and  Junius  E.  Beal  was  sent  to  North  Carolina.  At  Vanderbilt  the  matter  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  E.  W.  Jungerman,  who  is  working  on  a  plan  of  reor- 
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ganization.  I  recommend  that  the  charters  of  all  three  of  these  chapters  be 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  be  nsed  as  they  see  fit. 

The  problems  which  have  long  faced  the  fraternity  at  Harvard  and  Yale 
are  as  great  as,  if  not  greater  than,  ever.  Time  has,  so  far,  refused  to  aid 
perceptibly  in  their  solution.  Whether  Beta  Theta  Pi  can  continue  to  exist 
as  a  four-year  fraternity  with  credit  to  itself,  to  its  members  and  to  the  insti- 
tutions, is  a  question  which  may  arouse  many  answers,  but  for  all  that  has  not 
been  answered,  and  I  personally  confess  to  a  feeling  of  almost  hopeless  inability 
to  satisfy  my  own  mind  as  to  the  proper  answer  at  this  time.  Yale  and  Har- 
vard are  especially  the  homes  of  clubs.  A  close  student  of  the  situation  there 
draws  the  conclusion  that  .large  universities  of  this  type  especially  foster 
individualism,  and  the  close  feeling  of  mutual  dependence  and  brotherhood 
we  find  in  a  small  homogeneous  college  is  impossible  there,  making  ideal 
fraternity  life  most  difficult. 

It  is  difficult  for  an  outsider  not  familiar  with  the  customs,  traditions, 
life  or  standards  of  these  institutions  to  legislate  intelligently  concerning  diffi- 
culties and  problems  arising  from  local  causes.  In  as  great  a  measure  as 
possible  the  wishes  of  the  under-graduates  and  alumni  of  these  chapters 
should  be  the  determining  factors  in  the  settlement  of  all  such  questions. 
To  a  certain  extent,  I  believe  that  a  chapter  should  be  allowed  to  adapt  its 
growth  to  its  environment,  but  I  further  believe  that  Beta  Theta  Pi  should 
take  creditable  rank  in  whatever  class  it  is  entered,  and  where  it  fails  to  do 
so  the  cause  should  be  discovered  and,  if  incurable,  death  would  be  merciful. 

Columbia  is  making  rapid  and  satisfactory  progress.  Union  has  emerged 
from  its  brief  sojourn  in  the  cave  of  gloom  and  seems  to  be  on  a  sound  work- 
ing basis.  Colgate,  though  large  and  seemingly  prosperous,  is  rent  asunder 
by  factional  strife,  of  which  this  convention  may  unfortunately  hear  more, 
and  occupies  a  most  critical  position.  The  most  careful  and  unbiased  atten- 
tion must  be  given  to  the  solution  of  its  problem  if  the  chapter  is  to  continue 
to  flourish.  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  troubles  here  and  in  other  District  II  chapters 
are  at  the  bottom  of  chapter  discord.  Lehigh  is  much  stronger  than  last 
year.  Wooster  reports  improved  conditions  in  the  college,  but  the  chapter 
seems  to  occupy  about  the  same  position  as  last  year.  Wabash  is  suffering 
from  a  general  retrogression  of  its  college  which  has  marked  the  past  decade 
in  its  history,  but  it  is  hopeful  of  better  times.  Both  institution  and  chapter 
at  Iowa  Wesleyan  are  on  a  better  footing  than  formerly,  but  the  future  can 
hardly  be  said  to  be  assured.  Westminister  is  small,  as  is  Denver.  The 
year  has  brought  no  changes  or  developments  in  their  cases.  Chapter  con- 
ditions, on  the  whole,  show  considerable  improvement  over  last  year  and, 
except  in  the  cases  of  the  three  chapters  whose  charters  are  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  Trustees,  there  is  slight  room  for  criticism  other  than  that  directed 
at  the  condition  and  character  of  some  of  the  institutions  where  the  chapters 
are  located.  In  nearly  every  case  our  chapters  this  year  have  made  the 
most  of  their  opportunities  and  accomplished  creditable  results  under  the 
conditions  and  in  the  field  in  which  they  labored. 

Chapter-Houses. — All  the  fraternity  world  is  moving  into  chapter- houses, 
and  the  more  progressive  part  is  reaching  the  advanced  stage  of  the  free- 
holder. While  not  the  pioneer  in  the  chapter-house  movement,  Beta  Theta  Pi 
has  moved  in  recent  years  with  remarkable  rapidity  in  that  direction,  and 
at  present  is  in  the  van  of  her  competitojs.  Ten  houses  are  owned  and 
thirty  rented,  which  is  a  better  showing  than  can  be  made  by  any  rival  fra- 
ternity.    But  conditions  are  changing,  and  our  stronger  rivals,  having  noted 
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th«  tnccen  of  the  cbapter-boase  andertaking,  are  making  the  qaestloa  a 
"paramoont  istoe."  In  consequence,  it  behooves  as  to  honse  the  rest  of 
onr  family  and  to  comm^ce  plans  for  ultimate  ownership.  About  a  score 
of  our  number  have  not  approached  this  matter.  Their  secretaries  write 
that  conditions  are  not  favorable  for  the  establishment  of  houses.  And  jet 
in  many  of  these  same  institutions  rival  fraternities  have  houses  running 
most  successfully.  With  some  this  state  of  lethargy  is  due  to  a  feeling  of 
self-satisfaction  concerning  the  past  and  present  condition  of  the  fraternity. 

The  fraternity  world  at  large  is  undergoing  a  metamorphosis,  which 
insures  permanency  and  great  influence  upon  student-life  in  the  future  of 
American  educational  institutions.  From  all  indications,  at  least,  it  appears 
that  such  is  the  manifest  destiny  of  fraternities.  All  of  our  progressive  rivals 
are  agitating  the  chapter-house  question,  and  in  point  of  progress  some  are 
rapidly  overtaking  us.  There  are  but  few  institutions  on  our  roll  at  which 
the  chapter-house  would  be  anomalous.  To  the  tardy  ones  our  advice  would 
be  to  first  rent  and,  as  success  is  met  with,  plan  for  acquiring  possession. 
In  the  chapter-house  possibly  may  be  found  the  cure  for  the  fluctuation  so 
often  met  with  in  the  fraternity  at  large.  The  chapter-house  and  the  close 
friendships  formed  in  it  proves  an  incentive  strong  enough  to  hold  many  a 
student  to  his  college  until  graduation,  who  might  wittiout  it  have  changed 
or  left  before  completing  his  course.  In  some  cases  the  dormitory  system 
precludes  chapter-houses,  and  yet  in  some  fast-growing  institutions  the 
chapter-house  is  endorsed  by  the  college  authorities,  as  coming  to  relieve 
the  dormitories.  The  chapter-house  is  here  to  stay ;  its  practical  advan- 
tages have  been  proved  by  experience,  and  if  a  chapter  is  to  get  in  line  with 
the*  progress  of  fraternities,  efforts  to  get  under  cover  must  soon  be  made. 
From  answers  to  letters  of  inquiry  to  the  various  chapters,  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  almost  one-half  are  realising  the  necessity  of  planning  for  the 
the  future,  and  have  well  in  hand  or  started  funds  for  chapter-houses.  The 
West  and  East  are  in  a  flourishing  condition  from  the  chapter-house  point 
of  view,  but  the  centrally  located  chapters  are  not  in  line.  Districts  IV  and 
V  are  without  a  house,  a  state  of  affairs  which  should  not  be  permitted  to 
exist.  Districts  VI  and  VII  have  several  institutions  at  which  our  chapters 
would  be  improved  by  entering  houses.  There  may  be  differences  of  opinion 
as  to  the  effect  of  the  chapter-house  on  college  and  fraternity  life,  but  it  has 
come,  and  to  stay.  It  is  a  condition,  not  a  theory,  we  are  facing,  and  we 
must  make  the  most  of  it. 

Chapter-House  Fundi. — Recent  years  have  witnessed  in  the  fraternity 
world  a  constantly  increasing  discussion  of  the  subject  of  raising  money  for 
the  construction  of  chapter-houses.  Many  plans  have  been  tried,  with  vary- 
ing degrees  of  success.  In  several  fraternities  a  uniform  plan  has  been 
adopted,  and  in  others  the  general  fraternity  itself  has  undertaken'  the  work 
of  financing  chapter-houses  by  the  sale  of  investment  bonds,  endowment 
policies,  building  and  loan  shares,  etc.  It  may  be  said  that  Beta  Theta  Pi 
has  tried,  and  is  trying,  nearly  all  of  these  plans,  and  the  question  has  been 
frequently  put  to  the  General  Secretary  during  the  past  year  as  to  whether 
the  general  fraternity  could  or  would  recommend  any  specific  plan.  The 
answer  has  been,  necessarily,  in  the  negative.  Whether  some  uniform  plan 
should  be  adopted  is  a  question.  There  are  several  suggestions  that  may  be 
made  in  this  connection,  whatever  is  done.  When  chapters  are  incorporated 
in  order  to  own  property  under  the  laws  of  the  state  in  which  they  are  located, 
the  control  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  alumni  whose  business  experience 
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•nd  responsibiliCy,  as  well  as  loyalty,  are  well  established.  That  will  go  far 
towards  preventing  disastrous  failures,  Ulnstrattons  of  which  might  be  given. 
The  wisdom  of  giving  contribations  to  chapter-honse  funds  the  character  of 
investments  instead  of  donations  is  also  commended,  and  several  chapters  can 
testify  to  it.  I  doubt  the  wisdom  or  probable  success  of  any  general  frater- 
nity funding  scheme,  but  a  discussion  of  this  subject  might  prove  valuable. 

ArchlTes. — During  the  years  of  its  activity  Beta  Theta  Pi  has  gathered 
many  archives  of  varying  character,  which  are  scattered  all  about  the 
country.  A  great  amount  of  valuable  fraternity  matter  has  been  collected 
by  different  general  officers  and  fraternity  enthusiasts  which  now  has  no 
permanent  or  proper  abiding  place*  Some  steps  should  be  taken  for  the 
assembling  and  storing  of  this  matter  in  a  safe  place  under  the  care  of  a 
responsible  person  or  persons. 

Hew  Charters. —  An  attractive  charter  plate  was  designed  and  executed 
last  year  and,  after  considerable  delay,  a  number  of  blank  charters  have  been 
printed  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Secretary.  Chapters  whose 
charters  have  been  lost  or  destroyed  in  any  way  would  do  well  to  make  appli- 
cation for  new  charters  now,  and  their  orders  will  be  promptly  filled  on  pay- 
ment of  the  Is  fee  exacted.    No  chapter  should  be  without  a  charter. 

CumberUnd. — ^Two  members  of  the  Cumberland  chapter,  whose  charter 
was  revoked  by  the  last  convention,  returned  to  college  unexpectedly  early  in 
September  of  last  year  and  proceeded  to  initiate  two  additional  members  into 
the  chapter.  Notice  of  the  final  action  of  the  convention  had  not  been  served 
upon  them,  although  they  had  known  that  their  charter  was  in  jeopardy  and 
would  likely  be  revoked.  Upon  learning  of  the  convention's  action  the 
members  took  an  appeal  to  have  this  action  rescinded.  To  accomplish  this 
one-half  of  the  chapters  must  vote  to  rescind,  and  as  but  fifteen  chapters  so 
voted,  the  appeal  failed,  and  the  action  of  the  last  convention  stands.  The 
exact  status  of  J.  C.  Field,  Jr.,  and  J.  M.  Bone,  the  two  men  initiated  after 
the  charter  had  been  revoked,  was  then  in  question.  The  matter  came  before 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and,  after  some  deliberation,  it  was  decided  to  recom- 
mend to  the  convention  that  the  chapter  action  be  ratified.  This  recommen- 
dation is  prompted  by  several  considerations.  The  chapter  doubtless  acted 
In  good  faith,  and  so  did  the  two  initiates.  They  have  been  admitted  to  the 
secrets  of  the  fraternity  and  cannot  morally,  though  possibly  might  technic- 
ally, be  debarred  from  the  privilege  of  membership.  All  of  the  chapter  arch- 
ives are  now  in  the  possession  of  the  General  Secretary. 

Discipline. —  I  have  to  submit  to  the  convention  for  its  consideration 
several  cases  of  discipline.  Two  direct  appeals  for  reinstatement  have  been 
filed,  and  the  papers  are  in  my  possession.  Wm.  Claire  Rogers  was  expelled 
from  the  Syracuse  chapter  in  1895.  He  maintains  that  his  expulsion  was 
unjust  and  illegal,  and  presents  a  strong  case,  backed  by  both  alumni  and 
nndergraduate  members  of  his  chapter,  along  with  other  substantial  endorse- 
ments. Henry  J.  Wallace  was  expelled  from  the  same  chapter  in  the  same 
year.  He  has  not,  so  far,  presented  the  facts  in  his  case  so  fully,  but  they 
will  doubtless  appear  in  the  investigation  here.  Both  men  have  made  good 
records  since  leaving  college, 

Sosg-Bookt. — Many  inquiries  have  come  to  me  during  the  year  concern- 
ing sonjs-books.  Just  at  present  the  fraternity  is  passing  through  a  disagree- 
aUe  interregnum  in  the  song-book  matter,  when  the  old  stock  has  been 
exhausted  and  the  new  stock  has  not  appeared.  There  seems  to  be  no 
question  that  there  Is  an  active  demand  for  a  new  and  improved  issue  of 
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Beta  Theta  Pi  songs,  and.  to  meet  this,  some  work  of  collection  and  prepara- 
tion has  been  done  during  the  year  by  the  special  committee  in  charge  of  the 
matter,  including  Morris  R.  Eberaole  (Cincinnati).  B.  F.  Tuttle  (Denison) 
and  R.  M.  Thompson  (Minnesota).  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  convention 
can  give  this  committee  assurances  of  support  and  assistance  that  will  ensure 
the  speedy  and  satisfactory  publication  of  a  creditable  Beta  Theta  Pi  song- 
book,  which  in  form,  words  and  music  shall  reflect  the  high  standard  of  this 
fraternity. 

Hew  Flag  Design. — At  the  last  convention  a  committee,  including  G.  M. 
Chandler  (Michigan).  J.  Cal.  Hanna  (Wooster).  and  F.  H.  Sisson  (Knox),  was 
selected  to  secure  a  design  for  a  new  fraternity  flag  that  should  be  less  com- 
plicated in  pattern  and  partake  more  of  the  nature  of  a  banner  than  the  old 
design.  That  committee  is  ready  to  report,  and  will  submit  a  design  which 
has  embodied  its  ideas  for  your  approval. 

Ritual.— At  the  Fifty-ninth  Convention  a  Committee  on  Ritual  was  ap- 
pointed, and  it  was  continued  in  office  by  the  Sixtieth  Convention.  It 
includes  Brothers  £.  R.  Hardy  (Boston).  W.  O.  Robb  (Ohio  Wesleyan).  and 
Williston  Manley  (St.  Lawrence).  Our  present  form  of  ritual  is  far  from 
perfection,  although  it  includes  much  that  should  be  perpetuated.  There 
would  seem  to  be  some  defect  in  the  ritual  or  in  our  rules  concerning  its  use 
when  many  of  our  chapters  see  fit  to  change  it  to  meet  their  own  ideas  in 
their  initiations.  I  believe  that  absolute  uniformity  in  the  matter  of  formal 
initiation  procedure  is  desirable,  and  every  Beta  babe  should  be  ushered 
into  the  world  by  the  same  process.  This  assures  a  common  standard,  a 
common  tradition,  and  makes  for  unity.  That  this  end  may  be  obtained  our 
ritual  should  be  such  that  alterations  and  variations  would  not  be  considered 
necessary  or  desirable,  and  even  when  so  considered  should  not  be  permis- 
sable  without  general  fraternity  action. 

Chapter  Reporta.— The  chapters  deserve  much  credit  for  the  ever- increas- 
ing accuracy  and  promptness  with  which  reports  are  made  and  fraternity 
business  transacted.  A  constant  improvement  may  be  noted  in  this  respect 
by  a  study  of  the  records.  The  annual  reports  reached  the  General  Secretary 
in  good  season  and.  for  the  most  part,  excellently  constructed  this  year, 
enabling  him  to  present  them  in  printed  form  at  a  date  much  earlier  than 
usual.     That  volume  speaks  for  itself. 

It  was  deemed  expedient  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  somewhat  change 
and  improve  this  annual  number  this  year  in  order  to  make  it  more  attractive 
and  valuable  to  both  alumni  and  undergraduates,  and  in  a  measure  that  it 
might  take  the  place  of  the  circular  letter  to  the  alumni,  recommended  by  the 
last  convention,  but  for  which  no  appropriation  was  made. 

District  Reunions.— This  is  an  old  and  well-worn  theme;  but.  judging 
from  the  manner  of  its  observance,  the  whole  has  not  been  spoken  concerning 
it.  May  I  repeat  the  old  injunction  that  no  year  should  pass  without  a  re- 
union in  every  district  in  the  fraternity  where  reunions  are  geographically 
possible.  I  would  call  especial  attention  to  some  of  the  features  attending 
the  reunion  of  District  VIII  with  the  Knox  chapter  at  Galesburg,  111.,  last 
year.  Each  chapter  sent  two  or  more  delegates.  They  came  and  stayed 
three  days.  All  the  delegates  were  housed  together  at  the  chapter- house, 
thus  becoming  much  better  acquainted  than  when  scattered.  A  program  of 
mixed  study  and  diversion  proved  most  profitable  and  pleasant  to  all.  Such 
reunions,  I  believe,  help  to  educate,  broaden,  and  polish  every  man  who 
attends,  and  can  but  accomplish  much  for  the  increase  of  fraternity  ideals. 
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The  brioging  in  of  the  alumni  on  sach  occasions  is  ol  itself  a  valuable  feature 
which  cannot  be  too  often  repeated. 

Alnmni  ReUtiont. — The  problem  of  how  to  bring  the  alumni  into  close 
touch  with  the  active  fraternity  is  present,  as  ever.  It  may  be  solved  in  a 
measure  by  degrees,  and  if  this  convention  could  suggest  and  secure  some 
legislation  that  would  bind  these  two  great  bodies  more  closely  together,  it 
will  have  been  well  worth  the  while  for  that  reason  alone.  There  lies  dormant 
about  us  a  great  fraternity  loyalty  that  breaks  out  in  spots  occasionally,  but 
that  should  be  aroused,  directed,  and  made  resultful.  In  some  cases  this 
work  is  done  more  or  less  well  by  the  chapters  direct,  and  that  is  the  natural 
channel  through  which  this  e£fort  should  be  directed.  But  the  general  fra- 
ternity can  do  much,  and  should  do  all  it  can,  to  assist. 

The  last  convention  instructed  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  send  to  each 
member  of  the  fraternity  during  the  year  a  letter  setting  forth  the  general 
condition  of  the  fraternity  at  that  time  and  other  matters  of  general  interest. 
As  no  appropriation  was  made  to  meet  the  heavy  expense  of  this  plan,  it 
could  not  be  followed.  As  far  as  possible  this  message  was  borne  to  the 
alumni  through  the  annual  report,  to  which  reference  has  been  made,  which 
was  sent  to  every  member  of  the  fraternity.  It  is  for  the  convention  to  say 
what  shall  be  done  in  this  regard  this  year,  having  in  mind  both  the  end  to 
be  gained  and  the  cost  of  gaining  it. 

The  organization  of  alumni  chapters  should  be  encouraged,  and  it  may  be 
best  to  make  provision  for  some  more  formal  plan  of  organization  than  is  now 
required.  There  should  certainly  be  more  clearly  specified  the  exact  relations 
of  these  alumni  chapters  to  the  active  fraternity,  what  should  constitute 
proper  credentials  for  their  delegates  to  the  convention,  upon  what  questions 
they  should  be  allowed  to  vote,  and  what  fraternity  duties  should  be  imposed 
upon  them.  The  suggestion  that  every  chapter  observe,  at  least  once  a  year, 
an  Alumni  Day  is  a  good  one,  and  may  be  worthy  of  legislation.  During  the 
year  one  alumni  chapter  was  established— at  Portland,  Maine.  Correspond- 
ence concerning  such  chapters,  which  will  probably  result  in  such  applica- 
tions, was  had  with  Betas  who  are  informally  organized  in  Manchester,  N.  H., 
Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  and  Asheville,  N.  C.  Organization  in  other  cities  has 
been  urged,  but  has  so  far  not  been  made.  It  is  believed  that  the  attention  of 
the  alumni  should  be  frequently  called  to  the  affairs  of  the  fraternity,  that 
their  devotion  and  loyalty  may  be  kept  unimpaired. 

Chapter  Visitation. — I  believe  thoroughly  in  the  efficacy  of  personal  con- 
tact between  graduates  and  undergraduates  for  the  pleasure  and  profit  of  all 
concerned  I  wish  that  every  alumnus  of  the  fraternity  might  find  the  time  and 
inclination  to  visit  his  own  or  another  active  chapter  of  the  fraternity  once  a 
year  or  oftener.  He  would  be  the  younger,  better  and  broader  for  it.  I  wish, 
further,  that  every  chapter  in  the  fraternity  might  be  visited  once  a  year  by 
some  general  officer,  and  many  times  more  by  its  own  and  other  alumni. 
There  are  few  chapters  that  would  not  be  helped  by  these  visits  and  inspec- 
tions, with  such  advice  and  encouragement  as  may  attend.  There  is  no  evil 
which  a  fraternity  chapter  is  heir  to  that  cannot  be  prevented  in  its  incipiency 
and  cured  in  its  maturity  by  such  faithful  investigation  and  instruction.  If 
such  work  had  been  done  as  might  have  been  there  would  be  no  Beta  Theta 
Pi  chapter  obituary  record  except  in  cases  where  we  ourselves  had  ordered  the 
obsequies  of  our  own  volition. 

A  fraternity  chapter  is  an  ever-varying  quantity,  and  the  only  way  its 
value  in  the  equation  can  be  determined  is  by  constant  study  and  attention  by 
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mlamai  and  general  officers.  Considering  the  manner  in  which  tome  of  onr 
chapters  have  been  allowed  to  "  jast  grow/'  the  wonder  is  that  disaster  and 
reverses  have  not  been  more  frequent.  No  person  or  persons  can  be  held 
responsible  for  this.  It  is  a  matter  for  concerted  fraternity  action,  and  should 
mark  one  of  the  forward  steps  taken  towards  giving  onr  fraternity  more  cohe- 
siveness  and  more  uniformity. 

Associate  Members. — It  has  recently  been  suggested  by  one  of  our  leading 
alumni  and  a  former  General  Secretary  that  this  fraternity  might  properly 
make  some  provision  for  the  initiation  or  affiliation  of  associate  or  honorary 
members.  By  this  it  is  not  meant  that  the  title  should  ever  be  conferred  for 
advertising  purposes  or  for  effect,  but  that  there  are  men  who  are  interested  or 
connected  with  this  fraternity  and  its  members  who  are  often  proper  subjects 
for  initiation  or  affiliation,  even  though  no  longer  undergraduates.  This 
matter  was  first  suggested  to  the  General  Secretary  by  letters  from  two  differ- 
ent chapters,  inquiring  if  there  was  any  provision  whereby  they  might  formally 
honor  the  fathers  of  members  who  had  manifested  great  interest  in  their 
chapters  and  helped  them  materially.  The  answer  regretfully  made  was,  of 
course,  that  there  was  no  such  provision.  It  is  my  belief  that  there  are  occa- 
sionally times  when  some  such  provision  would  meet  a  need,  and  that  this 
might  properly  admit  within  its  circle  men  now  ineligible  because  not  under- 
graduates. I  have  in  mind  cases  of  young  professors  in  western  colleges,  who 
have  taken  undergraduate  courses  at  institutions  where  the  four-year  fraternity 
system  did  not  flourish,  who  would  be  very  glad  to  be  affiliated  with  chapters 
of  Beta  Theta  Pi.  Again  there  are  alumni  who,  for  perfectly  proper  reasons, 
could  not  join  the  fraternity  in  college,  but  now  would  greatly  like  to  claim 
membership  within  it.  There  are  others  who  might  well  fall  under  this  cate- 
gory. If  such  a  change  is  made,  I  believe  the  privilege  should  be  most  care- 
fully safeguarded.  Possibly  all  propositions  of  this  nsture  should  be  passed 
on  by  a  committee  of  alumni.  It  would  be  far  better  that  it  never  existed 
than  to  be  abused,  but  I  believe  that  it  need  not  be  abused  if  the  legislation 
which  creates  it  be  carefully  drawn. 

Class  Sodetifs.— The  legislation  drafted  by  the  last  convention  concern- 
ing class  societies  has  been  the  occasion  of  much  discussion  during  the  year. 
In  several  institutions  the  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  problem  has  caused  trouble. 
Several  suggestions  for  amending  this  law  so  as  to  more  fully  cover  the  desired 
ground  are  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Secretary,  and  will  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  proper  committee  for  consideration  and  report. 

Exemptions  Granted.^  During  the  year  three  exemptions  to  the  class 
society  amendment,  adopted  by  the  last  convention,  were  granted  by  the 
Trustees,  as  provided.  These  were  given  to  the  Wesleyan,  Syracuse,  and 
Washington  &  Jefferson  chapters.  It  is  the  impression  of  the  General  Secre- 
tary that  there  have  been  often  instances  of  joining  inter-collegiate  class 
societies  besides  these  mentioned  for  which  no  permission  had  been  given. 
Chapters  and  individuals  should  realise  that  by  taking  such  a  step  they  are 
violating  the  laws  of  the  fraternity,  and  are  liable  to  penalties  thereof.  This 
law  was  not  passed  for  effect,  nor  meant  to  be  a  dead-letter,  but  it  was  drafted 
after  long  and  careful  consideration  by  the  best-informed  and  most  capable 
men  in  Beta  Theta  Pi  to  meet  a  need  which  had  become  pressing.  Its 
provision  should  be  observed  and  its  violation  prosecuted  wherever  found. 

Chapter  Meetings. — I  believe  that  much  good  might  result  from  a  full 
and  free  discussion  of  the  question  of  chapter  meetings.  The  giving  and 
receiving  of  ideas  on  this  important  matter  so  near  the  life  of  the  fraternity 
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cm  bat  result  in  good.  I  offer  a  saggestion  that  some  time  during  the  progress 
ol  this  convention  be  set  aside  for  this  purpose. 

Soil  of  Msmberov— A  fall  report  of  the  year's  work  in  tkat  department  is 
submitted  by  the  Keeper  of  the  Rolls,  and  is  appended  to  his  report.  The 
completion  of  the  construction  and  beginning  of  the  enrolling  work  on  the 
Card  Catalogue  is  the  most  important  event  of  the  year  in  this  office,  and  a 
oource  of  congratulation  for  the  fraternity.  I  recommend  a  renewal  of  the  ap- 
propriation for  clerical  work  to  be  done  during  the  ensuing  year  on  the  cards. 

Soil  of  Chapters.— There  are  now  sixty-one  chapters  on  the  roll  of  Beta 
Tbeta  Pi.  Three  of  these  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  leaving 
fifty-eight  charters  actively  in  force. 

Petitioos, — Three  formal  petitions  for  charters  from  this  fraternity  will 
come  before  this  convention  for  action.  These  bodies  of  petitioners  are 
located  at  Bowdoin  College,  Brunswick,  Maine;  West  Virginia  University, 
Morgan  town,  W.  Va.,  and  at  the  University  of  Colorado.  Boulder,  Col.  In 
each  case  a  locad  society  petitions  for  a  general  fraternity  charter.  At  Bowdoin 
the  Sword  and  Shield  society  seeks  admission  to  Beta  Theta  Pi.  This  society 
«was  organized  as  a  local  secret  society  in  1899.  It  has  a  sufficiently  large  and 
'weU-assorted  membership,  occupies  a  chapter-house,  and  makes  a  most  credit- 
able showing.  Its  petition  is  enthusiastically  endorsed  by  Betas,  old  and 
young,  who  have  investigated  the  situation  there.  The  institution  is  old  and 
well  established.  Its  class  of  students  is  above  the  avers ge,  and  there  seems 
to  be  every  reason  for  believing  that  under  such  seemingly  favorable  auspices 
Beta  Theta  Pi  can  establish  and  maintain  a  creditable  chapter  there. 

At  the  remaining  two  institutions,  local  Greek-letter  secret  societies  have 
been  formed  with  the  express  purpose  of  petitioniog  Beta  Theta  Pi.  At  West 
Virginia  University  the  organization  is  called  the  Beta  Psi  society,  and  at  the 
University  of  Colorado  the  Beta  Tau  Omega.  Both  of  these  societies  occupy 
chapter-rooms,  hold  regular  meetings,  and  occupy  prominent  positions  in  the 
life  of  their  respective  institutions.  Their  petitions  are  well  endorsed.  The 
recommendations  given  are  exceptionally  good,  and  the  personnel  of  the 
petitioners  is  high  in  each  institution.  The  West  Virginia  petition  was  before 
the  last  convention  for  consideration,  though  not  action,  so  it  presents  a 
familiar  problem.  The  movement  for  a  chapter  there  has  been  promoted  by 
enthusiastic  alumni,  who  have  a  firm  belief  in  the  present  and  future  of  the 
institution  and  are  desirous  of  having  Beta  Theta  Pi  share  in  its  growth  and 
prosperity.  At  the  University  of  Colorado  a  somewhat  newer  problem  is 
presented.  Again  are  good  Beta  alumni  instrumental  in  fostering  a  move- 
ment toward  extension  and,  with  the  conviction  that  in  this  growing  univer- 
sity our  fraternity  should  have  a  place,  they  have  prepared  their  case  for  your 
decision. 

In  both  these  state  institutions  the  question  is  not  personal,  so  far  as  pro- 
moters or  petitioners  are  concerned.  Conceding  that  the  petitioners  rank  first 
in  all  things  essential  in  their  university  life,  the  real  question  for  you  to  con- 
sider and  decide  is,  '*  Does  Beta  Theta  Pi  care  to  enter  these  institutions  at  this 
time?"  What  is  their  present,  and  what  may  be  their  future?  Of  what 
quality  is  the  material  from  which  these  new  chapters  are  to  be  molded  ? 
What  would  be  the  effect  of  granting  these  charters  on  the  general  fraternity  ? 
Let  these  matters  be  thoroughly  considered  before  action  is  taken,  for  much 
is  thereby  dependent. 

Another  proposition  for  extension  will  come  before  you,  but  not  in  form 
for  action  by  this  convention.    At  Washington  University,  St.  Louis,  a  local 
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society  sty  Hog  itself  "Washington's  Hatchet."  seeks  admission  to  Beta  TbeU 
Pi,  but  presented  its  petition  too  late  for  the  formal  notification  of  the  chap- 
ters required  by  our  laws.  Their  claims  for  recognition  and  encouragement 
may  yet  be  presented  to  yon. 

During  the  year  other  movements  looking  toward  petitioning  Beta  Theta 
Pi  have  been  started,  but  have  not  materialized.  Two  of  these  have  been 
at  Stephen  F.  Austin  College.  Sherman.  Texas,  and  at  the  University  of  South 
Dakota.  Another  movement  on  the  part  of  alumni  looking  toward  the 
organization  of  a  body  of  petitioners  at  the  University  of  Illinois  was  started 
during  the  year,  but  was  abandoned  on  account  of  its  failure  to  receive 
encouragement  at  the  hands  of  the  chapters  in  District  VIII.  An  investi- 
gating committee  representing  the  latter  reported  adversely  on  the  matter, 
and  it  was  dropped  for  the  time.  The  feeling  was  that  the  class  of  students 
was  not  such  as  to  invite  Beta  Theta  Pi.  although  the  institution  is  flourishing 
and  rapidly  growing. 

£zt«n8ion.— This  whole  problem  of  extension  presents  many  interesting 
features  and  deserves  our  best  thought  at  this  time.  A  marked  change  is  in 
progress  in  the  college  world  and.  as  Beta  Theta  Pi  lives  and  moves  and  finds 
its  being  in  that  world,  it  must  take  cognizance  of  its  every  move.  The  great 
tendency  towards  centralization  which  has  marked  economical  and  industrial 
activity  has  been  working  in  the  educational  field  as  well,  and  we  are  today 
watching  the  constant  increase  in  wealth  and  influence  of  the  great  univer- 
sities at  the  expense  of  the  smaller  all  over  the  country.  How  far  this  move- 
ment is  to  continue  is  the  question.  Certain  it  is  that  in  this  evolution  many 
of  the  small  colleges  must  either  cease  to  exist  or  change  their  entire  scope. 
A  few.  with  sufficient  endowment  and  backing,  may  weather  the  storms  and 
live  to  enjoy  many  years  of  usefulness,  but  they  must  be  the  exceptions.  An 
important  factor  in  this  movement  is  the  state  university.  Along  with  our 
highly  endowed  and  large  private  universities  the  state  institutions  will  always 
have  a  place  in  the  educational  van.  With  their  great  resources,  large  follow- 
ings.  and  constant  advertising,  they  bid  fair  to  increase  constantly  in  size  and 
influence.  Whatever  our  convictions  may  be  as  to  the  value  and  importance 
of  the  small  college,  the  stern  logic  of  the  situation  forces  the  conclusion  upon 
us  that  these  state  universities,  along  with  these  few  others  mentioned,  are 
to  be  the  institutions  of  the  future.  In  many  of  them  Beta  Theta  Pi  has  a 
strong  foothold.  In  others  she  is  not  represented.  That  she  may  some  day 
desire  to  be  in  all  or  nearly  all  seems  likely.  Just  when  the  opportune  and 
proper  moment  arrives  for  this  entrance  on  her  part  is  for  her  sons  to  decide, 
and  in  some  measure  the  burden  is  now  upon  us. 

In  the  West,  particularly,  there  are  several  comparatively  new  but  grow- 
ing institutions  that  must  be  watched  if  we  would  be  alive  to  our  opportuni- 
ties and  prepared  to  achieve  our  highest  usefulness  as  a  national  fraternity. 
Populous,  wealthy  and  growing  states  are  behind  them,  and  their  future  is 
assured  if  their  present  is  still  open  to  question.  It  is  for  us  to  watch,  and 
mayhap  to  wait,  but  not  too  long. 

VotM  on  Ext«Q8ioQ. —  Some  time  ago  the  Editors  of  the  Magazine  sent 
out  a  circular  letter  to  the  chapters  asking  for  an  expression  of  opinion  on 
the  matter  of  extension,  submitting  a  list  of  colleges  and  universities  in  which 
Beta  Theta  Pi  is  not  now  represented.  The  results  were  interesting,  and 
as  a  partial  expression  of  sentiment  are  given.  Out  of  the  list  of  twenty- 
three  institutions  presented  to  the  various  chapters  for  consideration  the  ten 
receiving  the  most  favorable  sentiment  were : 
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Bowdoio,  17*,  of ;  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  16*,  of ;  Wil- 
liams. 15*,  if;  University  of  West  Virginia,  13*,  3f  ;  Washington  and  Lee, 
Z2*,  2f ;  University  of  Illinois,  12*,  2f ;  Washington  University  (St.  Louis), 
9*   if ;  Lake  Forest,  9*,  3f ;  Colorado  University,  7*,  of ;  Vermont,  5*,  2\, 

A  perusal  of  the  letters  from  the  chapter  corresponding  secretaries  shows 
that  in  most  cases  where  extension  is  opposed  the  dissenting  voice  objects  to 
establishing  chapters  located  near  itself,  but  points  out  institutions  far  removed 
in  distant  districts  where  it  believes  a  chapter  could  be  easily  and  proBtably 
established.  The  policy,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  is  predominant  all  over  the 
fraternity  at  large.  In  many  cases  undoubtedly  the  cause  is  traceable  to  the 
bitterness  of  long-standing  rivalry  between  neighboring  institutions.  So  long 
as  this  is  permitted  to  continue,  there  is  great  danger  of  the  fraternity  being 
delayed  from  entering  institutions  where  ultimately  it  is  destined  to  be  estab- 
lished. Delay  may  mean  a  handicap  for  rival  fraternities  which  may  prove 
hard  to  overcome,  and,  while  we  should  move  cautiously,  there  should  not 
be  over-caution. 

Formal  expressions  were  not  received  from  some  chapters.  For  instance, 
Pennsylvania  University  is  opposed  to  expansion ;  likewise  Wisconsin, 
especially  in  neighboring  institutions.  The  University  of  Virginia  is  opposed 
to  expansion  into  colleges  in  the  vicinity  and  fears  entering  southern  col- 
leges. On  the  other  hand,  some  are  optimistic  and,  like  Pennsylvania  State, 
Wabash.  Hanover,  and  Rutgers,  are  ready  to  enter  any  of  the  institutions 
mentioned  where  good  local  societies  petition  for  charters.  A  glance  at  the 
list  of  favored  ones  reveals  the  significant  fact  that  the  fraternity  realizes 
that  opportunity  is  offered  to  gain  strength  in  the  East,  and  it  is  alive  to  its 
opportunity.  Extension  below  the  Mason  and  Dixon's  line  is  frowned 
upon.  Possibly  this  is  attributable  to  the  trouble  which  the  fraternity  has 
had  with  its  southern  chapters  in  recent  years. 

The  conservatism  which  prompts  a  negative  vote  on  any  petition  with- 
out careful  investigation  and  a  proper  consideration  of  the  situation  is  absurd 
and  unreasonable.  There  are  some  reasons  that  can  be  urged  against  the 
entrance  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  into  many  institutions,  even  though  other  fra- 
ternities may  be  living  and  flourishing  there.  Inadequate  endowment,  low 
standards  of  culture,  commonplace  men  and  manners,  small  attendance,  lack 
of  progress,  prospects  or  present  maturity, — these  and  other  good  arguments 
may  properly  be  urged  in  opposition  to  granting  a  petition,  but  conservatism 
in  itself,  never.  It  is  a  false  god  and  should  have  no  worshipers  in  Beta 
Theta  Pi  or  elsewhere  in  this  progressive,  pushing  age  of  accomplishment. 

Contraction. — Another  problem  of  equal  importance  faces  us  in  direct 
opposition  to  that  just  mentioned;  it  is  that  of  contraction.  It  may  imply 
much  or  little,  according  to  one's  point  of  view.  There  is  much  here  that 
demands  our  attention.  It  has  been  said  by  one  of  the  best-informed  fra- 
ternity men  in  the  country  that,  "in  the  West  Beta  Theta  Pi  has  been,  and 
probably  always  will  be,  a  fraternity  giant."  We  should  see  to  it  that  this 
sentence  stands  with  the  dropping  of  the  word  "probably."  In  the  last  few 
years  Alpha  Delta  Phi  has  entered  Minnesota  and  Chicago.  Delta  Kappa 
Epsilon  has  entered  Minnesota  and  Chicago  and  boasts  an  old  chapter  at 
California.  Zeta  Psi  has  entered  Stanford  and  Minnesota,  and  also  has  an 
old  chapter  at  California,  while  Psi  Upsilon.  the  conservative,  has  entered 
Minnesota,  Chicago,  Wisconsin,  and  only  lately  California.      This  trend  is 
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ngnificant.  It  indicates  that  the  march  of  fraternity  activity  on  the  part  of 
those  the  fraternity  world  designates  as  leaders  is,  like  the  coarse  of  em(Mxe 
and  education,  westward.  It  wonld  farther  seem  to  indicate  that  a  few  move 
years  would  see  these  same  leaders  filling  in  the  gaps  in  their  rolls  with 
institutions  that  have  been  heretofore  designated  as  the  particular  property  of 
Beta  Theta  Pi.  Then  mast  this  fraternity  look  to  her  solid  West  and  strive 
to  retain  the  laarels  she  has  won.  To  win  in  this  race,  Beta  Theta  Pi  can* 
not  carry  any  dead  weight. 

A  prominent  member  of  this  fraternity,  a  man  singularly  free  from  prej- 
udice and  with  a  wide  breath  of  view,  has  recently  most  pertinently  asked, 
"Can  Beta  Theta  Pi  afford  to  be  indifferent  to  this  situation  ?  Has  Beta 
Theta  Pi  a  policy?    If  so.  what  is  it?'*    It  is  up  to  as  for  an  answer. 

If  we  are  represented  in  institutions  declining,  dying  daily,  what  is  oar 
duty  ?  If  we  have  chapters  whose  members  are  not  representative  fra- 
ternity men,  whose  standards  are  low,  whose  institutions  are  poorly  endowed, 
without  pride  of  present  or  promise  of  future,  whose  presence  on  the 
fraternity  roll  is  a  drawback  to  fraternity  progress,  what  are  we  to  do  ? 
Again  does  this  Beta  authority  tell  us  in  a  recent  magazine  that  the 
fraternity  which  follows  the  policy  of  never  withdrawing  a  chapter,  but  lets 
it  die  with  the  institution,  will  itself  die  of  dry  rot.  Could  a  chapter,  it  is 
asked,  if  it  unfortunately  finds  itself  in  a  declining  institution,  better  prove 
its  loyalty  and  love  to  the  fraternity  than  by  confessing  the  facts  and  sur- 
rendering its  charter  ?  The  ideal  Beta,  it  is  urged,  would  prove  his  right 
to  bear  the  name  and  wear  the  badge  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  by  such  supreme 
love  for  .  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  his  fraternity  that  he  would  not 
hamper,  hinder,  or  harm  it  even  to  preserve  the  life  of  his  own  chapter. 

I  am  a  firm  believer  in  the  small  college,  its  high  and  useful  mission, 
and  am  on  record  in  many  places  to  that  effect.  As  a  power  for  the  de- 
velopment of  character  and  culture  among  its  own  students  and  in  its  own 
community,  it  is  unexcelled.  But  there  are  radical  differences  between  small 
colleges  even  as  there  are  between  small  colleges  and  great  universities,  and 
whatever  criticism  may  be  implied  from  what  I  have  said  is  only  for  those 
who  have  fallen  behind  in  the  straggle  for  educational  supremacy  and  no 
longer,  if  they  ever  did,  fitly  represent  their  class.  Of  them  it  is  our  .duty 
to  ask  the  questions :  What  of  the  present  ?  And  what  of  the  future  ?  If 
these  answers  can  be  satisfactorily  given,  we  can  and  should  rejoice  with 
them  and  lend  a  hand.  If  not,  a  sterner,  but  none  the  less  obligatory,  duty 
is  imposed  upon  us. 

Your  present  General  Secretary  is  neither  by  inclination  nor  education 
an  "axe-swinger,"  but  I  feel  that  in  the  race  upon  which  Beta  Theta  Pi  is 
now  entered  she  should  be  freed  from  every  possible  encumbrance.  Let  us 
study  this  situation  carefully,  thoroughly,  without  sectional  bias  or  class  prej- 
udice, and,  having  discovered  our  duty  to  the  fraternity,  do  it.  This  is  no 
time  or  place  for  selfishness  upon  the  part  of  any  one,  and  the  only  con- 
siderations which  should  have  weight  with  us  are  those  which  promise  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number. 

Fraternity  Spirit. — Conventions  have  been  told  in  the  past  that  weak- 
ness follows  a  chapter  which  neglects  the  general  fraternity  and  devotes 
itself  exclusively  to  its  own  affairs,  that  the  inspiration  of  the  fraternity  is 
found  in  its  breadth  and  history.  A  local  club  is  nothing  compared  to  it. 
When  a  chapter  pays  its  dues,  reports  promptly  and  accurately,  keeps  op 
in  every  field  of  fraternity  activity,  then  it  is  certain  that  the  record  of  dis- 
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sspation,  shabby  finances,  and  college  flanks  will  be  small  and  the  sum 
total  of  manliness  increased.  This  is  a  truth  I  cannot  too  tborongbly  em- 
phasize. The  part  is  never  greater  than  the  whole.  There  is  a  vast  moral 
force  behind  such  an  institution  as  Beta  Theta  Pi,  the  result  of  accumu- 
lated thought,  experience,  and  e£fort.  In  the  united  effort  of  the  thousands 
who  have  constituted  the  fraternity  membership  a  power  is  developed  that 
makes  for  higher  accomplishment  and  a  fuller  life  than  could  possibly  be 
achieved  by  an  individual  or  individuals  in  a  more  limited  circle.  The 
lives  and  thoughts  of  the  great  men  and  good  who  have  been  members  of 
this  fraternity  have  entered  into  its  life  and  become  an  integral  part  thereof. 
Its  character  is  the  reflection  of  their  own.  It  is  a  composite  photograph 
of  the  life  and  thought  they  have  given  it.  They  are  the  cause.  It  is  the 
effect.  Its  breath  and  power  and  standing  are  the  breadth  and  power  and 
standing  of  the  men  of  the  North  and  the  South  and  the  East  and  the  West 
who  have  made  it.  There  is  inspiration  in  being  in  touch  with  these  broad- 
ening, educating  and  uplifting  influences,  and  the  man  or  chapter  who  re- 
moves himself  or  itself  beyond  the  reach  of  this  inspiration  and  within  a 
pale  of  exdustveness  is  deprived  of  its  helpful  influence,  is  missing  the  best 
that  college  life  affords  and  much  that  would  make  the  future  profitable  and 
pleasant.  We  must  then  avoid  provincialism,  selfishness,  narrowness,  and 
cultivate  broader  sympathies  and  wider  vision.  In  thus  seeking  to  promote 
fraternity  strength  and  unity,  the  chapter  and  the  individual  will  realize  for 
themselves  what  they  have  sought  for  others. 

Condusioii*— In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  who 
have  assisted  me  during  the  year  in  the  somewhat  difficult  task  of  taking  up 
this,  to  me,  new  and  most  important  office.  It  has  been  my  earnest  effort 
to  give  the  best  thought  and  attention  to  its  work,  and  such  results  as  have 
been  attained  speak  for  themselves.  One  year  ago  the  Editor  of  the  Bbta 
Thsta  Pi  was  kind  enough  to  make  a  prophecy  concerning  the  new  incum- 
bent in  the  office  of  General  Secretary  in  which  he  said  :  "  We  confidently 
predict  that  under  his  able  guidance  our  ship  of  state  will  move  majestically 
on,  avoiding  the  shoals  of  self-confidence  and  the  rocks  of  disaster." 

Whether  this  "majestic  sailing"  is  visible  or  not  I  leave  for  you  to 
decide.  Certain  it  is  that  the  fraternity  affairs  have  moved  on  harmoniously 
and,  for  the  most  part,  satisfactorily.  The  efficient  work  of  those  who  have 
gone  before  is  bearing  rich  fmit,  and  we  have  but  to  keep  step  with  the 
progress  of  the  past  to  be  certain  of  the  future.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Sixty-first  Convention  of  Beta  Theta  Pi: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  for  the  college  year  of 
1899-1900. 

The  Card  CaUlogae.—The  Sixtieth  Annual  Convention  appropriated  $200 
for  the  purchase  of  a  Card  Catalogue,  and.  after  deliberation,  one  of  special 
design  submitted  by  the  Library  Bureau  of  Chicago  was  selected.  The  case 
is  of  handsome  quartered  oak,  with  brass  trimmings,  and  is  about  four  feet 
high,  four  feet  long,  and  sixteen  inches  deep.  The  lower  compartment  is  in 
the  form  of  a  cupboard,  with  swinging  doors,  and  in  this  blank  cards,  etc.,  are 
kept.  Above  this  are  fifteen  drawers,  containing  the  fraternity  roll  by  chap- 
ters on  5  X  8  white  cards  having  blanks  similar  to  the  leaves  in  the  roll  book, 
to  be  filled  in  both  at  the  time  of  initiation  and  subsequently.  These  cards 
when  filled  out  will  contain  the  members'  full  record,  preparatory  undergrad- 
uate, post-graduate,  and  professional,  his  relatives  in  Beta  Theta  Pi,  post- 
collegiate  life,  the  name  of  his  wife  and  children  (if  he  be  so  fortunate  as  to 
have  one  or  both),  and,  finally,  the  date,  cause,  and  place  of  bis  demise. 
Above  this  section  are  three  leaves,  which  may  be  drawn  out  to  write  on,  or 
on  which  the  drawers  may  be  rested  for  convenience  in  consulting.  Between 
this  section  and  the  one  above  the  case  is  parted  and  fastened  together  again, 
so  that  when  the  fraternity  shall  need  the  room  another  section  of  drawers 
may  be  here  inserted.  Tbe  top  section  consists  of  twenty-eight  smaller 
drawers  for  3  x  5  cards,  in  the  first  fourteen  of  which  is  kept  the  alphabetical 
index  on  white  cards,  and  in  the  last  fourteen  the  geographical  distribution  on 
yellow  cards. 

Guide  cards  mark  the  chapters  in  the  larger  drawers,  while  in  the  smaller 
drawers  the  alphabet  is  divided  into  z,ooo  parts,  and  the  country  into  states 
and  territories,  which  are  in  turn  divided  alphabetically  into  cities.  The  last 
drawer  in  this  section  is  marked  "Colonies  and  Foreign,"  and  thos  is  tbe 
whole  Beta  world  under  direct  supervision. 

The  ultimate  capacity  of  the  whole  catalogue  is  about  18,000  names.  The 
full  cost,  including  45,000  cards  (15.000  large  white,  15,000  small  white,  and 
15.000  small  yellow),  guide  cards,  etc.,  was  $227.70,  which  was  paid  ont  of 
tbe  appropriation  and  from  the  fund  for  current  expenses  of  the  office. 

No  other  college  fraternity  possesses  anything  of  this  kind,  which  is  as 
nearly  perfect  as  can  be  devised;  and  Beta  Theta  Pi  certainly  should 
congratulate  herself  on  its  final  acquisition. 

The  endless  task  of  filling  out  the  cards  is  going  steadily  forward,  and  the 
fraternity  may  hope  at  some  dim  distant  time  to  have  a  fairly  complete  record 
of  all,  or  nearly  all,  of  its  members. 

Reports,  Etc. — During  the  year  the  chapter  reports  of  initiations  have 
come  in  steadily,  and.  for  the  most  part,  promptly.  To  be  sure,  the  General 
Secretary  has  received  a  good  many,  as  has  also  the  Magazine  Editor,  while 
not  a  few  have  been  sent  the  former  General  Secretary — for  what  reason  he  is 
unable  to  state. 

Ten  chapters  had  to  be  written  to  in  order  to  get  the  rolUbook  slips,  and 
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two  of  these — Dartmouth  and  Wisconsin  —  have  made  no  response  at  all. 
Colnmbia  reported  ten  names  on  a  single  sheet  of  paper,  instead  of  on  roll- 
book  slips ;  while  Kansas  reported  both  ways,  some  on  roll-book  slips  and  the 
last  one  on  plain  paper. 

If  these  chapters  have  no  roll-books  they  shonld  purchase  one.  The 
Keeper  of  the  Rolls  has  them  for  sale,  price  I3.75  per  volume,  postpaid.  Five 
chapters  did  not  report  all  their  initiations.  They  were  all  written  to,  but 
Johns  Hopkins,  Indiana,  Wabash,  and  Iowa  Wesleyan  did  not  send  the 
remainder  of  their  slips.  A  little,  a  very  little,  effort  on  the  part  of  the  proper 
persons  wonld  have  made  this  year's  record  a  clean  one.

To  tht  Honorable,  the  Sixty  First  Convention  of  Beta  Theta  Pi: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  General  Treas- 
urer's department  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  for  the  fiscal  year  1 899-1900.  It  is 
accompanied  by  the  receipt  and  account  books  and  supported  by  the  neces- 
sary vouchers. 

Oraeting:  At  this,  the  close  of  my  first  year's  work  as  your  General 
Treasurer,  I  wish,  in  this  public  way,  to  thank  the  treasurers  and  corre- 
spending  secretaries  of  the  active  chapters  who  have  so  faithfully  and  so 
zealously  assisted  my  department.  In  equal  measure  are  my  thanks  due 
to  the  District  Chiefs  and  to  many  other  loyal  Betas  whose  pride  it  has  been 
to  see  the  advancement  of  Beta  Theta  Pi.  In  this  connection,  I  would  make 
special  acknowledgement  to  Brothers  F.  H.  Sisson  and  W.  A.  Hamilton,  who 
have  so  kindly  aided  me  all  year. 


^Cornell  initiated  a  member  of  A  2  X,  class  of  '78,  and  Colgate  initiated  a  member  of  the 
old  Adelphian,  class  of  '79. 

fDe  Pauw  reinstated  an  alumnus  of  '94.  Davidson  expelled  one  member,  '01,  not  initi- 
ated, this  year. 
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Memb«nlilp. — Oor  list  of  members  shows  an  increase  over  last  year 
of  54  names.  It  now  naml>ers  z.096.  It  also  shows  an  increase  of  thirteen 
names  over  the  report  two  years  ago.  This  is  a  gratifying  condition  of 
growth.  This  number  wonld  be  slightly  increased  were  some  names  included 
that  were  at  first  reported  active  and  afterward  cancelled  by  the  chapter. 
It  seems  that  in  order  to  make  a  good  showing  some  chapters  occasionally 
include  names  of  pledged  men  and  postgraduates.  This  occasions  much  cor- 
respondence and  confusion  that  could  be  avoided.  There  is  at  present,  I 
believe,  no  case  of  disputed  activity.  There  should  be  but  one  kind  of  an 
undergraduate  Beta  in  college ;  that  is  an  ctctive  Beta. 

The  fact  that  a  man  drops  out  of  college  after  staying  only  part  of  a  term 
does  not  release  his  chapter  from  paying  his  dues,  nor  is  it  released  from 
paying  the  dues  of  a  man  that  is  initiated  late  in  the  term.  The  laws  are 
very  plain  in  these  matters.  Chapters  should  regard  it  as  a  matter  of  honor 
to  report  all  names  to  the  General  Treasurer.  It  should  not  be  necessary  for 
him  to  have  to  hunt  over  the  'annual  and  the  chapter  letters  and  to  compare 
information  received  from  outside  sources.  However,  I  wish  to  thank  the 
chapters  for  their  promptness  and  reliability  in  this  regard.  My  department 
has  little  to  complain  of  in  this  connection. 

Back  Duet  and  Loans. — The  last  dividend  of  the  defunct  Nashville 
Commercial  National  Band  has  been  paid,  leaving  a  balance  still  due  the 
fraternity  of  $431.08.  There  is  no  hope  of  getting  anything  more,  as  the 
receivership  has  been  wound  up.  and  I  recommend  that  this  balance  be 
turned  into  profit  and  loss.  There  are  several  cases  in  regard  to  back  dues 
and  chapter  loans  that  should  be  settled  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  I, 
therefore,  recommend  that  all  these  delinquencies  be  referred  to  them  and 
that  they  may  be  given  full  power  to  dispose  of  them. 

Expenditures. — In  summing  up  the  expenditures  for  this  year,  I  am 
forcibly  reminded  of  the  closing  sentence  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  and  Corporation  last  year,  in  which  they  warned  the  convention  that 
the  appropriations  for  the  year  were  very  much  higher  than  usual.  The 
expenditures  this  year  were  almost  $x.ooo  in  excess  of  last  year.  Part  of  the 
amount — that  for  the  Card  Catalogue — is  in  the  shape  of  a  permanent  in- 
vestment, and  might  be  counted  as  an  asset.  The  fraternity  has  this  year 
spent  about  $400  more  than  its  total  income.  I  leave  these  facts  for  your 
consideration. 

Railroad  Rates. — The  very  low  railroad  rates  that  are  secured  this  year 
show  the  wisdom  of  the  fraternity's  policy  of  leaving  to  the  Trustees  the  final 
selection  of  the  place  for  holding  the  convention.  I  am  counting  on  this 
saving  to  make  up  part  of  the  excessive  expenditures  of  the  past  year. 

Conclusion. — I  have  now  completed  my  first  year's  service  as  your  General ' 
Treasurer.  I  have  labored  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  maintain  the  high 
standard  of  conducting  this  office  that  my  predecessors  have  set.  I  regret  that 
I  cannot  show  a  larger  surplus  in  the  treasury,  but  the  appropriations  were 
made,  and  I  had,  of  course,  to  regard  their  instructions,  and  the  result  is  as  I 
have  given.  I  prize  the  past  year  for  the  large  insight  that  it  has  given  me  of 
the  working  of  the  greatest  fraternity  on  earth — that  of  Beta  Theta  Pi.  I 
prize  it  because  it  has  brought  me  into  closer  touch  with  many  loyal  Betas.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  : 

Gbntlbmbn  and  Brothbrs. — The  Magazine  itself  is  naturally  onr  moat 
complete  resort.  The  eight  numbers  speak  for  themselves.  During  the  col- 
lege year  recently  closed  the  Magazine  has  been  maintained  at  its  customary 
standard.  Indeed,  in  some  respects  it  has  been  improved,  for  a  more  rigid 
censorship  than  usual  has  been  exercised  to  eliminate  from  its  pages  anything 
in  the  nature  of  mere  gossip.  The  series  of  articles  concerning  the  different 
institutions  at  which  our  chapters  are  located  has  been  continued,  baa  proved 
popular  and,  we  hope,  instructive. 

The  cooperation  of  the  chapters  has  been,  as  usual,  prompt  and  hearty. 
Indeed,  no  fraternity  seems  to  have  secured,  as  we  have,  the  active  assistance 
of  the  undergraduate  chapters  in  the  management  of  the  Magazine.  Other 
fraternities  seem  to  find  it  necessary  to  impose  penalties  upon  their  chapters 
to  force  them  to  write  letters  to  their  journals.  Our  chapters  write  us  freely 
and  frequently.  We  do  not  aim  to  have  each  chapter  represented  by  a  letter 
in  each  number — there  are  seldom  happenings  enough  to  warrant  it — but  we 
know  each  chapter  writes  as  often  as  anything  is  to  be  said. 

Special  No.  2  of  the  volume  was  illustrated,  and  contained  an  article  upon 
the  general  standing  of  the  fraternity  for  the  information  of  the  alumni. 
Your  honorable  body  will  doubtless  explain  to  the  convention  the  manner  in 
which  the  expense  of  this  new  departure  was  provided  for.  We  had  printed 
and  separately  bound  a  number  of  copies  of  the  article  in  question,  which 
may  be  of  use  to  the  chapters  in  the  fall  campaign,  and  which  we  shall  send 
to  them  after  the  close  of  the  convention. 

We  renew  our  requests  for  an  appropriation  to  enable  us  to  furnish  copies 
of  the  regular  numbers  of  the  Magazine  to  the  libraries  and  reading  rooms 
of  preparatory  schools  and  colleges  where  we  have  no  chapters.  Such  adver- 
tising is  of  great  benefit  and  has  a  result  disproportionate  to  tbe  expense.  We 
.  should  have  |ioo  for  this  purpose. 

Our  financial  statement  is  attached  hereto.  It  shows  how  poorly  the 
graduates  support  the  Magazine. 


I 
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At  the  beginniDg  of  the  college  year  we  sent  out  a  great  many  letters  to 
alumnx,  requesting  them  to  subscribe.  To  the  older  alumni  we  sent  sample 
copies  of  the  Magazine,  and  to  the  recent  graduates  we  sent  copies  of  the 
Convention  Minutes.  While  the  number  of  subscriptions  received  was  less 
than  we  had  anticipated,  we  received  sufficient  to  offset  the  cancelled  sub- 
scriptions and  those  dropped  for  non-payment,  and  we  are  pleased  to  report 
that  our  subscription  list  is  now  about  as  large  as  it  was  a  year  ago.  Our 
receipts  from  alumni  subscribers  amounted  to  a  few  dollars  less  than  for  the 
previous  year. 

In  our  financial  report  of  1898-99  we  estimated  the  amount  we  expected 
to  collect  from  the  ninety-six  unpaid  subscriptions  to  be  |6o.  We  find, 
instead  of  collecting  the  amount  estimated,  we  have  collected  $1x4  from  fifty- 
eight  subscribers.  So  our  profit  was  I54  more  than  our  report  showed,  the 
revised  profit  being  $35^-52. 

At  present  we  have  seventy-six  subscribers  who  are  behindhand  in  their 
payments ;  some  of  these  owe  for  more  than  one  year.  We  believe  that  more 
than  half  of  these  will  fail  to  remit,  and  that  our  subscription  list  will  be 
reduced  accordingly.

GtntUmen  of  the  Sixty-first  Convention: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  a  brief  report  concerning  the  affairs  of  the 
Catalogne  published  one  year  ago. 

I  will  say  little  about  the  book  or  its  contents.  These  speak  for  them- 
selves, and  have  received  commendation  from  experienced  fraternity  men, 
which  is  grateful  to  the  Editor. 

It  is  my  duty  at  this  time  rather  to  make  clear  to  the  convention  the 
present  financial  status  of  this,  one  of  the  most  considerable  undertakings  of 
the  general  fraternity,  and  to  make  such  suggestions  as  I  can  regarding  the 
wisest  steps  to  be  taken  in  view  of  the  responsibilities  resting  upon  the 
tetemity  in  the  matter. 

The  book  contains  about  z.300  pages,  weighs  five  pounds,  and  is  the 
outcome  of  a  very  large  amount  of  labor.  An  edition  of  2.000  copies  has  been 
published.  The  present  Catalogue  Editor  was  appointed  first  in  1888,  and  by 
the  terms  of  the  convention's  resolution  was  given  "entire  control  of  the 
publication"  of  the  Catalogue. 

It  would  not  be  wise  to  take  your  time  for  a  detailed  account  of  the  trials 
and  difficulties  encountered  by  the  Editor  during  the  first  four  or  five  years  of 
his  wrestling  with  this  undertaking.  I  make  reference  to  my  reports  as  Cata- 
logue Editor  to  various  conventions,  and  particularly  the  report  to  the  conven- 
tion of  1893.  for  the  information  of  the  committee  to  whom  this  report  may  be 
referred. 

These  difficulties  were  numerous  and  discouraging,  but  the  difficulty 
which  overshadowed  all  others  was  the  financial  difficulty.  The  truth  is  that 
the  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity  had  undertaken  a  business  enterprise  which 
involved  the  outlay  of  not  less  than  |6,ooo  or  $7, 000,  and  had  practically  no 
resources  to  carry  that  enterprise  through.  What  few  resources  there  were  at 
all  were  obtained  by  the  Catalogue  Editor  from  small  voluntary  subscriptions 
ott  the  part  of  individual  members  of  the  fraternity  at  the  rate  of  $2.50  each, 
who  thus  subscribed  for  a  book.  The  sum  total  of  these  subscriptions  wai 
hardly  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  expense  of  collecting  the  data  and  preparing 
it  for  publication,  and  provided  nothing  at  all  for  the  heavier  expense  of  print- 
ing and  binding.  The  Catalogue  Editor  used  the  money  for  the  first  of  these 
two  purposes— collecting  and  preparing  the  data,  but  had  enough  sense  to 
refrain  from  going  to  press  until  some  provision  should  be  made  for  better 
security  to  the  printer.  Appeals  of  all  sorts  were  made  to  the  conventions, 
and  to  the  alumni,  and  to  the  chapters,  with  very  meager  results.  The 
general  fraternity  was  financially  unable  to  advance  any  money.  Not  only  so, 
but  the  general  treasury  was  wholly  unable  at  that  time — and  for  many  years — 
to  pay  the  original  appropriation  of  $500  made  as  compensation  to  the 
Catalogne  Editor  for  his  services.    That  appropriation  is  still  unpaid. 

Finally  a  particularly  earnest  appeal,  made  in  a  report  to  the  convention 
of  1893,  came  to  the  eyes  of  Junius  E.  Beal,  who  volunteered  to  assume  for 
the  time  the  burden  of  printing  and  publishing,  trusting  to  the  fraternity  to 
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reimbarse  him.  So  geDeroaa  an  offer  is  a  novelty  in  the  history  of  fraterni- 
ties. To  cnt  a  long  story  short,  the  offer  was  thankfully  accepted.  There 
was  no  advertising  for  bids  I  The  contract  was  signed  between  Mr.  Beal  and 
myself  as  Catalogue  Editor  for  the  fraternity.     It  is  presented  for  reference. 

The  long  and  difficult  task  of  actually  getting  the  book  out  then  began, 
and  was  at  last  carried  to  successful  completion .  About  four  hundred  copies 
have  actually  been  delivered.  About  two  hundred  more  are  not  yet  delivered 
on  account  of  uncertainty  as  to  the  exact  present  addresses  to  which  they 
should  be  shipped,  and  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  subscribers  to  answer 
numerous  requests  for  exact  information. 

There  are,  then,  about  fourteen  hundred  books  not  disposed  of.  These 
have  been  advertised  and  in  various  ways  brought  before  the  fraternity.  A 
large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  by  the  Catalogue  Editor  in  the  attempt 
to  dispose  of  the  books,  or  a  considerable  part  of  them,  before  making  this 
report.  The  success  of  his  efforts  made  this  year  has  been  very  moderate. 
He  has  been  ready  for  a  number  of  years  to  do  anything  asked  of  him  by  the 
fraternity,  but  will  now  be  obliged  to  ask  the  fraternity  to  make  some  arrange- 
ment for  disposing  of  its  remaining  Catalogues  among  the  membership  so  as  to 
obtain  funds  to  meet  the  terms  of  the  contract  with  Mr.  Beal,  who  ought  not 
to  be  asked  longer  to  carry  this  heavy  burden. 

I  believe  the  fraternity  is  now  able  to  pay  the  original  $500  appropriated 
for  the  services  of  the  Catalogue  Editor,  and  action  should,  it  seems  to  me,  be 
taken  by  this  convention  for  that  purpose.  If  I  may  be  allowed  I  should  like 
to  make  it  clear  that  I  am  not  earnestly  seeking  for  any  more  jobs  of  that 
magnitude  at  that  rate  of  compensation. 

I  believe,  also,  that  this  convention  should  make  provision  for  taking  the 
Catalogues  off  the  hands  of  Mr.  Beal,  and  disposing  of  them  among  the  chap- 
ters and  members,  and  for  putting  the  debt  to  him  in  such  shape  that  it  may 
be  paid  off  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

The  resources  of  the  Catalogue  enterprise  at  the  advertised  price  are 
sufficient  to  meet  all  liabilities,  and,  I  am  inclined  to  think,  if  all  the  chapters 
take  hold  of  the  matter  they  can  make  it  pay  out. 

A  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  resources  and  liabilities  is 
present  for  reference. 

The  Catalogue  Editor  will  refrain  from  suggestions  as  to  methods  that 
should  be  followed  in  the  publication  of  another  Catalogue,  but  is  ready  always 
to  assist  out  of  his  own  experience  in  helping  to  make  future  undertakings  of 
that  sort  more  successful  in  all  particulars  than  any  in  the  past.

IRepott  of  tbe  Song  JSooft  Committee* 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Sixty-first  Convention  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  : 

Your  committee  has  been  occupied  in  soliciting  estimates  for  tbe  publi- 
cation of  the  new  book  from  large  publishing  and  distributing  houses.  We 
suggest  that  the  printing,  binding  and  distributing  of  the  book  be  done  by  one 
firm.  We  have,  therefore,  asked  for  bids  for  the  production  of  the  entire 
book  instead  of  having  the  printing  and  binding  separately  estimated  upon. 

Many  plates  in  the  old  book  are  worthless,  as  they  give  but  the  single  line 
melody,  with  no  accompaniment,  and  are  thus  not  available  for  use  by  the 
average  player.  Of  the  seventy  plates  in  the  book,  thirty-6ve  are  of  this 
kind. 

The  plates  being  owned  by  the  fraternity,  two  estimates  were  consequently 
asked  for : 

First,  To  use  the  available  plates  and  to  have  thirty-five  new  ones,  with 
rearranged  accompaniments  written,  made.  In  short,  to  make  a  third  edition 
of  the  old  book  of  the  same  size,  with  some  new  chapter  songs  added  instead 
of  using  the  collection  of  college  songs  in  the  last  part  of  the  book. 

Second.  To  make  an  entirely  new  book  with  larger  pages  and  type,  with 
new  plates,  and  everything  rearranged. 

In  either  case  the  book  to  be  bound  in  flexible  leather  covers,  as  the  old 
edition  was. 

The  bids  received  for  editions  of  500  copies  were  as  follows :  For  the 
small  size—].  O.  Church  &  Co.,  I300;  O.  Ditson  &  Co..  I300;  S.  Brainerd 
Sons  &  Co.,  I205.  For  the  large  size— J.  O.  Church  &  Co.,  17x5 ;  O.  Ditson 
&  Co.,  $630 ;  S.  Brainerd  Sons  &  Co.,  I330. 

One  troublesome  feature  about  these  bids,  and  before  the  book  can  be 
issued,  is  to  obtain  the  permission  to  use  the  tunes  to  which  the  words  of 
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our  most  favorite  songs  are  written.  The  copyrights  of  these  old  tunes  have 
been  bought  np  by  the  mnsic  publishers,  and  they  demand  a  royalty  for 
their  use.  Some  of  these  copyrights  will  not  expire  until  1904.  For  four 
tunes— ••  Glory,  Glory."  "  Battle  Cry  of  Freedom,**  "Tramp,  Tramp,  Tramp," 
and  "  Fair  As  the  Morning  " — John  Church  wants  $75  for  permission  to  use  ; 
for  three  tunes  O.  Ditson  wants I35 ;  for  "Marching  Thro'  Georgia,"  Brainard 
wants  $20.    Total  amount  for  eight  tunes  to  use  for  this  one  edition,  $230. 

Here  is  a  strong  plea  for  original  compositions  for  Beta  Theta  Pi.  I 
doubt  if  our  "silver  grays"  would  feel  the  same  should  they  hear  "We  are 
Coming  from  the  East,  Boys,"  sung  to  a  different  air  than  the  glorious  old 
"Battle  Cry  of  Freedom,"  but  for  the  generations  of  Betas  to  follow,  the 
new  tune  would  grow  to  be  perhaps  a  stronger  inspiration  because  it  was 
ours  and  our  music.  Beta  Theta  Pi  ought  to  have  its  own  music  as  well 
as  words.  There  are  some  tunes  which  ought  not  be  changed,  first,  for  the 
sake  of  their  history  and  sentiment,  and  second,  because  the  copyrights  of 
these  songs  have  long  since  expired.  I  speak  of  "And  Now  Let  Hand  Grip 
into  Hand,"  and  "  Gemna  Nostra."  There  are  few  who  would  consent  to  a 
change  of  tune  with  these  two  songs. 

What  Beta  Theta  Pi  needs  is  short  songs,  full  of  fire  and  enthusiasm 
in  both  words  and  music.  We  have  much  to  sing  about.  It  is  a  common 
thing,  when  the  crowd  begins  to  sing,  to  have  all  but  two  or  three  singing 
"la  la"  for  the  words  after,  say,  the  second  stanza.  Now  why  can't  our  songs 
be  made  condensed  and  short  enough  to  come  within  this  limit?  Then 
everybody  will  know  the  words.  We  have  plenty  of  long  songs,  now  we 
want  short  ones — that  you  can  carry  with  you  always. 

The  material  for  the  new  book  is  in  preparation,  and  the  committee 
urges  the  delegates  to  send  in  their  chapter  songs  and  yells.  Also  any  songs 
of  a  general  Beta  character,  original  tunes  preferred.  The  committee  asks 
for  an  appropriation  to  defray  the  expenses  of  collecting  the  material,  sta- 
tionery, etc.

Your  Committee  on  Chapters  and  Charters  recommends  as  follows: 

Section  x.* — That  the  charters  of  the  North  Carolina,  Mississippi,  and 
Vanderbilt  chapters  be  continued  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Tmstees,  to  be 
used  at  their  discretion. 

Sec.  2. — That  the  chapters  at  Columbia,  Yale,  and  Lehigh  be  con- 
gratulated upon  the  progress  which  they  have  made  during  the  past  year  and 
upon  the  brighter  outlook  presented  at  these  institutions. 

Sbc.  3. — That  the  petition  of  tbe  B  4^  society  of  West  Virginia  Uniyer- 
sity  for  a  charter  for  a  chapter  be  granted. 

Sbc.  4. — That  if  the  said  petition  be  granted  the  chapter  be  called  "The 
West  Virginia  University  chapter,  the  B  "i"  of  B  6  n." 

Sbc.  5. — That  the  petition  of  the  Sword  and  Shield  society  of  Bowdoin 
College  for  a  charter  be  granted,  and  that,  if  granted,  it  be  called  "The 
Bowdoin  chapter,  the  B  Z  of  BOII." 

Sbc.  6.  —  That  the  petition  from  the  University  of  Colorado  for  a 
charter  be  not  granted  at  this  time.  Appreciating  the  loyal  e£k>rts  of  Bro. 
Patton  and  his  associates,  we  recommend  that  tbe  convention  endorse  their 
movement  looking  toward  the  establishment,  at  some  future  time,  of  a  chapter 
of  the  fraternity  at  that  university.

Sbc.  8. — The  committee  favors  the  project  of  ultimately  establishing  a 
chapter  at  Washington  University.  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  commends  it  to  the 
care  of  the  St.  Louis  alumni,  whose  interest  in  the  project  has  been  so  well 
evidenced  already  by  the  organization  of  a  body  of  local  petitioners.  We 
recommend,  further,  that  the  St.  Louis  alumni  be  encouraged  in  their  work  by 
such  assurances  of  favorable  action  as  can  possibly  be  given  in  the  absence  of 
a  formal  petition  properly  endorsed. 

Sbc  9. — That  those  chapters  having  no  delegates  present  at  this  con- 
vention be  called  upon  for  an  explanation  through  the  Magazine,  and  that 
chapters  delinquent  in  the  payment  of  dues  be  censured.

The  Committee  on  the  Fraternity  Flag  appointed  by  the  Sixtieth  Conven- 
tion submits  the  following  report : 

The  members  of  the  committee  have  settled  opon  a  new  design  for  a 
flag,  a  cut  of  the  same  with  a  sample  made  of  banting  being  herewith  sub- 
mitted for  approval. 

In  accordance  therewith  your  committee  unanimously  recommends  that 
tho  following  law  be  enacted: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Sixty-first  Annual  Convention  of  Beta  Theta  Pi, 
that  Chapter  XVIII,  Section  97.  of  the  laws  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Sbction  97. — "The  flag  shall  consist  of  three  equal  horizontal  stripes  of 
blue,  white  and  blue,  the  upper  blue  stripe  bearing  a  single  white  five- 
pointed  star  and  the  lower  blue  stripe  two  similar  white  five-pointed  stars, 
the  three  stars  forming  an  equilateral  triangle  about  a  dragon  sejant,  the  fra- 
ternity crest,  in  red."*

To  the  Honorable,  the  Sixty-first  Convention  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  : 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Jurisprudence  reports  as  follows: 
Sbction  X. — In  view  of  the  recommendations  of  our  retiring  President, 
W.  A.  Hamilton,  that  no  change  be  made  in  tbe  Constitution  at  this  time,  and 
relying  upon  his  opinion  that  the  present  Constitution  is  adequate  for  the  needs 
of  the  fraternity,  we  recommend  that  no  change  be  made  in  Constitution  by 
this  convention,  except  to  enact  a  law  changing  Section  97  of  the  laws  as 
suggested  by  the  Committee  on  tbe  Flag. 

We  return  herewith  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  sub- 
mitted by  R.  M.  Thompson  : 

Be  it  enacted,  that  the  Constitution  be  amended  as  follows;  viz.. 
By  striking  from  the  second  sentence  in  Article  II,  Section  2,  the  words 
' '  two  of  the  three  chapters  situated  nearest  the  location  of  the  proposed  new 
chapter,"  and  substituting  therefor  the  words  "five  chapters,"  so  that  the 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

Sbction  2.  Chapters  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  shall  be  established  upbn  tbe 
petition  in  writing  of  not  less  than  three  or  more  than  five  undergraduate 
members  of  some  incorporated  university  or  college.  Tbe  character  and 
qualifications  of  such  petitioners  must  be  vouched  for  by  at  least  three  mem- 
bers of  the  fraternity,  and  tbe  establishment  of  a  chapter  at  the  place  named 
in  the  petition  recommended  by  at  least  five  chapters.  Such  petition,  with 
all  details  of  information  necessary  to  a  full  and  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  character  and  standing  of  tbe  applicants,  the  reputation  and  resources  of 
the  institution  at  which  it  is  proposed  to  establish  a  chapter,  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  tbe  General  Secretary,  shall  be  transmitted  to  that  officer,  who 
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shall  present  the  same  to  the  next  general  convention  for  its  action  thereon ; 
and  if  sach  convention,  by  the  unanimoas  vote  of  all  the  chapters  represented 
therein,  or  by  a  vote  of  at  least  three-fourths  of  all  the  chapters  of  the  fra- 
ternity, shall  so  direct,  a  charter  shall  issue  to  the  petitioners  named  in  the 
application,  by  authority  of  which  they  shall  be  constituted  a  chapter  of  Beta 
Theta  Pi ;  Provided,  however^  that  the  General  Secretary  shall  duly  notify 
all  the  chapters  of  the  presentation  of  such  application  for  new  chapters  at 
least  three  months  previous  to  the  date  of  meeting  of  the  convention  which 
is  to  take  action  thereon.*

IT  is  the  desire  of  the  editor  of  the  magazine  that  I  attempt 
to  tell  the  story  of  the  Sixty-first  Convention.  He  has 
given  me  a  grateful  task,  though  at  best  my  account  can 
be  but  a  potpourri  of  incident,  impression,  and  suggestion.  I 
only  wish  I  were  a  master  story-teller,  so  that  I  might  cap- 
tivate every  Beta  who  was  not  lucky  enough  to  be  at  the 
convention,  and  make  him  vow  prompt  and  certain  attend- 
ance at  the  next  one. 

As  the  car  whirled  us  round  in  front  of  The  Victory's 
great  red  towers  late  Monday  afternoon,  August  27,  our  little 
party  gave  a  rousing  yell  that  brought  the  boys  swarming  out 
like  bees  from  a  hive.  We  rushed  up  the  steps  into  the 
thick  of  a  Beta  welcome,  a  babel  of  mingled  accents ;  the  soft 
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drawls  and  slurs  of  the  South,  the  superfluous  **r's"  of  the 
East,  the  flat  vowels  of  the  Middle  West.  There  is  a  pleas- 
ant advantage  in  an  early  arrival  at  convention,  and  it  was 
interesting  to  discover  among  those  already  on  the  field  the 
men  who  had  farthest  to  come.  Corbusier  of  Stanford  was 
there,  and  Garland  of  Virginia ;  Palmer  of  Minnesota ; 
Bewley  of  Texas,  and  many  besides.  We  found  Brothers 
Baird  and  Brown  of  the  Magazine,  and  Chambers  Baird  and 
Cal.  Hanna,  Oakes  and  Arnold,  and  Miller.  Evening  brought 
Sayler  and  the  Cincinnati  crowd,  and  then  the  fellows  poured 
in  too  fast  for  reckoning. 

From  the  first  the  spirit  of  a  generous  enthusiasm  was  in 
the  air ;  and  as  we  glanced  down  the  long,  cool  verandas  and 
out  across  the  shady  green  lawn  to  the  silver  gleaming  of 
Erie  beyond,  we  all  felt  that  the  week  was  to  bring  us 
pleasure  unlimited. 

The  very  first  session  went  far  toward  justifying  our  an- 
ticipations. It  was  good  to  hear  the  wild  applause  when  the 
boys*  adored  Cal.  Hanna  was  made  presiding  officer  of  the 
convention.  It  was  good  again  to  listen  to  that  thoughtful, 
discriminating,  and  thoroughly  inspiring  report  by  General 
Secretary  Sisson,  and  later  to  hear  the  delegates  appreciative 
and  admiring  comments.  That  report  should  be  read  and 
discussed  this  fall  in  every  chapter  assembly-room.  The  men 
delivered  themselves  interestingly,  too,  in  their  chapter  re- 
ports, though  most  of  them  fell  into  the  fault  that  has  been 
pointed  out  in  the  review  of  a  former  convention.  What  the 
convention  wants  to  hear  is  not  merely  a  list  of  honors  won 
and  an  assertion  of  local  superiority ;  repetition  of  these 
things  palls.  Is  your  chapter  unusually  strong  at  any  one  point? 
Tell  us  what  it  is  and  how  your  strength  was  attained.  Is  it 
weak  ?  Admit  the  weakness  frankly,  try  to  account  for  it,  and 
ask  for  helpful  suggestions.  If  you  have  customs  peculiar  to 
your  own  chapter  meetings  or  initiations,  we  shall  be  interested 
in  a  description  of  them.  Give  more  time  to  things  connected 
with  your  chapter-house  life  ;  tell  us  of  the  traditions  of  your 
college,  and  do  not  be  too  anxious  to  sit  down,  hard  as  it  is 
sometimes  for  an  undergraduate  to  talk  freely  before  his 
fellows. 

Well,    at    the    end    of    the    opening    session    we    lined    up 
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around  the  room  for  the  Mystic  Circle,  and  when  we  had 
counted,  we  discovered  to  our  delight,  ninety-nine  men  pres- 
ent. No  wonder  a  yell  went  up.  No  wonder  that  Boston 
Hardy,  with  prancing  step  and  head  erect,  as  one  that  smel- 
leth  the  battle  afar  off,  led  us  out  lockstep  and  singing  the 
marching  song,  on  a  triumphal  parade  that  brought  us  event- 
ually to  the  formation  of  the  Beta  Rose  and  the  Chair,  on 
the  lawn  outside  the  hotel.  Our  interest  carried  over  to  the 
evening  session,  where  we  listened  to  Brother  Snyder's  happy 
speech  of  welcome  to  Put-in-Bay,  and  Brother  Arnold's 
equally  happy  response,  with  its  inimitable  telling  of  the 
Hooley  story. 

Two  things  made  Wednesday  memorable.  The  first  was 
the  election  of  J.  Cal.  Hanna  to  the  presidency  of  the  Fra- 
ternity, the  reelection  of  Willis  O.  Robb  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  the  additional  choice  of  William  A.  Hamilton 
to  membership  in  the  latter  body.  Here,  certainly,  was  a 
granting  of  honor  where  it  was  due,  for  all  of  these  men 
stand  eminently  representative  of  the  best  in  Beta  Theta  Pi, 
and  no  one  of  us  doubts  that  the  authority  delegated  to  them 
will  be  used  with  wisdom  and  loving  interest  in  the  common 
weal  of  the  fraternity.  The  other  noteworthy  incident  was  the 
initiation  into  B  0  n  of  Charles  Willys  Terry,  who  had  been 
a  member  of  Zeta  Phi  at  Missouri. 

It  was  on  Tuesday  that  Mr.  Terry  introduced  himself  to 
Bulen  and  me,  and  exhibited  a  decided  interest  in  the  con- 
vention proceedings.  We  were  only  too  glad  to  report  the 
possibility  of  giving  him  the  membership  to  which  he  was 
entitled,  and  this  he  was  granted  Wednesday  night  before  he 
took  the  boat.  Obviously  an  initiation  at  which  all  the  dele- 
gates should  be  present  was  impossible.  So  about  a  dozen 
of  us  assembled  in  Brother  Oakes*  room,  and  there  Brothers 
Hanna  and  Sayler,  with  the  undergraduate  assistance  of  Henry 
Houghton,  Harold  Hastings,  and  Bertram  Stephenson,  carried 
out  a  simple  iniation  ceremony,  solemn  and  impressive  in  the 
extreme.  Brother  Terry  produced  a  fine  Beta  badge  which 
he  had  secured  for  himself  and,  amid  our  congratulations. 
Brother  Hanna  fastened  it  upon  his  coat.  Then  we  came 
down  to  tell  the  fellows.  When  the  boys  understood  what 
had  happened,  there  was  a  mad   rush    for  the  lawn,  where  a

great  circle  was  formed  under  the  trees,  with  the  electric  foun- 
tain spouting  its  many-colored  spray  in  the  middle.  Once 
more  we  joined  hands  in  the  Mystic  Circle  and  sang  our 
doxology,  and  then  the  shadowy  ring  dissolved  and  in  a 
second  Hanna  and  Terry  were  being  borne  about  on  the  heav- 
ing shoulders  of  the  throng.  If  Brother  Terry  was  as  happy 
as  he  looked  that  night,  he  had  little  left  to  desire. 

After  the  morning  session  on  Thursday,  the  men  crowded 
the  steps  at  the  main  entrance  for  the  convention  photograph, 
and  then  we  took  cars  for  the  boat  landing,  to  embark  upon 
the  delightful  excursion  among  the  islands  which  the  kind- 
ness of  Cleveland  Alumni  and  Beta  Chapter  made  possible. 
'*0  you  must  be  a  Beta  Theta  Pi**  carried  us  in  long  line 
across  the  pier  and  aboard  The  State  of  New  York^  and  then 
out  across  the  shimmering  lake  we  sped.  A  jollier  crowd 
never  rejoiced  in  the  exhilarating  breezes  of  Lake  Erie ;  and 
if  ever  the  manager  of  a  summer  vaudeville  show  lacks  ma- 
terial, let  him  glance  at  this  list  of  Eligibles;

Around  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Chapters  and  Char- 
ters was  concentrated  most  of  the  interest  at  this  convention, 
and  Friday  was  a  great  day.  Amid  shouts  of  congratulatory 
applause  President  Raymond  and  Brother  Hodges  pulled 
West  Virginia  through :  Bowdoin  sailed  into  haven  without  a 
struggle  upon  the  smooth  current  of  Burnell's  admirable  and 
convincing  argument;  and  Colorado,  to  the  abounding  joy  of 
her  far-wandering  sponsor,  the  eloquent  Patton,  is  to  fly  the 
new  Beta  flag  above  Boulder. 

We  are  glad,  by  the  way,  that  we  are  to  have  a  new  flag, 
The  old  one  was  too  sombre,  and  refused  to  give  itself  any 
decorative  quality.  The  new  one  promises  better,  and  it  is  a 
pity  that  an  accident  prevented  Brother  Chandler  from  exhibiting 
its  beauties  to  us.  We  are  glad,  too,  that  our  ritual  is  to  receive 
further  thoughtful  regard,  though  we  rejoiced  in  Sayler*s  spirited 
defense  of  it  in  its  present  form.  And  certainly  we  congratulate 
the  Catalogue  Editor  and  the  fraternity  that  the  chapters  have 
so  vigorously  undertaken  to  aid  in  putting  the  catalogues  where 
they  should  have  been  long  ago. 

The  convention  owes  gratitude  to  Bro.  Warren  D.  Oakes 
and  the  other  members  of  the  committee  who  arranged  for  its 
comfort  and  convenience  during  the  days  of  meeting.  And 
surely  no  lovelier  place,  none  combining  beauty  and  advantage 
more  than  The  Victory  could  have  been  found.  With  a  certain 
isolation  almost  necessary  to  good  convention  work,  there  was 
coupled  the  possibility  of  varied  amusement ;  and  the  manage- 
ment showed  us  every  reasonable  courtesy. 
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So  in  the  end  we  said  our  unwilling  goodbys  and  came 
away  marveling  more  than  ever  at  the  tie  that  binds  us  together. 
I  used  to  try  to  explain  to  those  outside  its  reach  something  of 
the  meaning  that  inheres  in  fraternity ;  but  I  have  given  it  up. 
The  spirit  of  fraternity  must  become  a  part  of  a  man's  very  life, 
or  he  can  never  be  made  to  comprehend  it,  for  it  is  a  thing  of 
the  heart  and  not  of  the  head.  It  beats  with  the  pulses,  and 
sways  conduct  as  subtly  and  as  inevitably  as  the  current  sways 
the  needle.  There  is  no  stronger  element  in  men's  lives  than 
comradeship ;  and  as  I  watched  and  felt  its  influence  there  at 
our  gathering  by  the  shore  of  Lake  Erie,  I  thought  that  old 
Walt  Whitman,  the  poet  of  comrades,  had  almost  been  singing 
for  us  when  he  said : 

"I  will  plant  companionship  thick  as  trees  along  all  the 
rivers  of  America,  and  along  the  shores  of  the  great  lakes,  and 
all  over  the  prairies." 

**I  will  make  inseparable  cities  with  their  arms  about  each 
others  necks." 

**By  the  love  of  comrades. 
By  the  manly  love  of  comrades." 

Is  there  any  surer  way  to  bind  together  the  far  distant  cities 
than  by  the  ties  of  brotherhood  that  make  one  Maine  and  Cali- 
fornia, Texas  and  Minnesota.  We  cannot  wonder  that  Whit- 
man believed  he  had  found  in  the  spirit  of  comradeship  the 
means  for  the  ultimate  preservation  of  national  unity  and  the 
restoration  of  a  new  and  vital  chivalry.

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BEFORE  and  since  the  convention  much  curiosity  has 
been  expressed  as  to  the  precise  whereabouts  of  the 
place  where  we  held  the  convention,  and  why  we 
went  there. 

Put-in-Bay  is  the  largest  of  the  picturesque  group  of 
islands  in  Lake  Erie  near  its  western  end.  Some  of  them 
are  in  Canadian  waters,  but  the  one  in  question  is  quite  near 
to  the  American  shore.  Its  scenery,  pure  air  and  water,  brac- 
ing atmosphere,  absence  of  dews,  boating,  bathing,  and  fish- 
ing, have  made  it  popular  throughout  the  West  and  South  for 
years.  It  is  sixty-five  miles  west  of  Cleveland,  sixty  miles 
southeast  of  Detroit,  forty  miles  northeast  of  Toledo,  and 
twenty-two  miles  north  of  Sandusky.  There  are  five  large 
hotels  on  the  island,  an  electric  railway,  many  summer  cot- 
tages, good  bathing  beaches  with  ample  bath-house,  toboggan 
slides,  etc.  Within  a  radius  of  five  miles  are  about  twenty 
other  islands,  many  having  club-houses,  cottages,  and  pleasure- 
resorts. 

It  is  difficult  of  access  from  Detroit,  because  there  is  only 
one  steamer  a  day  each  way,  but  from  the  other  cities  on  the 
lake  it  is  easier  to  reach. 

The  group  of  islands,  sometimes  called  the  '*Wine 
Islands,"  on  account  of  the  extensive  vineyards  which  cover 
them,  are  principally  within  the  State  of  Ohio  ;  but  the  larg- 
est island,  •'Point  Pelee,"  and  a  few  of  the  smaller,  are 
British  possessions.     The  islands  are  as  follows :

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The  American  islands  constitute  Put-in-Bay  township,  which 
has  a  population  of  2,000. 

The  group  also  includes  Mouse  Island  (belonging  to  the 
late  ex-President  Hayes),  Kelley's  Island,  Gull  Island,  East, 
West,  and  Middle  Sister  Islands. 

The  township  is  incorporated  ;  has  mayor  and  six  council- 
men,  police  department,  city  hall,  fire  department,  opera  house, 
churches,  general  stores,  schools,  and  a  population  of  1,000. 

The  chief  historic  interest  about  the  place  centers  in  the  fact 
that  the  battle  of  Lake  Erie  was  fought  near  there  during  the 
war  of  1812.  On  the  morning  of  Sept.  10,  1813,  a  fleet  of  United 
States  war  vessels  were  riding  at  anchor  in  Put-in-Bay.  Stand- 
ing on  Gibraltar,  at  the  entrance  of  the  bay,  which  is  now 
crowned  by  the  spacious  stone  mansion  of  Jay  Cooke,  Esq., 
the  youthful  Commodore  Perry  swept  the  horizon  to  the  north- 
ward with  his  glass,  and  espied  the  approach  of  the  British 
fleet.  Shortly  afterwards  he  sailed  with  his  fleet  out  of 
Put-in-Bay.  Returning  to  the  bay  in  the  evening  with  his  own 
and  with  the  vanquished  fleet,  Commodore  Perry  sent  to 
General  Harrison  his  immortal  dispatch  :  **  We  have  met  the 
enemy,  and  they  are  ours.'* 

The  Hotel  Victory  where  the  convention  was  held  is  an 
enormous  establishment.  To  quote  from  its  circular  is  the 
easiest  way  to  give  an  idea  of  its  size:  **It  is  located  in  a 
natural  grove,  on  the  highest  point  of  land  in  Lake  Erie, 
being  80  feet  above  the  water,  and  commands  a  view  of  the 
lake  from  every  side.  It  is  600  feet  long  by  300  feet  deep, 
the  main  part  surrounding  a  court  200  feet  square.  To  one 
side,  in  form  of  a  wing,  and  connected  with  the  main  build- 
ing by  a  grand  lobby,  are  the  main  dining  hall  and  ordinary. 
The  main  dining  hall  is  155  feet  long  by  85  feet  wide  and  52 
feet  high,  a  roomy  balcony  surrounding  the  entire  hall.  The 
ordinary  is  50  by  100  feet,  and  the  combined  dining  capacity, 
including  private  banqueting  halls,  is  1,200  guests  at  one  sit- 
ting. There  are  625  large,  light,  airy  guest-chambers,  includ- 
ing 80  suites  with  bath,  and  every  room  fronts  either  to  some 
lake  view  or  on  the  beautiful  court.  It  has  three  elevators, 
bell-boy  stations  on  every  floor,  electric  call-bells,  6,000  in- 
candescent electric  lights,  steam-heating  throughout  the  entire 
building,   and    the    most    modernly  equipped    hotel    kitchen  in 
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the  world.  Large,  open  electric  cars  run  every  five  minutes 
between  Hotel  Victory  and  the  steamboat  landings,  and  there 
is  a  Western  Union  telegraph  station*  in  the  hotel  office,  with 
cable  connection  with  mainland." 

It  was  an  immense  hotel,  with  the  usual  accompaniment 
of  hotel  facilities.  The  rooms  were  good,  the  beds  excellent, 
the  service  very  fair,  and  the    management   not  too   exacting. 

They  had  an  excellent  chef,  but  the  enormous  size  of  the 
dining-room  compelled  the  waiters  to  carry  the  food  so  long 
after  they  got  it,  that  it  was  frequently  cold  when  it  reached 
the  tables.  There  was  an  excellent  orchestra  which  played  at 
appropriate  times,  and  all  sorts  of  outdoor  sports  for  those 
who  cared  to  indulge  in  them.  The  bathing  was  very  enjoy- 
able. There  was  a  good  beach  for  fresh  water,  and  the  boys 
certainly  made  the  most  of  this  feature  of  the  place. 

The  surroundings  of  the  hotel  were  diversified.  The  views 
were  charming  in  every  direction.  The  water  added  the  touch 
of  brightness  to  the  scene  of  vineyard  and  orchard  and  grove. 
There  were  some  bold  cliffs  on  the  lake  shore,  which  afforded 
a  fine  outlook. 

At  the  north  side  of  the  island,  near  the  steamboat  docks, 
there  was  a  considerable-sized  village  with  a  few  stores,  a  post 
office,  a  number  of  saloons,  and  a  dance  hall  or  two.  The 
waitresses  at  the  hotel  seemed  to  frequent  the  latter,  and  we 
heard  that  some  of  the  Betas  drifted  down  in  that  direction 
once  or  twice  in   the  evenings. 

The  vineyards  and  wine  cellars  were  a  novelty  to  many, 
and  were  well  worth  seeing. 

There  are  two  caves  on  the  island  which  are  quite  attrac- 
tive. Perry's  cave  is  simply  a  limestone  cavern  about  40  feet 
below  the  surface  of  the  earth.  It  is  a  horizontal  fissure  and 
contains  few  stalactite  or  stalagmite  ;  a  small  pool  of  water  at 
the  farthest  end  affords  a  refreshing  drink.  It  seems  impos- 
sible to  advertise  a  curiosity  of  this  kind  without  the  custo- 
dians getting  up  some  romantic  story  about  it.  They  say  that 
Commodore  Perry  hid  his  '* treasure"  there  during  the  battle 
of  Lake  Erie,  which  is  a  self-evident  falsehood,  and  that  he 
marched   his  men    (sailors!)    into    the  cave    to  see    how  many 


•  And  they  mifcht  have  added  that  the  local  telegraph  company  charged  double  rates 
for  all  telegrams. 
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could  hide  there  in  case  of  his  defeat.  However,  the  place 
is  cool  on  a  hot  day. 

The  other  cave,  called  Crystal  Cave,  is  a  natural  curiosity 
and  is  really  unique.  In  October,  1897,  some  workmen,  while 
digging  a  well,  found  part  of  the  side  wall  falling  in,  revealing 
a  large  hole  lined  with  some  crystallized  mineral.  It  was,  in 
fact,  an  immense  geode  about  16  feet  in  diameter  and  covered 
inside  with  large  crystals  of  sulphate  of  strontia.  There  are 
one  or   two  smaller  cavities   leading   out   from    the  main  one. 

It  is  very  seldom  that  this  mineral  has  been  found  in  such 
large  crystals,  and  equally  rare  that  any  crystal  cavity  has 
been  found  of  such  size.  Of  course  the  attendants  disseminate 
the  usual  amount  of  misinformation,  and  talk  about  stalactites, 
etc.,  where  none  exist.  Electric  lights  have  been  placed 
around  the  walls  and  produce  a  brilliant  effect. 

A  trolley  road  runs  from  the  hotel  to  near  the  steamboat 
landings,  and  is  a  great  convenience. 

The  place  has  no  distinctly  social  features,  but  is  quiet 
and  restful  and,  though  damp  while  we  were  there,  was  not 
unpleasant.  It  certainly  was  not  as  hot  as  on  the  mainland 
at  the  same  time.

HDemoriaL* 

To  the  6isi  Annual  Convention  of  Beta   Theta  Pi  : 

The  undersigned  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
take  charge  of  the  Knox  Memorial,  begs  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report: 

On  Wednesday,  the  13th  da}'  of  June,  1900,  at  3.30  p.m., 
a  Bronze  Memorial  Tablet,  the  work  of  professor  C.  J.  Barn- 
horn  of  the  Cincinnati  Art  Academy,  was  unveiled  in  the 
Chapel  at  Miami  University,  Oxford,  Ohio,  in  the  presence 
of  a  large  attendance  of  Betas  and  friends  of  the  University. 
I  will  not  attempt  to  describe  the  Tablet  here,  as  a  photo- 
graph of  it  will  be  reproduced  in  the  Magazine. 

It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  it  is  a  bronze  tablet  4  feet  x  2, 
displaying  an  excellent  likeness  of  John  Reily  Knox  at  one 
end,  surrounded  by  a  Laurel  wreath,  with  three  stars  under- 
neath, and  at  the  other  end  in  raised  letters  these  words  : 
''In  1839  John  Reily  Knox  and  his  associates  founded  here 
the  Fraternity  of  Beta  Theta  Pi." 

The  position  of  the  Tablet  on  the  wall  at  Miami  occupies 
almost  the  exact  site  of  the  room  of  John  Reily  Knox  in  1839. 

The  exercises  at  the  unveiling  of  the  Tablet  were  simple. 
Introductory    remarks   were    made    by    the    President    of    the

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University,  David  S.  Tappan,  Miami  '64;  then  Bishop  David 
H.  Moore,  Ohio  *6o,  presented  the  Tablet  to  the  University 
on  behalf  of  the  Fraternity.  Bishop  Moore's  presentation 
speech  was  worthy  of  the  man  and  the  occasion.  On  behalf 
of  the  University  the  Hon.  John  W.  Herron,  Miami  '45, 
President  of  its  Board  of  Trustees,  accepted  the  Tablet. 

I  have  prepared  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  full  report, 
showing  in  detail  the  expenditures,  and  giving  a  complete 
list  of  the  contributors  to  this  fund. 

The  total  amount  collected  was  $556.75.  The  total  ex- 
penses of  collecting  this  amount  have  been  $79.47,  leaving 
a  balance  on  hand  of  $477.28. 

Inasmuch  as  our  contract  with  Professor  Barnhorn  of  the 
Cincinnati  Art  Academy  is  to  pay  hini  $500.00  for  the  Me- 
morial, there  remains  to  be  collected  the  sum  of  $22.72. 

I  have  three  or  four  photographs  of  the  Tablet  on  hand.

BENJAMIN  B.  ODELL,  Jr.,  Bethany  '77,  was  bom  in 
Newburg  on  January  14,  1854.  He  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  and  at  the  Newburg  Academy,  and  then 
went  to  Bethany  College,  in  West  Virginia,  where  he  studied 
mining  engineering  for  two  years.  Here  he  became  a  mem- 
ber of  ♦  chapter.  From  Bethany  College  he  went  to  Columbia 
College,  in  New  York,  with  the  intention  of  pursuing  a  four 
years'  course  in  mining  engineering.  While  in  Columbia  Col- 
lege he  was  prominent  in  athletic  sports,  and  especially  in 
rowing. 

But  his  studies  at  college  were  interrupted  by  the  necessity 
of  earning  his  livelihood.  His  father  was  president  of  an 
ice  company,  and  he  was  put  in  charge  of  the  business 
of  that  company.  He  determined  to  know  the  business  from 
the  foundation,  and  he  drove  an  ice  cart  and  delivered  ice 
himself  about  Newburg.  His  wages  were  not  large,  not  above 
$2  a  day,  but  he  lived  within  his  income.  Since  then  his 
business  success  has  been  great.  Besides  having  business  re- 
lations with  his  father  in  the  ice  company,  he  is  president  of 
the  Newburg  Electric  Light  Company  and  treasurer  of  the 
Central  Hudson  Steamboat  Company.  His  principal  business 
is  that  of  the  electric  lighting  company. 

Mr.  Odell  early  became  interested  in  politics,  and  when 
yet  a  young  man,  in  the  eighties,  was  the  Republican  candi- 
date for  State  Senator.  He  was  defeated,  but  he  made  a  good 
run  in  what  was  then  a  Democratic  district.  In  1894  his 
friends  suggested  that  he  become  a  candidate  for  Congress. 
He  had  just  become  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Republican  State  Committee,  and  did  not  desire  to  be  a 
candidate  for  Congress,  but  he  yielded  to  the  wishes  of  his 
friends  and  received  19,327  votes  to  13,520  votes  cast  for 
Eugene  S.  Ives,  his  Democratic  opponent.  In  1896  Mr.  Odell 
was  reelected  to  Congress,  receiving  22,622  votes  to  15,500 
cast  for  David  A.  Morrison,  Democrat.  In  1898  he  could  have 
been  renominated,  but  he  declined  the  nomination. 

For  many  years  Mr.  Odell  has  been  a  member  of  the  Re- 
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publican  State  Committee.  In  1897,  upon  the  death  of  Charles 
W.  Hackett,  he  was  elected  chairman  of  the  committee  and 
has  since  retained  that  position.  Mr.  Odell,  as  chairman  of 
the  Republican  State  Committee,  has  been  highly  successful 
in  consequence  of  his  employment  of  business  methods.  His 
nomination  as  governor  by  the  Republicans  of  New  York  State 
is  of  course  known  by  all. 

In  the  September  number  of  Success  appears  the  following 
estimate  of  Brother  Odell  by  his  Beta  friend,  Rev.  Ferdinand 
C.  Iglehart,  DePauw  '67,  pastor  of  the  leading  Methodist 
church  at  Newburg,  N.  Y. : 

Mr.  Odell,  like  most  great  leaders,  is  simple  and  modest  as 
a  child.  His  sudden  promotion  as  the  trusted  successor  of 
Thomas  C.  Piatt  has  not  turned  his  head.  He  is  well  poised, 
of  even  disposition,  and  has  complete  mastery  of  himself.  He 
is  a  good  listener,  as  well  as  an  excellent  judge  of  men.  It 
is  said  of  him  that  he  is  as  willing  and  able  to  execute  to  the 
minutest  details  as  he  is  wise  to  plan.  He  is  loyal  to  his  friends, 
rewarding  them  whenever  possible,  but  always  suiting  each 
man  to  the  position  secured.  It  is  to  his  efforts  largely  that 
Joseph  Choate,  Elihu  Root,  and  Horace  Porter  owe  their  ex- 
alted positions,  for  he  advised  and  urged  them  to  accept, 
rather  than  to  allow  inferior  men  to  be  chosen. 

Mr.  Odell  is  devoted  to  his  family,  his  wife  and  three 
children.  Some  years  ago  a  promising  son  was  stricken  with 
paralysis.  The  father  immediately  took  out  large  additional 
life  insurance,  so  that,  in  the  event  of  his  own  removal,  the 
afflicted  one  might  be  certain  of  a  generous  support.  Two 
years  ago  the  boy  died,   almost  breaking  the  father's  heart. 

The  strongest  element  in  Mr.  Odell's  success  is  his  execu- 
tive ability.  In  this  age  of  combination  and  centralization  he 
has  shown  phenomenal  ability  in  this  direction.  It  enabled 
him  to  step  swiftly  from  the  tail  of  the  wagon  to  the  control 
of  the  ice  business,  to  put  steam  heat  under  the  streets,  and 
to  hang  electric  wires  above  them,  in  his  native  city  ;  to  sup- 
plant the  horse  car  with  the  trolley;  to  run  an  electric  line 
twelve  miles  to  the  City  of  Walden ;  to  reorganize  success- 
fully the  Highland  Bank  of  Newburgh  ;  to  organize  the  Hud- 
son River  Steamboat  Company,  and  other  institutions.  He 
cools  the  people  in  summer,  warms  them  in  winter,  and  lights 
them  all  the  year  round.  The  same  executive  ability  took  him 
rapidly  from  the  leadership  of  a  ward  to  the  legislature,  to  Con- 
gress, and  to  the  State  Chairmanship. 

Amidst  the  temptations  that  usually  beset  public  life,  Mr. 
Odell  has  had  a  substratum  of  principle  which  has  kept  him 
manly  and  true,   and  justifies  his  promotion.

John  W.  Yerkes,  Centre  '73. 
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JOHN  WATSON  YERKES,  Centre  '73,  was  born  at  Lex- 
ington, Ky.,  forty-six  years  ago.  He  graduated  at  Centre 
College  in  1873  ^^^^  ^^^  degree  of  A.B.,  and  was  the 
valedictorian  of  his  class.  He  was  an  active  Beta  while  in  col- 
lege. Upon  his  graduation  he  entered  the  Law  Department  of 
the  University  of  Michigan,  and  was  prominent  in  the  revival 
of  the  Lambda  chapter,  which  was  then  inactive.  In  1877  he 
graduated  with  the  degree  of  LL.B.,  and  entered  upon  the 
practice  of  law  at  Danville,  Ky.  In  1879,  when  the  chapter 
at  the  University  of  Mississippi  was  established,  he  was  the 
commissioner  sent  to  initiate  the  applicants. 

Ever  since  entering  upon  the  active  practice  of  the  law 
Brother  Yerkes  has  taken  an  interest  in  politics.  He  is  a 
Republican.  In  1877-78  he  was  the  town  attorney  for  Dan- 
ville. In  1878  he  was  appointed  register  in  bankruptcy  for 
the  Eighth  Kentucky  District.  In  1892,  1893  and  1894  ^®  ^^^ 
chairman  pf  the  Republican  State  Central  Committee.  In 
1892-3  he  was  a  commissioner  to  the  World's  Fair  at  Chicago 
from  Kentucky.  In  1896  he  was  elected  a  National  Republican 
Committeeman  from  Kentucky,  and  was  reelected  in  1900. 
Since  1897  he  has  been  the  United  States  Internal  Revenue 
Collector  for  the  Eighth  District. 

In  July,  1900,  he  was  nominated  for  governor  of  Kentucky 
by  the  Republicans.  His  opponent  is  J.  W.  Beckham,  who 
succeeded  Governor  Goebel  after  the  assasination  of  the  latter. 
Brother  Yerkes  stands  in  opposition  to  the  "Goebel  election 
law,'*  which  is  the  chief  issue  in  the  state  campaign. 

He  has  enjoyed  a  large  law  practice  in  Danville  since  his 
return  from  the  University  of  Michigan  in  1877.  For  several 
years  he  has  been  a  lecturer  in  the  Law  Department  of  Centre 
College. 

Mr.  Yerkes  is  a  man  of  striking  personality,  and  unusually 
attractive  in  manner  and  speech.  A  cultured  and  refined 
gentleman,  and  at  the  same  time  a  man  of  convictions  and 
firmness.  He  is  a  convincing  public  speaker,  with  a  style 
earnest,  logical,  and  bare  of  superfluous  ornamentation. 
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A  NOTHER  fountain  of  exultant  life  has  burst  forth  in  Beta 
/-\  Theta  Pi.  On  Saturday  evening,  September  15,  1900, 
the  West  Virginia  chapter,  the  B  ^  of  B  0  n,  was 
installed  at  the  State  University  at  Morgantown  by  the  chief 
of  the  district,  assisted  by  M.  Stanley  Hodges,  OAio  WesUyan  - 
J.  Abner  Sayler,  Johns  Hopkins ;  Cladius  L.  Biddison,  Ohio^ 
and  Lewis  Cass  Woolery,  Bethany, 

Brothers  of  the  Sixty-first  Annual  Convention,  could  you  all 
have  been  there  and  met  the  boys  who  composed  that  peti- 
tioning body  you  would  unite  in  our  chorus  that  the  Beta 
Psi  chapter  is  an  honor  to  the  fraternity.  The  boys  are  big- 
hearted,  gentlemanly  fellows,  full  of  earnest  enthusiasm  and 
devotion  to  the  principles  that  underlie  our  great  brotherhood. 
In  the  words  of  a  disinterested  profe^ssor  of  the  university, 
"They  are  individually  and  collectively  a  superior  class  of 
men."  Could  Brother  Raymond  have  lined  them  up  on  the 
convention  floor  the  petition  would  have  gone  through  with  a 
whoop.  The  chief  is  as  proud  of  his  new  chapter  as  an  old 
hen  of  her  chicks,  and  is  as  willing  to  scratch  for  them. 
Developments,  however,  will  show  that  they  are  able  to  do 
their  own  scratching,  and  make  some  of  the  old  conservative 
chapters  hustle  to  keep  the  pace.  Now,  boys,  once  more,  and 
all  together,  ** What's  the  matter  with  Beta  Psi?" 

Until  their  house  is  built,  on  a  commanding  site  overlook- 
ing the  campus  and  the  beautiful  Monongahela  valley,  the 
chapter  is  occupying  a  suite  of  four  rooms  and  a  hall,  includ- 
ing a  bath  and  an  immense  assembly  hall.  It  was  in  these 
apartments,  decorated  with  pink  and  blue  draperies,  and  sweet 
with  the  fragrance  of  roses,  the  offering  of  the  chapter's  first 
Beta  girl,  Mrs.  Waitman  Barbe,  the  wife  of  one  of  the  initiates, 
that  the  installation  services  were  held.  A  most  unexpected 
and  impressive  prelude  was  a  chorus  of  the  waiting  initiates  in 
a  rear  room,  singing  as  though  joy  would  burst  their  hearts 
<«So  say  we  all  of  us."     The  sweet  melody  resounded  in  the 
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vacant  room  and  floated  into  the  assembly  hall  like  the  swells 
from  a  great  organ,  and  coming,  as  it  did,  from  barbarians 
knocking  at  our  doors,  the  effect  was  to  raise  one's  hair  with 
enthusiasm  and  devotion.  The  beauty  of  that  installation 
cannot  be  expressed, — ^what  was  done  and  what  was  said  on 
that  blessed  and  memorable  night  must  not  be  published,  it 
is  too  sacred  to  the  hearts  of  all  present ;  but  at  the  end  of 
the  ceremony  the  souls  of  fifteen  noble  fellows  were  knit  to 
the  souls  of  us  all  beyond  all  death,  dear  brothers,  and  the 
chapter  was  placed  into  the  hands  of  Wooglin  with  a  prayer 
by  Brother  Woolery,  followed  by  the  doxology  and  a  grand 
"Amen." 

An  informal  reception  followed.  There  was  happy  singing, 
and  a  blending  of  hearts  aglow  with  Beta  spirit.  The  conven- 
tion march  was  formed,  and  the  rose-formation  and  the  mystic 
circles.  Anyone  looking  into  the  eyes  of  those  new-born 
Greeks  could  see  that  the  fires  of  B  0  n  had  been  kindled  in 
their  hearts  for  aye. 

A  meeting  of  the  new  chapter  was  called  by  the  Chief,  and 
after  a  bit  of  advice  from  "Biddie,**  and  **Ab,'*  and  "Stan,"  as 
the  boys  affectionately  called  them,  Beta  Psi  proceeded  to  an 
election  of  officers.  The  chapter  meeting,  which  was  full  of 
interest,  adjourned  to  a  spread,  where  mirth  and  singing  and 
pleasing  sentiments,  rich  tenor  solos,  and  some  of  Brother 
Waitman  Barbe's  beautiful  poems  so  filled  the  time  and  devel- 
oped the  Beta  spirit  that  when  hand  gripped  into  hand  and 
eye  looked  into  eye,  in  breaking  the  weal  and  loving  band 
of  Beta  Theta  Pi,  even  the  sky  was  aglow  with  the  colors. 
As  the  darkness  of  night  had  been  swept  away  by  the  dawning 
of  the  Lord's  own  day,  so  had  the  darkness  of  their  lives  been 
blasted,  and  the  radiant  light  of  brotherly  love  was  shining 
full  upon  them. 

The  following  day  had  a  pleasing  sequel.  The  chapter  en- 
tertained the  visiting  Betas  at  Mont  Chateau,  a  picturesque  log 
hotel  on  the  River  Cheat,  an  hour's  drive  from  Morgantown 
over  the  mountains.  On  all  sides  were  heavily  wooded  hills, 
and  a  hundred  feet  below  flowed  the  River  Cheat,  dark  with 
heavy  shadows  and  immense  rocks.  This  jaunt  was  most 
happily  conceived,  and  the  frolic  of  the  boys  as  they  chased 
each  other  up  the  big  cafions  over  great  boulders  and  slippery 
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ledges,  leaping  and  slipping,  laughing   and  splashing,  *was  a 

decided  relaxation  from  the  services   of   the  evening   before. 

While  on  this  run  along  the  shore  of  the  river. 

"Where  the  rocks  are  gray  and  the  shore  is  steep, 
And  the  waters  below  are  dark  and  deep," 

a  ruin  of  an  old  stone  dwelling  was  found  overgrown  with  ivy. 
It  was  apparently  the  home  of  some  hermit  many  years  ago. 
Climbing  up  into  it, 

"Where  a  lofty  pine  in  its  lonely  pride" 
stood  gloomily,  as  Penates,  where  was  once  the  hearth,  we 
found  cut  in  deep  letters  on  the  inner  stone  wall  to  the  left 
of  the  massive  fire-place,  the  Greek  letters  «*B  0  n,"  with 
the  date  "1879."  There  must  have  been  some  mistake;  the 
7  surely  was  intended  for  a  3,  and  this  was  the  ruin  of  the 
home  of  Wooglin.  How  he  must  have  loved  those  Alpha  boys 
to  have  traveled  so  far  to  meet  them.  The  letters,  having 
once  been  seen,  were  plainly  discernable  from  the  path  far 
beneath,  and  for  a  few  moments  there  was  great  excitement 
in  the  ranks  of  Beta  Psi.  After  a  number  of  poses  before 
^'Ab's"  ever-blinking  kodak,  a  concert  in  the  twilight  around 
the  piano  on  the  veranda,  and  a  sumptuous  dinner,  the  car- 
riages pulled   away  into  the  darkness,  and  the  day  was  over. 

It  was  with  deep  regret  that  the  boys  could  not  have  with 
them  that  loyal  Beta,  Jerome  H.  Raymond,  the  president  of 
the  university,  the  man  on  whose  untiring  efforts  depended 
largely  the  granting  of  the  charter.  Brother  Raymond  was 
taken  ill  a  few  days  before  the  installation,  after  making  all 
arrangements  for  it,  and  was  compelled  to  leave  the  town  for 
his  health.  A  telegram  brought  him  very  near  the  boys, 
however,  and  showed  them  that  his  big  heart  was  with  them 
that  evening. 

And  now,  my  brothers  all,  unite  with  me  in  words  of 
cheer  and  encouragement  and  in  helpful  acts,  not  only  to  this 
new  chapter  but  to  all  our  children.  Liet  us  assist  them 
whether  they  ask  for  it  or  no.  They  have  come  to  us,  their 
hearts  in  their  hands,  and  beseeched  that  they  might  be  our 
brothers;  we  have  found  them  worthy,  and  they  are  ours.  I 
thank  the  Sixty-first  Annual  Convention ;  and  to  Beta  Psi,  here 
is  my  hand,  my  heart  is  in  it,  and  may  God  bless  you.

The  table  was  decorated  with  flowers,  and  an  elaborate 
course  dinner  was  served.  An  innovation  in  the  way  of  a 
novelty  was  the  serving  of  rice,  at  which  timie  a  handsome 
pair  of  chopsticks  were  presented  to  the  Bishop  by  E.  W. 
Mulliken  in  a  very  clever  speech. 

The  best  speech  was  reserved  to  the  last,  when  Bishop 
Moore  responded  in  his  happiest  strain.     He  said,  in  part : 

<'And  now  I  go  on  an  errend  with  naught  but  pleasure, 
although  it  means  separation  from  some  of  my  dear  family 
at  least.  I  go  for  a  term  of  four  years.  I  would  rather  have 
it  longer  than  shorter,  because  of  the  stupendous  undertaking. 
I  am  especially  glad  to  go  at  this  particular  time,  when  the 
eye  of  civilization  turns  to  the  Orient,  after  the  occupation 
of  Pretoria  by  Roberts,  where  it  has  been  hovering  for  some 
time. 

*'l  am  glad  to  go  at  this  juncture  to  behold  some  of  the 
changes  to  take  place,  and  perhaps  to  be  allowed  to  play  a 
small  part.  Civilization  came  to  Japan  through  China  and 
Korea.  We  opened  Japan  to  commerce  through  Perry,  and 
we  are  now  giving  to  the  Chinese  the  blessing  of  a  Christian 
civilization." 

Bishop  Moore  referred  to  the  fact  that  he  is  the  third   in 
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succession  of  Bishops  to  be  sent  to  the  Orient,  and  that  his 
predecessors,  Bishops  Joyce,  DePauw  '72,  and  Cranston,  Ohio  '61 
are  also  Athens  men  and  members  of  the  fraternity.  He  said : 
<'I  hope  to  be  able  to  contribute  my  small  part  in  the  inter- 
ests of  the  kingdom  of  our  common  Father  and  in  the  inter- 
ests of  my  country. 

"All  there  is  in  me  I  give  wholly  to  the  work.  What- 
ever the  period  or  duties  or  difficulties,  I  will  be  sustained 
by  the  assurance  that  the  Beta  brethern  are  holding  me  in 
their  hearts,  and  that  you  are  all  believing  and  remembering 
and  wishing  me  well,  and  speaking  a  word  in  my  behalf  to 
our  beloved  Father." 

Those  present  at  the  banquet  were  Dr.  Thad  A.  Reamy, 
toastmaster;  Bishop  David  H.  Moore,  Bishop  Earl  Cranston, 
Hon.  L.  M.  Jewett,  of  Athens,  O. ;  Rev.  Davis  W.  Clarke, 
Hon.  John  W.  Herron,  E.  W.  Millikin,  C.  M.  Hepburn,  Dr. 
Otto  F.  Geier,  Milton  Sayler,  C.  P.  Brown,  Ellis  G.  Kinkead, 
Colonel  D.  W.  McClung,  Charles  Rendigs,  Dr.  H.  Kennon 
Dunham,  Robert  Kreimer,  Dr.  S.  C.  Ayers,  Smith  Hicken- 
looper.  Dr.  Giles  S.  Mitchell,  Otis  H.  Fish,  Dr.  Allen  Bramk- 
amp,  R.  W.  Haskins,  E.  L.  Martin,  Dr.  Elliott  Palmer,  E.  P.

Dear  Bob:  I  have  not  forgotten  my  promise  to  let  you 
know  how  I  fared  with  the  fraternities.  But  I  have  only  had 
a  week's  experience  of  rushing,  and  suppose  my  knowledge  is 
very  superficial.  You  know  that  I  am  an  entire  stranger  here, 
and  have  no  home  or  prep,  school  prestige  to  help  me  out. 
Many  of  my  fellow  freshmen  have  come  from  nearby  prepara- 
tory schools,  and  were  pledged  to  some  fraternity  before  they 
ever  entered  college.  As  you  know,  there  are  sixteen  frater- 
nities here.  With  even  a  week's  observation  I  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  only  six  of  them  really  counted.  The  rest 
seem  to  take  the  men  the  "big  six"  do  not  want.  I  have 
been  a  guest  at  the  houses  of  two  of  these  second-class  frater- 
nities, and  I  have  seldom  had  a  more  uncomfortable  time. 
One  was  a  crowd   of  "digs.''     Their   housekeeping  was  most 
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disgusting;  in  the  first  place,  the  table-cloth  was  soiled,  and 
the  manner  in  which  the  meal  was  served  would  scare  away  a 
more  robust  appetite  than  mine.  There  are  thirty-eight  men 
in  this  chapter.  Only  twelve  live  in  the  house,  and  I  doubt  if 
the  members  see  much  of  each  other.  Immediately  after  din- 
ner all  the  men  went  to  their  rooms  except  two,  whose  duty  it 
seemed  to  be  to  entertain  me.  This  they  attempted  to  do  with 
a  game  of  some  sort  I  had  never  seen  before  ;  but  I  judged  it 
to  be  of  a  nursery  grade. 

The  other  crowd  was  of  the  opposite  type.  I  have  heard 
them  called  ''tin  horn  sports,"  and  the  name  fits  them  pretty 
well.  Their  house  looked  as  though  it  had  seen  many  beer- 
bottle  bombardments.  I  need  not  give  you  the  details  of  their 
style  of  entertainment.  The  star  number  was  a  poker  game ; 
I  gathered  this  was  not  alone  for  my  benefit,  but  was  the 
regular  thing. 

This  is  all  of  the  attention  I  have  received  so  far  from  the 
fraternities;  but  I  am  not  discouraged,  for  I  have  only  been 
here  a  week,  and  am  without  any  brass  band  to  call  attention 
to  my  good  qualities.  There  is  a  senior,  a  non-fraternity 
man,  whom  I  have  seen  somewhat  of  in  the  dormitory.  He 
advised  me  to  let  the  scrub  frats.  rush  me  so  as  to  attract  the 
attention  of  the  better  ones.  I  do  not  intend  to  follow  his 
advice.  The  idea  fails  to  appeal  to  me  as  honorable,  or  even 
pleasant  for  me  personally.  I  will  keep  you  informed  of  my 
further  adventures.  Yours  ever,

My  Dear  Cousin :  I  have  now  had  three  week^  of  college  life, 
and  my  experiences  are  somewhat  broader.  I  must  describe  at 
some  length  my  first  experience  with  one  of  the  ''big  six." 
It  occurred  the  same  day  I  wrote  to  you.  I  was  writing  in  my 
room,  when  some  one  knocked  and  entered.  I  knew  the  man 
by  sight.  He  seems  to  know  every  one  in  college,  and  I  had 
heard  him  spoken  of  as  a  good  football  man  if  he  could  only 
stay  in  college.  It  is  his  custom  to  get  flunked  out  at  the  end 
of  a  semester.  He  asked  me  if  my  name  was  Bradley,  and  of 
course  I  had  to  admit  it.  He  chatted  for  a  few  minutes,  and 
asked  me  if  I  could  come  over  with  him  for  dinner.  I  went 
with  him,  mainly  out  of  curiosity,  for  his  fraternity  has  the 
reputation  of  taking  nothing  but  athletes.     After  I  had  been 
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introduced  to  the  rest  of  the  chapter  one  of  the  men  took  my 
host  aside,  and  I  heard  him  say,  '*He  isn't  the  man."  ''Well, 
his  name  is  Bradley,  anyhow,"  was  the  answer.  I  was  some- 
what amused,  and  still  more  so  when  I  learned  from  the  ques- 
tions asked  me  that  I  had  been  mistaken  for  a  track  athlete  of 
the  same  name  who  came  with  somewhat  of  a  reputation  from 
his  prep,  school.  I  have  not  been  sorry  that  I  was  dropped 
by  this  fraternity  like  a  hot  brick  when  it  was  learned  that  I 
had  no  particular  athletic  ability,  for  their  life  had  no  attrac- 
tion for  me.  I  felt  all  the  time  as  though  I  had  strayed  into  a 
training  house.  In  their  endeavor  to  get  prominent  athletes 
for  members  they  have  sacrificed  a  good  many  of  the  qualities 
you  have  always  told  me  a  fraternity  man  should  possess. 
They  were  not  congenial  to  me,  or  even  congenial  among 
themselves. 

My  choice  rests  between  two  fraternities.  As  soon  as  I 
reached  this  conclusion  I  ceased  to  accept  favors  from  the 
others.  You  know  you  advised  me  to  do  this,  and  said  I 
would  have  more  friends  if  I  took  this  course  and  did  not  give 
any  crowd  the  impression  that  I  was  working  them  for  what 
it  was  worth.  The  two  choices  between  which  I  hesitate  are 
the  Pi  Theta  and  the  Epsilon  Lambda  Chi.  They  both  attract 
me,  and  are  of  so  nearly  the  same  excellence  that  a  choice  is 
difficult.  They  are  both  composed  of  men  who  will  be  person- 
ally congenial  to  me.  They  are  good,  all-around  college  men. 
The  Pi  Theta  men  put  in  a  good  deal  of  their  work  in  telling 
me  how  prominent  their  men  are  in  college,  and  insinuating 
that  by  joining  them  I  will  have  a  ''drag"  on  the  musical  organ- 
izations. The  Epsilon  Lambda  Chi  men  say  very  little  about 
this ;  but  I  have  looked  their  record  up  myself,  and  find  that 
they  are  as  prominent  as  any  crowd  in  college.  They  are 
adepts  in  the  art  of  entertaining ;  they  do  not  seem  to  be  show- 
ing off,  but  make  a  man  feel  as  though  he  were  one  of  the 
crowd.  They  have  a  house  that  is  not  as  pretentious  as  some, 
but  it  has  such  a  comfortable  atmosphere  and  seems  so  much 
like  a  home.  There  are  plenty  of  broad  window  seats,  cush- 
ions, and  wide  fire-places.  The  effect  is  such  that  I  am  always 
glad  to  go  down  to  the  house. 

I  shall  soon  let  you  know  my  decision.  For  I  have  prom- 
ised to  give  an  answer  in  a  week.  Yours,

I  guess  what  really  tipped  the  balance  was  a  small  incident 
that  impressed  me  very  much.  I  was  at  the  Epsilon  Lambda 
Chi  house  one  night.  After  dinner  we  were,  as  usual,  loung- 
ing around  the  smoking  room,  singing  and  talking.  I  had 
noticed  that  one  of  the  freshmen  was  very  quiet  and  blue. 
He  is  in  one  of  my  classes,  and  the  professor  had  called  him 
down  pretty  hard  that  afternoon. 

Ned  Burke,  who  is  a  senior  and  at  the  head  of  the  frater- 
nity, had  also  noticed  the  freshman's  dejection.  In  a  few 
minutes  he  went  over  to  the  window  seat  where  the  freshman 
was  sitting  and,  throwing  his  arm  over  his  shoulder,  began  to 
talk  to  him  in  a  kind,  fatherly  manner.  It  was  only  a  short 
time  before  the  cloud  had  lifted  from  that  freshman's  face  and 
he  was  enjoying  life  again.  I  thought  if  that  was  the  secret  of 
the  internal  harmony  of  this  chapter  I  could  not  do  better  than 
join  it.

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The  Fraternity  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  establish- 
ment of  three  new  strong  chapters  in  flourishing  institutions. 
We  feel  certain  that  no  regret  will  ever  be  felt  at  the  estab- 
lishment of  these  chapters.  They  start  in  life  as  strong,  if 
not  stronger  than  many  of  their  older  sisters,  and  with  every 
prospect  of  success.  In  the  name  of  the  Fraternity,  they  are 
welcomed. 

One  of  the  petitions  was  at  first  rejected,  precisely  the 
number  necessary  to  accomplish  this  purpose  having  voted  in 
the  negative.  It  was  fortunate,  indeed,  that  the  delegates  from 
the  chapters  so  voting  were  persuaded  to  reconsider  their 
action.  It  was  felt  by  all  of  the  alumni  present  that  a  critical 
point  had  been  reached  in  the  history  of  the  faternity,  if  the 
spirit  of  conservatism  had  developed  to  such  an  extent  that 
a  petition  from  a  strongly  endowed  prosperous  institution  with 
bright  promise  of  a  brilliant  future,  presented  by  a  strong 
local  society  composed  of  men,  endorsed  by  Betas  in  their 
neighborhood,  should  be  rejected  by  votes  of  one-quarter  of 
the  chapters  in  the  fraternity.  It  was  felt  that  if  these  con- 
ditions were  permitted  to  continue,  all  hope  of  extension  in 
the  fraternity  should  be  abandoned,  and  that  our  energy  should 
chiefly  be  directed  hereafter  to  cutting  ofl  the  heads  of  our 
younger  sisters  and  reducing  the  fraternity  to  the  size  and  re- 
stricting it  to  the  territory  of  some  of  our  rival  organizations. 
The  majority  of  the  chapters,  and  it  must  be  said  that  they 
represent  the  sentiment  of  the  vast  mass  of  the  alumni,  were 
determined  that  no  such  policy  should  be  followed,  and  it  was 
openly  suggested  at  private  conferences  between  groups  of 
delegates,  that  changes  in  our  organic  law  would  be  made  if 
necessary  to  prevent  the  continuance  of  such  a  suicidal  and 
non-progressive  policy.  Happily  such  a  step  was  not  neces- 
sary, and  we  are  pleased  to  report  the  fact  that  the  fraternity 
no  longer  hesitates  to  extend  its  ranks  and  grant  charters  to 
worthy  applicants  in  institutions  of  rank  and  promise. 
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The  evil  of  sending  delegates  to  a  fraternity  convention, 
instructed  to  vote  for  or  against  certain  propositions  to  be 
brought  before  the  meeting,  was  pronounced  at  the  conven- 
tion which  has  just  closed.  It  is  a  sound  principle  that  if  an 
undergraduate  is  worthy  to  be  sent  as  a  representative  of  his 
chapter  to  a  convention,  he  should  be  deemed  competent  to 
vote  intelligently  upon  the  questions  presented  to  the  con- 
vention, and  should  not  be  hampered  by  instructions  to  vote 
in  any  particular  way,  according  to  the  opinion  of  the  chapter 
at  some  meeting  held  prior  to  the  convention,  when  the  in- 
formation with  regard  to  the  matter  to  be  settled,  and  upon 
which  the  opinion  of  the  chapter  is  based,  is  neither  the  same, 
nor  apt  to  be  as  full,  as  the  information  presented  to  the  conven- 
tion itself.  The  natural  desire  to  be  loyal  to  the  chapter  which 
he  represents  influences  a  delegate  to  vote  as  his  chapter  has 
requested  him,  even  when  he  feels  certain  that,  in  view  of  the 
facts  presented  to  the  convention,  the  chapter  would  prob- 
ably reverse  its  action. 

The  record  of  attendance  at  the  convention  was  remark- 
able. At  all  of  the  important  sessions  every  chapter  repre- 
sented had  its  delegate  present,  and  those  who  were  not  pres- 
ent were  at  work  on  committees.  Put-in-Bay  proved  to  be  an 
ideal  spot,  almost  as  good  as  Wooglin  in  the  matter  of  secur- 
ing such  attendance,  because  there  was  practically  nowhere 
else  to  go  to,  and  the  convention  meetings  proved  more  at- 
tractive than  anything  else  within  reasonable  reach. 

The  catalogue  debt  did  not  prove,  after  all,  to  be  such  a 
difficult  problem  to  solve.  The  delegates  recognized  at  once 
that  it  was  their  duty  to  pay  this  debt  as  quickly  as  possible, 
and  the  manner  in  which  its  payment  is  provided  for  is  em- 
inently just,  both  in  theory  and  practice.  The  active,  pushing 
chapters  will  escape  what  may  prove  to  be  a  burden  to  those 
who  do  not  hustle. 

There  never  has  been  a  more  good-natured  convention 
than  that  of  1900.  There  were  plenty  of  opportunities  for 
difierences  of  opinion,  many  of  which  were  freely  and  can- 
didly expressed,  but  everything  was   taken  in  good  part,  and

the  attitude  of  the  delegates  towards  each  other  was  very 
much  like  that  of  two  opposing  lawyers,  who  fight  all  day  in 
court  and  then  go  out  and  eat  dinner  together,  there  not  be- 
ing a  particle  of  bitterness  left  from  any  of   the  discussions. 

The  speech  at  the  banquet,  which  will  be  remembered  the 
longest  was  that  made  by  Charles  F.  O'Brien,  of  the  Ohio 
State  chapter.  It  was  an  unconscious  expression  of  real  senti- 
ment, and  he  awoke  a  responsive  chord  in  the  hearts  of  all 
the  brethren  present.  The  total  unconsciousness  of  the 
speaker  that  he  was  saying  anything  at  all  out  of  the  usual 
run  or  was  doing  anything  unique  in  disclosing  experiences 
which  the  average  person  keeps  to  himself,  added  to  the 
charm  of  the  speech  in  a  manner  ^hich  only  those  who  heard 
it  could  appreciate.  One  of  the  older  members  at  the  con- 
vention, a  lawyer  of  more  than  local  reputation,  summed  up 
the  sense  of  the  current  comment  concerning  this  charmingly 
eloquent  statement  of  impressions  by  saying,  "If  O'Brien  is 
ever  admitted  to  the  bar,  I  should  hate  to  be  opposed  to  him 
before  an  ordinary  jury." 

The  extremely  high  grade  in  the  personnel  of  the  conven- 
tion's attendants  was  noticed  and  commented  upon  by  all  of 
the  alumni  present,  and  a  singular  thing  about  it  was  its  re- 
markable uniformity.  It  was  impossible,  practically,  to  dis- 
tinguish by  manner,  dress  or  speech,  whether  the  delegate  was 
from  Maine,  or  Georgia,  Texas  or  Wisconsin,  California  or 
Indiana.  The  one  with  the  most  pronounced  southern  accent 
represented  an  institution  far  north  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  Line, 
and  the  one  who  had  the  most  strident  voice,  commonly  sup- 
posed to  be  the  result  of  living  upon  the  seashore,  repre- 
sented an  institution  far  removed  from  the  ocean.  Whether 
the  fraternity  has  been  a  prominent  factor  in  producing  such 
a  uniformity  will  be  doubted,  but  it  is  a  delightful  thing 
to  see. 

The  boys  lamented  the  fact  that  not  half  enough  young 
women  were  present  among  the  hotel's  guests  during  conven- 
tion. The  advent  of  Brother  Skiles'  party,  with  Miss  Skiles. 
Miss  Starr,  Miss  Fullington,  and  chaperones,  was  hailed  with 
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delight.  Excepting  Mrs.  Hiett  and  Mrs.  Chambers  Baird, 
none  of  the  wives  of  the  alumni  were  seen  ;  but  if,  as  is 
greatly  to  be  hoped,  the  convention  next  year  should  be  at 
Wooglin,  surely  more  of  the  families  and  friends  of  the  older 
Betas  will  accompany  them. 

It  will  be  well  for  chapters  to  consider,  during  the  com- 
ing year,  the  amendment  to  the  constitution  proposed  to  the 
convention,  providing  that  a  petition  should  be  indorsed  by 
five  chapters  situated  anywhere,  instead  of  two  out  of  the 
three  chapters  nearest  to  the  proposed  location.  This  was  not 
recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Jurispru- 
dence, following  the  suggestion  of  the  president  of  the  fra- 
ternity that  no  legislation  should  be  enacted  at  this  conven- 
tion, but  it  should  receive  careful  attention,  because  it  is  likely 
to  be  brought  forward  again. 

It  has  been  found  by  experience,  that  since  it  has  been  nec- 
essary to  secure  the  recommendation  of  two  out  of  the  three 
chapters  nearest  to  the  proposed  location  of  a  new  chapter, 
frequently  the  chapters  have  rejected  a  petition  at  this  pre- 
liminary stage,  because  of  a  dislike  to  all  of  the  students  at 
the  neighboring  institution  where  it  is  proposed  to  locate  the 
chapter.  Such  dislike,  it  has  also  been  found,  has  been  fre- 
quently based  upon  rivalries  and  jealousies  developed  by 
athletic  and  oratorial  contests.  Unfortunately,  our  under- 
graduates seem  unable  to  view  their  fraternity  relations  apart 
from  such  considerations. 

We  overheard  one  group  of  students  discussing  the  advis- 
ability of  placing  a  chapter  in  a  large  and  growing  state  uni- 
versity, which  is  constantly  visited  by  Betas  from  other  col- 
leges. One  of  the  group  was  a  student  at  a  nearby  institu- 
tion, and  he  expressed  an  opinion  that  his  chapter  would 
never  consent  to  the  establishment  of  a  chapter  at  the 
university  under  discussion,  because,  he  said,  all  of  the 
students  at  that  university  were  of  low  social  standing.  In 
this  opinion  he  was  joined  by  another  of  the  group  repre- 
senting a  leading  university  of  a  neighboring  state.  It  hap- 
pens  that  the  university  in  question  is  of  high  standing   for 
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scholarship,  loyally  supported  by  the  citizens  of  the  state  in 
which  it  is  located,  and  well  equipped  with  buildings  and 
apparatus.  A  little  patient  questioning  soon  developed  the 
fact  that  the  first  objector  had  never  visited  the  proposed  site 
for  the  chapter  but  once,  and  then  as  scorer  for  his  college 
baseball  team,  which  was  defeated  in  the  contest,  and  that  the 
other  objector's  adverse  criticism  was  based  upon  having  met 
one  student  from  the  university  referred  to,  who  was  person- 
ally unpleasant.  We  presume  that  it  will  strike  the  average 
alumnus  as  odd  that  such  a  sweeping  conclusion  should  be 
based  upon  such  a  small  basis  of  fact.  We  must  recognize 
the  fact,  however,  that  such  prejudices  and  opinions  are  seri- 
ously hindering  the  progress  of  the  fraternity  and  preventing 
its  normal  growth:  hence,  the  suggested  amendment  to  the 
constitution. 

Every  chapter-house  will  be  proud  to  fly  the  new  Beta 
flag.  The  printed  cuts  gave  an  insufficient  idea  of  its  appear- 
ance. We  should  have  seen  the  flag  itself  in  all  its  beauty 
had  not  Brother  Chandler's  luggage  been  detained  by  some 
accident,  he  having  taken  the  trouble  to  have  a  banner  made 
for  exhibition.  Chandler,  by  the  way,  holds  the  record  on 
continuous  convention  attendance  for,  as  we  are  credibly 
informed,  he  has  been  going  since  he  was  nine  months  old. 

We  feel  that  the  minutes  of  the  conventions  are  seldom 
properly  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  chapters  by  their 
delegates.  Some  of  the  chapters  have  adopted  a  plan  to  learn 
what  has  occurred  at  the  convention,  which  seems  to  be  effi- 
cient, and  worthy  of  imitation  by  others  who  have  not  yet 
thought  of  it.  The  plan  in  brief  is  to  devote  one  or  two  of 
the  earlier  meetings  of  the  year  to  the  convention  by  having 
the  minutes  read  aloud,  and  as  the  narrative  progresses,  to 
have  other  members  read  the  exhibits  in  their  proper  places, 
and  have  the  chapter's  delegate  state  the  nature  of  the  dis- 
cussion which  took  place  in  regard  to  the  item  under  con- 
sideration. In  this  way  a  vivid  impression  is  secured  of  the 
work  of  the  convention,  and  one  which  is  much  more  lasting 
and  favorable  than  individual  members  can  obtain  by  the  usual 
cursory  skip  through  the  record. 
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There  were  two  souvenirs  of  the  convention  presented  by 
different  jewelers.  One  was  a  gilded  shield,  made  by  Simons, 
of  Philadelphia,  prettily  made  into  a  stick  pin  and  with  a  back- 
ground of  ribbon  in  the  fraternity  colors ;  and  the  other  was  a 
button  made  by  A.  H.  Petting,  of  Baltimore.  It  was  a  facsimile 
of  the  badge  in  gun-metal  and  had  a  tiny  imitation  diamond. 
Around  the  border  was  stamped  the  inscription  "Put-in-Bay, 
Aug.,  1900."  This  souvenir  was  very  neat  and  pleasing,  and  the 
only  difficulty  was  that  there  were  not  enough  of  them  to  supply 
the  demand. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Columbia  chapter  has  secured 
a  house.  Every  chapter  in  District  II  has  thus  become  a 
householder.  All  of  the  chapters  in  Districts  VIII  and  X  are 
likewise  householders.  The  Dickinson  chapter  is  the  only 
one  in  District  III  which  is  not  now  maintaining  this  kind  of 
chapter  life.  In  District  I,  the  new  chapter  at  Bowdoin  rents 
a  house,  Brown,  Boston,  Dartmouth,  and  Yale  are  still  without 
one.  Dartmouth  we  believe  is  taking  steps  to  secure  one,  and 
we  hope  it  will  not  be  long  before  some  of  the  chapters  of 
this  district  are  in  rented  buildings  at  least.  District  V  has 
made  a  beginning  with  the  Texas  chapter.  The  Vanderbilt 
chapter  owns  a  desirable  building  lot.  In  District  VI  the 
strength  of  the  chapters  has  been  such  that  they  have  not 
felt  the  pressure  to  enter  houses  which  has  been  exerted  in 
other  localities.  Ohio,  Wittenberg,  Wooster  and  Kenyon  are 
still  without  homes.  Kenyon  talks  of  securing  a  lodge,  Woos- 
ter has  plans  for  becoming  a  householder,  and  the  new  chapter 
at  West  Virginia  University  will  very  soon  have  its  own  home. 

In  District  IX,  the  Colorado  chapters  have  no  houses. 
Neither  has  the  Westminster  chapter.  Probably  all  three 
of  these  chapters  would  find  it  to  their  advantage  to  secure 
houses  soon.  In  District  VII,  Indiana  has  just  entered  a 
house.  We  believe  Wabash  and  Hanover  would  each  have 
better  and  stronger  chapters  if  they  followed  suit. 

Minnesota  enters  a  fine  house  of  its  own  at  the  beginning 
of  this  college  year,  and  Syracuse  takes  up  it  quarters  in  a 
house  especially  built  for  its  accommodation. 

Improvement  is  the  order  of  the  day — improvement  in 
the  direction  of  first  renting  and  then  owning  a  house.     Chap- 
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ters  have  rented  and  are  maintaining  houses  and  finding  it 
immensely  to  their  advantage  who  five  years  ago  were  protest- 
ing that  they  could  not  possibly  go  into  a  house,  that  it 
would  not  fit  into  the  life  of  their  college,  etc.,  when  the  fact 
was  they  hadn't  tried  the  experiment  and  were  slow  to  begin. 

The  question  naturally  arises :  If  Johns  Hopkins  and  Penn- 
sylvania can  maintain  houses,  why  not  Boston,  Brown,  and 
Denver?  If  Denison,  Iowa  Wesleyan,  Bethany  and  St.  Law- 
rence can  do  likewise,  why  not  Westminster,  Wabash,  Han- 
over, Wittenberg,  Ohio,  Centre,  Davidson,  and  Dickinson?  If 
Amherst,  why  not  Dartmouth  ?  Gentlemen,  it  is  "up  to  you" 
to  explain. 

We  are  now  in  forty-one  houses,  of  which  eleven  are  owned 
by  the  chapters.  This  is  a  gain  of  thirteen  rented  and  one 
owned  in  two  years.  Many  of  the  chapters  renting  are  accumu- 
lating funds  to  buy  or  build,  so  that  the  showing  in  that  di- 
rection is  not  so  good  as  the  actual  fact.

CORNELL    UNIVERSITY. 

Out  of  the  twenty-one  men  constituting  the  working-force 
of  B  A,  seventeen  were  on  the  scene  of  action  over  a  week 
before  the  opening  of  the  university  on  the  28th.  At  Cornell 
peculiar  conditions  exist,  which  compel  the  fraternities  there  to

do  the  better  part  of  their  work  before  the  term  commences, 
necessitating  the  presence  on  the  scene  of  all  their  men,  though 
the  most  of  the  other  chapters  differ  from  us  in  two  important 
respects ;  viz.,  they  pledge  men  by  proxy  and  by  delegation, 
whereas  we  do  neither,  but  wait  until  all  of  our  men  have  met 
the  candidates  before  taking  any  action  upon  them.  On  the 
face  of  it  this  may  seem  a  self-imposed  handicap,  and  to  a 
certain  extent  it  proves  so,  for  we  occasionally  lose  good  men 
to  the  other  chapters  by  so  doing ;  but  in  the  end  we  find  our 
plan  has  the  best  result,  to  wit,  the  making  of  our  chapter  a 
homogeneous  body  in  which  harmony  prevails,  because  every 
man  in  it  is  the  unanimous  choice  of  all  the  others,  not  of  a 
few  of  them. 

It  has  always  been  the  case  that  the  alumni  of  B  A  and  of 
other  chapters  of  the  fraternity  have  flooded  the  chapter  with 
recommendations  of  men  coming  to  the  university.  This  year 
was  no  unusual  one  in  this  respect ;  for  the  numerous  letters  of 
recommendation  have  completely  engrossed  the  time  of  most  of 
the  men  back,  since  the  15th.  Some  forty-five  men  have  been 
recommended  to  our  favorable  consideration,  from  whom  we 
expect  to  pick  a  considerable  number,  though,  as  a  general  rule, 
we  find  only  about  50  per  cent  of  the  men  available  material, 
for  one  reason  and  another.  It  is  too  early  yet  for  B  A  to  report 
any  definite  results,  but  it  is  safe  to  predict  success. 

Of  the  twenty-eight  men  in  last  year's  chapter,  we  have  lost 
seven — six  seniors  and  one  freshman — although  Bro.  H.  A. 
Hitchcock  will  return  to  the  university  for  postgraduate  work. 
Of  the  remaining  five  seniors,  the  following  are  their  present 
occupations:  C.  C.  West,  M.E.,  is  with  the  Union  Ship-build- 
ing Co.  of  Chicago,  111. ;  C.  D.  Fisher,  Arts,  who  was  recently 
married  to  Miss  Patterson,  of  Franklin,  Pa.,  is  studying  medi- 
cine at  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  New  York  City ; 
G.  W.  Wienhoeber,  Agriculture,  is  with  his  father  in  the  florist's 
business  at  Chicago;  E.  E.  Averill,  E.E.,  expects  to  enter  the 
employ  of  the  Pa.  R.  R.  Co.;  Arthur  C.  Stifel,  M.E.,  '03,  failed 
to  return  to  the  university  this  fall,  but  will  enter  the  Phila- 
delphia Textile  School  instead. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  faculty,  also. 
A.  T.  Kerr,  B  A,  '95,  has  been  appointed  professor  of  anatomy 
and  head  of  the  Anatomical  Department,  which  is  to  occupy 
the  new  Medical  School  building  soon  to  be  erected  on  the 
campus.  G.  M.  Howe,  n,  '94,  has  been  raised  from  the  rank 
of  assistant  to  that  of  instructor  in  German.

Davis  and  Clyde  Davis,  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  pledged;  and  two 
other  men  have  accepted  our  invitations  conditioned  on  their 
parents*  consent.  Thus  far,  we  have  not  lost  a  bid,  and  most 
of  our  men  have  received  bids  from  the  various  other  frater- 
nities. 

Ten  men  are  living  in  the  house,  and  we  have  room  for 
three  more  who  will  move  in  after  their  initiation.  During 
the  summer,  fixtures  for  hot  water  heating  have  been  placed 
on  the  three  floors  of  the  house  and  some  extensive  additions 
have  been  made  to  our  furnishings. 

Betas  practically  run  the  military  department  here  this 
fall.  Baker,  '01,  is  ranking  captain;  T.  C.  Dove, '02,  commissary, 
Rothrock,  '02,  lieutenant ;  Sisson  '03,  and  Brant,  '03,  sergeants, 
with  a  number  of  others  "non  coms."  In  the  fall  campaign  we 
have  had  the  assistance  of  Brothers  Prugh,  '99;  Harris,  '00; 
Wright,  ex-'oi;  Stanley,  '95  and  L.L.B.  Yale,  '00.  Of  last 
year's  graduates,  Chennoweth  is  in  Starling  Medical  College, 
Wells  is  principal  of  the  Augusta  (Ky.)  high  school ;  Read  is 
travelling  for  a  publishing  firm,  Shenk  is  in  the  University  of 
Michigan  Medical  College,  and  Harris  is  in  the  office  of  the  State 
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Fire  Marshall.  Ohio  Wesleyan  was  well  represented  at  the 
convention  at  Put-in-Bay,  the  following  members  being  present: 
Brothers  Baker,  *oi ;  Read,  'oo;  Stanley,  '95;  Rothrock,  '02; 
Robinson,  '95 ;  Riddle,  *oi  ;  Battinfield,  '73,  and  Hodges,  '99. 

With  such  favorable  conditions,  there  is  no  reason  why  Theta 
shall  not  be  the  strongest  chapter  in  this  university,  which  dis- 
tinction we  believe  we  may  claim  now.

Medical  School ;  Mills  is  in  the  Theological  School.

While  Pi  chapter  has  for  years  been  in  a  flourishing  con- 
dition, the  events  of  the  past  six  months  have  led  us  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  present  year  will  be  the  best  in  our  history.

A  T  O  has  established  a  chapter  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia ;  2  N  has  entered  Lafayette  and  Stevens ;  A  T  A  has 
entered  West  Virginia,  and  *  F  A  the  University  of  Washing- 
ton at  Seattle.     S  X  has  revived  at  Lafayette  and  Wooster. 


^  A  X  has  recently  established  a  chapter  at  the  University 
of  California;  it  has  under  consideration  a  petition  from  the 
University  of  Chicago,  and  is  considering  plans  •  for  the  revi- 
val of  the  inactive  chapters  at  the  Rensselaer  Polytechnic 
Institute  and  at  Dickinson. 


Two  chapters  of  ^  A  0,  the  charters  of  which  have  been 
withdrawn,  have  become  local  fraternities.  The  Hillsdale 
chapter  is  called  ^  n  ^,  and  the  Buchtel  chapter  Z  A  E.  The 
members  of  ^  A  0  who  belonged  to  the  old  chapter  seem  to 
retain  their  membership  in  these  locals. 


New  chapter-houses  are  being  built  so  fast  everywhere 
that  it  is  difficult  to  keep  track  of  them.  All  the  fraternities 
at  Tufts  are  now  in  houses.  Almost  every  important  college 
has  seen  new  houses  erected  this  summer.  The  value  of  this 
kind  of  property  is  steadily  mounting  into  the  millions. 


''Wk  are  at  a  loss  to  understand  the  present  conditions 
at  Washington  and  Lee.  So  far  as  we  can  learn,  the  univer- 
sity has  prospered  under  President  Wilson.  We  believe  the 
attendance  has  increased  and   that,  in  character,  it  compares 
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favorably  with  other  years  when  old  Beta  was  strong  and  vig- 
orous. Other  fraternities,  however,  are  also  sufiering  for  some 
reason.  Pi  Kappa  Alpha  reported  only  one  member  in  attend- 
ance recently,  and  we  believe  others  have  also  had  their 
numbers  very  much  reduced.'* — The  Palm  of  PlI  ^, 


Our  readers  will  of  course  have  noted  the  amount  of 
space  we  have  given  in  the  last  two  years  to  the  litigation 
which  has  arisen  in  Kappa  Kappa  Gamma,  over  the  attempt 
to  withdraw  its  Beta  Beta  chapter  at  St.  Lawrence  Univer- 
sity. Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  is  governed  by  a  grand  council 
consisting  of  the  officers  of  the  fraternity.  Late  in  the  spring 
term  of  1898,  the  members  of  the  St.  Lawrence  chapter  of 
this  fraternity  ascertained  that  a  proposition  was  being  voted 
upon  among  the  chapters  to  withdraw  its  charter,  although  no 
charges  had  been  brought  to  their  attention,  and  they  had 
not  been  informed  of  the  proposed  action.  After  consider- 
able trouble,  and  in  spite  of  many  obstacles  thrown  in  their 
way  by  the  officers  of  the  fraternity,  the  chapter  ascertained 
that  the  reasons  put  forth  by  the  council  as  a  basis  for  the 
proposed  vote  were,  that  the  chapter  was  located  in  an  insti- 
tution of  low  grade  which  did  not  afford  adequate  material 
for  a  proper  chapter,  and  that  the  women  of  the  town 
and  vicinity^  were  of  such  inferior  social  standing  that  they 
would  not  be  congenial  to  the  other  members  of  the  frater- 
nity. This  last  accusation  naturally  stung  the  graduate  mem. 
bers  of  the  chapter  into  resentful  action,  and  they  brought 
suits  against  the  members  of  the  council  to  forbid  the  taking 
of  the  vote  and  the  removal  of  the  chapter's  charter.  One 
of  these  suits  was  brought  in  New  York,  and  upon  the  trial 
all  of  the  charges  were  abandoned  and  the  injunction  was 
made  permanent.  This  decision  was  affirmed  upon  appeal. 
The  other  suit,  in  Massachusetts,  was  dismissed  by  the  court 
upon  the  ground  that,  as  there  were  no  property  rights  in- 
volved, the  court  declined  to  take  jurisdiction  in  the  matter. 
At  the  1898  convention  of  K  K  F,  which  took  place  soon  after 
the  beginning  of  the  movement,  the  representatives  of  the 
chapter  were  practically  denied  a  hearing,  and  it  was  then 
attempted  to  secure  the  revocation  of  their  charter  upon  the 
ground  that  as  their  attorney  made  the  constitution  of  the 
fraternity  a  part  of  his  papers  in  securing  the  injunction,  the 
publicity  thus  given  to  the  document  in  question  was  a  viola- 
tion of  the  secrecy  which  should  surround  the  documents  of 
the  fraternity. 

The  convention  of  the  fraternity,  which  was  held  at  Co- 
lumbus, Ohio,  in  August,  1900,  refused  to  seat  a  delegate  from 
the   St.  Lawrence  chapter,  but   did   listen   to  a   statement  of 
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their  case  and  elected  a  council  composed  of  persons  different 
from  those  who  had  originally  acted  in  the  matter. 

We  must  confess  that  we  were  somewhat  curious  to  learn 
whether  or  not  there  was  any  basis  for  the  alleged  social 
inferiority  of  the  women  of  Canton,  where  St.  Lawrence  Uni- 
versity is  situated,  and  during  the  past  summer  we  visited 
that  town  and  became  acquainted  with  many  of  the  Kappa 
alumnae  who  reside  there.  We  are  not  unacquainted  with 
members  of  K  K  r  elsewhere,  and,  so  far  as  our  opinion  in 
the  matter  is  worth  anything,  we  believe  that  the  alumnae  of 
this  fraternity  located  at  Canton,  N.  Y.,  are  decidedly  supe- 
rior to  the  general  run  of  membership  in  that  fraternity.  It 
would  seem  as  though  the  alleged  reason  given  by  the  council 
originally  for  their  action  in  attempting  to  withdraw  the  char- 
ter of  the  St.  Lawrence  chapter  was  a  mere  makeshift  which 
the  council  did  not  think  for  a  minute  would  be  seriously 
contested,  but  which  would  probably  serve  to  prejudice  the 
minds  of  the  active  chapters  against  the  institution  in  question. 


The  following  is  from  the  latest  report  of  the  president  of 
Yale,  and  will  prove  of  interest: 

A  matter  which,  though  now  discussed  chiefly  in  connection 
with  the  academic  department,  has  great  importance  for  the 
future  reputation  of  Yale  as  a  whole,  is  the  secret  society 
system.  The  growth  in  numbers  of  students  attending  the 
college  has  strained  the  old  framework  of  college  societies. 
When  there  were  but  a  hundred  and  forty  students  in  a  class, 
two  societies  of  thirty-five  men  each  could  enroll  one-half  of 
the  students  among  their  number,  substantially  all  whose 
pecuniary  circumstances  and  social  tastes  rendered  it  impor- 
tant for  them  to  become  members.  With  classes  of  three 
hundred  instead  of  a  hundred  and  forty  this  condition  of 
things  has  wholly  changed.  The  difficulty  has  been  partially 
met,  but  for  various  reasons  could  not  be  completely  met,  by 
the  introduction  of  new  societies  side  by  side  with  the  old. 
It  was  felt  most  acutely  in  sophomore  year  because,  owing  to 
the  abolition  of  the  ancient  sophomore  societies  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ago,  the  new  ones  which  had  grown  up 
in  their  places  were  smaller  and  more  secret  than  those  of 
junior  year.  When  a  very  small  number  of  men,  barely  a 
sixth  of  the  whole  class,  were  thus  early  elected  to  a  coveted 
position  from  which  all  their  fellows  were  excluded,  the  re- 
sult was  obviously  and  necessarily  bad  for  many  of  those  out- 
side, and  for  the  interests  of  the  college  as  a  whole.  It 
tended  to  set  the  majority  of  a  class  in  an  attitude  of  antag- 
onism to  that  minority  who,  in  the  interests  of  the  university, 
should    have  been  their   leaders   instead  of   their   antagonists. 
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The  most  concrete  evidence  of  the  evil  of  this  state  of  things 
is  seen  in  the  election  of  non-society  men  to  important  offices 
in  the  gift  of  the  class,  not  because  they  were  the  best  men 
for  the  offices  in  question,  but  because  they  were  not  mem- 
bers of  sophomore  societies. 

Under  these  circumstances,  strong  pressure  was  brought  to 
bear  upon  the  faculty  for  the  abolition  of  these  organizations, 
and  a  petition  to  that  effect  was  presented  by  nearly  all  the 
non-society  men  in  the  senior  class.  Although  they  fully  rec- 
ognized the  existence  of  the  evils,  the  members  of  the  faculty 
in  general  deemed  it  extremely  unadvisable  to  take  immediate 
and  radical  action.  Mere  abolition  by  act  of  the  faculty,  with- 
out some  clear  public  understanding  as  to  what  was  to  follow, 
seemed  on  the  whole  more  likely  to  do  harm  than  good.  It 
might  readily  tend,  as  did  similar  action  at  Harvard  more  than 
a  generation  ago,  to  perpetuate  the  existence  of  these  self-same 
societies  in  a  less  responsible  form.  Moreover,  the  evil  was 
not  of  a  kind  which  could  readily  be  treated  by  faculty 
edicts.  The  sophomore  societies  themselves  had  violated  no 
college  law,  and  had  done  few  specific  things  which  could  be 
made  grounds  for  criticism  against  them.  They  were  no  more 
than  a  manifestation  of  an  evil.  The  real  evil  could  be 
reached  only  by  voluntary  action  of  the  college  as  a  whole. 
The  democratic  spirit  of  Yale  is  to  be  maintained  primarily 
by  the  students ;  secondarily  by  the  public  sentiment  of  the 
alumni  behind  the  students  ;  thirdly,  and  in  relatively  slight 
degree  only,  by  the  legislation  of  the  faculty.  That  body  can 
do  little  more  than  provide  that  the  general  conditions  shall 
be  favorable  to  the  maintenance  of  a  sound  public  sentiment 
on  these  matters.  At  the  crisis  which  the  discussion  has 
reached,  the  faculty  has  felt  warranted  in  insisting  that  the 
control  of  the  societies  should  be  left  for  the  moment  in  the 
hands  of  the  upper  classmen,  who  have  had  time  for  a  more 
intelligent  view  of  the  factors  of  the  problem  than  have  the 
men  who  are  just  beginning  the  sophomore  year.  To  go 
further  than  this  would  be  simply  to  take  the  responsibility 
for  the  maintenance  of  Yale  democracy  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
students,  where  it  really  belongs,  because  they  and  they  alone 
have  it  in  their  power  to  keep  it  unimpaired.  Only  as  a  last 
resort,  if  it  should  become  clearly  and  obviously  apparent  that 
the  evils  of  the  present  system  are  to  be  handled  in  no  other 
way,  would  it  be  wise  to  intervene  by  direct  legislation.  The 
members  of  the  faculty  are  to  be  commended  for  the  moral 
courage  which  they  have  shown,  in  preferring  to  bear  the 
imputation  of  cowardice  which  has  been  cast  upon  them  in 
this  matter,  rather  than  to  pursue  a  course  which  would  have 
been  brave  in  appearance,  but  which  would  really  have  sacri- 
ficed the  future  to  the  present. 
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Interfraternity  societies,  when  they  become  the  rivals  of 
the  fraternities,  are  trying  to  fill  a  place  that  does  not  legiti- 
mately belong  to  them  and  are  to  be  condemned.  The  fra- 
ternity, with  its  comprehensive  aim  and  purpose  and  its  in- 
timate personal  relation  to  its  members,  fills  a  place  and  does  a 
work  that  the  more  limited  local  society,  however  good,  must 
ever  fall  far  short  of  filling.  It  does  not  follow  that  the  two 
need  ever  be  rivals  or  interfere  with  each  other,  only  that  there 
is  a  distinct  field  for  each.  One  of  the  aims  of  the  fraternity 
is  to  foster,  not  to  lessen  or  take  the  place  of,  college  spirit, 
and  just  here  the  interfraternity  society  has  its  part  in  sup- 
plementing the  fraternity.  Anything  that  brings  college  women 
together  as  college  women,  with  fraternity  divisions  for  the 
time  forgotten,  is  to  be  encouraged  by  the  fraternity,  not  feared 
as  a  possible  rival. 

The  athletic  association,  the  dramatic  club,  the  Christian 
association,  and  the  countless  social  and  class  activities,  inter- 
fraternity and  non-fraternity,  are  all  means  to  the  same  much 
to  be  desired  end,  the  estabishment  and  fostering  of  a  healthy 
college  spirit.  The  chapter  may  well  occasionally  take  stock 
of  itself  and  give  definite  reasons  for  its  right  to  exist,  and 
state  frankly  to  itself  its  position  in  the  college  world  of  which 
it  is  a  part.  Consider  what  influence  for  good  and  what  for 
ill  it  has  upon  its  members  and  as  a  factor  in  the  social  life 
around  it.  Does  it  stand  definitely,  not  merely  with  tacit  ap- 
proval, but  to  the  extent  of  giving  active  support,  for  all  that 
is  best  in  the  college  life?  Does  it  sustain  the  standards  of 
the  college,  mentally,  morally,  socially,  physically,  or  does  it 
rise  above  or  fall  below  them  ?  This  frank  survey  of  the  state 
of  the  case,  face  to  face  with  the  facts  as  they  appear  to  the 
outsider  as  well  as  to  those  on  the  inside,  will  give  a  pretty 
fair  idea  of  just  how  healthy  the  life  of  the  chapter  is  and, 
which  is  the  same  thing,  how  healthy  are  its  relations  to  its 
college  surroundings. — From  K  A0  Quarterly  for  March,  1900. 


The  deep,  abiding  respect  and  lasting  honor  a  man  be- 
stows on  his  fraternity  is  influenced  in  no  small  degree  by 
his  first  impressions  from  it.  Recently  I  went  to  hear  a 
minister  on  whom  the  most  flattering  compliments  had  been 
bestowed.  His  was  a  deeply  spiritual  nature;  he  delighted  in 
philanthrophic  efforts,  seemed  to  feel  the  rich  meaning  of  the 
brotherhood  of  man,  was  charitable  and  helpful  toward  all. 
In  fact,  so  many  commendable  things  had  been  uttered  that  I 
looked  upon  him  as  an  unusually  progressive  and  useful  man. 
All  of  this  he  is,  to  a  degree,  but,  all  unfortunately  for  my  per- 
sonal estimate  of  his  worth,  the  discourse  was  a  vitriolic  tirade 
against  another  branch  of  the  church.  This  first  impression 
I  cannot  divorce  from  my  thoughts  on  this  great  man,  for,  al- 
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though  he  may  reveal  many  meritorious  traits  in  his  missionary 
endeavors,  I  am  always  reminded  of  that  phase  of  his  character 
which  was  so  foreign  to  the  nature  of  the  Great  Teacher, 
whom  he  is  trying  to  imitate. 

A  fraternity  man  may  be  impressed  with  the  dignity  of  his 
order  and  the  fuller  significance  of  the  fraternal  fellowship, 
or  he  may  think  of  it  simply  as  a  convenient  means  of  joining 
men  together  that  they  may  enjoy  a  season  of  frivolity,  non- 
sense, and  self-glorification  during  the  college  season.  The 
first  man  is  a  life-long  credit  to  his  fraternity,  and  his  citizen- 
ship is  ennobled  by  its  lessons.  The  second  is  soon  relegated 
to  that  useless  social  appendix  known  as  the  species  '<snob." 

The  writer  has  carefully  watched  the  career  of  a  large 
number  of  fraternity  men,  and  is  thoroughly  convinced  that 
the  subsequent  usefulness  of  the  member  is  influenced  in  no 
small  degree  by  the  dignified  spirit  in  which  the  fraternity 
conducts  him  into  its  mystic  portals.  In  those  initiations  in 
which  the  underlying  principles  of  fraternal  fellowship  are 
hopelessly  submerged  in  the  debris  of  * 'horse-play, "  the  after 
honor  and  reverence  for  the  fraternity  seldom  rises  above  the 
source  of  the  initial  impression.  "Horse-play"  has  spoiled 
the  career  of  many  a  useful  fraternity  man,  whose  horizon 
was  not  once  lifted  above  the  horse-play  level  by  his  first  as- 
sociates. In  talking  with  a  member  of  a  prominent  fraternity 
on  this  subject,  he  told  me,  without  trespassing  on  the  sacred- 
ness  of  his  obligation,  that  the  fraternal  oath  was  nearly  admin- 
istered before  he  realized  that  it  was  not  a  sacrilegious  joke ; 
and  this  he  attributed  to  the  spirit  of  the  initiation. 

The  time  is  when  it  would  be  wise  for  all  fraternity 
councils  to  give  the  matter  serious  thought,  not  only  for  the 
reasons  mentioned,  but  also  on  account  of  the  serious  men- 
ace of  fraternity  existence  in  some  of  the  institutions  where 
''horse-play"  has  led  to  the  most  unfortunate  results.  It  is 
worth  considering,  also,  whether  the  time  is  not  ripe  to 
eliminate  a  -source  of  criticism  that  has  been  a  most  fertile 
weapon  in  the  hands  of  the  anti-fraternity  enthusiast.  A 
prominent  official  in  an  institution  in  which  a  serious  "horse- 
play" accident  occurred  told  me  that  a  large  number  of  stu- 
dents were  prevented  from  entering  the  institution  by  every 
such  occurrence,  and  that  the  death-knell  of  fraternity  life 
would  be  struck  in  that  university  if  another  similar  accident 
were  to  occur. 

So  I  would  make  a  plea  that  the  fraternity  meet  the 
entering  candidate  with  the  greatest  dignity  possible  with  the 
form  of  entrance  ceremony.  The  plea  is  made,  first,  for  the  per- 
manent good  of  all  fraternity  existence  and,  second,  for  the 
broad  influence  of  the  reception  on  the  entering  member  in 
his  subsequent  fraternity  life,  and  in  his  relation  to  his  fel- 
low-men.— From   The  Caduceus  o/KX

Hon.  William  M.  Springer,  DePauw  '58,  has  removed 
from  Oklahoma  to  Washington,  D.  C,  where  he  has  opened 
an  office  for  the  practice  of  law  in  the  Kellogg  Building,  1416 
F  St.,  N.  W.  Brother  Springer's  long  service  in  Congress  gave 
him  a  unique  familiarity  with  Washington  life,  which  ought  to 
be  of  great  value  to  him  in  his  practice. 

The  late  Colonel  Charles  Scott  Venable,  Virginia  '51,  of 
the  faculty  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  was  one  of  the  great- 
est benefactors  of  that  institution,  and,  besides  his  own  gifts, 
secured,  through  his  influence,  the  large  telescope  from 
Leander  McCormick,  and  gathered  the  $75,000  for  its  endow- 
ment.    He  was  the  author  of  many  well-known  text-books. 

Joseph  A.  Alexander,  Columbia  '95,  was  drowned  at 
Forked  Lake  in  the  Adirondacks,  Aug.  4,  1900.     He  will  be 
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remembered  as  having  attended  several  recent  conventions  as 
the  representative  of  his  chapter.  He  was  a  civil  engineer  in 
the  employ  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Tammany  Hall  General  Committee  and  the  captain  of 
his  election  district.  An  accident  caused  his  death.  He  was 
crossing  the  lake  in  a  canoe,  when  it  upset.  He  was  appar- 
ently seized  with  cramps  when  he  struck  the  water,  for  he 
sank  and  never  rose  again,  although  he  was  a  fine  swimmer 
and  the  accident  happened  near  the  shore. 

Charles  M.  Davis,  Princeton  '45,  for  twenty-three  years 
county  superintendent  of  schools  in  Essex  county,  and  for 
the  last  nine  years  superintennent  of  schools  in  Bayonne  city, 
died  Aug.  2,  1900,  at  his  home.  No.  766  Avenue  A,  Bayonne,  N.J. 
He  was  seventy-four  years  old.  Death  was  due  to  a  compli- 
cation of  diseases,  brought  about  by  the  heat  and  overwork. 
Mr.  Davis  was  born  in  Bloomfield  in  the  old  Davis  home- 
stead, at  the  head  of  the  park.  He  was  for  six  years  principal 
of  the  Newark  Academy,  and  also  conducted  a  boarding  school 
in  Bloomfield.  In  Bayonne  he  was  instrumental  in  establish- 
ing a  high  school  and  improving  other  schools.  He  was  the 
first  superintendent  of  schools  in  Bayonne.  For  several  years 
he  was  secretary  of  the  School  of  Christian  Philosophy  of 
New  York.  Mr.  Davis'  grandfather  presented  the  ground  to 
Bloomfield  for  the  present  park,  and  also  gave  to  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  and  to  the  German  Theological  Seminary 
in  Bloomfield  the  ground  upon  which  their  buildings  stand. 
Mr.  Davis  leaves  a  widow,  four  daughters,  and  one  son. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Frank  W.  Gunsaulus,  Ohio  Wesleyan  '79, 
thus  explains  his  resignation  of  the  presidency  of  the  Armour 
Institute  of  Technology,  in  Chicago:  "There  will  come  to 
the  head  of  Armour  Institute  the  best  technical  engineer  that 
can  be  secured.  For  myself,  I  want  to  devote  my  energies 
to  the  Central  Church.  There  is  much  work  ahead  of  me 
there,  and  I  want  to  be  in  a  position  to  give  it  my  best 
thought  and  my  whole  time.  Just  who  my  successor  will  be 
I  do  not  know.  I  am,  of  course,  wonderfully  pleased  at  the 
place  the  school  has  taken  among  the  institutions  of  its 
character  in  this  country.  Our  graduates  are  now  almost 
ever3rwhere  bringing  honor  to  themselves  and  their  alma 
mater,  and  sending  us  students  who   are  to   be  their  succes- 
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sors.  This  next  year  will  open  with  a  faculty  well  organized, 
thoroughly  equipped  and  furnished  with  instrumentalities  un- 
surpassed on  the  whole  by  any  school  of  engineering  in 
America.  I  shall  always  feel  a  great  interest  in  Armour  In- 
stitute, and  will  ever  be  ready  to  give  it  any  aid  in  my 
power." 

IcHizv  Zo  Hattori,  Rutgers  '75,  is  the  subject  of  the  fol- 
lowing pleasing  notice  in  a  recent  number  of  The  Christian 
Intelligencer: 

It  was  a  most  appropriate  and  timely  act  when  the  trustees 
of  Rutgers  College  at  their  meeting  on  March  6  conferred  the 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  on  Ichizy  Hattori,  Gov- 
ernor of  Nagasaki,  in  Japan.  Mr.  Hattori  was  graduated  from 
Rutgers  College  in  1875,  and  is  still  remembered  by  those  in 
college  with  him  as  a  most  amiable  and  intellectual  young 
man.  On  his  return  to  his  country  he  was  at  once  employed 
as  one  of  the  administrative  officers  in  the  Imperial  Univer- 
sity. Subsequently  he  was  appointed  by  the  Central  Govern- 
ment as  Governor  of  Rikuchiu  Ken,  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  main  island,  where  he  remained  many  years.  He  was 
tranferred  recently  to  Nagasaki,  and  became  Governor  of  this 
very  important  ken,  where  his  administrative  ability  and  his 
knowledge  of  the  English  language  and  of  foreign  aSairs,  have 
made  him  a  most  useful  official.  It  was  here  that  Captain 
Castner,  U.  S.  A.,  during  last  summer  had  a  most  unexpected 
encounter  with  him.  Captain  Castner  was  on  his  way  to  the 
Philippines  with  a  transport  laden  with  troops.  They  stopped 
at  Nagasaki,  and  there  wanted  to  obtain  permission  to  land 
the  troops  in  order  to  make  some  repairs  to  the  vessel. 
Castner  was  sent  to  obtain  this  permission  from  the  Governor. 
To  his  amazement  he  found  the  Governor  able  to  speak  Eng- 
lish perfectly.  On  his  explaining  the  object  of  his  visit,  the 
Governor  inquired  what  part  of  the  United  States  he  came 
from.  And  when  he  had  told  him  that  he  was  a  native  of 
New  Brunswick,  N.  J.,  the  Governor  said:  "Your  name  is 
Castner,  is  it  ?  Well,  are  you  not  the  boy  who  used  to  go 
shooting  up  De  Russey  lane  when  I  was  a  student  in  Rutgers 
College?''  Explanations  followed,  and  it  turned  out  that 
Captain  Castner  was  the  very  boy.  It  is  needless  to  say  that 
he  obtained  all  the  permission  he  had  asked  for,  and  was 
royally  treated  because  the  Governor  remembered  his  residence 
in  the  old  town  of  New  Brunswick  with  afiectionate  pleasure. 
In  recognition  of  Governor  Hattori's  educational  and  political 
services  to  his  country,  his  Alma  Mater  has  conferred  upon 
him  her  highest  academic  honor. 
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Dr.  James  T.  Whittaker,  Miami  '63,  one  of  the  most 
noted  physicians  of  Cincinnati,  died  there  on  June  4,  of  cancer 
of  the  intestines.  We  copy  the  following  from  a  notice  in 
one  of  the  local  newspapers : 

Dr.  Whittaker  was  one  of  the  most  noted  physicians  of 
the  city,  having  an  international  reputation.  He  was  born  on 
March  3,  1843,  in  Cincinnati,  where,  after  a  course  of  study  in 
the  public  schools,  he  entered  the  Miami  University  at  Oxford, 
O.,  graduating  in  1863.  He  then  entered  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  secured  a  diploma  from  that  institution  in 
1866.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War  he  enlisted  as  a 
private  in  the  Union  army,  but  after  three  months  of  service 
he  returned  to  Cincinnati,  taking  up  the  study  of  medicine  at 
the  Ohio  Medical  College.  While  thus  engaged  in  fitting 
himself  for  a  future  career  of  usefulness,  a  second  call  to 
arms  came,  and  Dr.  Whittaker  again  entered  the  army,  and 
and  was  afterward  appointed  to  a  position  of  assistant  sur- 
geon in  the  United  States  navy,  where  he  served  with  much 
credit. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  he  again  took  up  his  studies  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  when,  after  graduating,  he  re- 
turned to  Cincinnati  to  continue  his  course  of  lectures  at  the 
Ohio  Medical  College  until  he  was  awarded  his  diploma. 

He  then  served  one  year  as  interne  at  the  Cincinnati  Hos- 
pital, following  this  with  a  postgraduate  course  in  the  colleges 
of  Berlin,  Germany.  Upon  his  return  to  America  he  was  elec- 
ted to  the  chair  of  physiology  in  the  Ohio  Medical  College 
and  professor  of  pathology  at  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital. 
Shortly  afterwards  he  was  promoted  to  the  position  of  lecturer 
of  clinical  medicine,  during  which  term  of  service  he  became 
editor  of  the  Clinic.  The  desire  coming  upon  him  to  again 
visit  Europe,  he  went  to  Berlin,  where  he  became  acquainted 
with  the  celebrated  Dr.  Koch,  under  whom  he  studied 
bacteriology.  Upon  his  return  to  America  he  established 
himself  as  a  specialist  of  diseases  of  the  lungs,  and  his  efiorts 
afterward  earned  for  him  the  professorship  of  theory  and  prac- 
tise of  medicine  in  the  Ohio  Medical  College. 

His  contributions  to  the  literature  of  the  profession  have 
been  important.  He  is  the  author  of  a  standard  text-book  of 
"Practice"  and  "Letters  On  Physiology.*'  He  was  also  a  con- 
tributor to  Wood's  "Hand  Book"  and  Pepper's  "System  of 
Medicine"  and  Hare's  "Therapeutics."  He  was  also  a  con- 
stant contributor  to  the  medical  journals  in  this  and  European 
countries.  Recently  he  wrote  a  novel  entitled,  "Exiled  for 
Lese  Majesty,"  which  was  highly  thought  of  by  the  literary 
critics.

ONCE  a  Japanese  lover  of  art,  passing  from  the  official 
salon  at  Paris  to  a  collection  of  impressionist  master- 
pieces, exclaimed:  **  Over  there  I  was  in  an  exhibi- 
tion of  oil  pictures  ;  here  I  feel  as  if  I  were  entering  a  flower- 
ing garden."  The  aim  of  a  painting  in  the  first  half  of  the 
century  was  to  produce  a  picture  that  would  look  as  though 
it  were  painted  three  hundred  years  ago ;  the  aim  of  the  new 
school  is  to  paint  light  and  atmosphere  as  they  are.  In  the 
first  half  of  this  century  higher  education  resolutely  turned  its 
face  toward  the  past ;  it  did  not  come  any  nearer  producing 
Ciceros  and  Aristotles,  than  French  painting  came  to  produc- 
ing Raphaels.  The  new  painting  is  a  child  of  the  Salons  des 
re/usses — the  official   Salon  cart- it-out.      So,  too,  the  new  edu- 
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cation  is  to  be  sought  far  afield  from  Oxford  and  Cambridge ; 
far  west  of  Harvard  and  Yale.  The  great  States  developed  the 
American  ideal  of  higher  education,  the  education  of  the 
people,  by  the  people,  for  the  people  now  upon  earth.  The 
State  University  is  the  self-consciousness  oj  the  State — the  people 
thinking  out  their  highest  needs  and  satisfying  them.  Com- 
pared with  this  most  notable  product  of  civilization,  the  notion 
of  a  university  under  church-control  is  mediaeval ;  the  notion 
of  a  corporation  endowed  by  private  munificence  is  eleemosy- 
nary: both  are  undemocratic  and  un-American. 

The  University  of  Michigan  is  the  chief  representative  of 
the  state  universities  ;  but  this  article  has  to  do  with  the  higher 
self-conciousness  of  a  smaller  but  not  less  vigorous  or  less 
pungent  community. 

Colorado  was  admitted  into  the  Union  in  1876,  and  at  once 
provided  for  the  maintenance  of  the  University  already  located 
at  Boulder.  A  more  beautiful  spot  could  hardly  be  selected  in 
the  whole  world.      The    first    degrees  were   granted   in   1882. 

Under  the  administration  of  Dr.  Sewall,  the  first  president 
(1877-1887),  the  department  of  medicine  was  established;  but 
the  period  was  remarkable  rather  for  the  development  of  a 
high  ideal  for  the  college  course.  The  examinations  for  pro- 
motions from  the  preparatory  school  were  rigorous,  only  a 
small  per  cent  of  the  students  completing  the  work.  Classics, 
mathematics,  and  modern  languages  were  the  chief  subjects 
of  instruction  ;  science  was  taught  as  an  element  of  liberal  cul- 
ture, not  in  its  technical  applications.  The  main  building,  the 
home  of  the  institution  during  this  period*  had  been  begun  in 
1875,  but  ''the  ivy"  was  planted  by  President  Sewall. 

During  the  administration  of  President  Hale  (1887-1891) 
there  was  no  change  in  the  aims  of  the  institution  ;  appro- 
priations were  made  for  library  and  laboratories ;  and  two  fine 
buildings  of  stone  were  erected — Woodbury  Hall,  a  dormitory 
for  young  men,  and  the  Hale  Science  Building.  The  campus 
was  improved  by  planting  many  trees,  and  especially  by  the 
construction  of  a  lake,  crossed  by  an  iron  bridge  de- 
signed by  Professor  Campbell,  now  astronomer  at  the  Lick 
Observatory ;  charming  nooks  along  winding  shores  invite  the 
pencil  or  camera  of   landscape  lovers. 

The  strong  personality  of    President  Baker  has  been  bent 
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up(  ii  bringing  the  University  into  absolute  contact  with  the 
daily  life  of  the  state.  A  department  of  pedagogy  has  been 
established,  a  law  school,  and  a  school  of  applied  science,  with 
departments  for  civil  engineering  and  for  electrical  engineer- 
ing. Organic  connection  with  the  public-school  system  is 
maintained  by  encouraging  courses  of  study  leading  to  college, 
by  conferences  with  principals  and  superintendents,  and  by 
frequent    visitation   of    every  high-school  ;    any  student    in  the

state,  looking  forward  to  higher  education,  has  the  advantage 
of  inspiration  and  guidance  from  some  member  of  the  univer- 
sity. In  this  intense  study  of  present  needs  the  college  ideal 
ceases  to  be  the  educational  unit.  Instead,  comes  the  thought 
of  the  whole  university  course,  the  coordination  of  college  and 
professional  studies  :  the  student  of  law  or  medicine  practically 
shortens  hisNcoUege  residence  a  year  ;  but  the  seeker  for  liberal 
culture  is  urged  to  look  upon  his  four  years*  college  course 
as  preparator>\  to  work  for  a  degree  in  the  graduate  depart- 
ment. \ 

Graduates    from    Bates,     Bowdoin,     Dartmouth,    Amherst, 
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Harvard,  Yale,  Johns  Hopkins,  Chicago,  Arkansas,  Michigan, 
Minnesota,  Leipzig,  Goettingen,  and  Berlin  have  met  to  form 
a  Faculty.  For  the  college  they  have  established  a  unique 
course  of  study.  The  plan  for  basic  and  characteristic  studies 
is  similar  to  that  of  the  leading  State  Universities ;  but  at 
the  end  of  the  freshman  year  each  student  selects  a  major 
subject  to  be  continued  daily  through  the  last  three  years 
of  his  course ;  at  the  end  of  the  sophomore  year  he  chooses 
a    minor    for  two  years.      This  concentration    of   energy  upon 
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selected  topics  is  the  peculiarity  of  the  system.  Each  stud<?nt 
progresses  far  enough  in  at  least  two  lines  to  reach  methods 
of  original  researcli  \  and  whatever  free  electives  he  may 
choosef  the  work  there  is  mapped  out  for  at  least  three  years 
of  un  Jergraduatc  study.  This  system  of  majors  and  minors^ 
combined  with  strong  graduate  courses,  gives  the  average 
student  a  mental  horizon  very  different  from  that  furnished 
Uy  the  olff,  c*i?it  irorip  fourteen  vveeksina-subjecl  college 
i»,  or  by  the  new,  gtrlatinous,  go-as-you  please  biit-take-

Chicago   is  ''east/'   and    California   is   the   nearest    University 
neighbor  on  the  west,  educational  problems  are  discussed  with 
fearlessness.     From  this  region  have  emanated  those  question- 
ings of   educational   values  which  resulted   in    the   Committee* 
of  Ten. 

Student -life  at  the  University  of  Colorado  is  open  and 
healthful  to  a  degree  unknown  to  colleges  of  the  male  stand- 
ard. The  snobbery,  vices,  and  sins  of  an  artificial  monastic 
life  are  almost  unknown.  Good  feeling  exists  between  pro- 
fessors and  students.  The  aim  is  not  to  take  men  or  women 
out  of  the  world,  but  for  them  to  be  good  citizens  in  the 
world.  Virulence  of  sectional  feeling  has  never  existed  ;  the 
first  class-colors  were  blue  and  gray,  half  of  the  graduates 
coming  from  the  south  and  half  from  the  north. 

Student  organizations  are  numerous :  associations  for  the 
publications  of  Silver  and  Gold  and  the  Coloradoan ;  for  inter- 
state contests  in  oratory  and  debate ;  for  music  ;  Y.  M.  C.  A ; 
Y.  W.  C.  A.;  Women's  League;  Athletic  clubs,  etc.,  etc. 
Chapters  of  Greek  letter  fraternities  have  been  established  in 
the  following  order :  A  T  A,  1883 ;  n  B  *,  1884 ;  AF,  1886;  2  A 
E,  1891  ;    B  e  n,  1900 

A  University  cannot  be  adequately  represented  by  its 
buildings,  by  its  list  of  students,  by  the  money  spent  upon  its 
faculties.  It  is  an  ideal ;  the  spirit,  the  attitude  of  mind,  the 
intangible  sentiment  of  the  alumni,  constitute  its  real  wealth. 
The  graduates  of  the  University  have  established  its  repu- 
tation in  this  country  and  in  Europe;  German  educational 
authorities  place  the  University  of  Colorado  among  the  eleven 
institutions  of  highest  rank  in  America. 

Whatever  the  alumnus  may  think  of  the  idiosyncrasies  of 
his  former  instructors,  as  he  lives  on  into  the  new  world  of 
wisdom,  he  will  ever  retain  in  memory  pictures  of  natural 
beauty  associated  with  Alma  Mater,  In  the  foreground,  the 
broad  valley  with  fertile  farms,  each  outlined  by  masses  of 
foliage;  in  and  out  among  the  trees  slip  the  mountain  streams; 
silvery  lakes  rejoicing  in  the  uncoinable  beauty  of  the  clouds, 
dispense  wealth-giving  waters.  The  buttes  come  forward  in 
strong  color,  or  retreat  into  diaphanous  gray,  anon  kindling 
for  a  moment  into  topaz  or  ruby.  Far  to  the  east  appear  the 
plains,  DOW  glimmering  in  the  sun  like  the  shore  of  a  distant 
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sea,  now  quiescent  in  dark  blue  shadow ;  again  sun  and  shade 
together  mingle  their  hues  in  all  skyey  colors,  until  earth 
seems  but  a  more  substantial  heaven.  To  the  southwest  is 
a  composition  in  aeonic  music :  by  an  exquisite  curve  the 
plain  approaches  the  peat  mesa ;  this  first  reach  of  creative 
power  is  terminated  by  a  high  but  symmetrical  sandstone 
ridge;  beyond,  the  turbulent  rock-masses  at  the  base  of  the 
foothills  break  out  in  dramatic  energy;  all  culminates  in  the 
Titanic  finale  of  our  southern  peak.  To  the  west  is  Arapahoe, 
the  Mt.  Olympus  of  our  landscape,  entrancing  in  wreaths  of 
moonlight  mist,  glorious  in  jewels  of  everlasting  snow,  and 
sublime  with  the  voice  of  the  thunder.

University  of  Colorado  -Thr  Ivy. 
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ftatemiti^  Xife  in  tbe  Tllnivereiti?  of  Cbicaao.

|N  the  last  night  of  September,  1892,  a  company  of 
Chicago  Betas  journeyed  to  Evanston,  where,  in 
the  hall  of  the  Northwestern  chapter,  six  candi- 
dates were  initiated  under  a  dispensation  as  a 
nucleus  for  a  chapter  in  the  University  of  Chicago,  which  was 
to  open  its  doors  to  students  on  the  following  morning.  The 
zeal  manifested  by  members  of  the  B  0 II  in  thus  early  looking 
after  the  interests  of  Wooglin  in  the  new  institution  was  matched 
by  similar  activity  on  the  part  of  alumni  of  the  chapters  of  A  K 
E  and  ♦  K  ♦,  once  existing  in  the  former  Chicago  University, 
which  closed  its  doors  in  1866  because  of  financial  embarrass- 
ment. Inquiry  had  been  made  on  the  part  of  alumni  of  the 
Omega  chapter  of  4^  Y  also,  and  it  was  evident  from  the  signs 
of  the  times  that  the  University  of  Chicago  was  bound  to  be 
the  home  of  a  large  number  of  fraternities. 

Right  at  the  outset,  however,  an  unexpected  opposition 
developed  among  members  of  the  faculty,  the  leaders  of  the 
anti-fraternity  crusade  coming  from  Harvard  and  Cornell,  and 
finding  reinforcement  from  those  whose  training  had  been  in 
colleges  without  Greek  representation.  Some  of  the  fraternity 
men  were  lukewarm  in  the  contest  which  developed,  and  for  a 
time  it  seemed  not  improbable  that  fraternities  might  be  put 
entirely  under  the  ban.  After  considerable  discussion  the  fra- 
ternity men  won  the  day,  although  two  permanent  results  of 
the  contest  were  left  in  the  form  of  a  preliminary  period  of 
probation  and  the  ** house  system."  Under  the  period  of  pro- 
bation idea  fraternity  men  are  forbidden  to  pledge  barbarians 
until  after  they  have  been  in  residence  at  the  University  for  at 
least  three  months,  and  furthermore  have  successfully  completed 
at  least  three  majors  of  work.  It  is  doubtful  whether  this  rule 
is  strictly  adhered  to  by  any  of  the  fraternities.  Students  are 
pledged  in  preparatory  schools  and  come  to  the  quadrangles 
already  promised  to  a  fraternity.  Others  are  handled  irregu- 
larly by  alumni  members  or  by  friends  from  other  chapters  who 
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live  in  Chicago.  In  some  cases,  where  the  acceptance  of  the 
invitation  is  perfectly  certain,  the  candidate  is  definitely  pledged; 
but  the  pledge  button  and  colors  are  withheld  until  after  the 
final  day  of  examinations.  The  rapidity  with  which  new  stu- 
dents display  fraternity  insignia  on  that  day  is  sufficient  proof 
of  the  habit  of  violation  of  the  rule  against  pledging.  Never- 
theless it  is  true  that  on  the  whole  the  rule  works  well,  giving 
the  new  student  a  chance  to  look  around  a  little,  and  enabling 
the  fraternity  men  to  sift  with  care.  During  the  past  year  a 
proposition  to  abolish  this  period  of  probation  met  with  much 
opposition  from  the  fraternity  men  themselves.  It  seems  likely, 
however,  that  the  rule  will  gradually  fall  into  disuse  and  that 
the  ordinary  conditions  found  in  other  institutions  will  attend 
the  pledging  campaign  at  Chicago. 

The  ''house  system*'  is  peculiar  to  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago. It  seems  to  have  been  suggested  at  the  time  of  the 
unexpected  opposition  to  the  admission  of  fraternities  which 
has  already  been  mentioned.  It  was  felt  that  students  would 
group  themselves  together,  fraternities  or  no  fraternities. 
Might  there  not  be  some  supervision  and  oversight  of  such 
grouping  on  the  part  of  the  University  ?  Why  not  organize 
the  roomers  in  each  University  dormitory  into  an  association, 
membership  in  which  should  be  elective  and  subject  to  definite 
rules  such  as  might  be  valid  in  a  fraternity  chapter  ?  This 
organization,  coming  from  the  University,  would  be  under 
University  supervision,  would  be  easily  subject  to  discipline, 
should  occasion  require,  and  might  solve  the  problem  of  stu- 
dent association,  which  seemed  to  press  for  solution  in  the 
form  of  Greek-letter  societies.  It  was  an  easy  step  to  allow 
the  formation  of  groups  of  other  students,  not  living  in  Univer- 
sity dormitories,  provided  such  students  agreed  to  come  under 
the  rules  laid  down  for  the  organizations  of  roomers  on  the 
quadrangles,  which  were  known  as  "University  houses." 

When  fraternities  were  at  last  tolerated,  then  each  fraternity 
was  asked  to  come  under  the  same  rules  of  organization,  and 
the  house  system  of  the  University  of  Chicago  was  completer 
The  requirements  in  the  case  of  a  house  are  simple.  Each 
house  must  submit  its  by-laws  to  the  Administrative  Board  of  Stu- 
dent Organizations  for  approval.  Each  must  have  a  "head"  and 
a  "counselor."     The  tendency  is  strong  to  make  both  of  these 
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officers  alumni  members  of  the  fraternity  who  are  on  the  faculty. 
The  '*  head  '*  is  the  recognized  representative  of  the  house  in 
official  correspondence,  he  is  addressed  by  the  authorities  in 
case  anything  irregular  occurs  in  a  house,  or  the  cooperation 
of  the  house  is  desired  on  any  University  occasion  of  impor- 
tance. He  naturally  takes  much  interest  in  the  atfairs  of  the 
house,  is  frequently  consulted  by  the  members  in  reference  to 
house  matters,  and  becomes  a  sort  of  advisor,  thus  taking  from 
the  <' counselor  *'  some  of  the  natural  prerogatives  of  his  office. 
In  actual  practice  both  <<head"  and  << counselor"  are  consulted 
freely  by  the  members  of  the  house,  so  that  the  student  mem- 
bers have  the  benefit  of  the  advice  and  suggestion  of  alumni, 
where  without  these  there  might  be  serious  mistakes.  Recalling 
the  statements  made  above,  one  is  prepared  to  find  houses  of 
differing  purpose  and  organization.  "The  Disciples  Divinity 
House"  and  the  "Cumberland  Presbyterian  House,"  for  exam- 
ple, are  organizations  of  students  of  the  denominations  named. 
If  any  meetings  are  ever  held  they  take  the  form  of  annual  or 
semi-annual  receptions.  Denominational  interest  is  the  mov* 
ing  force,  and  all  who  apply  are  welcome  to  membership. 

"Snell  House,"  "Kelly  House,"  "Beecher  House," 
"Foster  House,"  "Green  House,"  "South  Divinity  House," 
"Middle  Divinity  House"  and  "North  House"  are  dormitory 
organizations  of  students  who  reside  in  the  halls  so  named. 
Members  are  elected  as  in  a  society,  and  some  sort  of  form  of 
initiation  is  passed  through.  In  practical  working,  however, 
there  can  be  no  selection  of  members,  since  rooms  are  rented 
by  the  University  on  the  principle  of  "first  come,  first  served," 
and  a  roomer  in  a  dormitory  probably  suffers  no  great  hardship 
if  he  has  all  the  benefits  of  the  building  and  still  is  refused  the 
chance  of  initiation  into  the  dreadful  mysteries  of  the  technical 
"house."  A  third  variety  of  house  is  represented  by  **  Wash- 
ington House,"  "Lincoln  House"  and  "Spellman  House." 
In  a  city  college  there  are  always  many  students  who  carry  their 
lunch  with  them  each  day.  The  buildings  of  the  University 
are  crowded,  and  as  yet  there  are  poor  facilities  for  the  noon 
hour.  The  needs  of  this  class  led  to  the  organization  of  eating 
clubs,  which  have  been  given  rooms  for  club  purposes.  These 
rooms  are  fitted  up  like  many  a  fraternity  hall,  with  some  easy 
chairs,  a  few  pictures,  a  table,  and  window  seats  or  couches. 
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The  rooms  are  not  centrally  located,  however,  and  are  not  as 
popular  as  they  might  be  if  conditions  were  a  little  more  favor- 
able. Still,  these  three  eating  clubs,  two  for  men  and  one  for 
women,  have  made  a  place  for  themselves  in  the  house  system. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  shortly  after  the  organization  of 
the  first  of  these  houses,  most  of  the  members  formed  them- 
selves into  a  local  society,  which  is  now  a  chapter  of  one  of  the 
college  fraternities.  The  fourth  and  last  variety  of  house  is  the 
ordinary  fraternity  chapter. 

The  advent  of  the  fraternities  was  contemporaneous  with 
the  opening  of  the  University.  There  is  no  doubt  that  B  0  n 
was  the  pioneer,  and  for  a  while  it  was  disposed  to  claim  priority 
of  time  in  college  publications.  But  the  representatives  of 
other  organizations  disputed  the  claim  on  the  ground  that  the 
Betas  were  not  regularly  chartered,  but  were  under  dispensation, 
a  method  of  organization  not  recognized  by  them.  There  was 
some  unpleasantness  for  a  while,  but  finally  the  question  was 
referred  to  a  committee  of  five  alumni,  consisting  of  one  repre- 
sentative each  from  B  0  11,  *  K  ^,  and  A  K  E,  these  three  choos- 
ing a  member  of  ^  Y  and  a  member  of  A  A  4»  to  cooperate  with 
them.  After  careful  consideration  it  was  decided  that  no  claim 
of  priority  could  be  founded  on  the  fact  of  existence  of  a  chap- 
ter in  the  old  Chicago  University,  nor  could  the  date  of  initia- 
tion of  individual  members  be  considered,  but  that  the  date  of 
actual  establishment  of  a  chapter  in  the  new  University  must 
be  the  determining:  factor. 

Under  the  above  ruling,  which  seemed  on  the  whole  fair, 
the  fraternities  were  given  rank  in  time,  A  K  E,  4»  K  4^,  B  0  D. 
Since  that  time  chapters  of  other  fraternities  have  been  cstab 
lished  as  follows,  A  A  *,  2  X,  *  A  0,  4^  Y,  A  T  A,  and  X  ^.  For 
a  number  of  years  there  was  a  chapter  of  2  N,  but  its  members 
became  dissatisfied  with  their  fraternity  and  withdrew,  the 
majority  of  them  now  being  enrolled  on  the  lists  of  another 
fraternity.  There  are  now  two  other  local  societies,  the  Order 
of  the  Dragon's  Tooth  and  the  Order  of  the  Iron  Key,*  which 
are  expected  to  swing  out  as  Greek-letter  fraternity  chapters 
almost  any  day. 

In  addition  to  the  chapters  of  chartered  fraternities,  the  men 


*Tbe  first  of  these  is  supposed  to  have  aspirations  for  a  6  A  X  charter,  and  it  is  rumored 
that  the  latter  will  soon  become  a  chapter  of  A  Y. 
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students  of  the  University  have  four  local  societies,  which  may 
be  classified  as  a  Freshman  society,  a  Sophomore  society,  a 
Junior  society,  and  a  Senior  society,  although  these  familiar 
terms  of  the  ordinary  college  do  not  find  use  at  Chicago.  The 
University  has  no  class  system.  Students  complete  their  work 
after  having  a  certain  number  of  credits,  and  the  completion  of 
these  credits  may  bring  graduation  at  any  one  of  five  times  in 
the  year.  Students  who  have  eighteen  credits  or  less  are  called 
Junior  college  students,  those  with  credits  between  nineteen  and 
thirty-six  are  called  Senior  college  students.  But  the  ''Three- 
Quarters  Club  *'  is  in  reality  a  Freshman  society.  It  seems  to 
an  outsider  to  be  self-perpetuating,  the  sophomore  members 
selecting  from  the  great  company  of  incoming  students  those 
who  by  reason  of  family  or  fraternity  connections  or  athletic 
skill  or  other  favorable  consideration  seem  likely  to  become 
prominent  members  of  the  student-body.  Those  who  are  con- 
sidered as  candidates  by  the  leading  fraternities  seem  to  be  sure 
of  election  to  this  club.  The  initiation  ceremonies  usually  take 
place  in  connection  with  some  great  football  game,  and  afford 
amusement  to  the  waiting  spectators  between  ** halves." 

"The  Sphinx'*  is  a  Sophomore  society.  It  is  younger  than 
the  others,  and  has  made  no  particular  stir  in  the  college  world, 
although  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  idea  behind  it  is  a 
sifting  of  the  members  of  the  **  Three-Quarters  Club,**  with 
correction  of  any  mistake,  if  perchance  one  man  has  been  too 
much  pushed  forward,  or  another  perhaps  has  proved  his  worth 
among  the  students  even  without  the  earlier  recognition  implied 
by  election  to  the  freshman  organization. 

*'The  Order  of  the  Iron  Mask**  is  the  Junior  society.  The 
plan  of  selection  of  membership  is  much  like  that  mentioned  in 
the  case  of  the  other  societies  just  described,  if  the  observations 
of  an  outsider  may  be  taken  as  presumably  correct.  The 
members  of  the  *' Iron  Mask'*  are  leaders  in  college  life,  and 
they  perform  a  service  for  the  college  community  in  publishing 
the  Cap  and  Gowfiy  the  illustrated  annual  of  the  University. 

The  climax  of  the  local  societies  is  reached  when  one  secures 
election  to  the  <<  Owl  and  Serpent,**  a  Senior  society,  obviously 
founded  on  the  Yale  idea.  This  society  has  kept  very  close  to  a 
lofty  standard  right  from  the  start.  The  members  have  been 
carefully  selected,  with  an  apparent  idea  of  having  represented 
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the  best  in  ever)'  department  of  University  life.  Not  many 
members  are  selected  each  year  ;  fraternity  jealousy  does  not 
seem  to  affect  the  decisions ;  and  there  has  come  to  be  a  general 
feeling  in  the  University  that  no  student  gets  an  election  to 
**Owl  and  Serpent"  unless  he  has  won  his  place  by  leadership 
during  his  college  career. 

The  question  of  fraternities  for  women  was  settled  adversely 
at  the  beginning  of  the  University's  life.  There  were  attempts 
to  start  chapters,  and  in  cases  quite  a  fight  was  made  for  recog- 
nition, but  the  ban  has  been  strictly  maintained.  The  women 
students  have  their  organizations,  however.  They  have  exciting 
contests  for  members.  To  all  intents  and  purposes  the  clubs 
are  fraternity  chapters,  but  the  tie  of  relationship  with  the 
chartered  Greek-letter  societies  is  wanting.  The  organizations 
are  popular  and  membership  is  prized.  **The  Mortar  Board," 
*'The  Esoteric,'*  '*The  Quadranglers,''  **The  Sigma  Club," 
and  *' The  Wyvern  Club"  are  the  important  ones.  The  women 
also  sustain  «'NnK'*  an  honor  society  which  apparently  seeks 
to  hold  for  the  fair  sex  the  place  occupied  by  the  '*Owl  and 
Serpent  "  among  the  men.  The  ancient  Greek-letter  society  of 
^  B  K  is  represented  by  the  Beta  of  Illinois  chapter,  which  is 
now  in  its  third  year  of  life. 

Into  this  fraternity  and  house  system  of  the  University  our 
Lambda  Rho  chapter  has  settled  as  a  permanent  factor.  Tak- 
ing a  compound  name  out  of  friendship  for  the 
Michigan  and  Northwestern  chapters,  whose  mem- 
bers were  interested  in  the  establishment  of  the 
Chicago  chapter,  the  organization  has  worked  its 
way  in  spite  of  many  difficulties  and  discourage- 
ments. While  A  K  E,  O  K  ^  and  ^  Y  have  had  the 
advantage  of  large  numbers  of  local  alumni,  initi- 
ates of  the  former  chapters  in  the  old  Chicago  University,  the 
Betas  have  been  without  such  inspiration  and  help. 

There  have  been  times  of  depression  and  struggle,  when 
the  natural  desire  to  keep  up  a  chapter  house  and  make  a  good 
showing  before  the  student-body  came  into  violent  conflict 
with  the  cold  facts  of  no  alumni  and  a  limited  purse.  But  the 
initiates  for  the  most  part  have  been  very  loyal  to  the  chapter, 
and  an  active  body  of  young  alumni  has  been  formed.  There 
have  been  a  number  of  notably  earnest  fraternity  men  devel- 
oped, and  these  have  put  great  energy  into  the  chapter,  so  that 
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it  now  stands  in  the  first  rank  in  the  University,  and  is  generally 
recognized  as  one  of  the  **big'*  fraternities  of  the  institution. 
Such  an  assertion  can  come  with  better  taste  from  an  outsider, 
who  is  not  a  member  of  the  chapter,  but  who  at  the  same  time, 
as  "house  counselor**  for  a  number  of  years,  has  watched  the 
growth  and  development  with  solicitous  interest.  In  scholar- 
ship lists,  in  athletic  circles,  in  musical  organizations,  in  social 
life,  in  fact  in  all  the  activities  which  combine  to  make  up  the 
total  of  the  modern  college,  the  Betas  are  always  well  represented. 

The  Betas  in  the  faculty  are  numerous  and  influential. 
They  consist  of  the  following : 

Professors  Charles  R.  Henderson,  old  Chicago  chapter ; 
Charles  R.  Barnes,  Hanover\  Rollin  D.  Salisbury,  BeloU\  James  H. 
Tufts,  Amherst\  and  Edward  E.  Barnard,  Vanderbilt.  Associate 
Professors  Clarence  F.  Castle,  Denison\  and  Charles  Zueblin, 
Northwestern\  Assistant  Professors  Francis  W.  Shepardson, 
Dnnson-y  Herbert  E.  Slaught,  Colgate;  and  William  B.  Owen, 
Denison.  Instructors  James  H.  Boyd,  WoosUr;  and  Henry  R. 
Hatfield,  Northwestern;  and  among  University  Extension  instruc- 
tors, Horace  S.  Fiske,  Beloit,  The  mere  enumeration  of  the 
thirteen  names  does  not  by  any  means  indicate  the  prominence 
of  the  Betas  in  the  organization  and  administration  of  the 
University.  Dr.  Henderson  is  University  Chaplain  ;  Mr. 
Barnes  is  the  Dean  in  charge  of  admissions  with  advanced 
standing;  Mr.  Tufts,  the  Dean  of  the  Senior  colleges;  Mr.  Salis- 
bury, the  Dean  of  the  Ogden  Graduate  School  of  Science; 
Mr.  Castle,  one  of  the  Deans  in  the  Junior  Colleges;  Mr.  Shep- 
ardson, the  President* s  Secretary;  Mr.  Owen,  the  Dean  of  the 
South  Side  Academy,  one  of  the  closely  related  preparatory 
schools;  Mr.  Boyd,  the  treasurer  of  the  University  Congregation; 
Mr.  Slaught,  the  departmental  examiner  in  mathematics.  By 
virtue  of  their  official  positions,  Messrs.  Henderson,  Barnes, 
Tufts,  Salisbury,  and  Castle  are  members  of  the  University 
Council,  the  administrative  body  of  the  University.  These 
statements  indicate  that  the  Beta  members  of  the  faculty  are 
holding  their  own,  and  it  is  natural  that  the  presence  of  such 
alumni  members  in  the  faculty  has  its  good  influence  upon  the 
life  of  the  undergraduate  chapter. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  editors  of  the  Cap  and  Gown 
a  few  typical  pictures  are  reproduced,  which  show,  as  words 
cannot,  something  of  the  student  life  at  Chicago. 
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Dr.  Wii^uam  a.  p.  Martin,  Indiana  '46. 
President  of  the  Imperial  University  of  China. 
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FEW  men  have  had   the  opportunity  to  read   their  own 
obituary  notices.     The  whole  civilized  world,  however^ 
in  July  supposed   that   the  foreigners  in   Peking   had 
been  massacred  with  the  usual  Chinese  accompaniments,  and 
obituaries  of   the   leading   foreigners  were    published   in   the 
American  and  other  journals. 

Among  the  most  prominent  of  the  Americans  who  were 
besieged  in  Peking  was  Dr.  William  A.  P.  Martin,  Indiana  '46. 
We  copy  from  The  Outlook  of  August  13,  1900,  the  following 
appreciative  sketch  of  his  career  : 

Just  half  a  century  ago  the  Rev.  Dr.  W.  A.  P.  Martin  went 
as  a  missionary  to  Ningpo,  in  the  province  of  Chekiang,  China. 
During  all  his  long  life  in  the  Flowery  Kingdom  Dr.  Martin 
has  maintained  earnest  missionary  work,  but  in  1865  he  per^ 
formed  a  signal  service  for  the  Chinese  in  another  department. 
At  that  time  they  had  little  knowledge  of  international  law. 
Dr.  Martin  therefore  translated  Woolsey's  < 'International  Law" 
into  the  Chinese  language.  The  task  was  one  which  required 
considerable  skill,  as  the  Chinese  are  great  sticklers  for  literary 
style,  and,  unless  translations  strictly  conform  to  their  ideas, 
publication  is  prohibited ;  but  the  dictators  at  Peking  in  such 
matters  accepted  Dr.  Martin's  book  and  published  it,  and 
the  work  has  since  been  the  standard  Chinese  authority  on 
international  law.  Sir  Robert  Hart  long  ago  conceived  the 
idea  of  establishing  a  school  for  the  purpose  of  teaching 
English  to  the  Chinese  and  of  training  them  for  the  govern- 
ment service.  Dr.  Martin  consented  to  take  charge  of  this 
school,  and  foi^  many  years  remained  at  its  head.  Fifteen 
years  ago  Dr.  Martin  was  made  a  mandarin  of  the  third  class, 
and  twelve  years  ago  he  was  given  the  privilege  of  wearing 
the  second  button,  a  privilege  accorded  to  only  one  other 
foreigner  in  China.  About  this  time  Dr.  Martin  published 
his  '<  Cycle  of  Cathay,"  a  book  which,  as  The  Outlook  said  at 
the  time  of  publication,  will  take  its  place  with  Williams' 
''Middle  Kingdom"  as  an  authoritative  work.  When  the 
Imperial  University  of  China  was  established  Dr.  Martin 
accepted  the  presidency  of  that  institution. 

On  the  very  day  that  the  above  sketch  was  published.  Dr. 
Martin  was  writing  a  letter  in  the  United  States  Legation  at 
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Peking,    evidently  with   a  view   to  its    preservation   in  some 
hiding  place  if  the  relief  failed,  which  reads  in  part  as  follows  : 

United  States  Legation,  Peking,  ) 
August  ij,   ipoo.  ) 
For  eight  weeks  this  savage  siege  has  been  kept  up.     Relief 
is  said  to  be  near ;  but  we  are  in  danger  of  being  overpowered. 
For  myself    I   do  not  dread   death,    but  may   God    forbid   a 
general  massacre.     *    *    * 

Another  letter,  written  August  i6,  was  one  of  the  first  sent 
out  from  Peking,  and  parts  of  it  were  widely  copied  in  the 
newspapers.     It  is  in  part  as  follows  : 

United  States  Legation,  Peking,  ) 
August  i6,  I  goo.  j 

On  the  14th  we  were  relieved  by  the  arrival  in  Peking  of 
20,000  troops  of  six  or  seven  nations.  What  you  want  is  to 
know  more  of  my  experience.  For  a  week  in  June  I  was  taken 
care  of  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Squires,  of  the  United  States  Legation, 
who  asked  me  to  come  to  them.  Then  all  of  us  took  refuge 
in  H.  B.  M.  Legation,  and  while  there  I  was  taken  into  the 
family  of  the  United  States  Minister,  with  whom  I  remain. 
The  kindness  of  these  dear  friends  I  can  never  irepay.  Yester- 
day the  troops  broke  into  the  Forbidden  City,  and  also  set 
fire  to  most  of  the  city  gates.  Some  of  them  are  still  held  by 
Chinese  troops,  but  they,  too,  will  share  the  same  fate. 

It  is  too  soon  to  predict,  but  partition  between  the  Powers 
seems  inevitable.  The  she-wolf  has  fled  from  her  lair,  and 
no  government  is  visible  to  treat  with.  Something  may  be 
patched  up  for  temporary  use ;  but  it  will  not  last  long. 

The  outbreak  in  Peking  was  like  a  volcanic  eruption.  We 
thought  the  capital  secure  from  any  open  action  of  Boxers,  but 
the  government  adopted  them  openly,  and  set  itself  against 
the  whole  world.  Whether  the  university  will  open  again  is 
doubtful ;  but  I  must  remain  for  a  time  to  secure  the  rights  of 
my  professors.  r 

Soon  after  the  relief  column  reached  Peking,  Dr.  Martin 
left  and  returned  to  New  York,  via  London,  arriving  a  week 
or  two  since.  In  an  interview  published  in  the  New  York 
Tribune  is  the  following  graphic  account  of  his  personal 
experiences : 

"The  night  before  relief  came,**  Dr.  Martin  began,  "we 
had  not  heard  from  the  outside  world  for  two  weeks.  We  had 
been  living  all  the  weeks  of  our  imprisonment  under  constant 
shot  and  shell  from  the  enemy,  and  many  members  of  each 
legation   had   been   killed   or  wounded   in  sorties.     Mule  and 
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pony  flesh  and  a  bread  made  out  of  bran  and  husks  constituted 
our  only  food.  Three  ounces  of  pony  flesh  a  day  was  the  amount 
doled  out  to  each  person.  On  the  evening  of  August  13,  or 
the  evening  before  the  rescue,  the  melancholy  word  went 
aroimd  that  only  enough  food  was  left  to  last  for  two  more 
days.  We  had  eighty-three  mules  and  ponies  when  the  siege 
began.     All  these  had  been  eaten  except  six. 

"The  legations — eleven  in  all — ^were  sunk  in  sleep  when 
the  clocks  in  our  houses  struck  the  hour  of  2.  It  was  the 
morning  of  August  14.  I  myself  was  asleep  in  the  house  of 
Minister  Conger.  A  few  minutes  after  2  o'clock  the  sentry 
who  was  guarding  our  legation  burst  into  our  room  and  rushing 
to  the  couch  of  Minister  Conger,  cried:  'They're  coming — you 
can  hear  the  machine  guns  !*  The  cry  rang  out  in  the  starlit 
night  and  echoed  back  from  the  big  walls.  In  another  moment 
came  answering  cries  from  each  legation,  windows  were  thrown 
open,  and  men  and  women,  springing  from  their  beds,  hastily 
dressed  and  rushed  out  into  the  inclosure. 

**When  the  full  music  of  the  machine  guns  burst  fully 
upon  our  ears,  we  became  like  children.  We  laughed  and  wept 
alternately.  Women  fell  on  each  other's  necks  and  men 
clasped  hands.     And  to  hear  the  roar  of  those  machine  guns! 

"Through  the  hours  of  the  breaking  day  we  listened  to  the 
shots,  as  they  drew  nearer  and  nearer.  At  10  o'clock  there 
was  the  rattle  of  hoofs  in  the  street  outside,  the  gates  of  the 
legation  swung  back,  and  in  rode  a  haggard  band  of  Sikh  riders. 
Further  aid  came  later  in  the  day. 

"At  one  time  the  enemy  had  placed  a  large  gun  only  ten 
paces  from  the  wall,  which  had  hitherto  afforded  us  protection. 
A  sortie  was  made,  and  although  the  gun  was  not  captured,  the 
Boxers  became  so  frightened  they  removed  the  weapon. 

"Especial  praise  is  due  to  H.  G.  Squires,  the  secretary  of 
our  legation,  and  to  Captain  Ayres,  who  commanded  a  force  of 
American  marines,"  he  said.     "They  made  frequent  sorties." 

"How  does  pony  flesh  taste  ?"  the  reporter  asked. 

"Not  bad,"  was  the  reply.  "Mule  flesh  is  better,  and 
donkey  flesh  best  of  all.  The  flesh  of  a  donkey  is  almost  as 
good  as  venison. 

"  The  German  seizure  of  certain  seaports  was  the  origin  of 
the  Boxer  outbreak.  The  best  remedy  of  the  situation  is  the 
re-establishment  of  the  young  Emperor,  who  possesses  liberal 
and  progressive  ideas.  If  he  cannot  be  put  on  the  throne  one 
of  two  things  will  follow :  Either  native  princes  will  divide  the 
country  or  foreign  Powers  will  cut  it  up  and  rule  it  through 
native  princes.  The  latter,  I  believe,  would  be  the  better 
of  the  two." 

Dr.  Martin  is  seventy-three  years  old,  but  has  all  the  Are 
and  energy  of  a  man  of  forty. 
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NOTHING  hampers  intelligent  fraternity  officials  more 
than  the  fact  that  they  can  not  gauge  the  wishes  of 
their  organization,  and  have  no  definite  policy  to  guide 
them.  For  instance  the  general  secretary  (or  corresponding 
officer)  receives  inquiries  from  a  would-be  set  of  petitioners. 
He  makes  inquiries,  finds  out  that  the  petitioners  are  good 
fellows,  that  the  college  is  a  small  denominational  college  with 
a  fair  endowment  and  moderate  prospects,  and  he  thinks 
it  would  be  a  good  place  for  a  chapter.  Accordingly  he  sets  the 
machinery  in  motion  and  the  matter  gets  to  a  vote,  and  the 
petition  is  rejected  by  a  vote  of  75  to  3.  He  is  staggered. 
The  institution  is  as  good  as  thirty  others  where  his  fraternity 
is  located,  and  yet  it  is  overwhelmingly  rejected.  The  alumni 
who  have  fostered  the  movement  feel  hurt,  injured,  and  dis- 
gruntled that  their  efforts  have  been  so  contemptuously  treated. 

Now,  on  the  other  hand,  had  that  official  known  that  his 
fraternity  did  not  desire  to  enter  that  kind  of  a  college, 
his  first  answer  to  the  inquiry  would  have  been  of  a  kind 
that  would  have  stopped  the  movement  and  saved  all  the 
waste  of  energy  and  labor  which  resulted. 

The  secretary  of  ^  K  4^  at  a  recent  convention  asked  in 
his  report  the  pertinent  question,  what  was  the  policy  of  his 
fraternity,  and  we  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to  our  readers 
that  part  of  his  report: 

In  their  reports,  former  officers  have  undertaken  to  define 
the  policy  of  our  fraternity  with  regard  to  the  question  of 
extension.  They  have  called  it  '*  conservatism."  Whether  their 
definitions  were  right  or  wrong  cannot  be  said.  The  present 
secretary  attempts  no  such  definition.  There  is  no  well- 
settled  and  clearly  defined  policy  of  our  organization  with 
reference  to  the  creation  of  new  chapters.  There  is  no  ex- 
pressed opinion  of  the  majority  embodied  in  legislative  enact- 
ment, which  officials  may  carry  into  effective  execution,  and 
thus  secure  the  ultimate  will  of  that  majority  regardin  gex- 
tension.  Officials  cannot  originate  nor  ordain  a  policy,  even  if 
they  so  desired,  for  the  fraternity,  because  they  are  subservient 
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to  the  will  of  the  body  electing  them  to  office,  and  are  servants^ 
of  the  general  organization. 

In  talking  over  the  matter  after  the  publication  of  the  report, 
with  one  of  our  brothers  whose  judgment  is  valuable,  he  sug- 
gested a  criticism  of  the  statements,  with  an  opinion  that  they 
were  not  strictly  true. 

I  have  carefully  reconsidered  what  was  stated  in  the  report 
in  the  light  of  the  suggested  criticisms.  But,  after  thoughtful 
deliberation,  I  do  not  see  that  I  was  in  error.  I  unhesitatingly 
reaffirm  that  our  fraternity  has  no  policy  founded  in  legislative 
enactment,  and  none  in  constitutional  direction  or  limitation. 
The  fraternity  has  no  certain  definite  policy  for  the  guidance  of 
its  executive  officers. 

Permit  me  to  say  that  I  am  criticizing  no  chapter's  action  in 
what  I  am  about  to  say.  I  assume,  unless  I  know  the  contrary 
to  be  the  fact,  that  each  chapter  votes  with  deliberative  judg- 
ment. I  am  making  no  argument  for  so-called  "extension."  I 
am  condemning  no  so-called  "conservatism."  I  simply  desire 
to  urge  upon  this  convention  the  adoption  of  a  legislative  and 
definite  policy  concerning  the  creation  of  new  chapters  in  the 
fraternity. 

Under  the  present  unit  rule,  one  chapter's  wishes  may  con- 
trol the  desires  of  the  remaining  thirty-eight.  The  judgment 
of  a  small  minority  may  set  aside  the  judgment  of  the  ma- 
jority. 

An  examination  of  the  records  of  the  fraternity  for  the  past 
fifteen  years  discloses  the  fact  that  one  chapter  of  the  fra- 
ternity has  voted  against  every  petition  for  a  charter  sub- 
mitted. Two  others  have  almost  as  uniform  a  record.  And 
two  or  three  others  have  more  diversified  recorded  conclusions. 
On  the  other  hand,  some  fifteen  chapters  have  never  cast  any 
negative  votes  during  the  same  period.  The  latter  position  is 
just  as  inexplicable  as  the  former.  All  the  petitions  presented 
have  not  been  entirely  without  merit,  nor  all  the  petitioners 
undeserving  of  a  charter.  Neither  have  all  petitions  offered 
"golden  opportunities,"  which  should  have  been  seized  in  a 
"catch  and  grab"  fashion.  Two  chapters  have  planted  them- 
selves doggedly  upon  the  proposition  that  the  fraternity  already 
has  enough  chapters.  And,  with  candid  statement,  it  is  said 
by  them,  "we  have  too  many."  An  influential  member  of 
one  chapter,  who  perhaps  does  not  represent  the  views  of  the 
entire  chapter  in  giving  utterance  to  his  opinion,  stated  to 
me  that  the  charters  ought  to  be  taken  away  from  twenty-two 
of  the  present  chapters  of  our  fraternity — that  there  were  only 
sixteen  or  seventeen  chapters  worthy  of  an  abiding  place  upon 
our  chapter-roll.  I  confess  these  statements  have  staggered 
me.     I  do  not  comprehend  their  true  inwardness. 

Again,    except   upon    a  vote   recently  taken,  every  time   a 
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petition  has  been  submitted,  from  ten  to  fifteen  chapters  have 
failed  or  refused  to  vote  at  all.  How  any  chapter  can  be  in- 
different to  this  great  question  and  refuse  to  give  the 
fraternity  the  benefit  of  its  best  judgment  upon  the  proposi- 
tions submitted,  is  beyond  my  conception.  Some  chapters 
send  in  their  votes  without  any  investigation  on  their  part  and 
with  little  careful  consideration.  I  desire  to  say  that  I  highly 
commend  the  methods  of  four  or  five  chapters,  which  usually 
send  delegates,  at  their  own  expense,  for  a  personal  investi- 
gation of  any  proposed  institution,  and  only  vote  after  those 
delegates  make  their  reports.     They  are  worthy  of  imitation. 

But  what  is  the  policy  of  our  fraternity  ?  Is  it  our  policy 
to  be  limited  by  mere  numbers?  Is  natural  growth  to  be 
ignored, — or  what  ?  Ought  not  the  fraternity  to  grow  ratably 
and  proportionately  with  the  advancement  and  development 
of  collegiate  institutions?     It  appears  so  to  me. 

It  is  no  argument  that  we  have  established  chapters  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years,  after  continued  agitation  bordering 
upon  confusion.  These  chapters  were  not  established  because 
of  any  policy  of  the  fraternity.  Circumstances  and  ceaseless 
''hammering"  established  them. 

The  subject  of  extension  has  been  worn  threadbare  in 
discussion.  Unless  a  policy  is  formulated  which  shall  meet 
the  views  of  this  convention,  which  is  the  supreme  body  of 
our  fraternity  government,  which  can  be  carried  out  by  the 
executive  head  of  the  fraternity,  and  zealously  upheld  by 
each  chapter,  the  discussion  may  as  well  be  stopped.  It  will 
be  useless  to  submit  any  more  petitions.  All  committees  on 
so-called  "extension"  may  as  well  be  abolished.  I  deprecate 
the  utterance  of  invidious  words  concerning  this  matter.  Angry 
debates  and  bitter  innuendos  spoken  upon  the  convention  floor 
strike  at  the  vitals  of  our  organization,  to  wound  and  destroy. 
I  sincerely  hope  that  this  G.  A.  C.  meeting  will  pass  without 
any  experience  of  this  nature. 

"Fraternity  policy"  is  as  indefinite  as  "chapter  standard." 
What  are  they?  "Chapter  standard"  means  nothing.  But 
when  you  tell  me  that  our  standard  chapter  is  a  chapter  of 
15  to  25  men,  with  a  social  congeniality  its  chief  characteristic, 
its  membership  made  up  of  brothers  possessing  ability  and 
talent,  the  best  men  in  the  institution,  full  of  college  and 
fraternity  spirit,  the  chapter  in  a  chapter-house,  never  delin- 
quent in  its  obligations  to  the  general  fraternity,  and  ever 
awake  to  its  interest  and  welfare,  then  I  begin  to  comprehend 
what  "chapter  standard"  means. 

Is  our  policy  liberal  ?  No,  for  good  institutions  and  de- 
serving petitioners  have  been  turned  down.  Is  our  policy 
conservative  ?  No,  for  we  have  established  eight  chapters  in 
the  last  ten  years.     But  was  Pennsylvania  Kappa  (Swarthmore) 
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established  as  the  result  of  any  policy?  No.  West  Virginia 
Alpha  (W.  Va.  U.)?  No.  California  Beta  (Stanford)?  No. 
New  York  Zeta  (Brooklyn  Polytechnic)?  No.  Nebraska  Alpha 
(U.  of  Neb.)?  No.  California  Gamma  (U.  of  Cal.)?  No. 
Massachusetts  Alpha  (Amherst)?  No.  New  Hampshire  Alpha 
(Dartmouth)?  No.  Unless  I  except  the  last  two,  upon  the 
ground  that  the  fraternity  desired  to  enter  New  England,  and 
that  that  was  part  of  the  policy,  each  was  the  creature  of 
circumstances  and  the  gift  of  opportunity. 

A  search  of  the  constitution,  laws,  and  regulations  of  the 
fraternity  fails  to  reveal  but  one  element  of  legislative  policy. 
That  is  the  chapter-house  requirement  recently  made  of  peti- 
tioners by  the  £.  C.  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  granting 
of  any  charter.  This  is  a  beginning,  crude  in  form,  more  of 
an  expression  than  of  a  law. 

In  the  light  of  these  facts,  I  therefore  recommend  that  we 
determine  in  this  representative  convention  what  our  fraternity 
policy  is  and  what  it  shall  be.  We  legislate  by  a  majority. 
We  enact  written  laws  by  a  two-thirds  vote.  I  suggest  the 
appointment  of  a  committee,  who  shall  formulate  a  resolution 
expressing  a  definite  policy  for  the  fraternity,  in  concise  and 
clear  language,  and  report  the  same  to  this  convention.  Let 
it  be  debated  to  the  fullest  extent,  amended,  modified,  enlarged, 
and  finally  adopted  as  the  future  ** policy"  of  the  fraternity. 

This  committee  may  say,  if  it  deems  it  advisable,  that  the 
policy  of  this  fraternity  shall  be  to  limit  the  number  of  chap- 
ters of  the  fraternity,  not  to  create  chapters  in  distinctively  tech- 
nical schools,  not  to  enter  exclusively  denominational  schools, 
to  enter  only  state  universities,  to  enter  no  institution  unless 
it  has  a  student  attendance  of  300,  400,  500,  etc.,  and  to  grant 
no  charter  to  a  set  of  petitioners  unless  so  many  in  number, 
unless  endorsed  by  neighboring  chapters,  unless  in  a  chapter- 
house, etc. — but  I  will  not  anticipate  the  work  of  this  committee. 

In  B  8  n,  one  of  our  brethren  has  recently  asked  the  same 
question.  It  is  a  matter  which  should  be  thought  over  and,  if 
possible,  formulated. 

We  can  easily  see  that  some  fraternities  have  policies,  at  least 
that  they  act  as  though  they  had,  and  that  others  have  none. 
A  i^  aims  to  strictly  limit  its  operations  to  its  present  chapters 
and  to  secure  wealthy  men  of  social  pretensions,  Z  i^  acts  upon 
somewhat  similar  lines,  i^  Y  desires  to  enter  colleges  which  are 
educationally  prominent  and  to  secure  men  of  wealth,  ^  K  4^, 
^  r  A,  and  S  X  drift  along  and  seize  favorable  opportunities  for 
extension  and  try  to  get  men  of  a  certain  standard.  A  T  A  is  mak- 
ing over  its  chapter-roll,  replacing  weakening   institutions  by

stronger  ones,  and  endeavoring  to  secure  leaders  in  college  life, 
A  A  ^  is  tied  down  to  a  literary  standard  among  its  members  and 
bound  by  a  conservatism  which  is  apparently  sapping  much  of 
its  vitality.  The  standard  in  S  ^,  A  ^,  and  K  A  is  different,  but 
the  non-progressive  condition  is  much  the  same. 

And  so  every  general  observer  in  fraternity  life  makes  up 
his  mind  what  is  the  policy  of  each  fraternity.  The  chances  are 
few  have  any  policy.  That  is,  there  is  no  well-defined  sentiment 
that  progress  within  the  fraternity  should  be  within  certain 
settled  lines. 

Couldn't  we  all  work  better  if  we  knew  in  advance  whether 
the  results  were  likely  to  be  acceptable  ?     We  think  so. 


H  Cbapter^Doude  £pi0O&e. 

WHEN  Charles  Hanna  Sands,  known  to  his  friends  and 
classmates  as  '< Charlie  Sands,"  returned  to  college  at 
the  beginning  of  his  sophomore  year,  he  was  a  changed 
being  from  the  man  who  left  college  at  the  beginning  of  the 
summer  vacation.  Whether  it  was  that  he  had  been  jilted  by 
a  girl  he  had  met  at  the  seashore,  or  had  lost  his  money  on  his 
college  crew,  or  had  been  trying  to  keep  up  his  end  with  some 
men  of  about  his  own  age  who  had  too  much  pocket  money, 
he  never  could  be  induced  to  tell;  but  it  was  a  fact  that  he  had 
changed,  and  much  for  the  worse.  Instead  of  looking  on  the 
bright  side  of  the  things  that  happened  to  vex  him,  in  his  old 
sunshiny  way,  he  found  fault  with  everything,  from  the  way  his 
meals  were  served  to  the  time  his  room-mate  got  up  in  the 
morning,  complaining  that  he  made  too  much  noise  and  woke 
him  up  hours  before  it  was  necessary. 

Instead  of  applying  himself  to  his  studies,  as  formerly.  Sands 
now  rarely  looked  into  a  book,  and  he  '*cut"  as  many  recita- 
tions as  he  dared  to,  just  avoiding  being  called  up  before  the 
faculty.  His  actions  while  in  the  chapter-house  were  nearly  un- 
bearable, his  favorite  pastime  being  to  occupy  an  arm-chair  in 
the  reading-room,  with  his  feet  on  the  center  table,  while  he 
smoked  cigarettes  and  made  cynical  remarks  to  any  of  the  boys 
who  chanced  to  be  in  the  room.     Many  hours  were  also  spent 
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by  him  in  the  billiard-rooms  down  town,  where  he  seemed  to 
find  some  boon  companions. 

To  say  that  the  other  boys  in  the  chapter  were  disgusted  with 
him  is  perhaps  stating  it  very  mildly  \  they  were  gradually  get- 
ting more  and  more  provoked,  and  united  one  day  in  request- 
ing Tom  Davis  to  remonstrate  with  him  about  his  strange 
conduct.  Tom  Davis  was  the  one  senior  they  all  looked  up  to 
for  two  reasons,  for  his  geniality  and  his  great  stature — he 
having  been  the  center-rush  on  the  foot  ball  team  for  four  years, 
a  record  never  before  equaled  in  the  college.  Tom's  answer  to 
them  was:  ''Let  him  alone,  he  will  come  around  all  right  in 
a  week  or  two;  something  has  gone  wrong  with  him  and  we 
must  give  him  time  to  get  over  it."  Davis  had  gotten  Sands 
into  the  fraternity,  and  had  a  very  tender  feeling  for  the  boy. 
But  his  prediction  did  not  come  true.  Sands  didn't  come  around 
all  right ;  in  fact,  his  actions  were  getting  more  and  more  un- 
bearable daily. 

Saturday  evening  was  the  time  set  for  chapter-meetings, 
which  all  the  members  attended,  unless  something  important 
intervened.  Up  to  the  sixth  Saturday  of  the  fall  term,  Sands 
had  not  attended  a  chapter-meeting.  He  either  failed  to  come 
home  to  supper  on  that  evening  or  left  the  house  immediately 
after  ''bolting"  the  meal.  At  this  sixth  meeting  night  the  chair- 
man of  the  "spiking"  committee  reported  that  they  had  met 
with  the  poorest  kind  of  success  in  getting  men  to  accept  invita- 
tions :  that  the  men  they  wanted  hadn't  joined  any  fraternity, 
but  one  of  them  had  said  he  wasn't  sure  that  he  "cared  to  as- 
sociate with  a  loafer  like  Sands,"  and  the  chairman  ended  by 
saying  that  he  thought  Sands  should  be  compelled  to  attend 
chapter-meetings,  and  otherwise  mend  his  ways  or  be  expelled 
from  the  chapter. 

All  of  the  chapter  agreed  with  the  chairman  of  the  spik- 
ing committee,  except  Tom  Davis.  Davis  spoke  up  for  him, 
he  said  he  couldn't  believe  Charlie  was  as  bad  as  the  others 
thought  he  was,  that  he  still  had  hopes  of  his  coming  round 
all  right.  He  said  he  would  be  personally  responsible  for  his 
attending  the  chapter-meeting  the  following  week. 

Just  how  Tom  Davis  managed  it  the  others  did  not  learn, 
but  when  the  time  came  for  the  next  chapter-meeting  Tom  and 
Charlie  marched  into  the  room  arm-in-arm,  and  took  adjoining 
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seats.  The  preliminaries  of  the  meeting  were  scarcely  over,  when 
Sands  stood  up  and  made  a  motion  as  if  he  were  going  to  the 
door,  but  his  movement  had  not  escaped  Davis,  who  had  hold 
of  his  arm  in  an  instant  and  asked,  '< Where  are  you  going?" 

''This  thing  is  entirely  too  slow;  can't  smoke,  and  I  am  not 
going  to  sit  here  and  hear  all  this  guff." 

*'Well  Charlie,'*  Davis  said,  '*I  think  you  are  going  to  sit 
down,  and  if  you  don't  sit  down  and  be  quiet  I  am  going  to 
make  you." 

''I  would  like  to  know  who  appointed  you  my  guardian? 
I  am  not  afraid  of  you  and  all  of  the  other  fellows  together; 
I  am  going  out  of  the  room  now." 

For  answer  Tom  gave  his  arm  a  pull  which  brought  him 
down  into  his  chair  so  hard  that  it  almost  broke  the  chair. 
The  movement  served  to  enrage  Sands,  and  he  began  calling 
Davis  all  the  names  he  could  think  of,  among  which  were 
''lobster"  and  ''slob."  Davis  stood  this  silently  for  about 
a  minute  and  then  said,  through  his  teeth,  "I  have  had  enough 
of  this." 

In  talking  of  it  years  afterwards  the  boys  said  that  in  all  the 
time  they  had  known  him,  this  was  the  only  time  that  they 
had  seen  Davis  lose  his  temper.  Sands  had  in  the  meantime 
jumped  to  his  feet,  but  Davis  was  up  as  quick  as  a  flash.  He 
first  hit  Sands  with  his  open  hand  on  the  side  of  the  face,  and 
then  as  Sands'  face  turned,  he  hit  him  with  his  other  open  hand. 
Briz\ging  him  back,  he  slapped  him  in  this  manner  half  a  dozen 
times,  then  he  grabbed  him  by  the  back  of  the  neck  and  the  seat 
of  his  trousers,  and  threw  him  face  downwards  on  the  sofa.  To 
place  his  knee  in  the  middle  of  Sands'  back  was  the  work  of 
an  instant.  There  happened  to  be  a  small  board  lying  within 
reach,  and  this  was  immediately  put  into  use.  Never  did  a 
mother  wield  her  slipper  better  than  Davis  handled  the  small 
board  ;  it  was  plied  in  an  artistic  and  thorough  manner.  One  of 
the  boys  was  about  to  interfere,  but  he  was  grabbed  by  another, 
who  said  to  him,  "Let  them  alone;  Tom  knows  his  business." 

The  spanking  was  soon  over,  and  then  Davis  marched  Sands 
down  to  the  door,  gave  him  a  pitch  out  on  the  stoop  and  cried 
out,  "Don't  you  come  back  here  again  until  you  can  behave 
yourself." 

There  was  no  more  chapter-meeting  that  evening.     They  all 
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adjourned  to  the  library  and  tried  to  have  a  good  time,  but  it 
was  not  one  of  their  banner  Saturday  nights. 

One  of  the  sophomores  remarked  that  he  was  afraid  that 
Charlie  would  procure  a  pistol  or  a  knife  and  come  back  and 
do  Davis  some  harm. 

''Let  him  come,"  Davis  said ;  ''if  he  does,  what  I  gave  him 
was  nothing  to  what  I  will  give  him  next  time." 

By  twelve  o'clock,  when  the  last  of  the  chapter  retired, 
nothing  had  been  seen  of  Sands.  When  they  were  getting 
ready  for  the  Sunday  breakfast  they  found  Sands*  bed  had  been 
unoccupied,  and  he  did  not  come  in  to  breakfast,  either. 

Just  before  dinner  in  walked  Sands.  Most  all  of  the  boys 
were  in  the  front  room.  He  walked  in  and  said:  "Boys,  I  want 
you  to  know  I  think  Tom  treated  me  exactly  right  last  night." 
He  then  walked  over  to  Davis  and  said,  "Tom,  let's  shake 
hands — let's  be  friends  again. "  Davis  shook  hands  with  him ; 
the  dinner  bell  sounded,  and  they  walked  into  dinner  together, 
and  that  day  were  as  jolly  a  set  as  any  lot  of  college  boys 
who  ever  sat  down  to  dinner  together. 

For  the  first  time  that  term  Sands  started  to  work  the  next 
day ;  he  attended  to  his  college  duties,  took  an  interest  in  the 
running  of  the  chapter-house,  and  was  agreeable  to  every  one. 
The  following  week  saw  a  number  of  men  pledged,  and 
everything  ran  on  in  the  chapter-life  as  if  there  had  never 
been  any  unpleasantness  among  them. 


ZTbe  Installation  of  tbe  £ow^oin  Cbapten 

THE  installation  and  initial  banquet  of  the  Bowdoin  chapter, 
the  Beta  Sigma  of  B  0  n,  took  place  at  Brunswick, 
Maine,  Friday,  October  12,  1900.  The  exercises  were 
under  the  immediate  charge  of  Ralph  K.  Jones,  Maine  '86, 
Albro  L.  Burnell,  Bowdoin  '00,  and  George  F.  Wales,  Amherst 
'93,  the  district  chief.  Brother  Wales  was  unable  to  be  present, 
but  Jones  and  Burnell  were  equal  to  the  occasion. 

The  initiation  exercises  began  at  eight  o'clock  and  were  held 
in  the  banquet  hall  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  building.  The  members 
of  the  chapter  were  initiated  in  two  groups,  the  first  comprising 
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the  membership  of  the  local  society,  the  Sword  and  Shield, 
whose  names  were  on  the  petition  that  was  presented  to  the 
fraternity  ;  the  second  group  embraced  the  freshman  delegation 
of  the  chapter.  The  members  of  the  first  group  conducted  the 
initiation  exercises  of  the  second. 

The  initiation  was  a  ceremony  which  one  felt  it  was  a 
privilege  to  attend.  All  the  alumni  present  took  part,  and  the 
afiair  was  conducted  with  a  seriousness  well  befitting  the  occa- 
sion. An  especial  word  of  praise  is  due  the  member  who 
brought  in  the  initiates.  The  excellent  manner  in  which  he 
performed  his  work  was  no  small  part  in  the  success  of  the 
afiair.  He  was  an  active  member  of  the  University  of  Maine 
chapter,  but  we  do  not  happen  to  recall  his  name. 

It  was  half-past  eleven  when  we  seated  ourselves  at  the  ban- 
quet table  in  the  Hotel  Tontine,  and  it  was  five  minutes  to  three 
when  we  arose.  A  train  left  at  five  minutes  past,  which  some 
of  the  alumni  present  were  obliged  to  take,  or  we  do  not  know 
when  the  afiair  would  have  been  brought  to  a  close. 

Into  that  space  of  three  hours  and  a  half  we  packed  a  very 
substantial  menu  and  a  toast  list  interspersed  with  songs  that 
allowed  no  dull  moments.     The  toast  list  was  as  follows  :

The  above  comprises  a  brief  recital  of  the  simple  facts  in 
this  most  important  event  in  the  history  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  in 
New  England  for  a  decade  at  least.  But  no  bare  statement  of 
facts  is  sufficient  for  such  an  occasion.  The  genuine  Beta  spirit 
that  pervaded  the  whole  affair  was  something  that  will  linger 
when  all  the  facts  have  passed  away  from  memory.  It  will  be 
a  difficult  matter  to  forget  the  joy  that  danced  over  the  faces  of 
the  initiates  as  they  realized  that  their  efforts  of  the  past  three 
years  were  rewarded.  The  entrance  into  the  fraternity  was  in- 
deed to  them  ''the  substance  of  things  hoped  for.**  It  would 
have  indeed  stirred  the  most  lukewarm  to  see  these  men  who 
for  three  years  had  toiled  for  this  privilege  and  deemed  it  a 
small  thing  they  had  done  when  they  realized  that  they  had  be- 
come enrolled  among  the  ten  thousand  that  marched  under  the 
pink  and  blue.  The  toasts  at  the  banquet  were  uniformly  good^ 
short  and  to  the  point.  A  special  word  of  commendation  should 
be  given  to  the  University  of  Maine  boys  for  the  magnificent 
manner  in  which  they  turned  out  and  aided  the  success  of  the 
affair.  E.  R.  Hardy,  Boston  '96. 
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The  Minnesota  chapter  has  entered  its  new  house.  It  is  of 
colonial  architecture  and  very  commodious  and  well  situated. 
We  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  give  a  full  description  of  it  with 
illustrations.  The  Syracuse  and  Indiana  chapters  are  also  in  new 
houses,  and  Washington  and  Jefferson  is  thinking  about 
building.  We  are  glad  to  note  these  evidences  of  activity  in 
a  direction  which  is  now  attracting  the  greatest  amount  of 
attention  in  fraternity  circles. 

The  last  convention  of  the  fraternity  authorized  the  use 
of  a  fraternity  ''shingle"  or  ''poster."  By  this  is  meant  an 
engraved  card  about  eight  inches  in  length  and  six  inches  in 
width,  displaying  at  its  top  a  finely  engraved  imprint  of  the 
fraternity  coat-of-arms  in  black  and  at  the  lower  left-hand 
corner  an  imprint  of  the  seal  of  the  member's  chapter  in  red. 
Intermediate  these  two  insignia  is  displayed  the  name  of  the 
individual  in  old  English  letters  across  the  center  of  the  card. 
The  design  is  simple  but  striking  and  dignified,  and  is  intended 
to  be  framed  with  a  narrow  black  molding  or  a  narrow  gray 
mat  and  to  be  hung  up  in  a  study,  office  or  library  to  indicate 
membership  in  the  fraternity,  in  a  modest  and  unobtrusive  way, 
Louis  Dreka,  1121  Chestnut  Street,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  will  fur- 
nish these  "posters"  or  "shingles"  at  65  cts.  each.  As  each 
chapter  will  have  a  separate  seal  engraved  for  it,  they  should 
communicate  directly  with  the  manufacturer  before  ordering. 
Alumni  desiring  the  "shingle"  should  order  them  through 
their  chapters. 

Morris  R.  Ebersole,  whose  address  is  the  Cornell  chapter- 
house and  who  is  chairman  of  the  Song  Book  committee,  urg- 
ently requests  that  the  chapters  shall  stir  themselves  in  forward- 
ing their  songs  with  words  and  music.  Communications  as  to 
songs  of  a  general  fraternity  character  will  be  welcomed.  The 
fraternity  needs  one  or  two  new  short,  four-line  stanza  songs  in  the 
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meter  or  similar  to  <' And  now  let  hand  grip  into  hand."  If  any 
brother  has  or  can  write  the  song,  and  has  no  music  for  it,  send 
it  in — the  committee  will  arrange  for  the  rest.  The  song  book 
must  be  in  readiness  for  the  action  of  the  next  convention. 

Few  songs  have  been  written  for  fraternity  use  in  the  past 
ten  or  fifteen  years.  We  venture  to  say  there  never  has  been 
so  much  singing  among  the  undergraduates  as  during  this 
period,  but  it  has  not  been  productive  of  original  composi- 
tions. It  is  about  time  for  some  new  songs  to  be  produced. 
If  any  of  the  chapters  know  of  the  existence  of  any  songs 
not  in  our  song-book,  we  would  be  pleased  to  receive  copies 
and  to  print  them  so  that  we  may  all  have  the  benefit  of  them. 

In  our  chapter  correspondence  we  notice  an  increasing 
tendency  to  the  use  of  slang  and  colloquial  expressions.  The 
secretaries  might  profitably  examine  their  letters  with  a  view 
to  the  elimination  of  such  terms.  Some  of  them  are  offensive, 
some  inaccurate,  some  amusing,  but  all  are  inelegant  and 
inapt. 

B  9  n  is  a  fraternity,  a  brotherhood.  It  is  emphatically  not 
an  "order"  nor  a  "frat."  With  rare  exceptions,  the  institu- 
tions of  learning  to  which  our  chapters  are  attached  can  not 
properly  be  referred  to  as  ''schools."  They  are  properly 
colleges  or  universities.  It  is  not  felicitous  to  say  of  a  senior 
at  a  renowned  university  that  ''he  remained  out  of  school  this 
year."  The  performance  of  work  at  the  university,  or  the 
prosecution  of  a  course  of  study  after  a  degree  has  been  con- 
ferred upon  the  student  is  very  inaccurately  described  by 
saying  that  he  is  "posting,"  meaning  that  he  is  taking  post- 
graduate work  in  certain  lines  of  study.  Students  do  not 
"make"  their  degrees.  Degrees  are  received  by  the  students 
and  conferred  usually  by  the  trustees  of  the  college.  Neither 
do  students  "make"  societies.  Societies  are  made  up  of 
students.  Commonly  persons  are  invited  to  become  members 
of  the  college  fraternities.  They  are  not  "bid,"  although  in 
some  places,  sad  to  relate,  the  scramble  for  members  at  times 
resembles  an  auction.  We  have  indicated  here  a  few  of  the 
current  expressions  found  in  our  correspondence  which  might 
profitably  be  omitted 
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When  it  is  noted  that  about  half  of  our  chapters  live  in 
rented  houses,  it  is  time  to  inquire  why  do  they  not  become 
house-owners  as  well  as  house-holders.  Several  times  we  have 
mentioned  how  this  may  be  accomplished,  but  a  repetition 
may  do  no  harm.  The  chapter  must  first  accumulate  a  fund 
of  at  least  15  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  house  it  is  proposed 
to  buy.  The  majority  of  our  chapters  would  be  glad  to  own 
a  house  costing  |i  0,000.  This  means  that  1 1,500  must  be 
secured.  This  may  be  done  in  several  ways.  The  initiation 
fees  may  be  saved  for  this  purpose — a  house  tax  of  |i  per 
month  may  be  imposed;  the  undergraduates  and  younger 
alumni  may  give  notes.  At  any  rate,  in  three  or  four  years 
any  chapter  can  get  this  sum  together.  An  alumni  associa- 
tion should  then  be  formed,  and  a  bright  look-out  kept  for  a 
suitable  building  site.  When  this  has  been  found,  usually  a 
local  builder  will  be  glad  to  put  up  the  house  and  take  the 
sum  of  1 1, 500  in  cash  and  two  mortgages  in  payment,  viz. : 
one  mortgage  for  |6,ooo  at  5  per  cent  for  five  years,  and 
another  mortgage  for  ^2,500  at  6  per  cent  for  three  years. 
This  will  give  the  chapter  the  title  to  the  property.  The 
interest  on  the  first  mortgage  will  be  I300,  on  the  second 
mortgage  I150,  or  a  total  of  {450  per  annum,  or  I50  per 
month  for  the  nine  months  of  the  college  year.  The  taxes  in 
most  places  will  not  exceed  ^150,  and  the  repairs  on  a  new 
house  not  over  {50.  If  the  alumni  association  has  been 
properly  incorporated  there  should  be  no  taxes  at  all. 

The  rent  of  the  house  should  be  fixed  at  such  a  figure  as 
to  produce  a  small  sinking-fund  which  should  be  faithfully 
used  for  the  reduction  of  the  mortgage. 

If  a  benevolent  builder  can  not  be  found  to  take  the 
second  mortgage  of  ^2,500,  it  may  be  split  into  100  bonds  at 
I25  each;  the  mortgage  being  given  as  security.  These  can 
be  readily  disposed  of  among  the  alumni  and  friends  of  the 
chapter,  and  can  be  paid  off  as  the  money  is  collected  in 
the  sinking-fund. 

The  difficulty  about, this  matter  lies  in  the  fact  that  the 
undergraduates  are  too  apt  to  regard  the  body  of  alumni  as 
a  great  impersonal  entity,  from  whom  funds  to  build 
chapter-houses  can  be  obtained  for  the  asking.  The  alumni 
are  generous — splendidly  so  in  many  cases — but  ''God  helps 
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those  who  help  themselves,"  is  a  motto  applicable  with 
peculiar  force  to  this  form  of  fraternity  enterprise.  The 
chapters  must  commence  this  work  themselves.  At  least 
fifteen  of  our  chapters  could  acquire  the  title  to  their  houses 
during  the  current  year  if  they  would  make  an  effort  to  do  St). 
But  talking  about  it  and  wishing  some  good  fairy  would 
present  them  with  houses  will  not  produce  the  result  desired. 

We  reprint  on  another  page  an  account  of  a  disgraceful  oc- 
currence at  a  chapter-house  of  another  fraternity*  in  a  distant 
state,  and  we  have  made  some  comment  thereon.  This  is  just 
a  word  of  warning  to  our  chapter-house  committees.  Stamp 
out  promptly  any  tendency  to  misuse  the  privileges  of  your 
house.  Do  not  let  the  boys  get  into  the  habit  of  acting  in  any 
way  other  than  that  incumbent  upon  a  gentleman  when  a  guest 
at  a  respectable  private  house.  Keep  out  the  whisky  bottle  and 
expel  the  man  who  introduces  it.  Discipline  the  man  who  first 
tells  a  filthy  story.  Be  on  your  guard.  We  know  that  harm 
comes  more  from  carelessness  than  intent ;  therefore  be  not 
careless.     Keep  clean  in  morals  and  sober  in  deportment. 


^Jnst  &•  we  were  closing  our  forms  for  the  press,  we  received  word  from  the  author- 
ities of  the  fraternity  concerned  that  the  chapter  was  not  concerned  in  the  matter  at  all ; 
that  the  fiscts  were  that  a  member  of  the  fraternity  not  then  connected  with  the  nniver- 
sity  was  sleeping  alone  in  the  chapter-house,  during  the  vacation.  That  one  evening  he 
invited  two  men  to  spend  the  evening  with  him.  They  came  and  brought  two  women  with 
them,  the  party  became  drunic  and  were  arrested  and  fined.  The  newspaper  reports  were 
much  exaggerated  and  the  indecent  features  so  carefully  detailed  did  not  exist,  except  in 
the  imagination  of  the  reporter. 
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DICKINSON    COLLEGE. 

Dickinson  began  her  one  hundred  and  eighteenth  year  under 
very  favorable  circumstances,  although  the  freshman  class  is 
somewhat  smaller  than  it  has  been  for  the  last  two  years,  and 
good  fraternity  material  was  rather  scarce.  This  caused  all  the 
fraternities  to  center  their  efforts  on  the  few  good  men  of  the 
class. 

A  S  came  back  this  year  with  thirteen  men.  We  were  unfor- 
tunate in  losing  Gifford,  *02,  who  goes  to  Wesleyan,  and 
Snodgrass,  *02,  who  enters  Columbia.  We  were  somewhat 
handicapped  by  the  fact  that  we  had  no  pledged  men  among 
the  preps.  Knowing  that  we  would  have  to  work,  and  work 
hard,  every  man  started  in  with  a  will,  and  by  the  hardest  kind 
of  rushing  we  landed  the  three  best  men  in  the  freshman  class. 
We  are  glad  to  introduce  to  the  fraternity  George  Cookman 
Watson,  Windsor,  Fla. ;  Archibald  J.  Holmes,  Harrisburg,  Pa., 
and  J.  Elmer  Watts,  Lewisburg,  Pa.  All  of  these  men  were  bid 
by  nearly  every^  fraternity  in  college. 

In  the  preparatory  school,  too,  we  were  successful,  having 
pledged  three  fine  boys  for  next  year's  class.  We  now  have  four 
pledged  men;  Robert  Huntsinger,  whom  we  pledged  last  year, 
Ross  McCulloch,  Robert  Powell,  and  Kenneth  Appenzellar,  a 
brother  of  Appenzellar,  '99.  These  boys  were  all  invited  to  join 
the  other  fraternities  here. 

We  have  moved  into  larger  and  more  convenient  rooms,  and 
have  had  the  furnishings  done  over.

Our  chapter  is  in  a  good  condition  and,  while  we  have 
only  eight  members,  we  believe  it  has  many  advantages  over 
a  larger  chapter  in  a  college  of  this  size. 

We  have  two  men  on  the  football  team  this  season,  who 
will  play  quarter-back  and  guard.

Townes  is  practicing  law  in  Austin,  Tex.;  Khleber  H.  Beall 
is  a  student  at  the  Fort  Worth  University,  and  Ford  C.  With- 
erspoon  is  in  the  grain  business  with  his  father  at  Denton, 
Tex.  We  have  initiated  six  excellent  men  and  have  not  yet 
closed  the  polls.  The  new  brothers  are  Clifford  G.  Beckham, 
'02,  and  Robert  E.  Harding,  '04,  of  Forth  Worth,  Tex.; 
Thomas  J.  Caldwell,  '04,  and  Walter  D.  Caldwell,  '04,  of 
Austin,  Tex.;  Frank  N.  Danforth,  '04,  of  Goliad,  Tex.,  and 
Bob  Andrews,  '03,  of  Dallas,  Texas. 

We  have  had  every  success  with  our  new  chapter-house  and 
are  beginning  to  realize  the  great  advantages  connected  with  it, 
that  before  meant  absolutely  nothing  to  us.  ^  A  6  have  moved 
into  a  new  house  this  year,  while  K  2  have  given  up  the  one 
they  had  last  year.

The  affair  turned  out 
to  be  a  success  in  every  way. 

Bro.  Gilbert,  '00,  has  accepted  the  position  of  professor  in 
Latin  and  mathematics  in  Dickinson  Preparatory  School.  Bro. 
McKeehan,  '97,  has  recently  returned  from  Paris,  where  he  was 
acting  in  the  capacity  of  United  States  judge,  at  the  exposition. 
Bro.  McKeehan  received  his  appointment  last  May,  and  resigned 
from  the  faculty  of  the  Preparatory  School  to  accept. 

This  promises  to  be  the  banner  year  in  the  history  of  A  S,  as 
all  the  fellows  seem  to  be  taking  hold  with  a  will,  and  the 
alumnae  of  town  and  faculty  are  taking  a  great  interest  in  us. 
We  are  not  left  out  when  it  comes  to  college  honors.  We  have 
Hahn  and  Powell  on  the  football  team,  Brown  and  Holmes  on 
the  glee  club.

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'*It  is  reported  in  Yale  circles/*  says  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
Quarterly y  *'that  the  chapter  of  Zeta  Psi  there  recently 
attempted  to  lift  the  juniors  and  seniors  of  Beta  Theta  Pi, 
and  would  have  succeeded  but  for  the  timely  interference  of 
several  Beta  professors  on  the  Yale  faculty,  who  brought  the 
matter  before  the  Campaign  Committee  of  Psi  Upsilon,  Delta 
Kappa  Epsilon,  and  Alpha  Delta  Phi,  who  called  a  halt  on 
Zeta  Psi." 

The  foregoing  item  has  begun  the  rounds  of  the  fraternity 
press.  Some  wise  man  once  said  that  a  lie  can  never  be  over- 
taken. Consequently  we  do  not  see  much  good  in  denying  the 
allegations  of  the  item.  Merely  as  a  matter  of  record  we  state 
that  there  isn't  a  word  of  truth  in  it.  No  such  attempt  has 
been  made.  Our  chapter  at  Yale  doesn't  need  any  defenders, 
but  as  a  matter  of  fact  Z  ^  and  all  the  other  junior  societies 
combined  could  not  lift  our  men,  and  they  know  it.  Today  at 
Yale  B  0  n  is  the  only  Greek-letter  society  which  is  attempting 
to  run  a  regular  fraternity  chapter  as  the  term  is  understood 
elsewhere.     We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  it  is  succeeding. 


Several  correspondents  have  sent  us  the  following  clipping 
from  a  recent  number  of  a  Chicago  daily: 

We  omit  the  name  of  the  university  and  of  the  fraternity. 

*'  Fraternity  life  at  the  University  of  *  *  *  has  received 
a  severe  blow. 

'  *  The  handsome  home  of  the  *  *  *  has  been  raided  by  the 
police,  who  found  there  a  party  of  men  and  women  giving  an 
imitation  of  the  Seeley  dinner.  In  the  reception  room,  where 
students,  professors,  and  distinguished  guests  have  been  accus- 
tomed to  congregate,  a  woman,  high  in  the  social  life  of  *  *  *, 
was  impersonating  Little  Egypt  in  a  state  that  would  have 
shamed  the  original.  Standing  on  a  table  of  polished  oak  that 
reflected  her  form,  this  woman  pirouetted  and  whirled  in  a  mad 
jig.  Her  long  hair  covered  her  shoulders  and  her  face  was 
flushed  with  wine.  Seated  on  the  arm  of  a  great  leather  chair, 
a  young  girl,  also  unclad,  waited  for  her  turn  to  dance  before 
the  drunken  young  men,  who  applauded  every  movement  of  the 
amateur  Little  Egypt. 
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"When  the  oflScers  broke  through  the  barred  doors  they 
stopped  aghast,  for  the  Little  Egypt,  who  stood  for  a  moment 
motionless  on  the  table,  they  recognized  as  the  wife  of  a  promi- 
nent business  man,  and  the  girl,  who  sat  unabashed  among  the 
young  men,  they  knew  to  be  the  daughter  of  a  wealthy  contractor, 
a  leader  in  one  of  the  most  exclusive  of  the  younger  social  sets. 
The  spectators,  who  were  acting  as  hosts  at  the  dinner,  stopped 
their  applause  at  the  appearance  of  the  police.  Even  the  most 
intoxicated  one  was  sobered. 

"There  was  an  anxious  quarter-hour  for  the  banqueters  and 
a  hasty  parley  with  the  police,  who  announced  that  every  one  in 
the  room  was  under  arrest.  At  this  point  a  young  architect, 
who  was  in  a  less  intoxicated  condition  than  any  of  his  compan- 
ions, tried  to  make  terms.  After  a  long  discussion  the  young 
architect  promised  to  pay  all  fines  that  might  be  assessed 
against  the  members  of  the  party,  the  oflBcers  agreeing  to  return 
to  the  police  station  with  one  prisoner  as  security  and  to  enter 
charges  against  six  of  the  guests.  The  police  waited  until  the 
women  had  dressed  and  left  the  house,  and  then  the  patrol 
wagon  went  back  to  the  station  with  a  single  prisoner.  The 
officers  entered  names,  all  fictitious,  on  the  trial  docket  as  those 
of  the  men  and  women  arrested  for  disorderly  conduct.  No 
statements  were  made,  and  the  squire  entered  fines  of  $3  and 
costs  against  each.  The  total  bill  was  $33 — they  charge  $1  fare 
in  the  *  *  *  patrol  wagon  incidentally — and  it  was  promptly 
paid,  as  the  young  architect  had  agreed." 

Sooner  or  later  we  expected  that  some  incident  of  this  kind 
would  occur.  When  the  chapter-house  system  was  in  its 
infancy,  nearly  twenty  years  ago,  it  was  commonly  predicted 
that  chapter-house  privacy  would  be  used  as  a  cloak  for  all  sorts 
of  immoralities.  Be  it  said  for  the  glory  of  the  fraternities  that 
the  prediction  has  proven  to  be  untrue.  Wide  publicity  is 
always  given  to  everything  sensational,  especially  if  it  is  sala- 
cious, but  nevertheless,  this  is  only  the  second  time  to  our 
knowledge  that  anything  of  the  kind  has  occurred.  A  number, 
we  believe,  much  below  what  might  fairly  be  expected  when  the 
average  wealth  and  the  opportunity  for  mischief  of  the  fraternity 
man  is  considered.  We  earnestly  hope  that  the  authorities  of 
the  fraternity  concerned  in  the  doings  referred  to  in  the  clipping 
will  investigate  the  matter  thoroughly,  and  if  they  find  the  offen- 
ders guilty,  punish  them  by  public  expulsion.  If,  on  the  con- 
trary, they  find  them  innocent,  we  hope  they  will  promptly  sue 
the  newspaper  publishing  the  item  for  libel.  Every  fraternity 
man  has,  or  should  have,  an  intense  interest  in  denouncing  and 
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eradicating  such  evils.  We  know  men  will  not  cease  to  be 
wicked  because  they  are  admitted  to  fraternity  membership,  but 
they  should  be  compelled  to  respect  their  membership  suffi- 
ciently not  to  use  fraternity  facilities  to  exploit  immoralities.* 


In  the  June  number  of  the  Scroll  of  <^  A  0  a  number  of  the 
chapter  correspondents  mentioned,  evidently  in  response  to  a 
request  from  the  editor,  the  names  of  the  two  rivals  which  they 
deemed  strongest  at  their  respective  institutions.  It  may  be 
of  interest  to  the  Betas  to  know  that  they  were  named  in  this 
list  at  the  following  thirteen  colleges  :  Washington  and  Jef- 
ferson, Dickinson,  Ohio  Wesleyan,  Ohio  State,  Cincinnati, 
DePauw,  Northwestern,  Chicago,  Knox,  Kansas,  Texas,  Cali- 
fornia, and  Stanford.  As  a  companion  to  B  0  II  in  this  pair 
<^  K  ^  was  mentioned  four  times,  <^  F  A  three  times,  and  S  X, 
A  A  «,  K  S,  S  N,  A  K  E  and  X  «  each  once. 


It  is  a  gross  error  to  judge  a  college  fraternity  by  the 
quantity  of  large  and  the  scarcity  of  small — ^we  say  small,  and 
not  weak — institutions  on  its  chapter-roll.  It  would  be  an  easy 
matter  to  organize  a  new  fraternity,  and  place  its  chapters  only 
in  the  largest  institutions.  This  would  not  make  a  great  fra- 
ternity. The  mere  fact  that  a  Texas  burro  is  entered  in  a  2.04 
trot  does  not  make  the  brute  a  thoroughbred,  but  the  two- 
minute  horse  is  a  thoroughbred  wherever  you  find  him.  It  is 
vastly  more  important  to  any  fraternity  to  be  first-class  in 
every  institution  where  it  is  represented  than  to  be  in  every 
first-class  institution.  It  is  well  to  remember,  too,  that  the 
value  of  an  institution  as  a  fraternity  field  is  not  entirely  deter- 
mined by  its  size  or  its  wealth,  any  more  than  the  standing  of 
an  individual  is  thus  fixed.  There  are  other  considerations. 
But  to  go  back  to  the  text.  What  is  most  important  to  Phi 
Kappa  Psi  is  to  have  each  of  her  chapters  first  in  its  own 
institution.  The  nearer  we  approximate  that  result,  the  more 
honorable  will  membership  in  the  fraternity  become,  and  the 
more  prominent  the  place  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi  among  American 
Greek  letter  societies. — From  The  Shield  of  <^  K  ^. 


The  current  number  of  the  Delta,  the  journal  of  %  N,  con- 
tains some  interesting  statistics  concerning  that  fraternity.  The 
fraternity  was  founded  in  1869  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,

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but  did  little  or  nothing  until  i88i»  when  it  started  upon  a  career 
of  wide-spread  expansion.  The  living  chapters  are  located  at 
Virginia,  Georgia,  Alabama,  North  Georgia  Agricultural  College, 
Washington  and  Lee,  Central  University,  Bethany,  Mercer, 
Kansas,  Emory,  Bethel,  Lehigh,  Missouri,  Vanderbilt,  Texas, 
Louisiana  State,  North  Carolina,  Tulane,  DePauw,  Alabama  A. 
and  M.  College,  Purdue,  Ohio  State,  Stanford,  Lombard,  Indi- 
ana, Mt.  Union,  Central  (Mo.),  California,  low^,  William  Jewell, 
North  Carolina  Agricultural,  Rose  Polytechnic,  Albion,  Georgia 
Technology,  Washington,  Northwestern  University,  Vermont, 
Stevens,  Lafayette — thirty-nine  in  all. 

Of  these  it  is  stated  that  chapter-houses  are  owned  by  the 
chapters  at  Louisiana  State  (*i887),  Stanford  (1891),  Cali- 
fornia (1892),  and  Ohio  State  (1891),  and  rented  by  the  chapters 
at  Georgia  (1873),  Lehigh  (1884),  Missouri  (1886),  DePauw 
(1890),  Indiana  (1892),  Purdue  (1891),  Mt.  Union  (1892), 
Northwestern  University  (1898),  and  Lafayette  (1900). 

The  inactive  chapters  were  at  Virginia  Military  Institute, 
1869-88;  Bailey  Law  School,  1871-71;  Tarboro,  N.  C,  1871- 
72;  Howard,  1879-99;  South  Carolina,  1886-97;  South  Carolina 
Military  Academy,  1886-91;  Cornell  College,  1888-93;  Yale, 
1889-90;  University  of  the  South,  1889-93;  Missouri  Valley 
College,  1891-96;  Drake  University,  1891-94;  Upper  Iowa  Uni- 
versity, 1891-94;  Southwest  Kansas  College,  1892-97;  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  1894-97;  University  of  Chicago,  1895-98. 

The  chapter  having  the  largest  membership  is  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Alabama,  225.  In  1899-1900,  the  chapters  initiated 
274  members,  of  whom  thirteen  are  classed  as  sub  rosa.  The  total 
membership  to  date  is  3,462. 


The  editor  desires  to  call  to  the  attention  of  undergraduates 
the  importance  of  carefully  planned  vacation  campaigning  for 
the  fraternity.  The  rushing  season  with  a  well-regulated  chap- 
ter ought  to  begin  before  the  opening  of  the  college  year  in  the 
institution  which  holds  aloft  the  banner  of  Phi  Kappa  Psi.  It 
ought  to  open  before  the  close  of  the  year,  through  correspond- 
ence with  the  alumni  of  the  chapter,  with  a  view  to  knowing 
what  new  material  for  the  fraternity  is  likely  to  appear  on  the 
campus  in  the  autumn,  and  to  an  investigation  of  and  acquaint- 
ance with  prospective  recruits  during  the  summer  months. 

*'  The  Shield  "  has  in  mind  one  chapter  of  the  fraternity  which 
achieved  unusual  success  last  fall  by  reason  of  having  appointed, 
before  the  close  of  the  college  year,  a  "spiking  "  committee  which 
early  in  the  summer  located  most  of  the  desirable  material  for

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the  autumnal  rushing  season,  and  placed  in  the  field  a  sort  of 
walking  delegate  who  visited  the  various  towns  where  these  pro- 
spective Phi  Psis  lived,  learned  something  of  them  in  their  own 
homes,  and  made  an  acquaintance  which  stood  the  chapter  well 
in  hand  later  in  the  year. 

With  such  methods,  there  is  no  excuse  for  any  chapter  of 
the  fraternity  pleading  lack  of  new  material  as  an  excuse  for 
numbers  which  come  near  the  danger  line.  If  good  material  is 
scarce,  the  more  active  should  be  the  effort  to  secure  as  much  of 
it  as  possible  for  Phi  Kappa  Psi.

His  horse  stepped  into  a  hole  and 
sank.  Lieutenant  Femald  sprang  from  his  back  and  attempted 
to  swim  ashore,  but  the  current  was  swift,  and  weighted  as 
he  was  with  his  arms  and  accoutrements,  he  sank  and  was 
drowned. 

When  Thomas  T.  Crittenden,  Centre  *^^,  was  governor  of 
Missouri,  he  had  a  colored  hostler  who  always  stood  much  in 
awe  of  his  employer.  One  of  his  traits  was  that  he  was  unduly 
apologetic  about  trifles;  but  one  night,  when  the  Governor's 
favorite  horse  died,  the  old  negro  was  in  a  dire  dilemma,  and 
the  case  apparently  was  beyond  the  man's  power  of  palliation. 
He  wandered  aimlessly  about  the  stable  yard  for  a  long  time, 
fearing  to  break  the  news  to  his  employer.  Finally  he  mus- 
tered suflScient  courage  to  approach  the  Governor.  When  he 
had  turned  his  hat  around  several  times  in  his  hands  and  had 
swallowed  equally  often,  he  said: 

"Guvnor,  that  yere  black  boss  of  yours  ain't  a-goin'  to  live 
berry  long."    The  Governor  looked  in  surprise  and  asked: 

**What  makes  you  think  that,  Ben?" 

"Case  he  am  dead,"  the  negro  said  laconically.

Arthur  Draper  Rich,  Michigan  '51,  for  fifty  years  a  resident 
of  Chicago,  and  during  most  of  that  time  a  leading  member  of 
the  Chicago  bar,  died  at  his  residence,  6510  Harvard  avenue, 
Chicago,  October  12.  Mr.  Rich  relinquished  his  practice  about 
five  years  ago  and  had  been  in  failing  health  for  the  past  two 
years,  but  his  fatal  illness  was  of  only  two  days'  duration.  Mr. 
Rich  was  bom  in  Ticonderoga,  N.  Y.,  November  25,  1827.  His 
father  was  Larned  Rich,  of  Richville,  Vt.,  and  his  mother  was 
Amanda  Pearce,  of  Bolton,  N.  Y.  He  was  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Michigan  in  1851,  and  he  won  his  master's  degree 
in  1854.  Going  to  Chicago  upon  his  graduation,  Mr.  Rich 
entered  the  law  offices  of  Judd  &  Wilson,  and  in  1853  he  was 
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admitted  to  the  bar.  For  forty  years  thereafter  he  was  prominent 
and  successful  in  the  state  and  federal  courts.  Mr.  Rich  married 
Esther  Tenant  Dyckman,  daughter  of  Judge  Evert  B.  Dyckman, 
of  Kalamazoo  county,  Michigan,  in  1856.  He  is  survived  by  the 
widow  and  seven  children — Dr.  Albert  Rich,  of  Riverside,  111., 
Michigan  '91;  Evert  Rich,  of  Ramona,  Cal.;  Dr.  Frank  D. 
Rich,  of  Manistee,  Mich.,  Michigan  '93  ;  Rev.  Louis,  Ben  C, 
Michigan  '96,  and  William  B.  Rich,  Michigan  '97,  and  Mrs. 
Leigh  Reilly,  of  Chicago. 

Dr.  Theodore  T.  Munger,  Western  Reserve  '51,  pastor  of 
the  leading  Congregational  Church  in  New  Haven,  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Yale  and  widely  known  as  an  author, 
has  resigned  his  pastorate,  apropos  of  which  The  Outlook  of 
October  13  has  the  following  editorial : 

There  occasionally  appears  in  the  pulpit  a  man  of  such 
peculiar  power  that  the  ministry  in  his  own  local  parish  is  insig- 
nificant compared  with  that  which  through  that  parish  he  ren- 
ders to  the  country  or  the  world.  Such  a  man  was  Horace 
Bushnell  in  Hartford,  James  Martineau  in  Liverpool,  and  Fred- 
erick D.  Maurice  in  London.  Such  a  man  has  been  Theodore 
T.  Munger.  None  of  them  popular  preachers  in  the  common 
acceptation  of  that  term,  none  of  them  men  to  sway  the  multi- 
tude by  scenic  rhetoric,  passionate  emotion,  or  personal  mag- 
netism, they  have  been  for  that  very  reason  the  better  fitted  to 
be  thought-leaders  in  a  time  when  the  church  needed  leadership 
from  the  pulpit,  and  the  supply  was  not  adequate  for  the 
demand.  This  is  not  the  time  nor  place  for  any  critical  estimate 
of  the  powers  of  Dr.  Munger,  or  the  value  of  his  services  to  the 
Church.  It  must  be  enough  to  say  that  it  would  be  difficult  to 
mention  any  man  of  our  time  in  America  who  has  done  more  to 
maintain  and  strengthen  spiritual  faith  in  the  things  that  are 
to  remain,  at  a  time  when  traditional  beliefs,  true  and  false,  were 
receiving  such  a  testing  as  has  led  some  to  abandon  their  faith 
altogether  and  has  threatened  the  faith  of  many  others.  Dr. 
Munger  has  shown  by  his  published  writings  that  mysticism  and 
rationalism,  the  spirit  of  faith  and  the  spirit  of  intelligence,  are 
friends,  not  enemies,  and  the  value  of  this  service  cannot  be 
overestimated.  We  hope  that,  relieved  from  the  cares  of  his 
parish,  he  may  live  long  to  minister  to  the  world  by  his  pen.

BETA  PI  CHAPTER  is  celebrating  the  eleventh  year  of  its 
existence  in  a  new  chapter-house  erected  for  it  by  the 
liberality  of  its  alumni  and  of  other  loyal  Betas  residing 
in  Minnesota.  To  build  a  chapter-house  of  any  descripti6n  so 
soon  after  the  foundation  of  the  chapter  is  an  achievement  of 
which  Beta  Pi  might  well  be  proud;  but  the  character  of  its  new 
home  —  acknowledged  to  be  the  finest  fraternity  house  at  the 
university  —  makes  its  erection  deserving  of  rank  among  the 
most  notable  achievements  in  the  history  of  the  fraternity. 

Architecturally,  it  is  an  exact  reproduction  of  the  Parthenon, 
save  as  to  size  and  materials.  Its  dimensions  are  35  x  65 
feet,   including    the  portico.      The  walls  are  brick  veneer,   the 
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columns  and  cornices  of  timber.  A  very  handsome  general 
effect  has  been  secured  by  careful  attention  to  the  brickwork 
and  painting.  Great  pains  were  taken  to  select  bricks  of  uni- 
form color,  and  these  were  laid  with  colored  mortar  after  a 
unique  method.  The  character  of  the  whole  structure  indicates 
that  it  is  an  abode  for  Greeks,  and  the  particular  clan  to  which 
it  belongs  is  proclaimed  by  a  simple  plate  in  the  tympanum  with 
the  letters  6  011  in  gold  upon  a  maroon  background,  the  colors 
of  the  university.  Two  sets  of  double  doors  in  copper  and  very 
heavy  plate  glass  bear  the  same  letters  in  handsome  mono- 
grams. 

The  entire  first  floor  is  devoted  to  chapter  and  social  life. 
A  wide  hall,  separated  from  the  rooms  on  each  side  by  arches 
only,  leads  to  the  chapter-hall  at  the  rear  of  the  building.  This 
room  is,  as  every  chapter-hall  ought  to  be,  the  largest  and  finest 
in  the  building;  it  has  for  its  length  the  whole  width  of  the 
structure,  35  feet,  and  for  its  width  15  feet.  The  woodwork  is 
of  quartered  oak,  and  the  furniture  is  of  the  same  material.  The 
walls  are  tinted  pink  and  blue  and  are  adorned  with  chapter 
pictures,  banners,  athletic  trophies  and  other  evidences  of  6  11 
achievements.  In  front  of  the  chapter  room  at  the  right  of  the 
hall  are  two  parlors,  on  the  left  a  lounging  room  and  a  wide 
staircase  leading  to  the  second  floor.  The  loungingroom  con- 
tains a  large  fireplace,  a  handsome  mantel  and  a  comfortable 
settle.  Both  mantel  and  settle  are  of  the  same  material  as  the 
rest  of  the  woodwork  outside  of  the  chapter-hall — sycamore 
stained  mahogany.  The  furniture  is  of  mahogany  and  leather; 
the  draperies  of  heavy  red  silk.  The  floors  are  of  hard  maple. 
The  arrangement  of  the  rooms  has  elicited  much  admiration;  by 
opening  two  sliding  doors  the  entire  floor  can  be  thrown  into 
what  is  practically  one  big  room  with  a  number  of  cozy  corners, 
making  splendid  provision  for  dancing  and  receptions. 

The  second  floor  is  divided  into  five  rooms  for  members  who 
desire  to  reside  in  the  house.  Each  room  is  large  enough  to 
accommodate  two  men.  All  have  large  closets  and  are  well 
lighted. 

The  third  floor  is  a  large  hall  planned  for  initiations,  gym- 
nastics and  similar  uses.  At  one  end  of  it  is  a  platform,  which 
can  be  utilized  as  a  stage  for  private  theatricals.  If  it  should 
ever  become  necessary  this  floor  can  be  finished  off  into  about 
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three  rooms  for  residents  in  the  house — an  unlikely  contingency, 
as  6  n  has  always  been  a  **city  chapter." 

The  basement  contains  a  large  dining-room,  pantry,  kitchen, 
matron's  room  and  furnace  room.  The  house  is  heated  by  hot 
water  and  lighted  by  gas  and  electricity.  The  men  who  reside 
in  the  house  run  a  boarding  table  and  at  lunches  are  frequently 
joined  by  a  large  proportion  of  the  chapter  membership. 

As  the  tone  of  this  article  ma}'  indicate,  B  11  is  proud  of  its 
new  home ;  but  its  greatest  pride  is  reserved  for  what  the  home 
represents  in  fraternity  loyalty  and  enthusiasm.  Beta  Pi  chap- 
ter has  never  had  a  wealthy  member,  nor  is  there  in  the  state  a 
Beta  who  would  be  accounted  wealthy  ;  in  view  of  this  fact  a 
statement  of  what  the  property  cost  will  be  free  from  the  appear- 
ance of  boasting  and  will  be  interesting  as  evidence  of  what 
Beta  loyalty  can  do.  As  it  stands  today  the  property,  including 
the  furnishings,  cost  in  actual  outlay  a  little  over  $8,000.  This, 
however,  does  not  represent  the  real  value  of  the  property,  for 
Betas  used  their  wits  as  well  as  their  cash  in  this  enterprise. 
The  house  faces  directly  upon  the  university  campus,  enjoying 
as  good  a  location  as  any  fraternity  can  ever  secure;  this  lot 
cost  only  $830,  but  others  who  desire  an  equally  good  location 
will  have  to  pay  at  least  $3,000.  The  building  cost  a  little  over 
$6,800,  but  it  would  take  about  $8,000  to  duplicate  it  today.  Al- 
most every  item  was  cut  down  below  the  market  value  through 
"pulls"  exerted  by  various  Betas  and  through  *' deals"  of 
which  the  fraternity  was  given  the  entire  advantage. 

In  view  of  the  fact,  already  intimated,  that  this  house  was 
erected  without  any  large  subscriptions,  the  story  of  how  the 
money  was  raised  may  be  of  interest.  The  **talk"  part  of  the 
movement  occupied  about  eight  years,  the  **  action  *'  part  about  a 
year  and  a  half.  The  man  who  forced  us  to  stop  talking  and  begin 
doing  was  Col.  Frank  M.  Joyce,  A,  '82.  At  the  annual  alumni  ban- 
quet in  January,  1899,  when  the  perennial  chapter-house  ques- 
tion was  brought  up,  he  startled  the  brothers  by  telling  them  of 
the  opportunity  to  get  the  lot  and  by  insisting  upon  starting  a 
subscription  paper  for  its  purchase.  Within  a  week  a  small 
payment  was  made  and  the  bargain  closed.  Before  summer 
came  the  money  for  the  lot  had  been  raised  and  paid  over.  At 
that  point  everybody  supposed  the  matter  would  rest  for  a  few 
years,    but  everybody  was  calculating   without    Colonel    Joyce. 
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When  the  next  alumni  banquet  came  he  startled  the  brothers 
still  more  by  announcing  that  he  had  a  scheme  whereby  if  sixty 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  could  be  secured,  a  house  to  cost 
|6,ooo  might  be  erected  immediately.  The  best-informed  men 
smiled  ominously  when  mention  was  made  of  sixty  shares,  but 
this. skepticism  —  which  was  based  upon  knowledge,  not  faith  — 
disappeared  when  the  contagious  enthusiasm  of  Colonel  Joyce 
brought  in  forty-seven  shares  from  the  brothers  present  instead  of 
the  forty  which  he  said  he  expected.  Plans  for  the  building  were 
at  once  secured,  and  with  the  plans  came  irresistible  demands  for 
increased  expenditure.  These  for  a  time  threatened  to  defer  the 
carrying  out  of  the  project,  but  with  each  new  obstacle  in  the 
shape  of  an  expenditure  Colonel  Joyce  came  forward  with  an  ex- 
pedient for  meeting  it.  The  final  result  was  that  one  hundred,  in- 
stead of  sixty,  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  were  subscribed  by 
eighty  Betas,  no  one  person  taking  over  five  shares.  These 
shares  are  represented  by  notes  divided  into  five  annual  instal- 
ments. In  eight  years  at  the  latest  the  entire  indebtedness  will 
have  been  paid. 

The  space  at  my  command  does  not  permit  even  the  naming 
of  the  brothers  who  have  contributed  of  their  time  as  well  as  of 
their  money  to  the  furthering  of  this  enterprise.  Mention  is  due, 
however,  to  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  society 
of  Minnesota,  who  served  as  the  building  committee.  Colonel 
Joyce,  its  president,  whose  services  in  starting  the  movement 
have  been  already  detailed,  was  equally  indefatigable  in  super- 
vising the  erection  of  the  building.  From  personal  observation 
I  can  testify  that  he  visited  it  oftener  than  once  a  day  upon  the 
average.  The  other  members  of  the  board  were  scarcely  less 
active,  each  in  his  own  way:  they  were  R.  M.  Thompson,  B  11, 
'95,  secretary;  C.  L.  Sommers,  B  11,  *90,  treasurer;  F.  D.  Mon- 
fort,  B  A,  *92  ;  M.  A.  Albin,  H,  '8o  ;  C.  T.  Thompson,  A  H,  '73, 
and  E.  F.  Smith,  A  E,  '87. 

With  the  opening  of  its  new  home  B  11  enters  upon  a  new  era 
in  its  history.  Already  enjoying  an  enviable  position  in  the  uni- 
versity, its  house  will  be  of  incalculable  assistance  in  further 
developing  its  strong  chapter  life  and  in  enabling  it  to  obtain 
the  pick  of  the  fraternity  material. 
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FRANK  MELVILLE  JOYCE,  Delta  '82,  was  born  at  Cov- 
ington, Indiana,  and  is  a  son  of  Isaac  W.  Joyce,  of  the 
same  chapter,  one  of  the  most  distinguished  bishops  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  He  received  his  early  edu- 
cation in  the  public  schools  of  La  Fayette,  Indiana,  and  entered 
DePauw  University  (then  Indiana  Asbury  College)  with  the 
class  of  1882.  He  took  a  prominent  part  in  college  life  and 
served  as  major  of  the  cadet  battalion.  He  was  also  captain 
of  the  Asbury  cadets,  the  winners  of  the  first  prize  at  the 
national  military  tournament  held  at  Indianapolis  in  1882. 

Brother  Joyce  located  in  Cincinnati  after  graduation  and 
was  paying  teller  in  the  Queen  City  National  Bank.  He 
then  entered  the  life  insurance  business  with  the  Provident 
Life  and  Trust  Company.  In  1890  he  became  associated 
with  the  Mutual  Benefit  Life  Insurance  Company,  and  in  1894 
was  appointed  general  agent  of  the  company  for  Minnesota, 
North  and  South  Dakota,  with  headquarters  at  Minneapolis. 

While  in  college  he  acquired  a  taste  for  military  affairs 
and  has  ever  since  kept  up  his  interest.  He  served  as  an 
officer  in  the  Indiana  Legion  and  as  a  captain  of  the  ist  Light 
Artillery  of  the  Ohio  National  Guard,  and  saw  active  service 
during  the  Court  House  riots  at  Cincinnati  in  1887.  He  also 
served  for  three  years  as  colonel  on  the  staff  of  Governor 
McKinley,  of  Ohio. 

Colonel  Joyce  was  married  March  20,  1883,  to  Miss  Jessie 
F.  Birch,  a  classmate  and  a  member  of  K  A  0,  and  who  was 
a  daughter  of  Jesse  Birch,  A,  '49.  He  has  four  children — 
two  boys  and  two  girls.  His  oldest  son,  Arthur  Reamy  Joyce, 
is  a  student  at  the  University  of  Minnesota  and  is  a  member 
of  Beta  Pi  chapter. 

Colonel  Joyce  became  a  Beta  at  DePauw  on  September 
27,  1877,  and  has  shown  himself  to  be  of  the  type  which  has 
made  the  fraternity  so  successful.  He  was  business  manager 
of   The  Beta  Theta  Pi   from   1882  to  1885,  editor  and  agent 
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for  the  song  book  from  1888  to  1895,  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  from  1890  to  1892  ;  and  Member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  from  1892  to  1894  He  was  also  president  of  the 
Cincinnati  convention  of  1886.  After  moving  to  Minneapolis, 
Colonel  Joyce  took  an  immediate  and  active  interest  in  the 
local  chapter  and  was  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the  Beta 
Pi  society  of  Minnesota,  and  is  president  of  the  corporation, 
also  of  the  Northwestern  Alumni  Association.  Minnesota  Betas 
are  especially  indebted  to  Brother  Joyce,  for  it  is  due  almost 
entirely  to  his  efforts  that  Beta  Pi  chapter  is  now  occupying 
its  new  home.  He  assumed  entire  charge  of  the  building  of 
the  home  and  to  him  is  due  in  a  very  large  measure  the  credit 
for  the  successful  result.

THEODORE  THORNTON  MUNGER  was  born  at  Bain- 
bridge,  New  York,  March  5,  1830.  His  father  was  a 
physician,  a  graduate  of  Yale  in  1814.  The  family  is 
one  of  the  oldest  in  New  England,  running  back  to  the  time  of 
John  Eliot.  He  prepared  for  college  at  Homer,  N.  Y.,  and  in 
the  Preparatory  Department  of  Western  Reserve  in  Hudson, 
Ohio.       It  was  at   this  latter  place  that    he  was   admitted   to 

Ben. 

He  wished  to  continue  his  college  course  at  Western  Re- 
serve, but  his  father  objected  strongly,  desiring  to  send  him  to 
Yale,  his  own  alma  mater.  Accordingly,  he  entered  Yale  in 
the  class  of  '51  and  was  graduated  in  that  class.  He  completed 
his  course  in  the  Yale  Theological  Seminary  in  1855.  His  work 
here  was  marked  by  his  tendency  toward  original  and  progres- 
sive thinking  along  theological  lines  which  has  manifested  itself 
throughout  his  whole  life. 

He  was  settled  in  1856  over  the  village  church  in  Dorchester, 
Mass.,  where  he  remained  until  i860,  when,  as  he  says,  he  re- 
signed ** chiefly  on  account  of  theological  restlessness."  This 
restlessness  was  so  strong  that  he  contemplated  for  a  while  leav- 
ing the  Congregational  church. 

From  1863  to  i86g  he  was  pastor  of  the  Centre  church  of 
Haverhill,  Mass.  His  resignation  from  this  charge  was  the  re- 
sult of  a  certain  dissatisfaction  felt  in  the  church  with  his  the- 
ology. From  Haverhill  he  went  to  the  Eliot  church  at  Lawrence, 
Mass.,  where  he  enjoyed  a  happy  pastorate  for  four  years,  until 
he  was  obliged  to  go  to  California  by  the  ill  health  of  himself 
and  wife.  He  remained  in  San  Jos6  for  a  year  and  a  half,  build- 
ing a  Congregational  church  in  that  city. 

In  1877  he  was  called  to  the  Congregational  church  at 
North  Adams,  Mass.,  where  he  was  installed  on  December  11  of 
that  year.  Of  this  he  says:  *'In  some  respects  this  was  the 
most  momentous  day  of  my  life."  A  few  weeks  before  this  had 
occurred   the  famous  (or  infamous)    Indian   Orchard   Council. 
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This  council  had  refused  to  settle  the  Rev.  Mr.  Merriam  over  the 
Indian  Orchard  church  on  grounds  of  belief.  This  marked  the 
first  open  rupture  between  the  liberal  and  conservative  branches 
of  the  Congregational  church. 

Dr.  Munger  says :  **The  inhumanity  of  this  decision  moved 
me  deeply,  and  in  the  statement  of  my  theological  belief  to  the 
council  I  substantially  reaffirmed  Mr.  Merriam's  position.'*  This 
council,  however,  though  apparently  not  without  misgivings, 
voted  in  favor  of  settlement.  Says  Dr.  Munger:  '*I  helped  to 
make  it  easier  for  men  of  broad  views  to  secure  pulpits  in  the 
Congregational  churches  of  New  England.** 

For  eight  years  he  enjoyed  a  delightful  pastorate  at  North 
Adams.  In  1885  he  was  called  to  the  United  church  at  New 
Haven.  Again,  at  the  council  for  installation,  the  question  of 
Mr.  Munger's  orthodoxy  was  raised,  but  owing  to  the  decided 
and  favorable  stand  taken  by  President  Porter,  who  was  moder- 
ator of  the  council,  his  settlement  was  insured. 

In  1887  he  became  a  member  of  the  Yale  Corporation,  which 
office  he  still  holds,  and  in  which  he  has  had  a  profound  influence. 
He  received  his  D.D.   from  Illinois  College  in   1883. 

Dr.  Munger  has  written  a  number  of  very  successful  books. 
In  1883  he  published  ** Freedom  of  the  Faith.*'  In  this  he  makes 
a  powerful  plea  for  a  broader  Christianity.  He  develops  the 
idea  of  **the  new  theology."  He  was  the  first  to  use  this  term, 
now  so  well  known  in  theological  circles.  In  1884  he  put  forth 
'*On  the  Threshold."  This  Dr.  Munger  considers  to  be  his  most 
influential  work.  It  is  almost  too  well  known  to  require  comment. 
As  a  book,  in  the  words  of  its  author  to  the  writer,  **  for  a  father 
to  give  to  his  son  "  it  has  few  equals.  It  has  gone  through  thirty- 
two  impressions  from  the  press  of  Houghton,  Mifflin  &  Co.,  and 
has  been  placed  by  them  on  their  well-known  list  of  ** Cam- 
bridge Classics,"  a  rare  honor  for  a  living  author.  In  1885  he 
published  ''Lamps  and  Paths,"  and  in  1887  '*The  Appeal  to 
Life."  This  latter  work  gives  a  clear  expression  to  Dr.  Mun- 
ger's  thought.  In  1898  he  published  the  **Life  of  Horace 
Bushnell."  This  work  has  already  made  for  itself  the  reputa- 
tion of  being  authoritative.  Dr.  Munger  has  had  the  rare*^t 
opportunities  for  becoming  familiar  with  the  life  and  work  of  the 
great  theologian,  and  his  own  sympathy  with  Bushnell's  thought 
makes  him  doubly  fitted  for  the  task  of  writing  this  work.

MY  BROTHERS,  I  give  you  all  greeting  straight  from  a 
loyal  Beta  heart  as  I  rise  tonight  to  talk  to  you  a  little 
while  about  the  tie  that  holds  us  all  together.     I  am 
going  to  tell  you  a  story  first.     It  is  an  old,  old  story,  and  I 
read  it  in  an  old,  old  book. 

Ages  ago,  while  yet  the  world  was  young,  there  lived  a  great 
kiag,  and  the  king  had  a  son.  Now  this  prince  was  young 
and  handsome  and  gentle  and  brave,  as  all  princes  in  tales 
should  be ;  but  he  was  not  happy,  for  the  times  were  troublous^ 
and  besides  he  was  lonely  in  the  splendor  of  his  father's  court. 
Then  the  king  went  to  war  with  another  king,  and  one  day  it 
happened  that  the  two  armies  lay  over  against  each  other 
ready  for  battle.  Then  while  they  waited,  out  from  the  ranks  of 
the  eneniy  there  came  a  great  hero,  and  up  and  down  he  walked, 
clanging  his  sword  on  his  shield  and  derisively  daring  any 
single  opponent  to  do  fight  with  him  :  just  as  Greek  Ajax  used 
to  dare  to  combat  the  valiant  heroes  of  towered  Troy.  And  as 
the  king  and  his  son  looked  on  from  their  tent  door,  they  saw 
for  long  no  soldier  of  theirs  who  would  venture  his  life  ;  until 
at  last  there  was  a  stir  in  the  ranks  and  forth  stepped  a  mere 
lad,  swordless  and  with  no  piece  of  armor  on  him.  He  was  good 
to  look  at,  lithe  and  muscular  and  with  red,  boyish  cheeks. 
But  he  was  evidently  a  peasant  lad,  and  nobody  knew  him  or 
had  seen  him  before.  So  he  strode  toward  the  other  side  and 
his  foe  came  to  meet  him.  It  was  a  short  fight  and  I  need  not 
tell  of  it,  but  the  lad  won  and  came  back  with  the  bloody  head 
of  his  challenger,  cut  off  with  the  slain  hero's  own  sword. 
Straight  up  to  the  monarch's  tent  he  brought  it  and  laid  it  at 
his  feet,  his  own  face  aflame  at  standing  before  the  king,  shy, 
country -bred  lad  that  he  was.  "Who  are  you  ?  "  the  ruler  said  ; 
and  as  the  boy  raised  his  head  to  answer,  he  looked  into  the 
eyes  of  the  young  prince,  standing  straight  and  beautiful  in  his

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golden  armor  by  his  father's  side.  What  he  saw  in  those  eyes 
I  cannot  tell  you,  but  this  is  what  the  story  says:  "And  it 
came  to  pass,  that  when  he  had  made  an  end  of  speaking  unto 
Saul,  that  the  soul  of  Jonathan  was  knit  with  the  soul  of  David, 
and  Jonathan  loved  him  as  his  own  soul."  And  yet  the  two 
were  utter  strangers,  and  one  was  a  prince,  the  other  a  peasant. 
Do  you  ask  me  how  it  came  about  ?  I  do  not  know.  I  could 
as  soon  tell  you  what  sends  a  bobolink  into  the  sky  on  a  sunny 
May  morning,  to  drop  earthward  again  amid  the  golden  bells 
of  his  own  chiming  song.  But  this  is  true,  that  the  subtle  thing 
which  made  David  and  Jonathan  love  each  other  makes  possible 
the  existence  of  such  a  fraternity  as  the  one  we  all  joy  to  call 
our  own  :  it  is  the  miracle  of  brotherhood  ! 

I  am  filled  with  amazement  every  time  I  stop  to  think  what 
fraternity  life  really  stands  for.  Incredible  as  it  appears,  the 
existence  of  the  fraternity  principle  means  that  without  any 
tangible  object  in  view,  but  dependent  solely  upon  that  most 
delicate  and  sensitive  tie  that  makes  men  delight  in  each  other, 
there  has  been  founded  and  is  being  maintained,  a  widely 
extended  and  intricate  organization  that  touches  intimately  the 
lives  of  thousands  of  men  who  stand  for  the  very  highest  culture 
and  intelligence;  it  means  that  these  men  coming  together 
singly  or  in  numbers  shall  instantly  be  admitted  to  each  other's 
friendship  and  confidence ;  it  means  that  college  students  in  the 
years  when  tempers  are  hottest  and  wills  strongest  shall  meet 
not  only  in  the  occasional  manner  common  to  other  fraternal 
societies,  but  shall  be  tried  by  daily  and  hourly  contact  and 
association  with  their  fellows,  and  shall  undergo  even  that  su- 
premest  test  of  friendship  which  is  involved  in  living  together ; 
it  means  that  young  men  shall  thrill  at  the  magic  touch  of 
hands  clasped  in  the  grip,  and  that  old  men  shall  live  their  lost 
youth  over  again  at  the  flash  of  a  jeweled  badge.  All  those 
ordinary  natural  barriers  that  keep  men  apart  inevitably — lack 
of  acquaintance,  differences  in  taste,  social  and  sectional  distinc- 
tions— these  in  the  presence  of  the  spirit  of  brotherhood  are  as 
though  they  had  never  been.  Is  it  too  much  to  call  it  a 
miracle  ? 

I  suppose  every  man  feels  that  these  things  are  true  of  his 
fraternity.  I  do  not  know.  But  this  I  am  sure  of,  that  every 
Beta  feels  them  true  in  a  peculiar  and  salient  way  of  his  own 
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association.  As  the  years  continue  to  widen  the  gulf  between 
me  and  my  active  college  days,  I  become  more  and  more 
persuaded  that  in  Beta  Theta  Pi  as  in  no  single  one  of  our 
kindred  fraternities  there  is  a  tenderness  of  appreciation  for  the 
fraternity  spirit,  a  loyalty  of  regard  for  the  fraternity  ideals,  and 
a  strength  of  endurance  in  the  fraternity  sentiment.  I  have  yet 
to  hear  from  a  Beta  what  I  heard  from  a  member  of  another 
great  brotherhood  who  could  not  be  sure  of  his  fraternity's 
name,  or  from  a  second,  only  the  other  day,  who  told  me  he 
had  not  heard  or  thought  fraternity  for  so  long  that  he  hardly 
knew  what  the  word  meant. 

Year  after  year  I  find  a  new  and  fresh  interest  in  watching 
the  oncoming  wave  of  young  life  as  it  sweeps  in  and  breaks  on 
the  university  shore.  They  come  from  everywhere,  these 
nameless  throngs ;  some  from  homes  made  beautiful  with  the 
refinements  of  culture  and  luxury,  some  from  the  workaday  life 
of  ''the  average  man,"  some  are  rich  and  some  are  poor,  some 
wise  and  old  in  what  the  world  has  to  teach,  some  with  every 
least  thing  yet  to  learn.  On  equal  terms  they  find  themselves 
at  this  democratic  college  of  ours  with  a  fair  field  and  no  favors 
and  all  alike  in  one  thing,  an  absolute  ignorance  on  the  vital 
point — how  to  get  in  !  It  seems  a  simple  thing  to  follow  the 
directions  you  had  read  many  times  even  before  you  came,  but 
there  are  so  many  difficulties  you  had  not  counted  upon.  I . 
need  not  describe  the  feeling  to  any  of  you.  Hours  slip  away 
and  you  are  still  **out;**  everyone  except  yourself  seems  to 
know  where  to  go  and  what  to  do ;  you  are  sick  of  strange  faces 
and  could  heartily  wish  yourself  away  from  it  all  and  back  in 
your  home  town,  and  then  up  comes  a  kind-faced  fellow  who 
tells  you  his  name,  takes  you  in  hand,  guides  you  from  room  to 
room,' talks  for  you  to  the  worried  and  weary  professors  who 
have  been  tired  out  of  their  natural  amiability,  helps  you  to 
arrange  your  troublesome  recitation  schedule,  and  presently 
comforts  you  with  the  assurance  that  now  you  are  all  right. 
You  do  not  know  what  to  make  of  him,  you  have  never  seen 
him  before ;  but  you  accept  his  service  in  a  grateful  if  dazed 
manner  and  keep  wondering  how  he  happened  to  run  up 
against  you.  Though  I  live  to  be  old,  I  shall  never  be  thank- 
ful enough  to  the  good-natured  sophomore  who  reached  me  as 
I  sank  for  the  third  time  beneath  the  waves  of  despair  and 
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pulled  me  safely  out  upon  the  solid  banks  of  a  happy  matricu- 
lation. I  wondered  at  him  for  several  days  before  I  began  to 
see  things. 

The  next  morning  by  some  curious  accident  your  blessed 
helper  of  the  day  before  runs  across  you  again,  and  presently 
you  find  yourself  being  introduced  to  numbers  of  pleasant 
fellows,  who  all  seem  to  take  a  strange  interest  in  you  and  show 
it  by  asking  you  the  very  same  questions.  But  you  smile 
patiently  and  try  not  to  mind  repeating  for  the  twentieth  time 
that  you  have  a  pleasant  room  and  that  you  have  your  work  all 
arranged  and  that  you  know  that  you  will  like  it  at  college. 
And  somehow,  as  time  goes  on,  you  find  yourself  meeting  these 
same  men  wherever  you  happen  to  be,  and  then  one  happy 
morning,  it  may  be  after  days  or  weeks  or  even  months  of  the 
new  life,  you  are  taken  aside  mysteriously  and  made  aware  that 
twenty  men,  extremely  hard  to  please,  tenderly  proud  of  their 
association  and  jealous  of  its  future,  entirely  select  and,  in  the 
language  of  the  corresponding  secretary  to  his  magazine  editor 
"easily  in  the  lead  of  all  fraternity "  rivals,  have  come  to  the 
remarkable  conclusion  that  you  are  worthy  to  be  made  one  of 
them.  You  had  guessed  it  before,  or  at  least  you  had  hoped  it, 
but  you  do  not  see  how  it  came  about,  you  cannot  understand 
what  they  have  seen  in  you  or  why  they  want  you.  Dear  boy, 
of  course  not.     It  is  the  miracle  of  brotherhood  ! 

And  then  you  go  in  !  And  when  it  is  over  somebody  pins  a 
little  shining  badge  on  you  and  all  these  fellows  whom  you 
admire  so  tremendously  crowd  around  and  lovingly  give  you 
the  new  grip,  and  you  don't  know  what  to  say,  only  you  are  so 
happy  you  could  cry  for  joy.  And  you  feel  that  with  these 
fellows  to  back  you,  you  could  front  the  whole  world  without 
fear. 

But  it  is  not  until  you  have  been  in  the  chapter  a  while 
that  you  begin  to  appreciate  what  your  new  brother  will  really 
do  for  you.  Shall  I  tell  you  some  of  the  things  ?  He  will  smoke 
your  best  tobacco  with  a  self-sacrifice  that  brings  tears  to  your 
eyes.  He  will  wear  your  number  seven  tennis  shoes  on  his 
eight-and-a-half  feet ;  indeed  the  social  communism  induced  by 
chapter-house  life  would  put  that  of  a  Shaker  settlement  to 
shame.  The  other  day,  as  I  ascended  the  veranda  steps,  I  met 
one  coming  down  arrayed  in  an  inflamed  sweater,  with  a  tennis 
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racket  in  one  hand,  a  water  bottle  in  the  other  and  his  mouth 
full  of  crackers.     I  could  not  resist. 

"Whose  sweater  is  that  ?  "     I  grinned. 

"The  Duke's,**  he  answered  comfortably. 

"Whose  racket  have  you  ?  " 

"Smitty's.** 

"Where  did  you  get  those  shoes  ?  ** 

"They're  Toughey's.** 

"Is  that  your  cap  ?'* 

"No,  it's  Nob's.  What's  the  matter  with  you  anyhow?" 
as  he  started  for  the  court. 

"  Have  you  got  on  anything  of  your  own  ?  "  I  jibed. 

"  Not  much.  Why  ?  "  And  he  disappeared.  Why,  indeed  ! 
I  did  not  say  why,  but  inwardly  I  was  roaring  with  Homeric 
laughter.  What  other  man's  clothes  would  you  calmly  and 
with  impunity  appropriate  save  your  fraternity  brother's  ?  And 
you  know  he  does  not  mind  it,  because  he  loves  you.  Indeed, 
he  will  take  your  own  whenever  he  needs  them.  This,  too,  is 
the  miracle  of  brotherhood  ! 

And  there  are  other  things  your  brother  will  do  for  you. 
He  will  give  j'ou  a  loving  and  abominable  nickname  that  will  stick 
to  you  for  life  and  follow  you  into  the  tomb  ;  if  you  have  too 
much  self-esteem  he  will  promptly  reduce  it  by  a  course  of 
vigorous  and  effective  "kidding";  if  you  have  too  little,  he  will 
encourage  it  by  showing  you  how  a  man  with  proper  self-respect 
should  carry  himself  ;  he  will  take  dances  with  the  out-of-town 
girl  you  bring  to  the  hop,  and  he  will  lend  you  money  when  your 
check  does  not  come — if  he  has  any!  He  may  not  often  praise 
you  to  your  face,  but  rest  assured  he  does  it  behind  your  back  ; 
he  will  take  pride  in  your  victories  and  console  you  in  your 
defeats. 

And  then,  one  sunny  June  morning  you  wake  up  at  home  in 
your  own  bed,  the  good  old  bed  that  you  have  scarcely  lain  in 
during  four  years,  and  it  begins  to  dawn  on  you  that  the  whole 
thing  is  over  and  you  are  out  of  it.  You  do  not  like  to  think 
that  the  next  time  you  go  back  you  will  find  another  fellow 
cutting  his  initials  and  his  fraternity  monogram  on  the  arm  of 
your  chair  in  the  history  class ;  it  grieves  you  to  know  that 
hereafter  it  can  never  be  a  heart-breaking  matter,  even  if  your 
football  team  does  lose  a  game;    you  are  going  to  miss  the 
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influence  of  all  those  men  who,  despite  their  faults,  tried  to  do 
you  good  during  your  stay.  Oh,  there  are  hosts  of  things  to 
regret.  But  this  I  venture,  that  the  one  loss  over  which  your 
heart  will  ache  most  will  be  the  loss  of  "the  boys."  Nothing 
can  take  the  place  of  that,  and  you  will  find  with  me  that,  in 
some  one  else's  words,  '<the  influences  most  potent  and  helpful 
and  sweetest  to  remember"  all  go  back  to  "the  touch  of  arm 
in  arm  on  the  college  campus,  the  simmerings  of  thought  and 
heart  ^t  the  hearthstone  of  a  friend." 

And  when  you  come  to  reckon  up  what  your  college  life  has 
given  you,  I  think  you  will  not  take  your  chiefest  delight  in  the 
knowledge  that  you  can  read  Horace  at  sight,  or  that  you  can 
design  a  bridge  or  install  an  electrical  railway,  or  that  you  know 
the  history  of  the  coinage  system.  I  think  you  will  joy  in  the 
recollection  of  the  Beta  yell.  It  is  a  good  yell.  To  the  barb  it 
is  no  more  than  the  sound  of  a  mastifl  baying  the  moon  ;  but 
we  who  have  sent  it  up  a  thousand  times  to  the  midnight  stars 
know  what  it  means,  and  no  one  else  does  know. 

And  I  think  that  in  those  coming  days  your  hearts  will  thrill, 
as  mine  always  does,  at  the  memory  of  "  Gemma  Nostra."  Per- 
haps we  sang  it  without  being  able  to  translate  all  its  good  old 
Latin  words,  but  it  was  just  as  dear  to  us  as  though  we  had  sung 
it  in  classical  English  and  it  was  the  one  song  of  which  we  never 
grew  weary.  From  the  ends  of  the  earth  that  song  would  draw 
back  any  true  Beta  to  his  chapter  hall  and  restore  for  him  the 
pressure  of  an  arm  about  his  shoulder,  the  sounds  of  rough, 
boyish  voices  and  the  look  of  honest  eyes. 

And  then  your  badge  !  Perhaps  it  is  a  sparkling  mass  of 
diamonds,  perhaps  it  is  a  plain  gold  shield, — it's  all  one  in  the 
things  it  stands  for.  As  years  slip  away  this  will  be  the  one 
tangible  link  to  bind  you  to  the  old  days,  and  a  glance  at  its 
wreath  and  stars  will  bring  those  days  to  you  as  swiftly  as  ever 
Aladdin  brought  the  Genie  of  the  Lamp.  This  it  is  that  ought 
to  mean  most  to  you.  And  it  is  because  I  take  my  fraternity 
seriously  that  I  would  deny  any  man  the  right  to  wear  that 
badge  who  does  not  adequately  appreciate  the  simple,  but 
absolutely  vital  things  it  represents  and  does  not  do  his  very 
best  to  live  them  out  in  his  life. 

If  we  have  been  crowned  with  the  gift  of  brotherhood  in  any 
good  fraternity  we  ought  to  be  glad,  and  if  that  brotherhood  is 
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in  Beta  Theta  Pi,  we  ought  to  be  glad  a  thousandfold  more. 
There  is  none  greater  or  better,  none  that  has  been  honored  in 
so  many  magnificent  men,  none  whose  standards  of  truth  and 
honor  have  been  set  higher,  none  in  which  the  young  hearts 
that  keep  its  life  blood  afiow  beat  more  in  tune  with  honesty 
and  fidelity  and  manliness,  none  where  the  friendships  it  fosters 
are  more  certainly  wrought  not  of  ''wine  and  dreams,  but  of 
the  tough  fibers  of  the  human  heart."  If  I  am  glad  of  any  one 
thing  this  night,  it  is  that  for  me  the  miracle  of  brotherhood  has 
come  to  pass,  and  if  I  am  proud  of  anything,  it  is  that  the  badge 
on  my  breast  is  a  Beta  badge  ! 


ZTbe  Inetallation  of  tbe  Colorabo  Cbapten

ON  Saturday  evening,  October  20,  1900,  occurred  an  event 
long  to  be  remembered  in  the  history  of  B  0  n  in  Colo- 
rado.    It  was  the  installation  of  the  Colorado  chapter, 
the  Beta  Tau  of  B  0 11  and  the  initiation  of  its  members.     This 
took  place  in  Denver  at  the  Elk's  Hall,  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
fully furnished  halls  in  the  city. 

The  initiation  was  begun  at  7:30  p  m.,  and  if  I  were  allowed 
to  describe  what  took  place  I  am  sure  you  would  agree  that  it 
was  very  impressive.  The  Denver  chapter  had  charge  of  the 
ceremony,  and  performed  it  in  the  presence  of  quite  a  large 
number  of  the  alumni.  After  the  initiation,  the  entire  body  of 
over  forty  Betas  formed  into  lock- step  and  marched  up  Sixteenth 
street  singing  Beta  songs  and  giving  Beta  yells  until  we  reached 
the  St.  James  Hotel,  where  an  elegant  banquet  was  awaiting. 
After  the  proverbial  "dorg"  had  been  "assimilated,"  the  follow- 
ing toasts  were  given,  with  Charles  MacMillan  as  toastmaster :

We  were  all  very  much  delighted  to  have  with  us  Judge 
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Stone,  of  Pi  chapter,  '57,  who  gave  a  glowing  description  of  the 
fraternity  in  the  later  part  of  the  fifties.  Sprague  and  Campbell, 
of  Colorado  Springs,  were  both  called  upon  and  responded  with 
bright  and  witty  toasts.  After  the  toasts  the  roll  was  called, 
each  one  present  rising  in  turn  and  giving  his  name,  chapter, 
college,  and  class.  Nor  did  the  banquet  close  until  the  small 
hours  of  the  morning,  when,  after  having  formed  the  Mystic 
Circle,  we  left  the  banquet  hall,  which  still  echoed  with : 

Phi.  Kai.  Phi! 
Beta  Theta  Pi ! 
W-oKKg-l-i-n  I 
Wooglin,  Wooglin ! 

Among  those  present  were :  Messrs.  Turman,  Howard,  Horn- 
beck,  Austin,  Smedley,  Hubbard,  Wolcott,  Adams,  Williams, 
Kerr,  Jarvis,  Bunyon,  MacMillan,  Shattuck,  Patton,  Carnine, 
Gregg,  Edwards,  Manly,  Royce,  Downer,  Huston,  Franklin, 
Edwards,  Avery,  Stover,  True,  Daniels,  Himsworth,  Alter,  Ault, 
Stuart,  and  others. 

The  Beta  Tau  chapter  has  made  a  fine  start.  Its  charter 
members  are  among  the  best  at  the  university,  and  their  pledged 
men  would  be  a  credit  to  any  chapter.  We  believe  the  day  is 
not  far  distant  when  this  chapter  will  be  one  of  the  strongest 
chapters  in  the  fraternity.  With  only  one  active  chapter  and 
one  alumni  chapter  in  Colorado,  we  easily  lead  all  other  frater- 
nities in  the  state,  so  we  have  great  hopes  for  our  future  with 
this  additional  aid.  And  now  here  in  Colorado,  just  **a  mile 
above  the  sea,"  the  ** diamond  and  three  stars"  shine  more 
brightly  than  ever  before. 
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THE  advisability  of  a  boy  joining  a  college  fraternity  will 
always  remain  a  question.  In  the  nature  of  the  case,  it 
can  be  answered  only  by  **It  depends.'*  Arguing  from 
my  own  experience,  I  would  advise  in  favor  of  it ;  arguing  from 
the  experience  of  some  others,  I  would  advise  against  it. 

Just  at  this  time  of  the  year  the  "freshies**  of  the  colleges 
are  being  scrutinized  very  carefully  by  the  boys  of  the  older 
classes.  The  chief  excitement  in  the  fraternity  chapter  at  this 
time  is  the  struggle  for  the  best  material ;  and  the  boy  who  is 
now  entering  college  with  the  influence  of  a  good  family  name 
and  some  reputation  at  home  for  good-fellowship,  good  scholar- 
ship or  some  prowess  in  athletics,  finds  himself  sought  after. 
And  even  should  he  go  to  college  without  the  influences  named, 
in  his  favor,  if  he  presents  a  good  appearance  in  the  class-room 
and  on  the  streets,  and  shows  himself  to  be  wide-awake,  he  will 
be  the  recipient  of  many  attentions  that  will  cause  him  to  won- 
der. Flattered  by  these  attentions,  the  average  boy  will  easily 
fall  in  with  the  plans  of  his  new-made  friends  and  soon  wear  the 
colors  of  a  << pledged  man."  Many  are  the  rejoicings  in  the 
chapter-hall  on  the  announcement  of  a  brother's  success  in  <<  rush- 
ing" an  available  candidate.  Every  member  of  the  chapter 
hastens  to  throw  the  protection  of  his  presence  and  his  friend- 
ship around  the  fledgling,  that  the  conquest  may  be  a  sure  one. 

I  have  one  word  of  advice  for  the  boy  who  is  now  entering  col- 
lege and  besieged  by  **frat  boys,"  and  that  is,  don't  allow  your- 
self to  be  << spiked"  until  you  have  been  in  college  one  term  at 
least.  On  the  threshold  of  your  college  life  you  are  not  prepared 
to  select  a  fraternity.  Perhaps  when  you  know  more  about  them 
you  may  not  care  to  join  any.  Certainly,  when  you  know  more 
about  them  than  you  do  now,  you  will  have  a  choice  between

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them,  and  the  choice  will  be  based  on  something  more  than  that 
you  like  the  looks  of  a  certain  set  of  men,  or  prefer  the  style  of 
architecture  of  some  particular  chapter-house.  You  will  come 
to  know  that  college  fraternities  possess  characters,  just  as  do 
boys  and  men.  There  is  one  fraternity  that  is  recognized  by  its 
partiality  for  boys  out  of  rich  families,  who  have  money  to  spend 
and  are  free,  easy  livers.  There  is  another  whose  life  is  charac- 
terized by  a  generous  supply  of  conviviality.  No  boy  is  invited 
into  this  fraternity  unless  he  likes  society  and  is  not  averse  to 
tippling.  Another  fraternity  selects  its  men  from  among  the  best 
students,  that  is,  from  among  those  who  stand  highest  in  schol- 
arship— some  regard,  of  course,  being  paid  to  a  man's  social 
qualities.  Another,  while  not  perhaps  avowedly  or  purposely 
doing  so,  collects  to  itself  the  << sissy  boys,"  the  entree  to  it  be- 
ing smart  clothes  and  a  cigarette. 

Then,  too,  each  of  the  many  fraternities  in  the  field  has  a 
history,  and  the  boy  who  has  made  up  his  mind  to  become  a  fra- 
ternity man  owes  it  to  himself  to  know  something  of  fraternity 
history.  He  ought  to  know  something  about  the  men  who 
founded  the  fraternity,  and  particularly  about  the  old  fellows 
who  belong  to  it  and  who,  graduating  years  ago,  still  retain  an 
interest  and  a  guiding  hand,  for  the  destinies  of  the  fraternities 
are  largely  determined  by  the  old  boys  who  manage  its  afiairs, 
and  not  by  the  young  fellows  not  yet  out  of  college.  Ask  the 
boy  who  has  **bid  "  you,  to  furnish  you  with  the  history  of  his 
fraternity  and  the  history  of  his  chapter.  All  good  fraternities 
have  put  their  history  in  print.  Determine  for  yourself,  from  an 
examination  of  this  history,  whether  or  not  the  fraternity  is 
founded  on  good  principles  and  has  a  record  to  be  proud  of. 

If  you  are  invited  to  join  a  fraternity,  make  the  acquaintance 
of  all  the  members  of  the  chapter  with  whom  you  must  associate. 
Note  their  character  and  habits  in  class  and  out.  If  these  are 
not  such  as  would  commend  themselves  to  you,  or  better  still,  if 
you  can  say  that  you  are  satisfied  that  your  father  or  your  mother 
would  not  approve  of  such  associates,  you  need  not  hesitate  long 
in  making  a  decision. 

But  you  can't  learn  much  about  a  crowd  of  boys  in  a  day,  or 
a  week,  or  a  month.  Take  sufficient  time  for  thorough  observa- 
tion.    Don't  be  an  easy  mark.     You  are  not  going  to  lose  an 
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opportunity  of  joining  a  fraternity  simply  because  you  do  not  at 
once  fall  a  victim. 

It  is  a  good  plan  to  ask  some  one  of  the  instructors  in  the 
school  his  opinion  of  the  various  chapters  represented  in  the 
institution.  If  the  instructor  has  been  in  the  college  for  any 
length  of  time  he  has  had  ample  means  for  observation,  and 
doubtless  has  an  opinion.  You  will  find  many  boys  in  the  col- 
lege who  are  "anti-frats."  Learn  what  you  can  of  what  these 
boys  think  regarding  the  groups  of  boys  making  up  the  chapters. 
Note  particularly  what  company  of  boys  succeed  best  in  class- 
room work.  That  is  usually  the  best  indication  of  the  chapter's 
character.  Students  who  make  high  grades  do  not,  as  a  rule, 
waste  time  nor  dissipate  it  in  pursuits  that  do  not  conduce  to 
good  work. 

In  a  word,  delay  your  decision  until  you  know  the  situation. 
Don't  decide  until  the  first  term  has  rolled  around  and  you 
have  been  home  and  had  an  opportunity  to  confer  with  your  par- 
ents, who  have  a  right  to  know  what  you  propose  to  do.  Then, 
when  you  have  returned  to  college,  you  will  be  ready  to  make  a 
decision  that  will  not  prove  afterwards  an  unfortunate  one  for 
you. 

There  is  a  general  impression  that  college  fraternities  are  a 
detriment  to  student-life.  This  may  be  so  in  the  main,  but  I 
can  conceive  of  nothing  more  helpful  to  the  student  and  the  col- 
lege than  the  college  fraternity,  if  its  afiairs  be  conducted  by 
earnest  young  men  of  character  who  are  in  college  for  an  educa- 
tion, and  not  for  the  fun  there  is  in  it. 

I  was  fortunate  enough,  when  in  college,  to  join  a  chapter 
composed  of  just  such  young  men.  Their  influence  upon  me 
throughout  my  entire  college  course  was  elevating  and  inspiring. 
The  brightest  memories  of  my  life  cluster  around  the  chapter 
fire.  Among  the  best  friendships  I  cherish  are  those  made  about 
its  altar.  Good  scholarship  was  necessary  in  the  candidate  who 
knocked  at  its  door.  Good-fellowship  was  a  close  second  in  the 
requirements.  The  result  was  a  society  of  fellows  all  of  whom 
were  in  dead  earnest  in  the  getting  of  an  education,  and  yet  full 
enough  of  snap  and  fun  to  make  a  congenial  and  hearty  com- 
pany. Instead  of  lowering  the  character  of  its  members,  every 
one  of  them  was  made  the  better  for  the  association.  One  boy 
was  saved  from  the  gutter  by  the  protecting  influence  of  his 
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brothers  in  the  chapter,  and  he  now  lives  to  hold  a  responsible 
position  in  one  of  the  leading  universities  of  the  land.  Yet  that 
boy's  father  to  the  day  of  his  death  was  a  bitter  opponent  of  the 
college  fraternity. 

If  my  boy  were  to  go  to  college  today  I  would  give  him  one 
piece  of  advice.  I  would  not  advise  him  to  refuse  the  overtures 
of  the  fraternity  men,  but  I  would  beg  of  him  to  wait  at  least 
three  months  before  making  his  decision  and  confer  with  me 
before  taking  the  final  step.

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WALLACE  C  SABINE,  Ohio  State  '86  and  Harvard  *88, 
now  assistant  professor  of  physics  in  Harvard  Univer- 
sity, has  for  several  years  devoted  much  of  his  time 
to  a  study  of  the  laws  governing  the  acoustic  properties  of  pub- 
lic halls,  with  results  that  are  now  attracting  attention  both  in 
Europe  and  America.  When  the  new  Boston  Symphony  Hall 
was  opened  on  October  15,  President  Higginson  publicly  gave 
Professor  Sabine  credit  for  the  acoustic  qualities  of  the  great 
audience-room,  for  which  he  had  assumed  at  the  outset  full 
responsibility. 

Writing  from  Boston  on  the  opening  night,  Mr.  H.  E.  Kreh- 
biel,  musical  editor  of  the  New  York  Tribune^  speaks  of  this 
assumption  of  responsibility  as  "  very  venturesome,  to  say  the 
least,"  especially  in  the  light  of  certain  French  experiments 
which  have  recently  tended  rather  to  increase  than  dispel  the 
mystery  heretofore  surrounding  the  subject.  Mr.  Krehbiel  then 
continues:  ''His  confidence,  it  may  be  said  now,  has  been  jus- 
tified and  rewarded.  *  *  *  Mr.  Sabine's  experiments  were 
made  in  the  true  spirit  of  science.  He  seems  to  have  the  imper- 
turbable patience  and  perseverance  of  the  German  scientific 
investigator.  He  worked  three  years  at  the  instigation  of  the 
Corporation  of  Harvard  University  to  learn  that  the  lecture- 
room  of  the  Fogg  Art  Museum  could  be  made  serviceable,  though 
not  excellent,  by  placing  felt  on  certain  of  its  walls.  *  *  * 
If  his  formulas  are  as  accurate  as  the  new  Symphony  Hall  seem 
to  indicate  that  they  are,  they  ought  to  be  adopted  by  every 
builder  of  a  public  edifice  designed  for  speech  or  song  immedi- 
ately. Mr.  Sabine  began  by  establishing  the  duration  of  audi- 
bility of  what  he  calls  residual  sound,  but  which  is  popularly 
spoken  of  as  reverberation,  by  means  of  an  organ  pipe,  the  ac- 
tion of  which  he  could  control  electrically,  and  a  chronograph. 
Then  he  determined  the  relative  absorbing  power  of  various 
substances — cushions,  draperies,  plaster  on  lath,  plaster  on  tiles 
and  brick,  wood,  open  windows,  men  and  women.  He  began  with 
all  the  cushions  of  the  Sanders  Theatre  in  Cambridge,  and  noted 
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scientifically  all  the  steps  by  which  he  reduced  a  reverberation 
which  originally  endured  5.62  seconds  to  one  of  only  1.14  sec- 
onds' durability.  He  made  experiments  in  Cambridge,  Boston 
and  New  York,  in  a  dozen  or  more  rooms  of  various  proportions, 
shapes  and  materials,  having  established  bases  by  investigations 
in  the  Constant  Temperature  Room  of  the  Jefferson  Physical 
Laboratory  in  Cambridge,  which  was  built  for  investigations 
in  heat,  and  is  under  ground,  in  the  middle  of  a  large  building, 
on  separate  foundations,  with  thick,  double  walls  of  brick  laid 
in  cement,  and  having  no  windows  and  only  a  single  door.  By 
taking  up  the  subject  of  reverberations  he  determined  the  coeffi- 
cient of  absorption  and  reflection  of  various  kinds  of  wall  surface, 
of  furniture,  draperies  and  an  audience.  He  can  tell  you  now, 
as  the  result  of  five  years  of  work,  the  relative  powers  of  absorp- 
tion (of  sound,  of  course)  of  a  fiddler  on  the  stage  in  Symphony 
Hall,  and  ten  square  meters  of  Sanders  Theatre  cushions,  a 
cushioned  chair  or  an  open  window.  When  he  came  to  lay  down 
the  laws  for  Symphony  Hall  he  took  two  famous  music  rooms 
for  comparison  and  calculated  that  the  duration  of  the  residual 
sound,  in  seconds,  was  2.30  in  the  Leipsic  Gewandhaus,  2.44  in 
the  old  Boston  Music  Hall,  and  would  be  2.31,  just  between  the 
other  two,  in  the  new  Symphony  Hall." 

Professor  Sabine  is  a  brother-in-law  of  Prof.  W.  H.  Siebert, 
Ohio  State  *88,  Harvard  '89,  late  Keeper  of  the  Roll  and  secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Beta  Theta  Pi,  whose  name 
immediately  precedes  his  own  on  Theta  Delta's  roll. 
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West  Virginia  University. 

Sliowing  the  tulip  tree  and  the  beeches  in  the  rear  of  Science  Hall. 
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FOR  nearly  a  hundred  years  there  has  been  an  institution 
of  higher  learning  in  Morgantown.  In  1814  the  legis- 
lature of  Virginia  passed  an  act  incorporating  the 
Monongalia  Academy,  and  locating  it  at  Morgantown.  The 
first  building  was  a  one-story  brick  structure,  divided  into 
two  rooms.  In  1828  this  building  was  sold  and  a  two-story 
brick  building  erected.  As  a  further  endowment,  the  Virginia 
legislature  passed  an  act  authorizing  the  trustees  of  the  Acad- 
emy to  raise  $20,000  by  lottery,  and  the  drawings  for  this 
lottery  were  conducted  January  26,  1832.  In  later  years  the 
Monongalia  Academy  became  an  institution  of  wide  reputation, 
drawing  students  at  one  time  from  fourteen  states.  For  more 
than  fifty  years  it  was  the  leading  school  in  Virginia  west  of 
the  mountains. 

On  July  2,  1862,  Congress  passed  an  act  donating  public 
lands  to  the  several  states  to  establish  **  colleges  for  the  bene- 
fit of  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts.**  In  1864  this  act 
was  extended  to  the  new  state  of  West  Virginia,  and  in  1867 
the  West  Virginia  Agricultural  College  was  founded.  The 
trustees  of  the  Monongalia  Academy  gave  to  the  state  all  of 
the  real  estate  and  personal  effects  of  the  academy.  The 
building  and  grounds  of  Woodburn  Seminary,  a  school  for 
girls  in  Morgantown,  were  also  donated,  and  the  new  college 
succeeded  the  old  academy  and  seminary,  inheriting  an  honor- 
able record  and  much  good  will.  The  first  faculty  meeting  was 
held  August  20,  1867,  and  on  September  2  of  that  year  the 
school  was  formally  opened.  In  1868  the  name  of  the  new 
institution  was  changed  by  act  of  the  legislature  to  the  West 
Virginia  University. 

Morgantown,  the  seat  of  the  university,  is  the  county  seat  of 
Monongalia  county,  and  is  a  beautiful  little  town  of  thirty-five 
hundred  inhabitants,  on  the  Monongahela  river  and  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad,  103  miles  east  of  Wheeling,  and  the 
same  distance  south   of  Pittsburg.     It  has   the  modern   conve- 
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niences  of  natural  gas,  waterworks,  electric  lights,  and  local 
and  long-distance  telephones,  and  is  noted  for  its  healthful  con- 
ditions, physical,  social  and  moral.  There  are  churches  of  the 
following  denominations  in  the  town  :  Presbtyerian,  Methodist 
Episcopal,  Methodist  Protestant,  Baptist,  Protestant  Episcopal, 
Lutheran,  Christian,  and  Roman  Catholic.  There  are  no 
saloons  in  Morgantown. 

Few  institutions  of  learning  have  more  attractive  natural 
sites.  The  university  grounds  border  the  Monongahela  river, 
and  afford  a  most  picturesque  outlook.  The  campus  comprises 
about  twenty-five  acres,  a  tract  of  seven  and  a  half  acres  having 
been  added  this  year.  The  university  also  has  a  farm  of  about 
one  hundred  acres  for  the  use  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  and  the  College  of  Agriculture. 

The  funds  for  maintaining  the  university  are  derived  from 
the  following  sources  :  Interest  on  the  land  grant  endowment 
of  $114,750;  the  Morrill  fund;  the  Hatch  fund;  biennial 
appropriations  by  the  state  legislature  ;  and  fees  and  tuitions, 
the  latter  being  paid  only  by  students  from  other  states. 

There  are  seven  main  brick  buildings,  as  follows  :  University 
Hall^  a  four-story  building,  containing  lecture-rooms  and  the 
biological  laboratory.  A  large  right  wing  to  this  building  is 
now  being  constructed.  Martin  Hall^  a  three-story  building, 
containing  lecture-rooms,  the  Library  and  society  halls.  Science 
Hally  a  four-story  building,  containing  lecture-rooms  and  labora- 
tories for  the  departments  of  Physics,  Chemistry,  Geology, 
Civil  Engineering,  and  Drawing  and  Painting,  and  also  the 
president's  office.  Mechanical  Ifaii,  a  two-story  building,  con- 
taining shops,  machinery,  and  other  appliances  for  instruction 
in  Mechanical  Engineering  and  Mechanic  Arts.  Commencement 
Haiif  a  large  two-story  building,  containing  a  commodious 
chapel  with  1,500  seats,  and  the  fjymnasium.  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station,  a  two-story  building,  containing  laboratories, 
lecture-rooms  and  offices,  and  the  Music  Buildingy  a  two-story 
building,  containing  rooms  and  instruments  for  the  School  of 
Music. 

The  lecture-rooms  are  crowded,  and  there  is  pressing  need 
for  additional  buildings.  An  Armory  and  Drill  Hall  for  the 
Military  Department  and  a  Library  and  Museum  building  are 
now  in  course  of  construction. 
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Dr.  Alexander  Martin  was  chosen  first  president,  and  after 
his  resignation  John  R.  Thompson  was  chosen  president  of  the 
university.  At  the  time  of  his  election  he  was  the  youngest 
college  president  in  America  ;  he  had  been  in  the  university  but 
a  very  short  time  before  his  abilities  were  recognized,  and  under 
his  administration  the  schools  of  law  and  medicine  were  estab- 
lished. In  1888  the  professional  school  of  medicine  was  made 
one  of  the  academic  schools  of  the  university,  and  now  offers  a 
four  years*  medical  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  two  years  of  the  work  being  in  the  Classical  Department. 

William  L.  Wilson,  LL.  D.,  was  elected  president  in  June, 
1882,  and  assumed  control  the  following  September.  As  he  was 
elected  to  Congress  in  October,  he  resigned  the  presidency  of 
the  university,  but  remained  until  the  next  June.  Although 
his  administration  was  a  short  one,  the  university  is  proud 
of  having  had  such  a  distinguished  statesman  as  one  of  its 
presidents. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  in  June,  1889,  co-edu- 
cation was  established  in  the  collegiate  department.  From  the 
time  of  the  founding  of  the  university  up  until  1894  the  growth 
of  the  university  was  not  rapid.  Since  1894  the  growth  has 
been  marked  in  several  ways.  The  number  of  students,  the 
buildings,  the  faculty,  and  the  equipment  all  point  to  conditions 
favorable  for  fraternity  growth  and  life.  During  the  last  four 
years  the  enrollment  has  far  more  than  doubled,  and  during  the 
last  six  years  has  about  trebled. 

It  is  important  to  note,  also,  that  the  great  increase  in 
attendance  during  the  past  few  years  gives  no  signs  of  abate- 
ment. The  state  is  rapidly  advancing  j  its  population  is 
increasing  with  great  rapidity  as  its  unrivaled  resources  are  dis- 
covered and  developed;  and  we  must  face  the  fact  that  the 
demands  upon  the  university  will  in  all  probability  constantly 
increase  for  a  number  of  years  to  come. 

The  plan  of  continuous  sessions  is  a  part  of  a  larger  whole. 
It  is  one  of  our  many  manifestations  of  the  university  exten- 
sion spirit  —  that  broader  spirit  which  widens  the  fields  of 
liberal  education  along  lines  other  than  those  which  furnish 
mere  popular  scientific  and  literary  education.  The  university 
year  is  divided  into  four  quarters  of  twelve  weeks,  each  with  a 
recess  of  one  week  at  the  end  of  each   quarter.     A  student  un- 
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able  to  spend  the  winter  months  in  going  to  school  may  spend 
his  summer  months  in  profitable  study  at  the  university. 
Although  the  summer  quarter  of  1898  was  the  first  attempt,  it 
met  with  admirable  success.  Students  representing  thirteen 
states  of  the  Union  and  thirty-one  counties  of  the  state  were 
present.  The  following  summer  quarters  have  met  with  the 
most  encouraging  success ;  and  the  whole  system  receives  the 
highest  commendation,  prophesying  the  time  when  the  fraternal 
spirit  will  prevail  during  the  entire  year.  Indeed  the  past 
summer  has  kept  us  closer  together  than  any  other  plan  could 
possibly  have  done. 

Instruction  by  correspondence  has  proved  very  beneficial  to 
the  university.  It  offers  opportunities  to  those  who  teach,  to 
those  who  have  limited  financial  resources,  and  to  those  who  are 
unable  to  carry  full  work.  Together  with  instruction  by  corre- 
spondence, the  university  offers  ample  opportunity  and  a  fair 
equipment  to  those  who  desire  to  pursue  graduate  work  along 
almost  any  line. 

During  the  past  few  years  especially  the  university  has  had 
remarkable  growth,  and  has  developed  in  many  directions. 
This  is  particularly  true  since  Jerorrie  Hall  Raymond,  Ph.D., 
was  elected  president  of  the  institution.  The  summer  quarter 
has  been  added,  thus  giving  to  the  university  a  continuous 
session  of  four  terms  in  the  year  instead  of  three  terms  as 
before  ;  the  elective  system  has  been  adopted  ;  the  requirements 
for  admission  have  been  raised  ;  a  School  of  Music,  and  a  De- 
partment of  Fine  Arts  have  been  added,  and  nearly  all  of  the  old 
departments  have  been  greatly  strengthened.  As  an  illustra- 
tion, take  the  College  of  Law.  Under  the  old  conditions,  no 
academic  requirement  was  made  for  admission  to  the  Law 
College,  and  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  was  conferred 
upon  any  student  who  had  done  two  years'  satisfactory  work  in 
law.  Now  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  Law  College 
are  the  same  as  those  for  admission  to  the  other  departments, 
namely,  thirty-nine  preparatory  courses. 

This  is  but  one  illustration  of  the  advances  made  in  almost 
every  department.  The  number  of  students  has  increased  until 
the  attendance  last  year  reached  nearly  1,000.  This  year  the 
enrollment  will  he  at  least  1,000.  The  university  is  attracting 
attention  everywhere,  and  students  are  cominj^  from  many  states. 
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This  is  particularly  true  of  the  attendance  during  the  summer 
quarter. 

The  material  development  of  the  university  has  been  in  keep- 
ing with  the  internal  improvement.  Work  is  now  progressing 
on  three  handsome  new  buildings,  namely,  a  library,  an  engi- 
neering building,  and  an  armory.  The  first  and  last  of  these  are 
to  be  of  stone,  and  the  second,  of  brick  and  stone.  They  will  be 
handsome  modern  buildings ;  buildings  designed  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  they  are  intended,  and  equipped  in  the  best 
modern  fashion.  In  short,  the  university  has  developed  during 
the  past  few  years,  from  an  old-fashioned,  conservative  southern 
college,  into  a  thoroughly  modern  and  progressive  university. 

The  fraternities  have  been  slow  to  enter  the  university. 
Until  recent  years  the  future  of  the  institution  hardly  seemed 
assured,  and  petitions  to  the  better  fraternities  did  not  meet 
with  cordial  acceptance.  K  2  had  a  small  chapter  from  1883  to 
1886.  OK4^  entered  in  1890,  OSK  in  1891,  SX  in  1895,  OK2 
in  1896,  the  southern  order  of  K  A  in  1897,  M  n  A  in  1898  and 
ATA  in  1900.  B0n  followed  at  the  beginning  of  the  college 
year  of  1900-01.  The  chapters  are  on  cordial  terms  with  each 
other. 
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Pending  the  preparation  and  publication  of  a  new  edition 
of  the  fraternity  song  book,  Bro.  Morris  R.  Ebersole,  Beta  Nu, 
*98,  has  prepared,  and  the  business  manager  of  The  Beta  Theta 
Pi  has  published,  a  beautiful  selection  of  the  most  popular 
songs  for  convention,  banquet  and  chapter  use.  It  is  a  little 
pamphlet  with  a  soft,  white  cover,  displaying  the  fraternity  coat 
of  arms  and  flag.  Banquet  committees  would  do  well  to  secure 
a  quantity  of  these  for  use  at  their  next  feast.  Sample  copies 
will  be  sent  for  ten  cents  each. 

The  new  flag  of  the  fraternity  has  proven  to  be  popular,  if 
the  number  of  inquiries  made  about  it  are  any  test.  The  E.  A. 
Armstrong  Manufacturing  Company,  of  300  Wabash  avenue, 
Chicago,  111.,  can  furnish  these  flags  as  follows:  In  bunting, 
30x48  inches,  ^3.50;  45x72  inches,  $4.75;  in  silk,  30x48 
inches,  $9.25,  45x72  inches,  $18.50.  These  prices  are  for  the 
flags  alone,  without  staff  or  halyards.  Each  chapter  should 
have  a  flag.  The  design  is  striking,  and  the  occasions  on 
which  the  emblem  may  appropriately  be  displayed  somewhat 
numerous. 

We  recently  paid  a  visit  to  our  Syracuse  chapter  and  saw 
their  new  house.  It  was  on  a  rainy  Sunday  afternoon,  and  most 
of  the  boys  were  at  home.  Their  new  house  is  worth  a  visit. 
It  was  built  especially  for  their  use  and  planned  to  meet  their 
needs.  It  is  the  result  of  the  experience  of  the  same  builder  and 
architect  in  the  erection  of  several  houses  intended  for  chapter 
occupation,  and  is  admirably  adapted  for  its  purpose.  It  is 
situated  on  a  hill  which  overlooks  the  city.  The  bedrooms  are 
large  and  comfortable,  the  public  rooms  are  of  good  size,  and 
the  whole  is  beautifully  decorated.  We  hope  to  be  able  to 
publish  a  more  detailed  account  of  it  in  an  early  number  of 
The  Beta  Thkta  Pi.  The  chapter  is  composed  of  thoroughly 
good  fellows  who  have  caught  the  Beta  idea,  and  who  are  mak- 
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ing  the  most  of  the  splendid  opportunity  they  have  to  develop 
the  true  fraternity  spirit.  We  took  occasion,  while  there,  to 
talk  over  fraternity  matters  with  them  informally,  and  found 
them  well  posted,  enthusiastic  and  thoroughly  loyal  to  the 
fraternity. 

Bro.  George  M.  Chandler,  the  Keeper  of  the  Rolls,  calls  our 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Betas  playing  upon  the  football 
teams  of  **the  big  nine,"  viz.:  Michigan,  Indiana,  Purdue, 
Chicago,  Illinois,  Knox,  Northwestern,  Wisconsin,  Iowa,  and 
Minnesota,  in  their  regular  positions  constitute  a  full  team,  and 
that  they  are  all  '*  Varsity"  men,  with  the  exception  of  the 
guards,  who  are  substitutes.     These   are  the  names :

This  might  make  the  Central  Western  T>eta  Theta  Pi  Foot- 
ball Team.     Can  any  of  the  fraternities  match  it  ? 

Rfxently  we  have  met  with  several  inquiries  concerning 
John  I.  Covington.  The  circulation  of  The  Beta  Theta  Pi 
being  limited,  and  his  circle  of  acquaintances  within  the  fra- 
ternity having  been  so  wide,  many  who  knew  him  do  not  know 
that  he  is  dead.  His  influence  seems  to  be  a  lasting  one. 
There  are  many  instances  known  to  us  where  his  enthusiasm 
and  obviously  unselfish  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  fra- 
ternity have  proven  to  be  an  inspiration.  The  Betas  who  knew 
him   best  have  not  ceased  to   miss  him.      It  is   seldom   that   a 
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group  of  men,  whose  membership  in  the  fraternity  extends  be- 
yond a  few  years,  gather  together  for  any  fraternity  purpose 
without  an  instructive  consciousness  that  his  experience  and 
wisdom  would  prove  valuable  were  it  yet  available.  We  know 
this  is  as  he  would  have  wished  it.  To  have  his  memory  cher- 
ished, as  it  is  in  the  hearts  of  so  many  Betas,  was  a  heartfelt 
desire  which  he  does  not  know  has  been  gratified.  As  time  goes 
on  his  formative  influence  at  critical  periods  in  the  history  of 
the  fraternity  is  seen  more  and  more  clearly.  He  stands  out 
preeminent  in  the  group  of  men  who,  in  the  early  seventies, 
guided  B  0  n  into  the  right  path. 

As  ALL  the  Beta  world  knows,  Governor-elect  Odell,  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  is  a  member  of  the  Bethany  chapter.  The 
Columbia  chapter  and  the  New  York  alumni  have  tendered  him 
a  dinner,  and  he  has  accepted  the  invitation,  fixing  the  evening 
of  February  i  as  the  date.  The  place  has  not  yet  been  se- 
lected, but  it  will  probably  be  at  the  Waldorf-Astoria  or 
Sherry's.  Our  dinners  of  this  kind  have  always  proven  suc- 
cessful. The  one  to  ex-Governor  Hoadley  and  the  one  shortly 
after  to  Gen.  John  W.  Noble,  each  called  out  a  notable  gath- 
ering, and  were  the  means  of  inspiring  enthusiasm  in  all  who 
attended  them.  The  alumni  who  are  taking  a  prominent  part 
in  the  affairs  of  the  world  do  not  realize  how  keenly  their  Beta 
brothers  are  interested  in  their  success,  nor  with  what  anxiety 
and  solicitude  the  upward  steps  in  their  career  are  watched. 
Since  the  reception  and  dinner  to  General  Noble  the  member- 
ship of  the  fraternity  in  and  near  New  York  city  has  materially 
increased.  We  expect  to  have  present  with  us  at  the  Odell 
dinner  a  dozen  Governors  and  ex-Governors,  a  sprinkling  of 
Congressmen,  some  noted  travelers  and  clergymen,  and  enough 
of  the  prominent  alumni  to  inspire  the  admiration  and  satisfy 
the  curiosity  of  the  average  everyday  member.  Such  gather- 
ings are  object  lessons  of  the  broad  platform  upon  which  we 
stand,  where  political  foes  sit  at  the  same  table  and  rejoice  in 
the  success  of  their  opponents  because  they  are  Betas.  The 
fraternity  is  the  only  true  democracy.  Position,  wealth,  honors 
are  not  criteria  by  which  we  judge  our  members.  Betas  every- 
where are  invited  to  attend   the  reception  and,  if  possible,  the 
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banquet.  Any  brother  who  expects  to  be  in  or  near  New  York 
about  February  i  should  time  his  visit  so  as  to  be  present 
upon  this  occasion.  All  inquiries  as  to  the  details  of  the  affair 
may  be  addressed  to  the  Columbia  chapter  at  its  house,  310 
West  115th  street,   and  will  be  promptly  answered. 

FRATERNITY    CORRESPONDENCE    TWENTY-FIVE    YEARS    AGO. 

We  recently  came  across  some  old  fraternity  correspondence, 
of  about  twenty-five  years  ago,  and  were  much  interested  in 
it,  not  only  for  the  facts  it  contained  but  also  for  its  revelations 
of  the  crude  conditions  of  fraternity  life  in  those  days,  more 
particularly  with  respect  to  the  relations  between  the  chap- 
ters of  different  fraternities. 

We  give  below,  with  only  sufficient  change  to  disguise  the 
locality,  a  verbatim  extract  from  a  chapter  letter  of  one  of  the 
best  fraternity  chapters  in  the  country  at  that  time  and  since. 
We  may  add  that  the  rival  fraternity  chapter  referred  to  with 
so  much  bitterness  has  been  for  years  upon  the  most  cordial 
relations  with  the  one  to  which  the  writer  of  the  letter  belonged. 
But  let  the  letter  speak  for  itself. 

University  of  *****     * 
Feb.  15,  1876. 

Dear  Brother:  Realizing  that  our  older  sisters  are  first  enti- 
tled to  a  hearing  in  your  columns,  our  chapter  has  patiently  and 
modestly  awaited  her  turn. 

To  say  that  we  were  pleased  to  receive  the  first  two  issues 
of  the  magazine  would  give  but  a  meager  expression  to  the 
unalloyed  delight  with  which  we  hailed  the  appearance  of  your 
excellent  paper.  It  seemed  to  us  like  the  angel's  smile  that 
beamed  upon  the  enraptured  Peri  from  the  pearly  gates  of 
Paradise. 

Our  best  hope  is  that  the  paper  may  maintain  the  high 
standard  wliich  it  has  adopted. 

In  writing  upon  a  subject  so  near  and  dear  to  me  as  our 
chapter  it  is  difficult  to  avoid  egotism  and  prejudice.  I  shall 
merely  state  facts  and  leave  conclusions  to  the  impartiality  of 
those  who  were  qualified  to  draw  them.  Our  chapter  was 
organized  in  the  spring  of  *  *  *  and  has  had  during  its 
period  of  existence  twenty-six  members.  Its  present  member- 
ship is  thirteen. 

We  were  without  opposition  until  last  commencement,  when 
a  congeries  of  malignant  soreheads  who  vainly  sighed  for  a 
place    in  our  ranks    got  their    cancerous    caputs    together   and 
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obtained  a  charter  from  the  *  A  X  fraternity.  Their  sole  pur- 
pose is  individual  preferment,  and  their  only  ambition  is  to 
secure  supremacy  in  college  politics. 

Every  sand-pile  is  likely  to  contain  a  pearl  ;  every  desert 
lias  its  oasis;  and  it  is  not  strange  that  the  dreary  Sahara  of 
*  A  X  imbecility  should  possess  one  or  two  able  men.  The 
great  majority  of  their  chapter,  however,  are  persons  of  weak 
mind,  meager  attainments,  corrupt  character,  and  degraded 
connections.  As  a  whole,  their  chapter  is  a  caricature  upon 
human  decency — a  living  libel  on  mankind. 

It  is  possible  that  all  members  of  their  fraternity  do  not 
answer  to  this  description,  and  perchance  the  correspondence 
which  you  receive  from  other  chapters  may  contain  words  in 
their  praise.  I  have  reference  only  to  their  chapter  here.  No 
vocabulary  is  vile  enough  to  adequately  describe  it ;  no  imagi- 
nation is  base  enough  to  do  it  justice.  One  of  the  shining 
lights  of  their  chapter  recently  delivered  a  chapter  oration 
which  was    almost  wholly  plagiarized    from    Harpers'  Monthly. 

The  plagiarism  was  detected  and  exposed  by  a  neighboring 
college  paper.  They  are  not  represented  upon  the  editorial 
corps  of  our  college  paper,  and  have  but  one  man  on  the  class- 
day  programme  for  next  commencement.  If  any  member  of 
our  fraternity  who  may  chance  to  read  these  remarks  has  ever 
heard  of  a  respectable  chapter  of  their  fraternity,  I  hope  that 
he  will  advise  us  forthwith.  I  can  only  say  that  if  a  ball  of 
tartar  emetic  as  big  as  the  planet  Jupiter  were  thrown  into 
the  jaws  of  hell  they  would  not  vomit  forth  in  all  the  throes 
of  their  intestinal  agony  a  more  abject  jumble  of  diabolism 
and  corruption   than  their  chapter  in  this  university. 

There  is  no  other  secret  society  in  this  university  except 
a  female  *' fraternity."  Between  these  and  ourselves  there  is 
so  close  a  union  and  so  thorough  an  affiliation  that  the  terms 
which  designate  the  two  orders  are  almost  interchangeable. 
They  are  unanimous  with  us  on  every  question,  and  are  linked 
by  bonds  as  firm  as  adamant.  They  include  all  of  the 
feminine  beauty  and  talent  which  our  university  possesses.  Its 
members  are  ladies  of  brilliant  attainments  and  great  social 
attractiveness.  They  win  laurels  in  every  department,  and 
brook  no  rivals  in  the  intellectual  arena.  They  are  ever  watch- 
ful in  our  interests,  and  by  their  tender  blandishments  render 
the  abrupt  and  ru<;^ed  hill  of  knowledge  a  facile  and  prim- 
rose pathway.  They  hate  the  ^  A  X  with  all  the  vehemence 
of  which  the  feminine  nature  is  capable,  and  are  always 
willing  to  aid   in   their  humiliation   and  defeat.

We  can  imagine  the  deli<;lit  with   which  the  author  of  the 
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above  read  the  same  to  his  chapter,  and  the  pleasure  which 
his  characterizations  of  the  other  two  Greek  organizations 
created  in  the  minds  of  his  hearers.  But  imagine  publishing 
a  letter  like  that  in  one  of  the  fraternity  journals  of  today!  It 
is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  the  fraternities  have  out- 
grown all  of  such  immature  impoliteness,  but  it  is  well  to  be 
reminded  now  and  then  of  the  conditions  which  once  existed. 
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NORTHWESTERN    UNIVERSITY. 

At  Northwestern  University  the  students  are  now  fairly  well 
settled  down  to  the  routine  of  college  work.  Our  chapter  is  able 
to  look  back  upon  one  of  the  most  successful  rushing  seasons  of 
its  career. 

The  university  has  shared  in  the  general  prosperity  of  the 
country  and  has  added  several  new  departments  to  its  course  of 
study.  The  freshman  class  this  year  is  larger  than  any  other 
hitherto  admitted,  and  consequently,  there  were  a  greater  num- 
ber of  men  from  whom  to  choose.

Paul,  Minn.;  Jesse  Calkins,  Walter  Logan,  L.  M.  Bunnell, 
and  Edward  Ellis,  of  Evanston,  111. 

Another  pledged  man  will  be  initiated  in  a  few  weeks.  The 
above  ten  men  and  our  inactive  brothers,  Edw.  W.  Rawlins, 
W.  W.  Machesney,  Barry  Gilbert,  and  Wm.  A.  Hard,  swell  our 
number  to  twenty-eight.  We  hold  the  leading  position  among 
the  nine  fraternities  here  in  all  lines  of  work.  Smiley  and  Smith 
represent  us  in  debate.  Johnson,  Smiley,  Fleagee  and  Maches- 
ney are  on  the  Varsity  football  team,  while  Chaddock  is  captain 
of  the  "scrubs"  and  Sanders  plays  right-half.  Campbell  is 
editor-in-chief  of  the  Syllabus,  the  college  annual ;  Sanders  and 
the  writer  are  on  the  cast  of  the  junior  play,  and  McKinney  had 
a  prominent  part  in  "trig,  cremation"  last  spring. 

The  freshmen  have  entered  into  affairs  with  great  spirit, 
Welty  having  been  elected  president  of  his  class. 

Eleven  men  live  in  the  chapter-house,  and  we  join  with  our

Brouner  Austin,  Adelbert  '99,  John  A.  Sypher,  Kenyon  '97,  and 
Charles  V.  Garver,  Wooster,  are  in  the  Medical  Department, 
and  E.  E.  Doster,  Denison  '02,  is  in  the  Law  Department. 

Duncan  B.  Wolcott,  '96,  lives  at  the  chapter-house  with  us 
and  gives  us  much  valuable  assistance.  M.  F.  Lewis,  '98,  who 
is  teaching  in  the  city,  also  takes  a  great  deal  of  interest  in 
chapter  affairs.

UNIVERSITY   OF   CALIFORNIA. 

The  prospects  of  Omega  chapter  for  the  coming  year  are 
very  bright  indeed.  Friendly  relations  not  only  exist  between 
us  and  all  the  other  fraternities  represented  in  college,  but  we 
also  occupy  a  high  place  in  the  estimation  of  the  men  not  in  fra- 
ternities. A  good  proof  of  this  was  shown  at  the  close  of  last

The  initiates  are  H.  E.  Jackman,  '03,  Rochester;  G.  M. 
Lamb,  Brockport;  R.  B.  Stone,  Marcellus;  F.  J.  Hamilton, 
Syracuse;  H.  G.  HoUon,  Skaneateles;  R.  M.  Whitcomb,  Spring- 
field, Vt;  A.  L.  Evans,  Oneida;  J.  L.  Enright,  Clarendon,  and 
A.  H.  Jackson,  Rushville.  All  of  these  were  rushed  by  other 
fraternities  and  are  active  in  fraternity  and  college  life. 

Syracuse  is  justly  proud  of  its  football  team.  Beta  Epsilon 
was  represented  on  the  team  by  Goodwin,  '03,  at  end,  and  by  a 
pledged  man  at  half-back.  Several  of  our  chapter  have  been 
playing  throughout  the  fall  on  the  various  scrub  and  class 
elevens. 

The  chapter  has  representatives  in  all  of  the  leading  organi- 
zations, such  as  the  fencing,  gun,  dramatic,  literary  and  debat- 
ing clubs,  and  the  various  indoor  athletic  teams.  We  have  seven 
men  in  the  glee  and  instrumental  club,  an  institution  which  has 
always  been  renowned  for  its  excellence.     Our  Fine  Arts  Depart- 
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ment  afiords  excellent  chances  in  the  line  of  material  and  coach- 
ing of  these  clubs.  Van  Wagner,  '01 ,  and  Collerd,  '03,  are 
members  of  the  glee*;  and  Millspaugh,  '01  (leader),  Root,  '01, 
Post,  '02,  W.  K.  Root,  *02,  and  Jackman,  '03,  play  on  the 
instrumental. 

Syracuse  is  keeping  up  its  reputation  as  a  growing  university. 
The  freshman  class  numbers  more  than  700,  and  brings  up  the 
total  registration  to  1,700.  We  have  just  been  presented  with 
a  new  Hall  of  Applied  Science  by  Lyman  C.  Smith,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Smith-Premier  Typewriter  Company,  a  gift  amount- 
ing to  nearly  $800,000.  The  various  other  departments  are 
constantly  being  improved  by  the  addition  of  new  instructors 
and  by  the  purchase  of  new  equipments. 

Beta  Epsilon  is  keeping  pace  with  the  progress  of  the  uni- 
versity. We  are  strong  believers  in  expansion  and  a  liberal 
policy,  and  believe  that  it  has  been  this  policy,  together  with 
the  prestige  of  the  general  fraternity,  which  has  made  Beta  Ep- 
silon in  twelve  years  one  of  the  strongest  chapters  in  Syracuse. 
Our  strongest,  and  I  might  truthfully  say,  our  only  rival  here  is 
4^  Y.  Four  years  ago  A  K  B  was,  without  doubt,  the  strongest  in 
the  university,  but  that  fraternity  has  greatly  deteriorated,  and 
B  0  n  has  supplanted  it  in  the  position  of  strength  and  influence. 

We  are  making  a  specialty  of  literary  work  in  our  chapter 
meetings,  which  are  held  weekly  on  Friday  evening.  The  alumni 
come  around  and  we  have  talks  from  them;  essays,  orations,  de- 
bates and  musical  productions  from  the  undergraduates — varied 
sometimes  by  a  boxing  contest  between  two  freshmen — and  end 
up  by  an  hour  spent  in  singing  the  songs  of  the  fraternity.  The 
new  leaflet  has  our  hearty  endorsement,  but  let  us  have  some 
new  original  songs  in  addition  to  the  grand  familiar  ones. 

Our  new  chapter-house  is  something  we  are  very  proud  of;  we 
have  it,  but  are  starting  a  fund  so  that  in  a  few  years  more  we 
shall  own  our  home.  It  is  large  and  roomy,  accommodating 
twenty-eight.  The  parlors  and  dining-hall  are  on  the  ground 
floor,  living-rooms  on  the  first  and  second  floors,  and  a  large 
chapter-hall  on  the  third  floor.  The  exterior  is  imposing,  and 
the  large,  85-foot  veranda  is  "a  thing  of  beauty  and  a  joy  for- 
ever." 

The  house-warming  and  fall  banquet,  taking  place  November 
1-2,  were  unqualified  successes.  The  banquet  was  the  largest 
in  the  history  of  Beta  Epsilon,  and  the  toasts  went  off  with  a 
spirit  and  a  gusto  which  is  found  only  at  Beta  banquets.  We 
were  glad  to  have  with  us  Bro.  Bowler,  N,  Bros.  Marston  and 
Valentine,  B0,  and  Bro.  Duell,  BZ.  The  house-warming  took 
an  afternoon  and  nearly  all  of  a  night.  In  the  afternoon  over 
500  guests  were  received,  and  in  the  evening  we  had  a  smaller 
reception,  for  which  seventy  invitations  were  issued.  The  house

THE    UNJVERSnV. 

THE  seventeen  buildings  of  the  Ohio  State  University  are 
set  in  a  wide-stretching,  park-like  campus  on  the  north 
side  of  Columbus.  In  the  ownership  of  the  institution 
is  land  to  the  number  of  345  acres,  most  of  which,  naturally,  is 
devoted  to  purposes  agricultural.  Originally,  the  university  was 
quite  outside  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  not  easily  accessible  to 
students  or  visitors  ;  but  now  the  grounds  are  built  in  on  all  sides 
with  fine  residences,  and  are  reached  by  two  main  street  car 
lines,  so  that  to  one  familiar  with  real  estate  values  in  central 
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Ohio,  it  is  perhaps  not  surprising  that  the  university  land  alone 
is  worth  11,500,000. 

When  one  sees  the  splendid  prosperity  of  this  vigorous 
young  institution,  and  learns  that  $800,000  has  gone  into  build- 
ing construction  here,  he  can  with  difficulty  conceive  of  a  time 
not  very  far  removed,  when  the  educational  plant  was  made  up 
of  one  structure,  where  all  the  students  boarded  and  slept,  and 
recited  to  a  faculty  whose  limited  numbers  more  than  equaled 
the  student  attendance.  But  this,  or  its  like,  is  the  tale  of 
almost  every  one  of  the  wonderful  state  universities  of  the 
middle  west,  the  development  of  which  is  the  educational 
marvel  of  this  generation. 

The  Ohio  State  University,  like  the  others,  traces  its  genesis 
to  the  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862,  the  provisions  of  which  are  well 
known;  and  we  became  the  Ohio  Agricultural  and  Mechanical 
College  in  1873.  In  1878  the  name  was  changed  to  its  existing 
form,  and  the  state  began  to  exhibit  the  interest  it  has  continued 
to  show  through  its  legislation  and  its  sympathetic  oversight. 
The  first  president  was  Edward  Orton,  whose  name  is  revered 
far  beyond  the  limits  of  his  own  state.  He  was  followed  in 
1881  by  Walter  Q.  Scott,  and  he  in  1883  by  William  Henry 
Scott  (B  n  0,  Ohio,  '62),  who  remained  at  the  head  of  affairs 
until  1895,  when  his  resignation  brought  James  Hulme  Canfield 
from  the  chancellorship  of  Nebraska  to  guide  the  now  rapidly 
growing  institution  at  Columbus.  In  1899  he  left  to  go  to 
Columbia,  and  the  university  is  at  present  under  the  skilful  and 
successful  control  of  William  Oxley  Thompson,  whom  we  took 
from  his  reluctant  friends  at  Miami. 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  sketch  to  be  statistical,  but 
briefly  it  may  be  said  that  the  university  has  now  at  its  disposal 
about  $225,000  annually  ;  that  its  student  attendance  numbers 
1,450,  all  in  the  regular  four-year  courses  ;  that  the  instructional 
force  reaches  120,  and  that  the  work  done  ranges  very  broadly 
from  purely  academic  studies  to  and  through  all  the  forms  of 
science,  engineering  and  law.  The  standards  for  admission  and 
continuance  at  work  are  very  high,  and  a  degree  stands  for 
all  that  it  represents  outwardly.  The  class-rooms,  shops  and 
laboratories  are  crowded  to  overflowing,  and  there  is  no  room 
for  the  man  who  comes  to  college  to  play.  This  does  not  drive 
away  students ;  on  the  contrary,  they  are  coming  in  increasing 
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numbers,  and  there  is  an  air  of  thoroughgoing  earnestr 
about  the  university  perfectly  indicative  of  the  character  of 
students  and  its  faculty. 

There  are  a  few  things  of  which  Ohio's  students  are  es 
cially  proud.  One  of  these  is  our  campus.  We  joy  in  the  i 
spaces  and  the  smooth  stretches  of  grass  and  the  shade  of 
fine  trees,  for  there  are  almost  a  hundred  acres  directly  wit 
the  campus  limits.  The  buildings  are  set  about  the  central  \ 
of  this  in  a  huge  quadrangle,  while  to  the  north  lies  the  par 
ground,  the  grove,  and  the  athletic  field,  where  for  two  yc 
our  football  team  has  won  out  the  championship  of  the  si 
with  the  loss  of  only  one  game.  Everywhere  are  shady  vii 
and  green  hollows  and  winding  walks,  the  greatest  charm  cul 
nating  in  the  little  lake  at  the  bottom  of  the  observatory  1 
where,  too,  bubbles  up  the  famous  spring  that  originally  setl 
the  choice  of  a  site  for  the  university. 

The  attitude  of  the  university  toward  the  fraternities 
always  been  a  friendly  one,  and  as  a  result  the  system  has  b 
in  vogue  here  since  1878,  when  a  chapter  of  *  F  A  appear 
*  K  Y,  2  X,  X  *  and  *  A  ©  followed  in  the  order  named,  and  B  1 
came  in  1885.  After  189 1,  when  2  N  entered,  the  appeara 
of  new  chapters  was  rapid,  until  now  there  are  at  Ohio  Si 
University  nineteen  fraternities  and  sororities,  besides  4>  A  < 
the  Law  School.  Though  at  times  there  have  been  disagreeme 
and  though  one  could  hardly  say  that  Pan-Hellenism  exists  h< 
still  the  relations  of  the  different  orders  have  been,  and  are 
the  main,  very  friendly,  and  there  is  constant  cooperation  am< 
them  in  university  affairs.  The  chapter-house  system  fi 
favor  here,  although  at  present  only  four  houses  are  occupi 
those  leased  by  *  A  0,  2  A  E,  2  N  and  B  ©  11. 

We  have  little  of  academic  tradition  here  at  Ohio  State, 
as  much  as  we  should  like  of  the  mellowing  influence  of  age  i 
long-continued  authority ;  we  are  too  young  for  that,  may 
But  while  we  regret  this  lack,  still  we  feel  the  confidence  ; 
buoyancy  of  youth,  with  all  its  vigor  and  enthusiasm,  and 
hope,  while  keeping  in  check  any  out-cropping  flamboyan 
to  hold  our  place  and  our  pace,  and  make  the  university  w 
it€  promise  bespeaks  for  it. 
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THE    CHAPTER. 

On  the  wall  of  a  room  in  Theta  Delta's  chapter-house,  there 
hangs  the  picture  of  a  group  of  young  men  garbed  in  the  now 
curious  costume  of  fifteen  years  ago.  There  used  to  be  a  knot 
of  ribbons,  cream  and  cherry,  fastened  to  the  frame,  and  a  little 
gold  monogram  pin,  for  this  picture  represents  the  old  *  A 
society,  which  was  the  nucleus  of  the  Ohio  State  University 
chapter.  One  of  the  men  is  Professor  Wallace  Sabine,  now  of 
Harvard,  whose  reputation  as  a  physicist,  already  established, 
has  recently  been  emphasized  by  his  brilliant  mastery  of  acoustic 
difficulties  in  the  new  Boston  Symphony  Hall;  another  is  Pro- 
fessor Wilbur  H.  Siebert,  of  Ohio  State,  whose  timely  book, 
**The  Underground  Railroad,"  published  in  1898  by  The  Mac- 
millan  Company,  is  the  final  utterance  on  the  interesting  subject 
with  which  it  deals  ;  and  not  one  of  the  dozen  men  in  the  group 
has  failed  to  win  a  place  for  himself  in  his  chosen  profession. 

William  R.  Pomerene,  of  the  Wooster  chapter,  is  the  father 
of  0  A.  He  organized  the  movement  for  a  charter,  and  pushed 
it  to  a  successful  issue.  Two  or  three  attempts  were  made  at 
conventions  before  a  charter  was  secured,  for  Ohio  State  was 
not  much  of  a  college  in  those  days  ;  but  finally  the  convention 
of  1885,  held  at  St.  Louis,  yielded  to  entreaty,  and  December 
16  of  that  year,  Theta  chapter,  in  a  body,  came  from  Ohio 
Wesleyan,  and  conducted  the  initiation  ceremonies  at  the  old 
Odd  Fellows'  Temple,  down  in  the  city. 

Theta  Delta  trusts  that  she  needs  no  formal  introduction  to 
the  fraternity.  She  has  tried  to  keep  awake  to  the  fact  that  her 
duty  is  to  the  general  fraternity  as  well  as  to  herself,  and  her 
interest  in  B  0  TI  at  large  has  constantly  been  shown  by  the  part 
taken  in  convention  and  general  fraternity  work  by  her 
r2presentatives.  Like  every  other  chapter,  she  has  had  ups 
and  downs,  but  she  has  maintained  a  place  of  honor  always,  and 
her  excellent  reputation  with  the  university  and  the  other  fra- 
ternities has  been  and  remains  unquestioned.  Naturally  the 
chapter  now  is  larger  than  it  was  in  years  past,  the  average 
number  enrolled  being  about  twenty-two. 

We  take  pleasure  in  knowing  that  we  were  the  pioneers  in 
chapter-house  life  in  Ohio.  The  system  is  of  recent  vogue  in 
the  middle  west,  and  when  we  leased  our  first  house  in  the  fall

of  1891,  no  other  chapter  in  the  state  had  made  a  like  venture. 
The  house  we  chose  was  a  large  brick  residence  on  the  university 
campus,  prominent  in  its  situation  and  high  in  its  rent ;  and  it 
was  with  well-founded  fear  that  we  took  the  plunge.  We  came 
out  in  good  shape,  however,  and  since  that  time  have  occupied 
two  other  houses,  both  close  to  the  university.  At  present  the 
men  live  in  a  fourteen-room  house,  most  charmingly  situated  in 
Indianola  Place,  and  owned  by  the  father  of  a  member  of  the 
chapter  who  leases  it  on  long  time.  The  chapter  now  numbers 
twenty-one,  of  whom  fourteen  make  their  homes  at  the  house. 

Perhaps  it  is  not  the  part  of  modesty  to  say  more  of  our- 
selves. This  much  may  be  noted  in  conclusion  :  that  0  A  main- 
tains the  custom  of  sending  out  to  all  her  alumni  an  annual 
circular  letter  containing  greeting  and  information,  a  practice 
we  have  found  most  gratifying  in  its  results  ;  she  has  had  her 
accumulated  magazines  bound,  and  finds  delight  in  the  reading 
of  them  ;  she  takes  especial  interest  and  pride  in  the  smooth- 
ness and  beauty  of  her  initiation  ceremonies ;  and  she  has 
leading  representation  on  all  university  organizations,  the  glee 
club.  The  Lantern,  The  Makio,  and  on  the  football,  basketball 
and  baseball  teams. 

We  have  no  joy  like  that  of  welcoming  our  Beta  comrades. 
If  you  get  a  chance,  will  you  not  come  and  sit  a  while  with  us  in 
front  of  the  big  fireplace  ? 
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THE  dinner  given  by  the  Columbia  chapter  and  the  New 
York  alumni  to  Bro.  Benjamin  Barker  Odell,  Jr.,  Bethany 
'77,  governor  of  the  state  of  New  York,  at  the  Waldorf- 
Astoria  in  New  York  city,  February  i,  was  duly  eaten  on 
schedule  time. 

It  was  a  brilliant  affair,  the  attendance  was  good,  the 
occasion  was  worthy,  the  menu  was  excellent,  the  speeches 
were  bright,  and  everything  passed  off  pleasantly. 

The  all-prevailing  grip  cut  the  toast  list  in  half  and  was 
accountable  for  the  absence  of*  Gov.  James  A.  Beaver  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Sam  Walter  Foss  of  Boston,  Rush  Taggart  of  New 
York  and  William  C.  Sprague  of  Detroit. 

Judges  Harlan  and  Brewster  were  detained  in  Washington 
by  the  vitally  important  Porto  Rican  and  Philippine  questions 
now  before  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  for  consideration 
and  decision,  and  Senator  Penrose  and  Congressmen  Lentz  and 
Allen,  who  were  expected,  could  not  get  away  from  the  capital 
early  enough  to  attend. 

However  we  may  regret  the  absence  of  these  brethren,  we 
feel  that  the  loss  was  largely  theirs,  and  we  are  glad  at  the  many 
expressions  of  good  will,  kindly  appreciation  and  love  for  the 
fraternity  which  the  correspondence  about  the  matter  elicited. 

The  banquet  was  preceded  by  a  reception  in  the  small  ball- 
room. This  lasted  for  an  hour  and  a  half  or  thereabouts  and 
afforded  opportunity  to  meet  the  distinguished  guest  of  the 
evening,  renew  old  acquaintances  and  to  make  new  ones,  and 
to   have  a  royal  good   time. 

Promptly  at  8:30  the  doors  of  the  banqueting  hall  were 
opened  and  the  assembled  company  entered.  The  first  impres- 
sion of  the  room  was  a  lasting  one  of  elegant  comfort.  One 
side  of  the  room  was  draped  with  vertical  stripes  of  cream- 
colored  and  lemon-yellow  bunting  ;  in  the  center  was  a  large  flag 
of  the  state  of  New  York  in  the  middle  of  which  was  a  panel 
displaying  in  huge  letters   *'B0n"   made  up  of  incandescent 
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lamps.     On  one  side  of  this  was  draped  the  flag  of  Columbia 
College  and  on  the  other  the  flag  of  the  fraternity. 

The  guest  table  was  immediately  in  front  of  this  wall  and  on  , 
a  raised  dais.  The  tables  for  the  other  diners  were  all  small,  ' 
holding  but  eight.  Each  table  was  illuminated  with  candles  ', 
with  alternate  pink  and  blue  shades ;  bunches  of  Beauty  and 
other  roses  (the  fraternity  flower)  were  on  all  of  the  tables  in  / 
the  utmost  profusion,  and  smilax  and  ivy  concealed  effectively  1 
the  rest  of  the  cloth.  | 

The  effect  was  beautiful,  and  much  appreciation  was  expressed 
at  the  admirable  result  obtained  by  such  simple  means.  ^ I 

The  menu  was  not  elaborate,  but  was  well  selected  and 
served  as  only  the  Waldorf-Astoria  can  serve.  The  menu  card 
read  as  follows:

Within  the  cover,  on  one  page  was  the  menu,  on  the  next 
the  toast  list,  on  the  next  the  list  of  the  committee  of  arrange- 
ments and  on  the  next  the  names  of  the  reception  committee. 

The  banquet  was  preceded  by  an  appropriate  grace,  by  Rev. 
Ferd  C.  Iglehart,  DePauw  '77,  of  Newburgh,  N.  Y. 

During  the  dinner  the  groups  of  Betas  coming  from  the  same 
college  frequently  gave  vent  to  their  enthusiasm  by  giving  their 
college  cheer,  in  each  instance  concluding  with  the  words 
'^Odell,"  thrice  repeated. 
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After  the  cofEee  was  served,  all  looked  toward  the  toastmas- 
ter  Hon.  John  H.  Wise,  Virginia,  '67,  expectantly.  After  a 
short  pause  he  arose  and  spoke  as  follows : 

"We  are  here  to  do  honor  to  the  Governor  of  New  York. 
[Long  applause,  followed  by  the  fraternity  cheer.]  My  breth- 
ren, we  are  also  here  to  do  honor  to  the  successful  standard- 
bearer  of  his  party.  But  those  little  considerations  weigh  lit- 
tle with  us  beside  the  fact  that  to  us  he  is  not  Governor  Odell, 
or  Chairman  Odell,  or  Congressman  Odell,  or  Republican 
Odell,  or  Democratic  Odell,  ^ut  he  is  simply  Ben  Odell,  our 
brother  in  B  9  n.  Now,  without  detaining  you,  permit  me  to 
introduce  to  you  the  honored  guest  of  the  evening,  who  will 
speak  for  himself,  Governor  Odell."  [Applause,  followed  by 
college  yells  and  tigers.] 

Brother  Odell  then  spoke  as  follows  : 

"Mr.  Toastmaster  and  Brethren :  For  the  honor  you  have 
conferred  upon  me  tonight  in  inviting  me  to  meet  with  you  in 
this  pleasant  manner,  I  thank  you  most  sincerely.  It  is  over 
a  quarter  of  a  century  ago  since  I  became  a  Beta.  It  was  down 
in  the  Panhandle  of  western  Virginia — at  Bethany  College — 
where  we  had  a  chapter  which  those  who  were  jealous  of  our 
success  said  was  so  small  that  we  could  all  sleep  in  one  bed. 
However,  if  we  were  few  in  number,  we  were  great  in  enthusi- 
asm. There  was  a  great  deal  of  good  fellowship  in  all  of  our 
meetings,  which  I  believe  were  surrounded  with  more  mystery 
than  is  known  to  the  Betas  of  today. 

"  I  spent  but  one  year  there  at  Bethany,  and  then  I  came  to 
Columbia  College,  as  devoted  and  loyal  to  B  9  U  as  I  had  been 
at  Bethany.  I  spent,  in  fact,  a  whole  year  in  endeavoring  to 
secure  a  charter  for  the  establishment  of  a  chapter  at  Colum- 
bia, but  I  failed.  The  West  did  not  look  upon  us  in  the  East 
with  the  favor  then  that  it  does  now.  One  of  the  pleasant 
features  of  this  evening  is  the  knowledge  which  I  have  gained 
from  the  repeated  cheers  for  Columbia  which  you  have  all 
heard,  that  we  have  there  now  an  active  chapter  of  B  0  U. 

'<  It  is  pleasant  to  look  back  upon  one's  boyhood  days,  and 
as  I  sat  here  tonight  I  began  to  think  that  I  was  getting  old. 
It  seemed  an  age  ago  since  I  took  part  in  the  ceremonies  of  our 
chapters  at  Bethany.  I  think  some  of  the  members  from 
Washington  and  Jefferson  College  are  here  tonight.    They  used 
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to  come  over  and  help  us  out,  and  what  was  not  in  the  ritual 
we  added  as  the  occasion  might  warrant. 

**  I  believe  that  college  training  and  associations,  particu- 
larly those  developed  in  college  fraternities  like  our  own,  fits 
us  for  the  business  which  we  are  called  upon  to  face  in  the 
world.  I  have  found  men  whom  I  knew  in  college,  and  who  I 
thought  at  that  time  were  not  quite  up  to  the  mark,  but  who, 
by  their  close  attention  to  their  duties,  have  become  among  the 
most  prominent  men  of  our  locality.  Particularly  is  this  true 
of  those  who  have  entered  the  political  field.  I  believe  that  a 
college  training  makes  a  man  better,  and  enables  him  more 
boldly  to  face  those  battles  which  are,  I  believe,  as  sincere, 
and  sometimes,  I  think,  as  dangerous  to  a  man's  success,  as 
some  of  the  battles  which  our  dear  brother,  John  S.  Wise,  is 
fond  of  telling  us  about,  when  he  has  had  a  good  cigar  and 
other  proper  encouragement. 

'*  I  have  looked  over  the  toast  list  tonight,  and  I  assure  you 
that  I  have  enjoyed  my  dinner  with  the  greater  pleasure  be- 
cause I  find  that  I  am  not  among  those  who  are  to  make  a 
speech.  I  feel,  therefore,  that  in  detaining  you  longer  I  will 
be  keeping  you  from  the  treat  which  I  know  is  in  store  from 
those  of  the  brethren  who  are  so  able  to  address  you,  and  I 
am,  therefore,  going  to  close  by  thanking  you  and  wishing  for 
the  alumni  and  for  the  Columbia  chapter  and  the  chapters  at  the 
various  colleges  which  are  here  represented  tonight,  continued 
prosperity  and  success.''     [Tumultuous  applause.] 

The  toastmaster  then  picked  up  a  bundle  of  letters,  tele- 
grams and  papers,  and  said:  "I  will  not  interrupt  the  proceed- 
ings by  going  into  the  details  of  this  voluminous  correspond- 
ence, but  will  content  myself  by  merely  mentioning  its  sub- 
stance. I  hold  in  my  hand  from  Bangor,  Maine,  a  telegram, 
saying,  'Best  wishes  to  Governor  Odell  and  Brother  Betas.' 
Signed,  'University  of  Maine  Chapter,  Beta  Theta  Pi.'  There 
is  also  a  very  sweet  and  kind  letter  from  Governor  Beaver,  of 
Pennsylvania,  which  I  shall  forbear  from  reading,  as  you  can 
read  it  in  the  magazine,  and  we  owe  a  duty  to  the  living  as  well 
as  to  the  dead.  I  have  a  telegram  offering  sincere  regards  from 
the  Syracuse  chapter  of  Beta  Theta  Pi.  Also  a  letter  and  a 
telegram  from  Senator  Boies  Penrose,  expressing  his  regrets ; 
and  from  Orono,  Maine,  a  telegram,  saying,  '  Five  Beta  broth- 
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ers,  faculty  University  of  Maine,  send  greeting  and  congratula- 
tions/ Signed,  'Ralph  K.  Jones/  Also  a  letter  from  Mrs. 
Sam  Walter  Foss,  saying,  in  effect,  <  Mr.  Foss  is  knocked  out.' 
Brother  Rush  Taggart  regrets  that  he  can't  come  ;  has  the  grip. 
Governor  Francis,  like  the  Irishman,  sends  a  letter  of  regrets, 
and  has  brought  it  with  him.  Mr.  John  Alden  telegraphs,  'Was 
called  out  of  town,'  and  sends  us  an  implied  insult  by  wishing 
'long  life  to  Governor  Odell  and  the  big  and  little  Betas.' 
There  are  no  little  Betas.  Mr.  Justice  Brewer,  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  says  that  he  would  be  represented 
by  every  Brewer  in  New  York.  The  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  Brother  John  W.  Yerkes,  declines  to  be  present  at 
such  a  wholesale  violation  of  the  United  States  internal  revenue 
laws.  We  have  a  letter  from  Mr.  John  L.  Bates,  Lieutenant- 
Governor  of  Massachusetts,  saying  that  he  is  sorry  he  can't 
come;  and  last,  but  not  least,  is  one  from  that  weakling  in 
politics,  that  unfortunate,  modest,  hesitating  Beta  brother, 
Matthew  Stanley  Quay  the  dangerous. 

"Now,  brethren,  I  want  to  introduce  a  man  who  has  re- 
stored to  me  the  elixir  of  youth.  I  sat  here  tonight  and  patron- 
izingly looked  at  you,  and  thought  that  I  had  been  a  member 
of  the  fraternity  before  many  of  you  were  large  enough  to  eat 
a  pi,  and  it  is  true.  But  I  am  going  to  introduce  to  you  a  man 
who  was  a  member  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  before  I  was  born. 
[Laughter.]  The  Rev.  Dr.  W.  A.  P.  Martin  is  a  member  of  the 
Indiana  chapter,  and  has  reflected  honor  and  credit  upon  our 
fraternity  at  home  and  abroad.  He  has  been  for  a  number  of 
years  a  distinguished  and  successful  missionary  and  educator 
in  China,  and  is  now  president  of  the  Imperial  University  at 
Pekin,  if  there  is  anything  left  of  it.  And  I  have  the  honor  and 
pleasure  of  introducing  him  to  his  brethren  of  Beta  Theta  Pi." 

Dr.  Martin's  toast  was  "From  Indiana  to  Pekin  and  Back." 
He  said :  "  Mr.  Chairman  and  Brethren  of  the  Beta  Theta 
Pi.  It  seems  that  to  have  lived  long — if  for  no  other  reason — is 
a  claim  to  notoriety  and  distinction.  There  is  one  word,  how- 
ever, in  the  toast  which  thrills  my  heart,  a  word  re-echoed  just 
now  from  the  assembled  Betas,  'Indiana,'  my  native  place. 

••Where'er  I  roam, 
Whatever  climes  I  see, 
My  heart  untrammeled. 
Fondly  tarns  to  thee. 
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"Even  when  basking  in  the  favor  of  an  emperor,  or  when 
bombarded  by  the  fury  of  an  empress,  I  cannot  forget  my  native 
state.  Nor  can  I  forget  her  even  now  when  on  this  platform, 
by  the  side  of  the  governor  of  the  Empire  state,  who  sees  the 
White  House  looming  in  the  distance.  The  wording  of  that 
toast,  I  suspect,  came  from  the  pen  and  the  heart  of  an  Indiana 
boy.  Some  forty  -  two  years  ago  it  was  that  I  went  to 
Pekin.  I  went  first  to  Tientsin  as  an  interpreter  for  the  Ameri- 
can minister  in  the  negotiation  of  our  treaty  at  that  place,  after 
having  served  for  some  years  as  a  missionary  at  Ning  Poo. 

<<The  following  year,  I  saw  the  fort  at  the  mouth  of  the  Pe 
Hi  captured  in  twenty  minutes.  The  next  year  after  that  I  saw 
the  English  and  French  gunboats — thirteen  in  number — defeated 
by  the  same  fort,  showing  how  quickly  the  Chinese  could  acquire 
the  art  of  war.  Those  forts  had  been  remanned  and  rearmed 
with  the  latest  weapons  of  European  manufacture.  It  was  then 
that  our  old  Commodore  pronounced  the  words  which  have  rung 
throughout  the  world,  and  which  have  drawn  British  hearts 
nearer  to  ours,  as  he  placed  our  gunboat  at  the  service  of  the 
defeated  British  admiral,  in  order  to  succor  and  to  rescue  our 
brethren,  and  said,  <  Blood  is  thicker  than  water. ' 

"He  had  thrown  our  neutrality  to  the  wind,  and  yet  our 
minister,  Mr.  Ward,  for  whom  I  was  acting  as  interpreter,  pro- 
ceeded to  the  capital  in  the  capacity  and  quality  of  a  neutral. 
Arriving  there,  the  Chinese  prime  minister  said,  <Do  we  not 
know  that  you  loaned  200  soldiers  to  the  enemy,  and  now  you 
come  as  a  neutral.  We  require  that  you  shall  prostrate  yourself 
in  the  presence  of  the  emperor,  and  profess  your  profound 
repentance.'  Mr.  Ward  said  to  me,  'Tell  them,  Mr.  Martin, 
that  I  go  on  my  knees  only  to  God  and  women.' 

"The  minister  replied,  <The  Emperor  is  the  same  as  God  ;' 
but  Mr.  Ward  could  not  see  it,  and  so  was  dismissed  with  very 
scant  courtesy.  It  was  some  comfort  to  us  to  know  that  the 
rumor  is  rife  in  China  and  prevails  to  the  present  day,  that  the 
Americans  have  no  joints  in  their  knees  permitting  them  to 
kneel  to  Chinese  emperors. 

"A  few  years  later,  after  the  war  was  ended,  and  Pekin  was 
thrown  open  to  the  residence  of  foreigners,  I  proceeded  to  that 
place  and  founded  a  Presbyterian  mission,  but  I  carried  in  my 
pack  on  going  there,  not  only  the   gospel,  but  a  book  of  laws, 
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the  international  law  of  our  own  American  Wheaton  translated 
into  Chinese.  I.  showed  it  to  the  authorities.  They  had  it 
printed.  It  was  reprinted  in  Japan,  and  it  made  a  big  sensa- 
tion, giving  the  Orientals  an  insight  into  western  methods  of 
international  intercourse  and  procedure. 

'<  On  the  formation  of  the  College  of  Pekin,  I  was  appointed 
to  its  presidency,  and  also  to  the  chair  of  international  law.  In 
that  position  I  continued  for  twenty-five  years;  my  students 
going  forth  to  all  the  countries  with  which  China  held  relations, 
some  of  them  rising  to  the  position  of  ministers  plenipotentiary. 
Two  of  them  became  tutors  of  his  majesty,  the  emperor. 

<'  Returning  to  this  country  in  ill  health,  I  resigned  my  post. 
Afterwards  going  out  again,  only  six  years  ago,  I  was  appointed 
to  the  presidency  of  the  new  university,  established  by  the 
young  emperor  on  the  recommendation  of  Li  Hung  Chang. 

<<The  organization  of  that  institution  was  going  on  prosper- 
ously when  the  late  Boxer  outbreak  took  place.  I  was  bending 
over  my  table  writing  out  appointments  for  new  professors, 
when  I  was  warned  to  make  my  escape  to  the  American  lega- 
tion. I  went  to  the  legation,  drawn  by  a  beautiful  mule,  and 
said  I  to  Mr.  Squires,  '  Perhaps  you  have  no  room  for  this 
animal,  and  I  had  better  send  him  back  to  my  own  stables.' 
'No,'  said  he;  'leave  him  here  ;  we  may  have  to  eat  him  yet.' 
He  said  that  as  a  joke.  It  was  a  grim  joke,  however,  and  had 
a  tragic  ending — for  the  mule.  We  both  of  us  thought  that  the 
trouble  would  soon  blow  over ;  but  it  did  not  blow  over. 

"  For  ten  weeks,  long  weeks,  the  siege  continued.  Foreigners 
had  taken  refuge  under  their  several  flags  for  two  weeks,  and 
then  when  the  German  minister  was  killed,  and  war  formally 
declared,  they  all  went  to  the  British  legation,  where,  owing  to 
the  extent  of  ground,  room  was  found  for  all  of  them.  It  was 
surrounded  with  heavy,  strong  walls,  that  were  capable  of  re- 
sisting any  ordinary  attack.  There  we  were  fired  on  every  day 
at  some  time  of  the  day,  and  oftentimes  at  night,  and  particu- 
larly whenever  a  thunderstorm  came  on. 

'<!  am  asked  if  we  were  afraid.  I  say  there  was  not  a  man 
who  was  shut  up  there  who  was  not  afraid,  but  we  took  great  care 
not  to  show  any  sign  of  fear.  And  in  this  form  of  dissembling 
the  women  beat  us  altogether.  Not  only  did  they,  for  the  most 
part,  maintain  calmness,  but  they  had  words  of  cheerfulness  and 
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hope  on  their  lips  to  strengthen  the  arms  of  their  brave  defend- 
ers. I  was  the  guest  of  the  American  minister,  in  his  family. 
When  the  first  fire  burst  out,  I  saw  Miss  Conger,  who  was  suf- 
fering from  nervous  prostration,  throw  herself  weeping  into  the 
arms  of  her  father.  The  next  day  she  seemed  more  calm  when 
the  fighting  commenced.  The  third  day  she  seemed  rather  to 
enjoy  it.  She  braced  up  and  improved  day  by  day,  and  came 
out  of  the  siege  with  the  bloom  of  health  on  her  cheeks. 
(Applause.)  She  had  gone  around  the  whole  world  to  every 
water-cure  and  failed  to  receive  any  benefit,  but  the  fire-cure 
completed  her  recovery. 

'<Her  mother,  Mrs.  Conger,  is  an  equally  remarkable  speci- 
men of  female  humanity.  She  seemed  to  live  above  the  clouds 
—  a  devoted  woman.  She  was  also  tinged  with  Christian 
Science.  This  perhaps  added  to  her  calmness  and  equipoise. 
However  it  may  be,  whether  she  was  infected  by  the  philosophy 
of  old  Berkeley  or  not,  she  seems  to  have  realized  the  predic- 
tion of  the  poet,  and  prophet,  Alexander  Pope,  who  described 
his  ideal  woman  as  <  Mistress  of  herself  though  china  fall.' 

"Out  Minister  did  not  know  at  the  time,  and  perhaps  he 
did  not  relish  it,  but  he  was  receiving  his  latest  and  best  lesson 
in  diplomacy.     He  was  getting  an  inside  view  of  Chinese  life. 

''  I  shall  not  dwell  on  the  continuation  of  the  siege.  After 
eight  long  weeks,  night  after  night,  we  looked  up  to  the  clouds 
to  see  the  search-lights  of  our  army,  and  had  exclaimed,  '  They 
are  coming.  The  search-light,  the  search-light !'  We  were  dis- 
appointed :  it  was  only  the  summer  lightning. 

« At  length,  on  the  14th  of  August,  a  sentry  burst  into  the 
room  where  I  was  trying  to  sleep  beside  Major  Conger,  and 
exclaimed,  'They  are  coming;  I  hear  the  machine  guns.'  We 
were,  in  a  moment,  in  the  open  air.  We  heard  the  guns.  Never 
was  music  so  sweet.  It  was  like  the  music  of  the  bag-pipes  to 
the  beleaguered  garrison  at  Lucknow.  We  called  the  ladies, 
and  they  listened  too,  and  fell  on  each  other's  necks  weeping 
and  again  clasping  each  other's  hands.  The  next  day  the  army 
of  rescue  came  in,  the  vanguard  passing  through  a  portion  of 
the  walls  that  had  been  seized  from  the  enemy.  The  vanguard 
of  cavalry  were  men  with  swarthy  faces,  but  I  thought  they 
were  the  handsomest  men  I  had  ever  seen.  Later  in  the  day 
the  main  body  came  in  through  a  gate  the  key  of  which  had 
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been  seized  from  the  flying  enemy  by  the  secretary  of  our 
legation. 

"The  Americans  have  done  themselves  honor  in  this  siege. 
They  carried  Old  Glory  from  the  sea  to  the  capital,  as  I 
said  the  other  day  when  I  called  to  thank  the  President  in 
Washington — I  thanked  him  for  having  sent  the  army  of  rescue 
without  calling  an  extra  session  of  Congress  to  deliberate  about 
it  first. 

<'  Before  taking  my  seat  I  will  only  say  that  this  uprising  has 
been  in  consequence  of  an  anti-foreign  reaction  which  has  had 
nothing  to  do  with  missionaries  or  with  Christianity,  but  it  has 
been  actuated  mainly  by  the  jealousy  of  the  Manchu  Tartars. 
It  is  on  this  account  only  that  Christianity  is  objected  to.  Nor 
is  a  church  any  more  obnoxious  than  a  railway.  In  that  rising 
they  tore  up  railways,  and  in  Pekin  they  burned  up  square  miles 
of  houses  simply  because  the  shops  contained  the  products  of 
western  industry.  Political  jealousy,  religious  antipathy,  and 
industrial  competition  are  the  three  things  which  furnished  the 
key  to  this  marvelous  uprising.  It  has  been  suppressed,  and  we 
trust  that  the  young  emperor  will  soon  be  restored  to  his 
throne ;  that  the  university  will  soon  be  again  set  afloat.  I  am 
to  leave  this  place  within  ten  days  to  endeavor  to  get  the 
university  going  again.  A  great  long  life  I*  wish  you,  and  I 
wish  you  in  turn  to  wish  a  long  life  for  the  young  emperor  of 
China." 

The  toastmaster  then  arose  and  said:  <<We  have  been 
deeply  interested  in  the  address  of  our  brother  who  has  just 
taken  his  seat,  and  before  introducing  the  next  speaker  I  cannot 
refrain  from  expressing  the  hope  that  in  the  ten  days  remaining 
to  him  in  his  native  country  our  brother  will  endeavor  to  remove 
some  local  prejudices  which  still  exist  here  in  regard  to  the 
Chinese  nation.  Now,  for  example,  in  the  city  of  Richmond, 
where  I  formerly  lived,  there  was  a  colored  lady  who  had  a  love 
afiair  with  a  Chinese  laundryman,  and  it  having  reached  a  point 
where  she  had  become  engaged  to  him  she  reported  it  to  her 
mistress,  who  looked  distressed,  and  she  said,  <  Oh,  Miss  Mary, 
what,  is  ye  sorry  about  my  getting  married?'  She  replied, 
'Jennie,  it  is  all  right  for  you,  it  is  all  right  for  you.  If  you 
love  the  Chinaman  and  he  loves  you,  there  is  no  objection 
whatever;  but  I  wasn't  thinking  about  you  and  the  Chinaman, 
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I  was  thinking  about  the  children.'  She  says,  'But  Miss  Mary, 
what  is  the  matter  with  the  children  ?'  And  she  said,  <  You 
know  there  will  be  a  ban  upon  those  children.'  <Oh,  yes,'  she 
said,  <  I  know  that ;  we  have  talked  that  over,  and  we  knows  that 
when  a  nigger  marries  a  Chinaman  the  children  will  all  be  Jews, 
but  we  are  going  to  try  it  anyhow.' 

"I  have  taken  the  liberty  of  getting  you  in  a  good  humor, 
because  the  melancholy  task  remains  to  me  to  introduce  to  you 
a  wit,  and  after  our  recent  experiences  with  Mark  Twain  we 
know  that  before  and  after  taking  we  ought  to  have  an  altera- 
tive. I  am  trying  to  stir  the  lion  up,  so  as  to  make  him  roar 
befitting  his  reputation,  and  having  made  all  this  feeble  en- 
deavor it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  introduce  to  you  Brother 
Melville  D.  Landon,  who  has  disfigured  his  own  handsome 
name  with  the  ugly  nom  de  plume  of  "Eli  Perkins." 

Brother  Landon  then  arose  to  respond  to  the  toast,  "  Fun 
in  the  Campaign,"  and  entertained  the  company  for  twenty-five 
minutes  with  a  succession  of  fifty-one  side-splitting  stories, 
which  we  haven't  room  to  reproduce  here.  His  dry  manner, 
his  kindly  smile,  his  apparent  appreciation  of  his  own  jokes 
after  the  air  of  modest  surprise  with  which  he  regards  the 
laughter  which  his  words  have  evoked,  are  delicious.  He 
closed  his  remarks  by  saying  how  much  he  had  enjoyed  meet- 
ing with  the  Betas  as  he  traveled  around  the  country  deliver- 
ing his  well-appreciated  lectures. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Brother  Landon's  remarks  the  toast- 
master  said:  ''There  is  a  touch  of  humor  in  the  next  senti- 
ment, 'Betas  in  Public  Life,'  which  is  to  be  responded  to  by 
Brother  James  Lindsay  Gordon,  a  gentleman  who  holds  an  of- 
fice under  Tammany.  He  is  to  be  given  an  opportunity  before 
it  is  too  late  to  tell  us  what  Betas  do  in  public  life."  Brother 
Gordon  then  spoke  as  follows : 

"  Mr.  Chairman,  Your  Excellency,  and  my  Beta  brethren  : 
I  think  it  is  somewhat  unfair  to  place  on  the  programme  a 
Tammany  Hall  Democrat  after  two  such  illustrious  and  black 
Republicans  as  Eli  Perkins  and  John  S.  Wise.  But  it  is  worse 
than  that  to  put  him  on  a  platform  with  two  such  splendid  and 
noted — I  was  about  to  say  'notorious' — humorists  and  wits. 
Wise  and  Perkins  are  so  near  alike  in  their  characteristics  and 
humor  and  wit  that  they  remind  me  very  much  of  a  couple  of 
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twin  brothers  by  the  name  of  John  and  Mike.  They  were  so 
much  alike  in  every  feature  that  the  only  difference  was  that 
John  had  teeth  and  Mike  hadn't,  and  the  only  way  you  could 
tell  which  was  which  was  to  put  your  finger  in  each  man's 
mouth.  If  he  bit  you,  it  was  John ;  if  he  didn't,  it  was  Mike. 
I  don't  know  which  one  of  them  has  teeth.  Wise  says  he 
knows  h6  hasn't.     I  will  not  violate  that  confidence. 

"Now,  gentlemen,  when  I  recall  the  long  list  of  eminent 
sons  of  this  fraternity  who  have  won  fame  and  fortune  in  al- 
most every  path  of  human  endeavor — great  orators,  great  law- 
yers, great  senators,  great  governors — men  whose  names  glitter 
like  planets  in  the  constellation  of  American  jurists  and  states- 
men, men  who  have  put  life  to  heroic  uses  and  struggle  for 
noble  ends,  I  am  more  than  ordinarily  impressed  with  the 
honor  which  has  been  done  me  in  the  invitation  to  respond  to 
a  toast  at  this  testimonial  banquet  to  one  of  the  most  illus- 
trious and  distinguished  sons  of  Beta  Theta  Pi,  the  present 
chief  executive  of  this  magnificent  commonwealth  of  New 
York. 

"I  could  refer  to  one  after  another  who  from  our  fraternity 
has  been  launched  upon  our  national  life  :  One  vice-president, 
several  cabinet  ministers,  four  justices  of  the  supreme  court  of 
the  United  States,  a  dozen  members  of  the  national  Senate  and 
another  elected  but  a  short  week  ago,  eighteen  governors  of  the 
several  states  of  this  union,  and  members  of  the  national  House 
of  Representatives  by  the  score.  When  I  recall  the  long  list, 
this  galaxy  of  glorious  names,  I  can  but  wonder  that  so  humble 
a  son  of  Wooglin  as  I  am  should  have  been  called  upon  to 
respond  to  the  toast  of  'The  Betas  in  Public  Life,'  and  I  can 
only  account  for.  it  on  the  theory  that  some  brother  of  the  invi- 
tation committee  had  heard  that  I  had  made  fifty-one  speeches, 
or  rather,  to  put  the  matter  more  accurately,  had  delivered  the 
same  speech  fifty-one  times  in  opposition  to  my  brother,  Odell — 
until  his  election  as  governor  of  New  York,  and  in  order  to 
preserve  somewhat  the  fraternal  equilibrium,  has  given  me  this 
opportunity,  which  I  cherish  and  value,  to  pay  the  tribute  of 
my  fraternal  affection  and  love  to  the  distinguished  guest  of 
Ben  tonight. 

"As  I  look  upon  the  unscarred  lineaments  of  the  present 
governor  of  New  York  and  recall  the  triumphant  issuance  which

he  made  out  of  the  late  u;ipleasantness  in  November  last  and  in 
which  I  performed  an  humble  part  in  opposition,  I  can't  help 
recalling  the  story  which — with  the  permission  of  my  friend  Mr. 
Eli  Perkins — I  will  venture  to  dwell  upon  for  a  moment,  of  the 
Irishman  who  was  permitted  by  his  employer  to  go  to  a  wedding, 
from  which  he  returned  decorated  by  two  magnificent  black 
eyes.  His  employer  said,  '  Pat,  what  in  the  world  is  the  matter 
now  ?  How  did  you  manage  to  get  banged  up  in  that  way  ?' 
'  Well,  sor,'  says  Pat,  <  I  went  to  the  place  and  I  noticed  a  fellow 
with  a  high  hat  and  swallowtail  coat  walking  around.  He 
seemed  to  be  bossing  the  whole  job,  and  after  I  had  watched 
him  for  some  time,  until  I  couldn't  stand  it  any  longer,  I  walked 
up  to  him  and  said  to  him,  *' Who  in  the  divil  are  you  anyhow?" 
"  WoU,"  sez  he,  '« I  am  the  best  man,"  and  be  gobs'  said  Pat, 
'he  wuz.'  You  may  make  the  application  of  this  story,  breth- 
ren, Democrats  and  Republicans,  for  yourselves. 

''But  it  is  the  pride  and  glory  of  this  association  of  which 
we  are  members,  that  however  far  political  differences  may 
divide  us  in  the  outer  walks  of  life,  they  are  all  forgotten  when 
we  gather  together  around  that  dear  and  revered  and  conse- 
crated shrine  of  Wooglin,  where  amid  the  generous  ardors 
of  youth  we  pledged  our  affection  and  love  to  every  brother 

of  Ben. 

"When  this  toast  was  suggested  to  me,  our  friend  William 
Raimond  Baird,  who  has  given  so  many  years  of  loyal  devotion 
and  affection  to  this  fraternity,  offered  me  a  volume  commemora- 
tive of  the  records  of  the  members  of  this  fraternity  who,  with 
our  badge,  had  carried  into  high  public  station  those  principles 
which  they  had  learned  to  honor  around  the  shrine  of  Wooglin. 
When  I  looked  at  it  I  found  that  it  was  impossible  to  mention 
one-third  of  the  men  who  have  added  to  the  sum  of  the  glory 
of  this  fraternity  in  an  after-dinner  speech.  So  I  will  content 
myself,  my  brothers,  with  drinking  to  the  health  of  our  breth- 
ren in  public  life,  and  with  the  declaration  that  no  other 
college  fraternity  in  America — I  say  it  without  fear  of  successful 
contradiction — has  furnished  so  many  splendid  and  illustrious 
names  to  the  pages  of  American  glory  as  this  dear  fraternity  of 
ours,  B  9  n. 

''Now,  my  friends,  this  fraternity,  in  my  judgment,  has  a 
higher  mission  than  the  mere  passing  of  an  idle  hour ;  the  mere 
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congregation  of  young  men  for  social  enjoyment,  because,  as  the 
Governor  has  said  tonight  in  his  opening  speech,  it  is  in  that 
formative  period  of  our  lives  at  college  that  we  first  drink  in 
those  principles  which  are  most  apt  to  last  and  to  endure.  The 
love  and  aHection  which  the  Georgian  of  today  pledges  to  the 
boy  from  Pennsylvania  around  the  shrine  of  Wooglin  is  carried 
into  after-life.  It  is  the  threshold  of  that  high  and  noble  resolve 
which  is  first  formed  in  boyhood,  and  to  which,  as  much  as  to 
anything  else,  is  due  the  healing  of  the  wound  which  once  tore 
asunder  the  sections  of  this  nation,  and  that  the  tendons  of 
the  great  republic  grow  firmer  and  stronger  than  they  ever  were 
before." 

<<The  brotherhood  of  the  American  youth  is  emphasized 
by  these  fraternities.  The  young  men  who,  going  from  the 
sacred  shrine  of  Wooglin  into  public  life,  have  recently  seen 
the  death  and  burial  of  sectionalism  in  the  triumph  of  the 
Spanish-American  war,  and  when  the  worst  came  and  Bagley, 
the  son  of  an  ex-confederate  soldier,  fell  dying  in  the  harbor 
of  Cardenas,  knew  that  in  that  sacrificial  blood  was  sealed  for- 
ever the  imperishable  brotherhood  of  the  American  people 
and  the  indissoluble  union  of  the  American  Republic. 

"And  so,  my  friends,  great  questions  are  being  solved 
partly  through  the  influences  of  Betas  in  public  life.  We  may 
expect  that  the  same  devotion  to  principle,  the  same  devotion 
to  the  spirit  of  broad  and  catholic  Americanism  which,  de- 
spite the  diseased  heart  of  the  sectionalist,  is  broadening 
and  deepening  every  year  in  every  commonwealth  of  the 
Union,  and  is  forgetting  the  old  hatreds  and  the  old  heart- 
burnings in  love  for  a  common  country  and  devotion  to  that 
common  country's  flag,  we  may  expect  that  these  men,  these 
members  of  this  fraternity,  these  great  statesmen,  orators,  law- 
yers and  jurists,  who  have  been  honored,  and  who  have  hon- 
ored us  by  the  force  of  their  intellect,  and  who  have  made 
their  names  a  heritage  and  the  proud  possession  of  their  broth- 
ers, will  by  that  very  spirit,  which  they  learned  to  honor  at 
Wooglin's  altar,  help  to  solve  the  important  and  momentous 
questions  which  will  arise  in  this  twentieth  century. 

<'I  believe  in  the  love  of  America  in  Ben.  I  believe  that 
it  is  not  only  a  college  fraternity,  but  that  it  is  a  force  in  this 
nation  for  good.     I  believe  that  the  man  who  remembers  the 
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friend  of  his  boyhood  from  another  and  distant  state  of  the 
Union,  that  friend  who  stood  and  clasped  hands  with  him  across 
the  altar  at  college,  will  sufier  no  political  differences  to  divide 
them,  but  will  unite  with  him  in  love  for  the  common  country 
and  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  all  its  people. 

"I  know  that  there  are  great  problems  which  will  arise; 
that  the  twentieth  century  is  fraught  with  problems  so  great, 
so  strange,  so  wonderful  that  their  consummation  may  not  be 
ours,  but  may  perhaps  be  that  of  our  children,  or  our  children's 
children,  far  on  in  summers  that  we  shall  not  see.  Whether 
the  republic  is  to  send  its  flag  to  the  sound  of  the  drum  to  the 
uttermost  ends  of  the  world,  or  whether  it  is  to  be  content  with 
the  record,  the  matchless  record,  of  its  first  century  of  achieve- 
ment ;  whether  it  shall  be  satisfied  to  look  at  the  world's  paths 
and  stand  upon  the  edge  without  venturing  to  tread  them ; 
whether  we  shall  continue  as  we  have  been  in  the  past,  as  far 
removed  in  spirit  as  in  space  from  the  world's  feuds  and  follies ; 
or  whether  we  are  to  become  one  of  the  biggest  and  foremost  of 
the  international  policemen  whose  functions  are  to  preserve  the 
peace  of  the  world ;  whether  from  our  international  experience 
we  are  to  see  emerge  a  plutocracy  unequaled  in  any  written 
record  of  the  world ;  or  whether  we  are  to  preserve  this  republic 
in  that  plain  simplicity  in  which  we  had  it  from  our  fathers' 
hands — these  are  the  great  pi^oblems,  these  are  the  burning 
questions  which  the  Betas  in  public  life  must  help  to  solve,  and 
the  solution  of  which  can  only  come  in  the  fulness  of  time  and 
in  God's  providence. 

For  myself,  I  cling  with  Beta  faith  to  the  hope  and  to  the 
belief  that  the  future  of  my  country  will  be  as  great  and  as 
glorious  as  its  past.  I  know  that  the  current  of  American  life 
runs  more  swiftly  than  any  life  stream  of  humanity.  I  know 
that  the  storms  of  political  passion,  and  of  party  prejudice,  and 
of  aggrandizement,  and  of  riches,  and  of  wealth,  and  avarice 
sometimes  lash  that  great  life  stream  of  humanity  into  fury,  and 
I  know  that  sometimes  there  arises  to  the  top  of  the  waves  the 
refuse  and  th^  oSal  of  political  corruption  and  decay.  But, 
underneath^  where  the  great  popular  heart  of  Americanism  is,  I 
know  that  the  waters  are  always  cold  and  pure  and  sweet. 
Upon  the  mighty  ciurent  of  that  great  river  of  liberty  and  law 
floats  on  this  ship  of  state  of  ours,  the  bark  that  carries  the 
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fairest  hopes  of  the  human  race.  Upon  its  deck  and  at  its 
prow  stand  these  great  Beta  members,  who  are  in  public  life 
doing  their  duty  to  preserve  that  ship  as  God  gives  them  the 
light  to  do  it,  and  at  its  masthead  flies  that  shining  flag,  which 
typifies,  **  Please  God,  forever — one  hope,  one  aim,  and  one 
Union  for  us  all." 

The  toastmaster  then  introduced  Bro.  P.  B.  Cochrane, 
saying  :  **  Brethren,  we  have  with  us  Brother  Cochrane,  now  a 
student  of  divinity  at  Yale,  but  a  graduate  of  Bethany  and  a 
member  of  the  Bethany  chapter  of  1900,  who  will  speak  for 
that  chapter." 

Brother  Cochrane  said  :  <<  Brethren  of  B  9  n,  I  stand  before 
you  tonight  as  the  humble  messenger  of  possibly  the  proudest 
chapter  in  our  fraternity. 

"  Tonight  is  the  night  of  triumph  for  old  Bethany  chapter. 
It  is  hardly  incumbent  upon  her  to  have  much  to  say  tonight. 
We  are  receiving  the  congratulations  of  our  brothers  all  over 
the  United  States. 

"Tonight  500  miles  from  here,  just  across  the  western 
Pennsylvania  line  in  the  little  town  in  the  Panhandle,  the 
lights  in  every  window  are  burning.  The  news  of  this  occa- 
sion has  reached  them  long  ago.  The  campus  is  alight  with 
bonfires,  and  they  crackle  musically,  and  every  throat  in  the 
old  college  is  joining  in  an  anthem  tonight, — an  anthem  of  joy 
and  praise. 

'<  Not  long  ago — just  a  few  weeks  ago — I  was  near  the  old 
college  and  went  back.  I  found  it  just  the  same  as  when  our 
honored  guest  was  there.  I  don't  suppose  it  has  changed 
hardly  any  since  the  days  of  '77.  The  old  college  is  just  as 
it  was ;  the  old  gothic  pile  one-sixteenth  of  a  mile  in  length, 
the  old  battlements  and  the  old  spires.  Everything  is  as  it 
was.  The  same  old  spirit  of  the  bond  reigns,  and  down  in  the 
valley,  in  the  most  pretentious  building  of  that  town,  I  am 
proud  to  say,  is  located  the  ^  chapter  of  Ben  in  its  new 
quarters. 

"The  life  of  the  chapter  in  college  hias  been  fraught  with 
some  obstacles,  but  she  has  overcome  them  all,  and  now  she 
stands  just  as  she  stood  in  Bro.  Odell's  time,  first  in  Bethany 
life. 

"  When  I  went  there  the  men  asked  me  if  I.  would  favor 
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them  by  delivering  to  you  a  message,  a  tribute,  upon  this  oc- 
casion tonight,  and  I  asked  them  what  I  should  say.  We  were 
assembled  in  the  chapter  meeting, — one  of  the  old-fashioned 
chapter  meetings  that  have  been  going  on  at  Bethany  since 
the  early  days.  I  don't  suppose  one  item  of  the  routine  has 
been  changed  since  that  chapter  was  established.  It  is  a  great 
school  for  rites  and  customs.  I  was  looking  over  the  old 
books,  looking  up  the  records  of  some  of  our  great  men,  and 
one  old  red  book  attracted  my  attention.  It  contains  the  names 
of  every  man  who  has  come  into  our  chapter  ;  they  have  been 
written  down  immediately  after  their  initiation. 

''Upon  one  page  I  found  written,  in  a  large,  bold,  dashing 
handwriting,  Benjamin  Barker  Odell,  Jr.,  Newburgh,  N.  Y. 
I  showed  it  to  the  men,  and  they  assured  me  that  they  had 
noticed  it.  They  had  often  looked  at  it,  time  after  time,  and  I 
asked  them  what  I  should  say  to  you  tonight,  and  this  is  what 
they  told  me  to  tell  you,  their  message  : 

<<  ( We  do  not  wish  to  send  a  volley  of  praises  to  our  honored 
brother,  our  distinguished  alumnus,  who  has  passed  through 
the  vestibule  of  public  life,  and  concerning  whom  we  see  the 
bronze  doors  of  the  hall  of  fame  opening  before  him ;  but  we 
wish  to  say  to  him  that  we  are  glad.  We  do  not  wish  to  claim 
any  credit  for  his  success.  We  are  simply  glad,  and  happy,  and 
proud,  and  we  send  to  him  this  benediction  from  his  old  chap- 
ter: ''God  speed  ye,  noble  gentleman,  on  your  way."  God 
speed  the  fraternity  and  old  Psi.  God  speed  our  alma  mater 
and  old  Bethany.'" 

The  toastmaster  then  introduced  Bro.  Knowlton  Durham, 
representing  Columbia  chapter,  who  spoke  as  follows  : 

"Brother  Betas  :  It  is  a  very  pleasant  duty  tonight  to  wel- 
come you  on  the  part  of  the  Columbia  chapter,  and  to  thank 
you  all  for  the  enthusiasm  and  loyalty  which  has  made  this 
occasion  such  a  success.  When  we  obtained  Brother  Odell's 
consent  to  be  the  guest  of  the  chapter  and  our  alumni,  we 
assured  him  that  it  would  be  the  greatest  banquet  and  the  most 
brilliant  function  which  the  fraternity  has  ever  seen,  and  as  I 
look  around  upon  this  assemblage  I  can  say  with  just  pride  that 
the  promise  has  been  fulfilled. 

"Betas  everywhere  have  more  than  met  our  expectations. 
They  have  shown  to  a  man  that  the  spirit  of  friendship  and 
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fidelity  which  characterizes  our  fraternity  does  not  cease  with 
the  years  of  youth,  but  is  everlasting.  What  else  than  brother- 
hood could  have  called  forth  such  enthusiasm  as  we  have  seen 
tonight,  and  what  fraternity  can  produce  more  loyal  and  true 
brothers,  more  loyal  and  true  sons  than  BOII? 

<<The  miracle  of  brotherhood  is  indeed  a  miracle  of  mira- 
cles. What  is  it  that  makes  a  man  old  in  years  and  worn  with 
cares,  clasp  hands  and  speak  words  of  friendship  with  the  youth 
whom  he  has  met  for  the  first  time  ?  It  is  the  recollection  of 
the  long  ago,  when  his  fraternity  took  hold  of  him,  a  young, 
innocent  little  freshman,  pushed  him  through  college,  and  made 
a  man  of  him,  and  was  his  guiding  star  through  life. 

<' Brother  Betas,  it  is  on  occasions  like  this  that  you,  men  of 
the  older  generation,  by  your  enthusiasm  and  loyalty  to  us 
youngsters,  demonstrate  what  a  really  grand  and  powerful  order 
our  fraternity  is,  and  we  thank  you  for  it. 

"In  our  Columbia  chapter  we  have  not,  perhaps,  had  as 
much  of  the  real  Beta  life  as  exists  in  some  other  chapters. 
Chapter-house  life  is  rather  a  novelty  to  us.  And  though  I  may 
say  that  we  possess  none  the  less  enthusiasm  and  loyalty  than 
any  chapter,  nevertheless  we  do  lack  experience. 

"I  thank  you  all  tonight  for  giving  us  this  occasion  to  see 
deep  into  the  mysteries  of  our  brotherhood. 

"Tonight  we  have  admitted  Bro.  Odell  into  the  ranks  of 
our  chapter,  which  he  tried  so  hard  to  establish.  It  is  our 
first  public  appearance  together,  but  I  predict  for  the  future 
many  more  such  appearances.  May  they  all  be  as  auspicious 
as  this  has  been." 

The  toastmaster  then  said  :  "We  have  amongst  us  tonight, 
most  unexpectedly  and  agreeably,  a  representative  from  that 
immense  territory  known  as  '  The  Louisiana  Purchase,'  and 
likewise  a  representative  who  has  never  forgotten  that  from  the 
day  we  purchased  it  it  has  been  knocking  at  the  door  for  appro- 
priations from  the  national  treasury  (laughter).  I  remember 
when  I  was  in  Congress  on  the  Committee  on  Levees  and  on 
Dikes  upon  the  Mississippi  these  people  thronged  the  corridors 
of  Washington  continuously  in  the  effort  to  get  an  appropriation 
for  their  levees.  And  suddenly  and  accidentally  almost,  one 
day  the  bill  passed,  and  I  never  saw  another  one  of  them. 
(Laughter. ) 
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<'I  have  the  honor  and  pleasure  of  introducing  to  you  our 
brother,  David  R.  Francis  from  Missouri,  a  gentleman  who  has 
contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  give  us  that  reputation  for 
distinguished  virile  strenuous  men  which  this  fraternity  pre- 
eminently enjoys ;  a  gentleman  who  has  represented  the  great 
state  of  Missouri  as  its  chief  executive,  and  who  was  a  member 
of  the  cabinet  of  Mr.  Cleveland — the  Hon.  Governor  Francis 
of  Missouri." 

Governor  Francis:  **  Brother  Betas. — When  I  heard  the 
toastmaster  read  my  regrets,  my  inability  to  attend  this  feast,  I 
was  under  the  impression  that  his  secretary  or  mine  at  home 
had  taken  the  liberty  of  declining  this  invitation.  Upon  seeing 
the  telegram  myself  I  find  that  immediately  upon  receipt  of  the 
invitation  I  acknowledged  it  with  thanks  and  expressed  my 
pleasure  at  being  able  to  be  present  upon  this  occasion. 

"I  am  deeply  grateful  for  the  invitation,  because  I  have 
never  seen  so  many  Betas  congregated  as  are  assembled  here 
this  evening.  Betaism,  sir,  from  the  Empire  State  on  the  sun- 
set side  of  the  Father  of  Waters  greets  Betaism  in  the  executive 
chair  of  the  Empire  State  of  New  York. 

"  This  country  is  very  extensive  in  area,  but  not  too  much  so 
for  all  of  the  Betas,  whether  on  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic,  on 
the  banks  of  the  Mississippi,  or  at  the  Golden  Gate,  to  meet 
upon  such  festive  occasions  as  this,  to  renew  the  friendships  of 
their  younger  days  and  to  pledge  anew  their  allegiance  to 
Wooglin. 

'*My  alma  mater  is  Washington  University,  in  the  city  of 
St.  Louis,  and  being  the  happy  father  of  six  boys  I  entertained 
the  hope  that  those  boys  might  all  be  sons  of  my  own  college. 
Whether  attracted  by  the  success  of  Yale  in  athletic  sports,  or 
by  some  other  attraction,  those  boys  all  expressed  a  desire  to  go 
to  Yale.  Two  of  them  have  graduated  there  ;  one  is  a  junior 
now,  and  the  fourth  one  will  be  a  freshman  next  fall. 

"I  objected  to  sending  them  to  Yale,  not  that  I  had  any 
prejudice  against  that  eastern  university,  but  because  of  affec- 
tion for  my  alma  mater.  But  when  the  mother  of  the  boys  said 
that  they  should  go  east  and  be  broadened  out  by  associating 
with  boys  from  other  sections  of  the  Union,  that  settled  me. 

<<  These  universities  draw  closely  together  the  different  sec- 
tions of  the  country,  and  I  believe  that  it  would  be  the  part  of 
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wisdom  for  some  of  you  people  living  in  the  east  to  send  your 
sons  to  some  of  our  western  universities. 

<<  I  have  met  the  distinguished  toastmaster  of  this  evening 
on  previous  occasions,  but  when  I  saluted  him  this  evening  he 
did  not  remember  me  (laughter).  He  has  a  great  reputation  in 
the  state  whence  I  hail,  where  there  are  many  of  his  old  college 
mates.  They  all  look  prematurely  old,  and  when  I  asked  them 
the  causes  thereof  every  one  said  :  '  We  were  at  the  University 
of  Virginia  when  John  S.  Wise  was  there  and  we  went  to  bed 
with  John  S.  Wise,  and  we  had  to  get  up  with  the  professors. 
That  accounts  for  our  gray  hair. ' 

"  There  are  a  great  many  Betas  here  this  evening,  a  great 
many  men  whom  I  have  known  by  reputation,  and  I  did  not 
know  that  some  of  them  were  Betas  until  today.  I  am  proud 
of  them.  I  am  glad  that  they  and  I  are  members  of  this 
fraternity. 

"The  chairman  has  alluded  to  the  Louisiana  purchase.  No 
Beta  needs  to  be  told  how  much  the  Louisiana  Territory  has 
contributed  towards  the  wealth  and  glory  of  this  country.  You 
do  not  need  to  be  reminded  of  the  fact  that  if  a  foreign  country 
had  secured  the  territory  west  of  the  Mississippi  this  republic 
could  not  have  survived  to  the  present  time. 

''That  territory  was  acquired  nearly  one  hundred  years  ago. 
It  was  on  the  30th  of  April,  1803.  JeHerson's  representative 
signed  with  the  representative  of  Napoleon  a  treaty  which 
transferred  that  great,  magnificent  country  from  France  to  the 
American  republic.  We  who  live  within  the  borders  of  that 
country  think  that  the  centennial  of  so  great  an  event  should 
be  fitly  commemorated.  We  have  therefore  decided  to  hold 
in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  the  largest  city  in  the  territory,  on  the 
centennial  anniversary  of  the  Louisiana  purchase,  an  exposition 
which  will  be  fitly  commemorative  of  Jackson's  great  purchase. 
The  city  of  St.  Louis  applied  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  to  aid  her  in  celebrating  that  event,  and  promised  that  if 
the  Federal  Government  would  extend  aid  to  the  extent  of 
15,000,000,  the  city  would  provide  1 10, 000, 000. 

"The  city  of  St.  Louis  has  raised  that  |io,ooo,ooo,  and 
Congress  within  the  next  two  weeks  will  pass  the  bill  appro- 
priating 15,000,000  towards  that  exposition.  [Applause.]  So 
that  I  may  say  we  have  secured  ^15,000,000  for  the  purpose  of

holding  an  international  exposition  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis  in 
1903  that  will  celebrate  Jefferson's  purchase  of  the  Louisiana 
Territory. 

"It  will  be  participated  in  not  only  by  every  state  and  terri- 
tory in  the  Union,  but  by  every  civilized  country  on  the  globe. 
Now  that  the  possessions  of  the  United  States  extend  beyond 
the  Pacific  coast,  we  think  that  St.  Louis  and  the  Mississippi 
valley  is  certainly  nearly  the  center  of  this  country.  We  expect 
all  of  you  Betas  to  be  in  St.  Louis  in  1903,  and  to  hold  your 
convention  there  that  year  ;  and  we  trust  during  that  exposition 
to  hold  such  a  meeting  of  Betas  there  as  has  never  been  seen 
in  this  country  before. 

"There  are  Betas  throughout  the  west  and  the  south,  as 
well  as  throughout  the  north  and  the  east,  but  they  know  no 
sectional  lines,  and  we  now  extend  to  you,  on  the  part  of  the 
Missouri  chapters,  a  cordial  invitation  to  meet  in  St.  Louis  in 
1903. 

"The  chapter  at  Washington  University  is,  I  hope,  about 
to  be  reestablished.  A  fine  body,  of  young  men  is  organized 
for  that  purpose,  and  the  chapter  at  our  State  University  at 
Columbia  is  flourishing,  and  I  am  sure  that  they  will  be  pleased 
to  hear  as  I  shall  relate  to  them  an  account  of  this  very  enjoya- 
ble meeting  of  Betas. 

"I  think  I  am  safe  in  making  the  statement  that  there  has 
never  been  a  gathering  of  Betas  in  this  country  so  national  in 
character  as  is  the  one  of  this  evening,  and  I  am  glad  that  the 
Columbia  chapter  was  thoughtful  enough  to  show  this  honor 
to  the  governor  of  New  York.  I  am  glad  that  the  Governor 
found  the  leisure  amidst  the  multiplicity  of  his  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities to  accept  this  manifestation  of  your  good  will 
and  your  wisdom." 

The  toastmaster  then  said  :  "Governor  Francis  finishes  the 
list  of  the  regular  sentiments  of  the  evening.  I  will  show 
that  I  am  not  like  Senator  Evarts,  when,  on  a  certain  occa- 
sion, I  heard  him  speak,  and  he  regretted  that  he  had  not  time 
enough  to  prepare  a  short  speech.  He  had  been  called  upon 
so  suddenly,  he  said,  he  must  be  long.  He  said  his  trouble 
through  life  had  been  that  which  had  ruined  many  valuable 
railroads  of  this  country,  to  wit :  a  lack  of  terminal  facilities. 
I  trust  that  that  will  not  be  our  trouble  tonight,  and  that  we 
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shall  all  disperse  with  a  happy  recollection  of  this  gathering, 
and  a  renewed  feeling  of  tenderness  for  our  fraternity.  We 
have  had  a  joyous,  pleasant  time,  and  yet  I  must  say  one  word 
of  conclusion. 

"You  young  men  don't  realize  yet  what  we  old  men  feel  at 
a  gathering  of  this  sort.  To  you  it  is  a  present  joy.  To  us  it 
is  a  reminiscence.  I  recollect  that  when  I  ^as  a  student  at  the 
University  of  Virginia,  just  after  the  war,  that  we  had  been 
whipped  so  recently  that  we  didn't  sing  Confederate  songs,  and 
we  hadn't  been  reconstructed  long  enough  to  sing  patriotic 
tunes,  so  we  had  to  seek  consolation  in  the  melodies  of  Tom 
Moore  as  a  compromise  ;  and  one  of  the  favorite  songs  in  which 
we  made  fearful  stabs  at  melody  was  'Oft  in  the  Stilly  Night,' 
a  song  which  if  sung  badly  is  as  bad  a  song  as  was  ever  sung, 
and  yet  if  sung  well  not  only  breathes  the  sentiment  of  beauty, 
but  is  in  itself  beautiful. 

'<  When  I  come  now  to  one  of  these  gatherings  and  look  over 
the  faces  of  the  young  men  who  are  coming  on,  and  call  up  the 
recollection  of  those  who  were  young  men  with  me  at  the 
university,  how  those  old  words  come  home  to  me  : 

"  Of  t  in  the  stilly  night 

Ere  slumber's  chain  has  bound  me, 
Fond  memory  brings  the  light 
Of  other  days  around  me ; 
The  smiles,  the  tears, 
Of  boyhood's  years. 
The  words  of  love  then  spoken ; 
The  eyes  that  shone, 
Now  dimmed  and  gone, 
The  cheerful  hearts  now  broken. 


"When  I  remember  all 

The  friends  so  linked  together 
I've  seen  around  me  fall. 

Like  leaves  in  wintry  weather, 
I  feel  like  one 
Who  treads  alone 
Some  banquet-hall  deserted, 
Whose  lights  are  fled. 
Whose  garlands  dead. 
And  all  but  he  departed." 

Following  is  one  of  the  letters  of  regret  out  of  many  re- 
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ceived.  We  are  sorry  that  we  haven't  space  to  print  them  all, 
but  this  one  from  Governor  Beaver  we  felt  we  must  find  room 
for.

Afy  Dear  Brother : — A  little  gathering  under  my  jaw,  which 
seems  to  be  a  sort  of  a  compromise  between  a  boil  and  a  car- 
buncle, (the  grip?)  will  probably  prevent  my  joining  you  at  the 
fraternity  dinner  in  honor  of  our  Brother  Odell,  February  i, 
prox. 

I  had  confidently  counted  upon  the  pleasure  of  meeting  my 
brethren  socially  on  that  occasion,  and  am  much  disappointed 
that  I  may  be  prevented  from  so  doing.  I  had  nothing  very 
special  in  my  mind  which  I  wished  to  say  on  the  occasion,  but 
the  opportunity  of  mingling  with  my  brethren  and  of  joining 
in  the  tribute  of  respect  and  regard  which  will  be  paid  to  your 
honored  guest  on  the  occasion  were  sufficient  inducement  to 
make  an  effort  to  attend. 

The  strong  hold  which  the  fraternity  feeling  has  upon  me 
is  well  illustrated  in  the  case  of  your  honored  guest.  I  felt 
interested  as  a  Republican,  in  his  election  as  governor  of  the 
great  Empire  State,  but  it  was  the  interest  which  I  would  have 
had  in  any  other  man  whom  I  believed  worthy  to  occupy  the 
distinguished  place  to  which  he  has  been  called  by  his  fellow- 
citizens  ;  but  when  in  the  course  of  the  campaign  I  learned 
that  he  was  a  member  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  my  feelings  underwent 
a  radical  change.  I  immediately  became  personally  and  in- 
tensely interested  in  his  success,  and  regretted  that  the  pro- 
prieties which  surround  me  in  my  official  position  and  work 
forbade  my  taking  any  active  part  in  a  political  campaign, 
otherwise  I  would  have  gladly  volunteered  for  service  as  a 
spell-binder  in  New  York. 

If  I  were  permitted  to  say  anything  upon  the  interesting 
occasion,  it  would  be  a  word  to  and  of  and  for  the  fraternity. 
As  we  grow  older,  we  recognize  what  impresses  itself  upon  the 
mind  of  any  college  man  who  will  stop  to  think — that  college 
friendships  are  among  the  closest  and  the  dearest  which  are 
formed  in  this  life.  The  importance,  therefore,  of  care  in 
selecting  them  and  of  having  them  of  such  a  character  as  will 
endure  and  strengthen  through  life  emphasizes  the  part  which 
fraternity  life  plays  in  helping  to  make  the  selection.  Modern 
fraternity  life,  which  brings  the  members  of  each  chapter 
together  in  their  own  home  and  under  their  own  vine,  with  dear 
old  Wooglin  as  their  patron  saint,  with  Beta  colors  on  the  flag 
pole,  the  Beta  standard  regulating  the  selection  of  members, 
Beta  principles  governing  their  intercourse  one  with  another, 
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and  Beta  love  and  sympathy  and  helpfulness  pervading  the 
atmosphere  of  the  entire  home,  is  at  once  the  sweetest  flower 
and  the  most  perfect  fruitage  of  the  social  side  of  college  life. 
It  not  only  binds  men  together  in  mutual  sympathy  and  helpful- 
ness at  the  most  impressionable  period  of  life,  but  it  lays  the 
foundations  for  those  strong  and  lasting  friendships  which  bind 
heart  to  heart  and  life  to  life  throughout  the  earthly  pilgrimage 
and  will,  we  are  assured,  be  continued  into  the  beyond,  and  will 
furnish  a  not  unimportant  part  of  the  enjoyments  from  which 
all  that  is  sordid  and  selfish  shall  be  eliminated  and  in  which 
<<we  shall  know  even  as  also  we  are  known."  From  this 
thought  there  comes  to  those  of  us  who  are  farther  along  in  the 
journey  of  life  the  lesson  of  helpfulness  to  our  younger  brethren 
who,  in  their  several  places,  are  endeavoring  to  live  to  illustrate 
and  to  exemplify  the  principles  of  Beta  Theta  Pi. 

As  I  dictate,  the  desire  to  be  with  you  rises  superior  to  the 
manifestations  of  bad  blood  which  limit  me.  I  would  gladly 
ignore  what  is  physical  and  occupy  the  higher  realms  of  the 
social  and  the  spiritual,  but  alas  !  for  our  limitations.  I  would 
like  to  say,  "All  hail,  brother  Odell !  May  your  service  to  your 
people  and  your  kind  be  as  conspicuous  and  helpful  as  the 
selection  by  the  people  of  your  own  state  to  serve  them  as  their 
chief  executive  has  been  emphatic  and  honorable."  I  would 
like  to  salute  the  distinguished  company,  representing  all  walks 
in  life  and  the  remote  (if  there  be  any  remote)  regions  of  the 
world,  who  shall  gather  as  the  guests  of  the  New  York  alumni 
chapter  to  do  honor  to  the  principal  guest  of  the  evening.  I 
should  like  to  give  a  "God  bless  you"  to  all  the  silver-grays 
who  keep  alive  in  their  hearts  —  and  are  the  better  for  keeping 
it  alive  —  the  love  of  college  days  and  college  friends.  I  would 
like  to  join  in  the  Phi,  kai,  phi ;  Beta  Theta  Pi  of  the  younger 
men,  who,  in  their  strength  and  enthusiasm,  will  give  tone  and 
zest  to  the  occasion,  and  I  would  like  especially  to  get  my  arm 
around  the  shoulders  of  some  of  the  dear  college  boys  who  are 
feeling  the  influence  and  the  helpfulness  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  in 
their  young  lives,  and  who  are  representing  at  its  best  what  we 
believe  to  be  the  best  in  college  fraternity  life  of  today.  God 
bless  you  all !  May  you  have  an  evening  of  unalloyed  enjoy- 
ment until  the  wee  small  hours  when — 

Hand  grips  into  hand 

And  eye  looks  into  eye 
As  breaks  the  leal  and  loving  band 

Of  Beta  Theta  Pi.

There  were  also  one  undergraduate  from  Colgate,  twenty 
from  Columbia,  four  from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons, one  from  Maine,  and  a  number  of  others  whose  names 
the  committee  failed  to  record. 
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An  event  like  the  banquet  tendered  to  Governor  Odell  is  an 
inspiration  to  the  boys.  To  see  men  eminent  in  public  life  and 
with  the  gravest  of  responsibilities  thrust  upon  them,  laying 
aside  for  a  time  all  of  these  things  to  do  honor  to  the  fraternity 
is  a  thing  not  easily  forgotten  by  the  Beta  now  in  college. 

The  annual  reports  are  now  due.  We  hope  that  the  chap- 
ters will  promptly  set  about  their  preparation.  The  facts  which 
they  contain  are  the  material  which  future  historians  of  the 
fraternity  must  use.  This  being  the  case,  especial  pains  should 
be  taken  to  insure  accuracy  in  the  matter  of  names  and  dates. 
Proper  names  when  incorrectly  spelled  cannot  be  corrected  by 
conjecture  and  nothing  apparently  makes  a  man  more  irritated 
than  to  misspell  his  name.  The  typewriter  should  be  used  for 
these  reports. 

We  are  pleased  to  record  the  election  of  Joseph  Ralph 
Burton,  Hanover  '73,  to  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  from 
Kansas,  and  the  reelection  of  Matthew  Stanley  Quay,  Washing- 
ton and  Jefferson  '55,  to  the  same  august  assembly.  We  would 
like  to  have  it  noted  that  these  gentlemen.  Governor  Odell  of 
New  York  and  John  W.  Yerkes,  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  all  men  recently  somewhat  large  in  the  public  view,  are 
from  small  colleges.  We  do  not  mean  to  imply  that  men  of 
prominence  have  not  come  and  do  not  come  from  our  chapters 
located  at  large  institutions,  but  the  fact  is  that  the  majority  of 
our  prominent  men  have  come  from  small  colleges. 

The  small  college  fosters  fraternity  spirit  better  and  more 
successfully  than  a  larger  institution.  Relatively  the  fraternity 
is  of  more  importance  in  a  small  than  in  a  large  institution.  It 
looms  up  larger  among  the  student  activities.  From  a  fraternity 
standpoint,  therefore,  our  chapters  should  be  placed  in  small 
rather  than  in  large  institutions,  and  yet  such  is  the  perversity  of 
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fate  and  the  inability  of  the  average  man  to  know  what  is  good 
for  him  that  petitions  from  small  colleges  receive  scant  atten- 
tion and  commonly  invite  unfavorable  action  as  compared 
with  the  reception  given  to  similar  applications  from  larger 
institutions. 

Our  action  last  year  in  granting  three  charters  has  inspired 
students  at  other  places  with  hope,  and  we  are  informed  that 
the  next  convention  may  have  to  deal  with  more  than  the  usual 
number  of  petitions.  We  beg  of  the  chapters  to  discuss  these 
matters  with  an  open  mind,  carefully  to  consider  the  proper 
policy  to  be  followed,  and  in  their  final  determination  of  the 
matter,  to  put  aside  as  unworthy  all  local  prejudices  and  jeal- 
ousies. We  should  approach  this  question  with  a  view  to 
learning  what  is  best  for  the  whole  fraternity,  and  not  how 
any  one  particular  chapter  is  to  be  afiected. 

Chapter-house  building  and  occupation  continues.  How  to 
secure  a  house  ?  is  the  question  agitating  the  minds  of  many  of 
the  chapter-workers  today.  The  principle  is  easy,  the  method 
is  simple.  We  have  many  times  pointed  it  out,  but  the  trouble 
is  in  the  application  of  it  to  the  situation  in  each  particular 
case.  One  thing  is  certain,  no  chapter  should  beg  of  its 
alumni,  and  no  chapter  should  rely  on  its  alumni  to  do  what  it 
should  do  without  them.  The  alumni  are  loyal  enough,  but  the 
most  of  them  are  possessed  with  common  sense  and  will  not, 
for  the  asking,  donate  large  sums  of  money  for  ill-digested 
schemes  and  to  be  placed  in  incompetent  and  inexperienced 
hands.

UNIVERSITY   of   MINNESOTA. 

Beta  Pi  chapter  is  now  fully  settled  in  its  new  home,  and 
our  hopes  that  this  might  be  the  most  prosperous  year  of  the 
chapter's  existence  are  being  fully  realized. 

Our  chapter  has  long  enjoyed  the  enviable  reputation  of 
being  more  fully  represented  in  every  branch  of  college  activity 
than  any  other  fraternity,  and  this  year  is  no  exception  to  the 
rule.  Fee  played  left-tackle  on  the  championship  football  team 
of  the  west  and  was  mentioned  by  leading  critics  for  a  position 
on  the  all-western  eleven.

The  Yale  society  system  experienced  a  severe  shock  just 
previous  to  the  Christmas  vacation.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
academic  faculty,  it  was  decided  to  abolish  the  sophomore 
societies.  This  decision  was  made  public,  and  the  sophomore 
societies  were  officially  dead.  This  action  by  the  faculty  marks 
the  close  of  a  period  of  struggle  which  has  continued  now  for 
about  a  year.  Perhaps  a  brief  r6sum^  may  not  be  out  of  place, 
for  the  change  which  this  action  implies  for  the  future  of  Yale 
social  affairs  is  bound  to  be  a  great  one. 
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The  sophomore  societies,  H6  Boule,  Kappa  Psi  and  Eta 
Phi,  have  for  the  past  few  years  practically  controlled  all  society 
elections  within  the  charmed  circle  of  junior  fraternities,  Psi 
Upsilon,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon  and  Alpha  Delta  Phi,  and  of  the 
senior  societies  Skull  and  Bones,  Scroll  and  Keys  and  Wolf's 
Head.  Inasmuch  as  the  campaigning  in  the  junior  fraternities 
was  exclusively  in  the  control  of  sophomore  society  men,  and  the 
senior  society  were  nearly  all  sophomore  society  men,  this 
power  was  almost  absolute.  And  the  harm  lay  in  this  fact,  that 
the  sophomore  societies  have  not  taken  the  men  who  were,  in 
all  cases,  qualified  to  accept  such  responsibilities.  For  some 
were  pledged  from  preparatory  schools  on  merely  local  reputa- 
tion or  by  the  "big-brother  "  system.  Others  were  admitted  on 
the  strength  of  their  appearances  in  the  freshman  year.  Thus  a 
small  clique  of  men  were  given  a  walk-over  for  social  honors  alji 
through  their  course  and  the  additional  privilege  of  throwing 
down  those  of  their  classmates  who  were  not  so  fortunate,  but 
who,  in  the  later  developments  of  college  life,  often  proved 
themselves  to  be  superior  men.  The  evils  of  such  a  system 
when  used  for  selfish  and  political  ends  is  obvious  to  every 
one. 

The  matter  became  so  bad  last  year  that  the  financial 
strength  of  the  university  was  threatened,  as  the  alumni  refused 
to  contribute  while  such  a  crying  evil  existed.  Accordingly  the 
senior  class  took  up  the  matter  which  much  enthusiasm,  the 
faculty  preferring,  if  possible,  that  the  matter  should  be  settled 
by  the  undergraduates. 

But  the  great  mistake  was  made  of  attempting  a  compro- 
mise. The  trouble  resolved  itself  into  a  war  of  words  between 
representatives  of  the  class  at  large  and  the  representatives  of 
the  sophomore  societies.  Proposed  reforms  were  drawn  up, 
presented  to  the  sophomore  societies,  and  refused  by  them.  The 
matter  ended  here  for  a  time,  the  evil  being  only  the  more  con- 
scious of  its  strength  by  the  process.  But  below  the  surface 
the  dissatisfaction  continued. 

Now  the  question  comes,  what  next?  The  sophomore  so- 
cieties seem  agreed  in  yielding  to  the  demand  that  they  initiate 
no  more  men.  But  it  will  be  interesting  to  observe  to  what 
degree  those  members  still  in  college  will  control  matters,  for 
they  are  still  active  among  themselves.  Perhaps  the  Yale  spirit 
will  assert  itself  for  freedom  again,  now  that  the  prestige  of  evil 
has  been  broken.  But  it  is  possible  the  senior  society  elections 
for  a  year  or  two  will  be  largely  influenced  along  the  old  lines  by 
sophomore  society  men.  At  any  rate,  Yale  has  been  bettered 
by  the  change,  but  to  what  degree,  time  alone  can  tell. 

On  January  28,  we  initiated  Walter  Irving  King,  '04,  of 
Thompsonville,  Conn.  He  is  a  good  fellow,  and  we  confidently 
expect  to  find  him  a  true  Beta.

Welles  K.  Stanley,  Ohio  Wesley  an  '95,  who  graduated 
from  the  Yale  Law  School  in  June,  1900,  has  been  admitted  to 
the  bar  and  become  the  junior  member  of  the  firm  of  Crist  & 
Stanley,  804  Cuyahoga  building,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Cornelius  J.  Field,  Stevens  '86,  is  vice-president  and  gen- 
eral manager  of  the  DeDion-Bouton  Motorette  Company,  a 
concern  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  automobiles.  His  ad- 
dress is  Church  Lane  and  37th  street,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

James  P.  Sterrett,  Washington  and  Jefferson  '45,  former 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  died  at 
his  home  in  Philadelphia  January  22,  1901.  He  was  born  in 
Tuscarora  valley,  Juniata  county,  November  7,  1822.  He  was 
of   Scotch-Irish  extraction.     He  graduated   from   Washington 
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and  Jefferson  College  in  1845.  He  graduated  in  law  at  the 
University  of  Virginia  in  1848.  He  practiced  law  in  Pittsburg 
for  several  years.  In  1861  he  was  appointed  a  commissioner  to 
revise  the  revenue  laws  of  Pennsylvania.  On  January  4,  1864, 
he  was  named  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Fifth  Pennsylvania  Dis- 
trict, comprising  Allegheny  county.  The  following  October 
he  was  elected  for  the  full  term  of  ten  years.  In  1877  he  was 
appointed  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  on  February  21, 
1893,  when  Chief  Justice  Paxson  resigned,  he  was  made  Chief 
Justice.  He  resigned  on  January  i,  1900,  and  since  that  has 
been  living  in  retirement  in  Philadelphia. 

John  W.  Gebhart,  Miami  '91,  who  had  been  on  the  staS  of 
TAe  New  York  Sun  since  1897,  died  December  8, 1900,  in  Roose- 
velt Hospital,  New  York  city,  of  typhoid  fever,  after  an  illness 
of  three  weeks.  He  was  born  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  about  thirty- 
two  years  ago.  He  attended  the  schools  of  Dayton  and  gradu- 
ated at  Miami  University  in  1891.  While  editing  the  college 
paper  he  met  Paul  Lawrence  Dunbar,  the  negro  poet,  who  was 
running  an  elevator  in  the  building  where  the  paper  had  its 
office.  At  Mr.  Gebhart's  suggestion,  Dunbar  contributed  poems 
to  the  college  paper,  which  was  the  beginning  of  his  success. 
After  leaving  college,  Mr.  Gebhart  became  a  member  of  the 
staff  of  the  Dayton  Herald^  and  later  its  city  editor.  He  went 
to  New  York  city  eight  years  ago,  and  for  a  time  was  employed 
on  the  Worldy  the  local  bureau  of  the  Associated  Press  and 
United  Press.     His  wife  survives  him. 

Bishop  William  Xavier  Ninde,  D.D.,  LL.  D.,  Wesleyan 
(Mystic)  '55,  died  at  Detroit  January  3.  He  was  bom  at 
Cortland,  New  York,  June  21,  1832.  His  father  was  a  minister 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  denomination,  and  sent  his  son  to 
Wesleyan  University,  where  he  was  graduated  in  1855.  After 
teaching  a  year  in  the  Rome  academy,  he  was  ordained  to  the 
Methodist  ministry.  He  preached  several  years  in  Ohio,  and 
also  traveled  in  Europe  and  the  east.  In  1870,  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Detroit  conference,  and  from  1876  to  1879  he  was 
pastor  of  the  Central  Methodist  Episcopal  church  in  Detroit. 
In  1873,  he  was  elected  to  the  chair  of  practical  theology  in  the 
Garrett  Biblical  Institute  at  Evanston,  111.,  and  in  1879  he  be- 
came president  of  that  theological  school,  continuing  in  that 


o£Bce  until  elected  one  of  the  board  of  bishops  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  church  by  the  general  conference,  in  May,  1884.  His 
episcopal  residence  was  in  Detroit,  but  he  discharged  the  duties 
of  his  o£Bce  as  a  general  superintendent  of  the  church  in  all 
parts  of  the  country,  presiding  in  turn  over  all  the  principal 
conferences.  Bishop  Ninde  received  the  degree  of  M.A.  from 
Wesleyan  University  in  1858,  and  of  D.D.  in  1874  from  the 
same  college.  In  1892,  Northwestern  University  gave  him  the 
degree  of  LL.D.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Methodist  Ecu- 
menical Conference  in  London  in  1881. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  Murphy,  Princeton  '44,  one  of  the 
most  eminent  Presbyterian  clergymen  of  Philadelphia  and  a 
leading  writer  of  ecclesiastical  literature,  died  December  26  at 
his  home  in  Frankford,  Pa.,  after  a  brief  illness  from  bronchial 
pneumonia.  Dr.  Murphy  was. born  in  County  Antrim,  Ireland, 
in  1823.  When  twelve  years  old,  he  came  with  his  parents  to 
the  United  States  and  settled  in  New  Hartford,  New  York. 
He  entered  Hamilton  College,  and  after  he  was  graduated,  with 
high  honors,  he  continued  his  studies  at  Princeton  University, 
where  he  received  the  degrees  of  D.D.  and  LL.D.  One  of 
his  books,  entitled  «<The  Presbytery  of  the  Log  College,"  is  a 
work  on  the  religious  life  of  Princeton.  Soon  after  his  gradua- 
tion Dr.  Murphy  was  ordained  pastor  of  the  Frankford  church, 
Philadelphia,  and  remained  with  that  church  the  whole  of  his 
active  pulpit  life.  After  retirement,  five  years  ago,  he  devoted 
his  time  to  literary  and  mission  work.  He  was  the  author  of 
four  volumes  of  church  literature,  two  of  which,  ''The  Seven 
Churches  of  Asia  "  and  ''Pastoral  Theology,"  are  now  used  as 
text-books  in  many  theological  seminaries,  and  are  regarded  as 
authoritative  by  eminent  scholars.  Among  the  various  honors 
conferred  upon  him  by  his  fellow  clergymen  was  his  election  as 
commissioner  to  the  pan-Presbyterian  council  in  Ireland  in  the 
early  seventies. 

Waldo  E.  Nason,  Amherst  '91,  died  February  2,  190 1,  at  a 
private  hospital  in  New  York  city.  He  was  the  president  and 
general  manager  of  the  Nason-Ryder  Company,  in  which  Dr. 
Watson  L.  Savage,  Amherst  '82,  is  also  largely  interested. 
Bro.  Nason,  after  leaving  college,  entered  the  employ  of  the 
well-known  Boston  firm  of  Horace  Partridge  &  Co.  as  manager 
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of  their  athletic  goods  department ;  subsequently,  he  occupied 
a  similar  position  with  the  Overman  Wheel  Company,  and  for  the 
last  two  years  has  been  with  his  own  company,  which  he  organ- 
ized. His  death  was  the  result  of  grip  and  exposure  at  the  fire 
at  the  Hotel  Jefferson  on  January  30.  The  story  of  the  rescue 
of  his  wife  and  himself,  and  the  death  of  Mrs.  Nason's  nurse,  is 
one  of  the  most  thrilling  episodes  in  the  history  of  the  New  York 
fire  department.  As  told  in  the  A>w  York  Tribune  of  January 
31,  it  was  as  follows  : 

**  A  fire  in  the  Jefferson  Hotel,  adjoining  the  Union  Square 
Hotel,  on  East  Fifteenth  street,  caused  two  women  to  lose  their 
lives  early  yesterday  morning,  and  placed  in  great  danger  many 
of  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  guests  of  the  hotel.  There  were 
many  thrilling  rescues  by  the  firemen  and  police,  and  the  rescue 
of  Waldo  £.  Nason  and  his  wife  by  means  ojf  a  rope  from  a 
sixth  story  window  of  the  burning  building  was  one  of  the  most 
exciting  scenes  ever  witnessed  at  a  fire  in  the  city.  More  than 
a  thousand  persons  looked  at  Mrs.  Nason,  who  had  fainted,,  as 
she  was  swung  in  midair  in  the  glare  of  a  searchlight  from  a 
window  of  the  burning  hotel  to  a  window  of  the  Union  Square 
Hotel. 

"The  rescue  of  Mrs.  Nason  was  the  more  exciting  because 
her  nurse  had  fallen  from  the  rope  and  had  been  dashed  to 
death  on  the  sidewalk.  All  the  other  persons  had  escaped  from 
the  hotel  except  one  unfortunate  waitress,  who  had  been  suffo- 
cated, when  Mr.  Nason  fastened  his  wife  securely  at  one  end  of 
the  rope  and  pushed  her  insensible  form  away  from  the  window. 

'<  Mrs.  Nason  had  been  ill  in  bed.  The  death  of  her  child 
soon  after  its  birth,  a  few  days  ago,  had  left  her  weak  and 
prostrated.  Miss  Eleanor  Downing,  a  trained  nurse,  had  been 
attending  Mrs.  Nason.  Hundreds  of  people  were  rushing  to- 
ward the  burning  hotel,  attracted  by  the  screams  of  the  persons 
who  were  being  rescued,  when  the  nurse  appeared  at  a  bay 
window  at  the  sixth  story  and  called  for  aid.  '  For  God's  sake, 
save  Mrs.  Nason  ! '  she  screamed. 

** Deputy  Chief  Ahearn,  accompanied  by  his  driver  and  an- 
other man,  leaned  out  of  a  sixth  story  window  of  the  Union 
Square  Hotel  and  threw  the  end  of  a  rope  to  the  woman,  telling 
her  to  tie  it  around  her  waist.  She  seized  the  rope  and  climbed 
out  on  the  window  sill,  ready  for  a  jump. 

*'  *  For  God's  sake,  put  the  rope  around  your  body  and  don't 
hold  it  in  your  hands!'  yelled  the  fire  chief. 

"Crazed  by  fear,  the  woman  paid  no  attention  to  his  words, 
and,  with  a  cry  of  despair,  tried  to  jump  across  the  space  be- 
tween the  bay  window  and  the  window  where  the  fire  chief  was. 
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She  lost  hold  of  the  rope  and  fell  headlong  to  the  sidewalk. 
She  was  killed  instantly  by  the  falL 

**  Mr  Nason  had  dragged  his  wife  to  the  window,  aad  they 
saw  the  terrible  fall  of  the  nurse,  Ahearn  and  his  helpers  ran 
up  to  the  roof  of  the  Union  Square  Hotel.  Making  a  noose  in 
the  rope,  Ahearn  tossed  it  to  Mr*  Nason  and  told  him  to  fasten 
his  wife  in  it  securely.  Mrs.  Nason  was  almost  fainting  then. 
She  threw  her  arms  around  her  husband's  neck,  sobbing  out, 
*  Ohj  Waldo,  3et  us  die  together!' 

^'The  husband  quickly  fastened  the  rope  about  his  wife's 
waist  and  called  to  the  men  above  to  swing  her  to  safety.  She 
swooned  as  he  pushed  her  from  him.  The  searchlight  of  Engine 
No.  20  bad  been  turned  on  the  window  by  that  time,  and  the 
crowd  in  the  street  was  breathless  with  excitement  as  the 
woman's  body,  clad  in  a  night  robe,  swung  in  the  glare  of  light 
in  midair.  It  required  a  few  minutes  for  the  men  on  the  roof 
to  swing  the  woman  within  the  reach  of  men  at  the  window 
of  the  Union  Square  Hotel,  and  there  was  a  mighty  shout  of 
relief  when  she  was  drawn  in  in  safety, 

"The  rope  was  then  thrown  to  Mr,  Nason^  and  he  was 
rescued  in  the  same  way. 

*'Mrs.  Nason  was  put  to  bed  and  a  doctor  was  summoned* 
He  found  her  in  such  a  serious  condition  from  shock  that  he 
ordered  her  removed  to  a  hospital/' 

Mr,  Nason  had  been  suffering  from  grip  and  the  awful  ex- 
posure brought  on  pneumonia,  from  which  his  death  resulted* 
Mrs,  Nason  died  three  days  later. 

Probably  the  last  letter  which  Bro,  Nason  wrote  conceroing 
the  Fraternity,  was  one  sent  about  the  Odell  dinner  and  which 
read  as  follows  ^ 

25  W.  42d  St,,  New  York,  January  13^  igoi. 
D£AK  Brother  Brown  : 

I  received  your  announcement  of  the  big  Beta  dinner  and 
shall  attend  if  home  cares  permit.  We  are,  however,  expect- 
ing a  little  new  arrival  just  about  that  time,  so  it  may  con- 
flict. If  it  is  a  boy  it  will  be  a  Beta.  Success  to  you.  You  had 
better  send  a  card  to  Dr.  Edward  T.  Leonard.      He's  Amherst^ 

^94.     He*ll  come.  Yours  in kai^ — 

Waldo  E.  Nason. 

John  M.  Allen,  Cumberland  '70,  has  long  been  a  member 
of  Congress  from  Mississippi.  He  is  about  to  retire  from  Con- 
gress.    Recently  he  asked  for  an  appropriation  to  establish  a 
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fish  hatchery  at  Tupelo,  Miss.,  and  one  of  the  New  York  papers 
tells  the  result  as  follows : 

Tupelo,  Miss.,  will  in  all  probability  have  a  fish  hatchery 
added  to  its  already  numerous  attractions,  if  a  bill  which  has 
received  a  unanimously  favorable  report  from  the  House  Com- 
mittee on  Merchant  Marine  and  Fisheries  becomes  a  law. 
Representative  John  Allen,  of  Tupelo,  secured  this  result.  He 
appeared  before  the  committee  yesterday  morning  and  made  a 
plea  that  would  have  melted  the  heart  of  the  most  rigid  econo- 
mist in  Congress.  He  referred  to  the  years  he  had  spent  in  the 
House  wrestling  with  the  cares  attendant  on  the  transaction  of 
the  public  business,  the  delightful  associations,  the  many  tender 
recollections  and  the  pleasant  reminiscences.  He  referred  to 
his  own  generosity  in  always  being  willing  to  grant  to  every 
member  all  he  asked  for  his  district.  By  this  time  there  were 
suspicious  tears  in  the  eyes  of  the  more  susceptible  members  of 
the  committee.  "And,  Mr.  Chairman,''  concluded  Mr.  Allen, 
<*I  am  about  to  retire  from  the  scenes  of  my  labors,  of  my 
trials  and  triumphs,  and  leave  the  burden  of  conducting  the 
affairs  of  the  nation  to  be  laid  upon  younger  shoulders.  But  in 
my  old  age,  when  I  am  far  away  from  the  scene  of  public  strife 
and  hear  no  longer  the  clash  of  wit  and  wisdom  in  forensic 
debate ;  when  I  long  for  some  reminder  of  old  times  and  once 
familiar  faces,  what  then,  Mr.  Chairman  ?  Ah,  that  is  the  time 
when  I  shall  wander  through  the  rooms  of  the  fish  hatchery  —  if 
you  pass  this  bill  —  which  will  then  grace  the  beautiful  city  of 
Tupelo,  and  watch  the  little  fishes  hatch  and  marvel  at  the 
wonders  of  nature.  And,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  shall  see  exemplified 
the  truth  of  the  adage  that  'a  sucker  is  born  every  minute.'  " 
Mr.  Allen's  appeal  was  successful,  and  as  Representative  Grosve- 
nor  wiped  the  tears  from  his  eyes  he  remarked  that  the  com- 
mittee had  occasion  to  thank  Mr.  Allen  for  being  so  modest  in 
his  request,  for  after  such  a  plea  he  could  have  had  anything  he 
desired  at  the  hands  of  the  committee.

IT  has  been  fifty-six  years  since  Pi  chapter  was  founded,  but 
it  was  left  for  the  new  century  to  see  its  entrance  into  a 
chapter-house  —  a  chapter-house  which  is  fully  in  accord 
with  the  age  and  prestige  of  the  chapter  and  which  is  an  ample 
reward  for  all  these  years  of  waiting. 

The  house  is  built  according  to  the  Spanish  style  of  archi- 
tecture. It  is  of  wood,  with  the  outer  walls  covered  with  rough 
cement  imbedded  with  pebbles.  The  broad  projecting  eaves 
increase  the  antique  effect  of  the  building.  The  veranda,  which 
extends  around  the  front  of  the  house,  is  very  broad  and  is  sur- 
rounded by  a  heavy  stone  railing  and  the  roof  is  supported  by 
massive  stone  pillars.     A  circular  driveway  and  walk  leads  up 
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to  the  broad  steps  and  surrounds  a  large  and  well-kept  lawn. 
The  driveway  is  bordered  on  both  sides  by  a  row  of  small  con- 
glomerates. 

The  house  is  56  feet  long  and  46  feet  wide,  exclusive  of 
verandas.  Including  the  basement  it  contains  four  stories. 
The  first  floor  is  devoted  chiefly  to  social  life.  The  door  into 
the  veranda  opens  into  the  reception  hall.  In  this  room  the 
burlap  and  fresco  is  in  old  gold  and  the  woodwork  in  antique 
oak.  Here  is  the  stairway  leading  to  the  second  floor,  an 
ornamental  brick  mantel,  and  a  gas  grate.  Sliding  doors  open 
into  the  ball-room,  but  only  pillars  separate  it  from  the  parlor, 
which  is  finished  in  green  and  red.  It  contains  the  piano,  a 
reading  table  and  lounging  furniture.  The  parlor  also  opens  by 
sliding  doors  into  the  ball-room,  which  extends  the  entire  length 
of  the  house  and  is  twenty  feet  wide.  The  walls  are  hand- 
somely decorated  with  green  and  red  burlap  and  fresco  and 
the  ceiling  in  pink  and  blue.  There  are  a  number  of  divans 
and  window  seats,  and  at  one  end  a  row  of  round  columns 
inclose  another  cozy  corner  and  a  space  for  an  orchestra.  A 
handsome  mirror,  7  by  10  feet,  faces  the  entrance  to  the 
room.  It  is  a  gift  from  the  owner  of  the  house,  Mr.  J.  D 
Showers.  The  ball-room  is  unusually  large  for  a  chapter-house 
and  is  the  finest  in  Bloomington.  The  remainder  of  the  first 
floor  is  taken  up  with  the  matron's  living  rooms. 

The  second  floor  is  occupied  entirely  by  living-rooms.  A 
long  hall  extends  down  the  center  of  the  building  for  its  entire 
length,  giving  access  to  ten  rooms  of  various  sizes  and  shapes, 
although  each  is  large  enough  to  accommodate  two  men.  The 
corner  rooms  have  bay  windows  and  all  of  the  rooms  have 
window  seats  and  large  closets.  A  well-equipped  bath-room  is 
at  the  end  of  the  hall.  The  walls  of  the  rooms  have  been 
tinted  to  suit  the  desires  of  the  occupants. 

The  third  floor  contains  the  chapter  rooms.  The  largest  is 
for  fraternity  meetings.  The  walls  of  this  are  decorated  with 
pictures,  trophies  and  such  things.  The  archives  are  kept  in 
an  alcove  of  this  room,  and  yet  another  room  is  used  as  a  smok- 
ing and  lounging  room.  A  large  window  in  this  room  com- 
mands a  fine  view  over  the  campus  and  the  city.  Initiations 
are  given  here.  The  remainder  of  the  floor  is  occupied  with 
closets  and  trunk  rooms.      The  basement  contains  the  dining- 
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room,  kitchen  pantry,  and  furnace-room.  The  dining-room  is 
large  enough  to  comfortably  accommodate  forty  people  and  is 
one  of  the  greatest  sources  of  comfort  and  convenience  in  the 
chapter-house. 

The  house  is  supplied  with  all  the  modern  improvements, 
including  steam  heat,  gas  and  electric  light,  water  and  tele- 
phone. It  has  an  excellent  location,  just  across  the  street  from 
the  university  campus,  situated  on  a  hill  overlooking  the  city. 
The  homes  of  the  professors  and  officers  of  the  university  and 
of  other  fraternities  are  in  the  neighborhood.  It  is  admitted  to 
be  the  finest  chapter-house  in  the  state  and  perhaps  in  the 
west.  Pi  chapter  is  as  proud  of  it  as  if  it  were  really  owned 
by  the  fraternity  and  feels  that  too  much  cannot  be  said  in 
praise  of  Mr.  Showers  who  arranged  everything  according  to 
the  desires  of  the  chapter. 

The  question  of  a  chapter  home  has  long  been  foremost  in 
the  minds  of  the  members  of  Pi  chapter,  but  no  definite  plan 
had  ever  presented  itself  until  the  present  house  was  conceived 
of  in  the  winter  of  1900.  Bro.  C.  M.  Niezer,  then  a  mem- 
ber of  this  chapter,  and  Mr.  Showers  then  formed  plans  for  its 
construction.  Brother  Niezer  assumed  entire  charge  of  this 
and  in  fact  did  not  inform  the  members  of  the  chapter  of  his 
project  until  his  plans  were  completed  and  success  assured. 
With  untiring  efforts  he  had  planned  everything  for  the  greatest 
possible  comfort,  convenience  and  economy.  The  first  ques- 
tion had  been  the  selection  of  a  suitable  site  for  the  house,  but 
finally  the  present  one  was  chosen  and  purchased  for  a  consid- 
eration of  $1,600.  Previous  to  the  disclosure  of  Brother 
Niezer's  plans  the  chapter  had  decided  to  give  an  alumni  ban- 
quet at  the  close  of  the  year.  Now  it  was  seen  that  the  banquet 
could  be  made  to  serve  two  purposes — the  renewing  of  old 
acquaintances  and  recollections  and  the  presentation  of  the 
chapter-house  project  to  the  alumni.  The  preparation  for  the 
banquet,  therefore,  went  forward  with  renewed  vigor.  The 
attendance  was  not  as  large  as  was  expected,  but  a  considerable 
number  ot  the  sons  of  Pi  gathered  at  Bloomington. 

On  the  evening  of  June  18,  1900,  about  thirty-five  Betas 
assembled  and  proceeded  to  the  site  of  the  chapter-house  and 
began  to  break  ground  for  the  excavation.  Bro.  Robert  W. 
Miers,    '70,   removed    the   first    shovelful   of   earth,    then   Bro. 
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Robert  A.  Ogg,  '72,  and  so  on,  in  the  order  of  graduation. 
After  singing  several  songs  and  giving  the  yell  the  meeting 
adjourned  to  the  Gentry  hotel.  Bro.  Miers,  now  member  of 
Congress  from  the  Indiana  district,  presided  over  the  dinner  as 
toastmaster.  Bro.  Robert  Hunter,  of  Chicago,  spoke  for  the 
chapter-house  project.  The  banquet  was  a  most  enjoyable  one, 
but  action  on  the  chapter-house  plan  was  postponed  until  the 
following  morning.  At  the  meeting  steps  were  taken  to  raise  a 
fund  among  the  alumni  to  furnish  the  house.  To  this  end 
a  committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  Bro.  T.  F.  Rose,  ^75, 
of  Muncie ;  Bro.  Robert  Hunter,  '96,  of  Chicago,  and  Bro.  C. 
M.  Niezer,  of  the  active  chapter.  Bro.  Rose,  chairman  of  the 
committee,  started  the  fund  by  subscribing  $100.  It  would  be 
impossible  to  name  all  the  brothers  who  contributed  to  the 
fund.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  alumni  responded  nobly  and  by 
the  close  of  the  summer  the  $500  which  had  been  asked  for 
was  subscribed,  and  nearly  all  of  this  has  been  paid.  The 
active  chapter  is  very  grateful  to  those  who  contributed  and  to 
the  committee  who  labored  to  secure  this  amount.  Especially 
does  the  chapter  feel  indebted  to  Bro.  Niezer,  who  is  now  in 
Columbia  Law  School.  To  him,  more  than  to  anyone  else,  is 
due  our  success  in  securing,  building  and  furnishing  the 
chapter-house. 

The  work  on  the  house  was  somewhat  retarded,  but  it  was 
ready  for  occupancy  soon  after  the  opening  of  the  year  in 
September.  The  formal  opening,  however,  was  not  until 
Thanksgiving,  and  this  was  made  the  occasion  of  a  very  bril- 
liant social  function.  Mr.  Showers  has  consented  to  every  im- 
provement suggested,  with  the  result  that  Pi  chapter  has 
almost  an  ideal  home.  The  active  chapter  is  making  plans  to 
complete  the  furnishing  of  the  house.  The  house  as  com- 
pleted, including  the  lot,  has  cost  a  little  over  J  10,000.  It  is 
large  enough  to  accommodate  all  the  chapter,  making  the  rent 
very  reasonable. 

The  one  thing  yet  needed  is  the  ownership  of  the  house. 
The  arrangements  with  Mr.  Showers  admit  of  its  purchase  at 
any  time.  To  this  end  a  number  of  plans  are  being  discussed 
and  the  affair  will  take  definite  shape  soon.  It  is  very  probable 
that  a  few  more  years  will  see  the  Indiana  chapter-house  owned 
by  the  fraternity,  making  it  in  every  sense  a  real  Beta  home.

PREVIOUS  to  the  Revolution  and  for  some  time  after  that 
event,  the  population  of  Maine  was  not  only  small,  but 
widely  scattered  and  comparatively  poor.  Yet,  even  at 
this  early  period,  some  movements  were  made  towards  estab- 
lishing a  college  there.  The  first  decided  steps  were  taken  in 
1788,  when  a  petition  was  sent  to  the  General  Court  of  Massa- 
chusetts for  the  incorporation  of  a  college  in  the  **  District  of 
Maine,"  which  had  not  yet  acquired  statehood.  After  six  years 
of  labor  on  the  part  of  the  petitioners  the  bill  was  finally 
passed;  the  charter  of  the  college  dates  from  June  24,  1794. 
The  name,  Bowdoin,  was  given  in  honor  of  Ex-Governor  Bow- 
doin,  of  Massachusetts,  and  as  a  result  his  son,  the  Hon.  James 
Bowdoin,  gave  to  the  college  money,  lands  and  apparatus,  and 
at  his  death  it  became  the  possessor  of  his  valuable  library  and 
collection  of  paintings. 

After  much  discussion  the  town  of  Brunswick,  in  Cumber- 
land county,  was  selected  as  a  location,  and  with  five  townships 
of  wild  land  which  no  one  wanted,  and  two  hundred  acres 
granted  by  the  town  of  Brunswick,  which,  as  Professor  Cleave- 
land  said,  *'with  all  its  pines  and  blueberries  was  then  esti- 
mated at  two  shillings  an  acre,"  together  with  $1,500,  the 
college  began  its  career.  On  the  2d  of  September,  1802,  a 
president  and  a  professor  were  inaugurated,  and  Bowdoin 
College  was  duly  opened.  Immediately  after,  eight  young  men 
entered  the  freshman  class. 

Very  limited  accommodations  sufficed  in  those  days.  Massa- 
chusetts Hall  was  for  five  years  the  only  college  building,  con- 
taining under  one  roof  students'  rooms,  chapel,  recitation 
rooms,  and  apartments  for  President  McKeen  and  his  family. 
An  excellent  substitute  for  the  chapel  bell  was  found  in  the 
president's  old  oaken  cane,  which  by  vigorous  thumps  upon 
the  stairs  brought  the  students  together  in  the  president's  study, 
each  carrying  his  own  chair. 
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The  growth  of  the  college  was  slow  at  first,  due  more  to  the 
hard  times  and  lack  of  funds  in  that  part  of  the  country  than  to 
any  lack  of  confidence  in  the  new  institution.  Notwithstanding 
its  small  size,  the  college  from  the  first  commanded  respect. 
Its  standard  of  requirements  for  study  and  discipline  was  high 
for  that  day.  Its  officers  were  men  of  tried  ability  and  excel- 
lence, and  its  growth,  though  slow,  was  solid  and  uniform. 
This  high  standard  of  requirements  has  been  continued  down 
to  the  present  time,  and  today  Bowdoin  stands  as  one  of  the 
three  New  England  colleges  which  absolutely  require  entrance 
examinations. 

The  college  proper  has  only  one  department,  the  Collegiate. 
The  Maine  Medical  School,  established  in  1821,  is  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature  placed  under  the  superintendence  and  direction 
of  the  Boards  of  Trustees  and  Overseers  of  Bowdoin  College. 
It  occupies  Adams  Hall,  a  large  brick  building  situated  on  one 
portion  of  the  campus  ;  but  only  the  two  lower  classes  now 
recite  at  Brunswick,  the  other  two  being  located  in  Portland. 

There  are  at  present  in  the  Collegiate  Department  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty  students ;  and  a  teaching  force  of  twenty  is 
maintained,  though  this  is  soon  to  be  increased.  The  degrees 
of  A.B.,  B.S.,  or  B.L.  are  conferred  for  four  years'  work. 
The  tendency  from  year  to  year  has  been  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  electives,  so  that  now  part  of  the  sophomore  courses  and 
all  those  of  the  two  upper  classes  are  wholly  elective.  The  new 
Searles  Science  Building,  one  of  the  finest  and  most  complete 
buildings  of  its  kind  in  the  country,  affords  excellent  facilities 
for  instruction  in  all  branches  of  science;  and  we  have  a  valu- 
able library  of  over  sixty-five  thousand  volumes,  soon  to  be 
inclosed  in  a  new  ^200,000  building.  The  art  collection  is  also 
valuable,  and  highly  prized. 

The  results  of  Bowdoin' s  training  speak  for  themselves. 
Her  graduates  are  prominent  in  every  profession  and  every 
branch  of  industry.  What  college  would  not  take  pride  in  such 
alumni  as  Nathaniel  Hawthorne,  Henry  W.  Longfellow,  Gen. 
Joshua  L.  Chamberlain,  Gen.  O.  O.  Howard,  Lieut.  Robert  E. 
Peary,  Thomas  B.  Reed,  Chief  Justice  Fuller,  and  Senator 
Wm.  P.  Frye?  All  over  the  world  are  scattered  sons  of  Bow- 
doin, worthy  representatives  of  the  college  from  which  they 
came. 
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Athletics  have  always  been  well  supported  at  Bowdoin. 
Gymnasium  work  is  compulsory  for  all  the  students  during  the 
winter  term,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  develop  good  athletic 
material.  Rowing  was  the  first  branch  of  athletics  in  which 
Bowdoin  became  well  known  ;  in  the  days  of  the  old  four-oar 
races  her  crews  gained  great  prominence,  and  one  year  won 
the  college  championship  at  Lake  George.  Within  the  past 
few  years  the  interest  has  been  transferred  from  rowing  to  track 
athletics,  and  the  work  of  the  teams  which  we  have  sent  up  to 
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Sharles  Science  Building.    Bowdoin  Coli^ege. 

the  Worcester  meet  recently  show  that  in  this,  also,  our  athletes 
do  not  intend  to  take  a  back  place.  Our  football  and  baseball 
teams  have  brought  additional  honor  to  the  college  ;  last  fall 
our  football  team  met  defeat  only  at  the  hands  of  Yale  and 
Harvard.  Our  athletic  field  is  the  finest  in  the  state,  and  we 
have  just  had  constructed  a  large  out-of-door  plank  running 
track,  for  use  in  the  spring  until  the  cinder  track  is  in  good 
shape. 

The  fraternities  play  an  important  part  in  Bowdoin  life. 
A  A  *  was  the  first  to  enter  the  college,  that  chapter  being  estab- 
lished in   1841.      Then  came  ^  Y,   A  K  E,    X  ^I',    Z  ^,  0  A  X  and 
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A  Y  in  the  next  fifteen  years.  X  ^  and  A  Y  were  both  killed  by 
the  war,  but  A  Y  was  re-established  in  1892.  In  1895  a  chapter 
of  K  2  was  started,  and  in  1900  B0  11  entered  the  college.  With 
eight  fraternities  in  a  college  of  Bowdoin's  size  it  will  easily  be 
seen  that  the  percentage  of  non-fraternity  men  must  be  small ; 
in  one  class  there  are  only  four  neutral.  On  this  account  the 
faculty  has  been  reluctant  to  allow  the  erection  of  chapter- 
houses, fearing  lest  too  many  students  be  taken  away  from  the 
dormitories.  This  objection  has  recently  been  withdrawn,  so 
A  A  *  and  A  K  E  now  own  houses,  and  some  of  the  other  fra- 
ternities are  planning  for  buildings  of  their  own.     We  expect  to

build  a  new  house  either  this  year  or  next,  but  are  undecided 
on  the  matter  at  present. 

Naturally,  among  so  many  fraternities  the  struggle  to  obtain 
new  men  is  very  close  and  vigorous.  Many  fellows  are  pledged 
before  they  come  to  college,  and  the  rest  of  the  desirable  ones 
are  usually  pledged  by  the  end  of  the  first  week  of  the  fall 
term.  In  spite  of  this  great  rivalry,  however,  there  is  very  little 
of  that  hostile  and  bitter  feeling  common  to  rival  fraternities  in 
some  colleges.  One  of  the  noticeable  characteristics  of  the  col- 
lege is  the  general  good  will  and  fellowship  which  prevails 
among  all  the  students.  One  peculiar  and  pleasing  custom  of 
the  fraternities  might  be  mentioned.     The  several  initiations  all 
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occur  on  Che  same  night,  and  as  each  chapter  tini5hes  its 
ceremonies  and  banquet,  the  members  march  around  the  campus 
in  a  body,  sinfjing  their  marching  songs.  The  dormitories  are 
divided  into  **ends,'^  each  one  of  these  being  occupied  by  a 
different  fraternity,  and  as  each  of  these  *'ends"  are  passed  a 
halt  is  made,  and  a  ringing  cheer  is  given  for  the  fraternity 
which  occupies  it.  After  all  eiglit  have  been  cheered  the  band 
disperses,  soon  to  he  followed  in  the  same  manner  by  the  mem- 
bers of  some  other  frateroity.  It  is  a  pretty  custom,  and  causes 
much  friendly  feeling. 

A  sketch  of  Bowdoin  would  be  incomplete  without  some 
mention  of  its  surroundings.  Brunswick  is  a  town  of  some  six 
thousand  inhabitants,  connected  by  rail  and  electrics  with  the 
cities  of  Lewiston  and  Bath,  and  not  far  from  Portland.  We 
have  not  the  lofty  situation  and  scenery  of  which  some  colleges 
can  boast  ;  but  we  find  our  share  of  beauty  in  the  campus  itself, 
which  when  clothed  in  its  June  foliage  can  be  regarded  as 
inferior  to  no  college  campus  in  the  country.  Various  long 
walks  lead  to  the  ocean,  only  a  few  miles  distant,  and  all 
around  are  many  places  of  historical  interest.  The  surround- 
ings are  inseparably  connected  with  the  coUege  itself,  and  have 
a  firm  place  in  the  hearts  and  memories  of  all  graduates  of  old 
I3owdoin. 


J.  Ralph   Burton. 

U.  S.  Senator  from  Kansas. 
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WE  copy  from  a  recent  Jssue  of  the  Daily  Capital  of 
Topeka,    Kansas,    the    following     appreciative    bio- 
graphical   sketch    of    Joseph    R.    Burton,    Hanover, 
who  has  recently  been  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate : 

If  there  is  one  quality  more  pronounced  than  any  other  in 
the  mental  make-up  of  the  coming  senator  from  Kansas  it  is 
his  dogged  persistence.  J.  R.  Burton  never  gives  up.  Defeat 
but  stirs  him  to  greater  endeavor.  It  quickens  him  to  more 
intense  zeal.  Defeat  disappoints,  but  never  crushes  him. 
Beaten,  he  rises  again  to  take  his  place  in  the  ranks,  if  need  be, 
to  fight  the  battles  of  his  party  and  help  lead  it  to  victory. 
That  is  one  reason  why  J.  R.  Burton  is  the  most  popular  man 
amoDg  Republicans  in  Kansas  today.  Slow  in  making  acquaint- 
ances or  friends,  once  these  made  he  never  forgets.  For  a  friend 
he  would  sacrifice  almost  everything,  would  give  up  his  last 
penny.  Affable,  courteous  and  courtly  in  demeanor,  of  quiet 
and  unobtrusive  dignity,  he  will  worthily  wear  the  mantle  once 
held  by  John  J.  Ingalls  and  P.  B.  Plumb. 

Statesman,  orator,  lawyer  and  man  of  affairs,  Joseph  Ralph 
Burton  will  make  a  place  for  himself  in  the  United  States 
Senate  among  the  leaders  in  that  body  of  distinguished  men. 
He  is  a  Hoosier  by  birth.  He  was  born  and  brought  up  on  a 
farm  near  Mitchell,  Lawrence  county,  Indiana.  His  father,  the 
Rev.  Allen  G.  Burton,  was  a  Kentuckian.  His  grandfather 
came  from  North  Carolina.  To  these  two,  no  doubt,  he  owes 
the  courtly  demeanor,  the  chief  characteristic  and  charm  of  the 
southern  gentleman.  On  his  father's  side,  J.  R.  Burton  is  of 
English  extraction;  on  the  maternal  side,  French.  His  early 
life  was  that  of  a  typical  farm  boy,  attending  the  district  school 
in  the  winter,  doing  chores  and  helping  with  the  farm  work, 
— just  such  a  boy  as  Edward  Eggleston  has  pictured  in  "A 
Hoosier  Schoolmaster."  Later  in  his  teeus  he  attended  an 
academy  in  Mitchell  which  had  been  founded  by  his  father  and 
other  progressive  citizens  who  desired  their  children  to  enjoy 
better  educational  advantages  than  the  district  school  could 
give.  At  nineteen  young  Burton  left  the  farm  for  good  and 
went  to  Franklin  College,  where  he  spent  three  years  under  the 
personal  tutelage  of  President  Lincoln  Walen.  Then  he  took 
a  special  course  at  Asbury,  now  DePauw  University.    At  that 
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there,  too,  but  he  had  not  been  very  well  acquainted  with  them 
in  school — freshman  girls  had  been  the  rage  then.  However,  he 
would  be  as  cordial  as  they  were,  and  if  the  Wilkins  girls,  who 
lived  in  the  city,  asked  him  out  to  dinner  he  would  go.  But  he 
would  not  sacrifice  the  entire  evening.  '<  I  draw  the  line  at 
that*'  he  muttered  to  himself. 

Then,  as  if  a  duty  had  been  done,  he  leaned  back  into  his 
chair  with  a  sigh  of  relief,  closed  his  eyes  and  banished  class 
reunions,  handshakings  and  the  Wilkins  girls  from  his  mind. 
Forthwith,  as  if  it  had  only  been  awaiting  the  summons,  the 
image  of  a  house  with  a  large  veranda  and  Greek  letters  on  the 
front  windows  came  into  his  mind,  and  settled  down,  as  if  it 
knew  its  place  and  welcome. 

It  was  so  vivid  and  wonderful,  this  picture,  that  he  could 
scarcely  restrain  an  exclamation  of  greeting.  Even  the  crowd 
of  young  fellows  sitting  on  the  front  steps  loomed  up  plainly 
and  distinctly.  He  caught  himself  looking  eagerly  for  familiar 
faces.  He  saw  himself  running  eagerly  up  the  steps ;  he  heard 
the  shout  of  welcome ;  he  could  almost  feel  the  eager  hand- 
shakes and  the  hospitable  tugs  at  his  suit  case. 

Then  he  smiled  at  his  fancy  and  settling  himself  anew  began 
with  keen  delight  to  plan  and  think  over  every  minute  of  his 
visit,  even  from  that  very  moment.  He  would  wire  at  the  next 
station  to  "Hokey"  Brown,  who  probably  was  already  there, 
to  see  that  his  old  room  at  the  house,  the  southwest  one,  over- 
looking the  campus,  was  saved  for  him.  Of  course  some  under- 
graduates would  have  to  be  routed  out,  but  undergraduates 
don't  count  at  commencement  anyway.  He  would  add  to  the 
telegram  about  twenty-five  words  of  personalities,  derogatory  to 
Brown's  good  name  and  send  it  <<  collect,"  as  a  mark  of  affec- 
tion. Then  Hokey  would  know  that  he  was  coming,  he  reflected 
with  a  chuckle,  remembering  various  old-time  tricks  of  lively 
Mr.  Brown. 

Then  he  changed  his  mind.  He  would  not  telegraph  after 
all.  His  train  got  in  at  5.30  and  he  would  wait  down  town  till 
dinner  time.  Then  he  would  sneak  up  past  the  college  to  the 
chapter-house  and  walk  in  on  the  gang  at  dinner — no — he  would 
go  right  up  and  spend  that  matchless  evening  hour  just  before 
dinner  on  the  porch  with  the  boys.  The  time  was  too  precious 
to  waste. 
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Again  and  again  he  changed  his  plans,  studying  over  the 
details  of  that  first  meeting  with  boyish  zest.  It  meant  much  to 
him,  that  meeting :  he  knew  its  joys,  and  there  was  enough  of 
artistic  nature  about  him  to  wish  the  denouement  to  be  as  perfect 
as  possible.  But  he  finally  arranged  it  to  his  satisfaction.  Then 
the  flood  of  memories  and  anticipations  poured  in  upon  him 
unrestrained. 

Bowman  would  be  there  already  when  he  arrived,  he  knew  ; 
and  Holmes  would  come  in  on  the  early  morning  train.  They 
would  go  down  to  meet  him  and  would  drag  him  right  out  to 
the  lake  for  a  glorious  old-time  swim.  ''Salty"  Vance  was  in 
exile  in  Montana,  but  he  was  sure  of  "Musty*'  Robbins  and 
"Keg"  Pierce.     They  were  as  inevitable  as  commencement. 

He  and  Musty  would  take  that  d d  Pierce  down  town  the 

first  thing  and  ruin  him  at  bottle  pool.  They  owed  it  to  him. 
It  was  a  debt  of  honor.  Then  they  would  go  back  and  gather 
the  clan  and  plan  the  week  out.  He  fairly  shuddered  at  the 
idea  of  a  missing  face.  There  was  so  much  to  do  !  They  must 
be  back,  every  one  of  them.  There  was  that  walk  to  take  down 
the  river  bank  road,  where  he  first  listened  to  the  alluring  music 
of  Greek  lore.  They  must  dine  together  at  Jerry's,  famed  for 
turnovers  and  cool  black  beer  and  eloquence  unrestrained. 
They  must  call  on  the  Beta  girls  they  knew  so  well — it  would 
be  almost  a  family  call,  he  reflected  with  a  grin,  remembering 
the  list  of  engagements  and  marriages  that  was  constantly 
growing  longer.

The  prospects  for  soon  owning  a  house 
are  very  good. 

Pennsylvania  State, — The  chapter  is  rapidly  progressing.  It 
has  fifteen  active  men,  with  two  men  soon  to  be  initiated.  The 
house  which  the  chapter  owns  is  due  chiefly  to  the  efforts  of  the 
alumni.    The  other  fraternities  at  State  are  generally  strong. 
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Dickinson, — This  year  has  been  a  prosperous  one  for  Dickin- 
son. The  chapter  contains  sixteen  active  men.  The  rushing 
season  has  resulted  well,  as  six  preparatory  school  men  have 
been  pledged,  and  four  men  rushed  this  season  at  college 
were  taken  away  from  the  other  fraternities.  The  chapter  has 
just  moved  into  a  new  suite  of  rooms,  which  are  considered  to 
be  the  best  in  Carlisle. 

University  of  Pennsylvania. — Phi  chapter  this  year  comprises 
twenty-three  active  members.  Eight  men  were  initiated  and 
the  prospects  for  next  year,  while  not  exceptional,  are  encourag- 
ing. The  house  has  been  leased  for  another  term  of  three  years, 
and  it  is  expected  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  lease,  the  build, 
ing  fund  will  be  sufficiently  large  to  start  the  erection  of  a  chap- 
ter-house. 

In  regard  to  the  request  of  the  Washington  Hatchet  society 
for  a  charter  for  the  establishment  of  a  chapter  at  Washington 
University,  St.  Louis,  all  the  delegates,  with  one  exception, 
favored  the  action. 

At  the  afternoon  session,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  : 

**Be  it  resolved  that  District  III,  of  the  Beta  TheU  Pi  fra- 
ternity, herewith  approves  of  the  policy  of  extending  the  fra- 
ternity outside  of  the  United  States  of  America  by  the  establish- 
ment of  chapters,  whenever  the  character  of  the  university  or 
college  and  of  the  petitioners  would  justify  such  a  policy." 

Officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year,  as  follows  :  Presi- 
dent, Bro.  Smith,  of  Johns  Hopkins;  Secretary,  Bro.  Sloat,  of 
Dickinson. 

The  committee  to  decide  upon  the  plan  for  the  next  reunion 
reported  in  favor  of  Johns  Hopkins  University,  Baltimore, 
which  report  was  accepted. 

In  the  evening,  at  the  Hotel  Stenton,  Phi  chapter  celebrated 
the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  its  initiation  with  a  banquet,  in 
which  celebration  the  delegates  to  the  reunion  and  Betas  from 
New  York  and  other  near-by  cities  joined  with  the  active  and 
alumni  members  of  the  chapter.  Those  present  numbered 
sixty-four.  The  celebration  was  not  held  on  the  exact  date  of 
the  first  initiation,  the  event  having  taken  place  later  in  the  year. 
The  guests  of  honor  were  H.  Walton  Mitchell,  of  Pittsburg, 
chief  of  District  III,  and  Dr.  Hobart  Amory  Hare,  Phi  '84.

nDemories 

Toast  of  Judgb  Jambs  Buckley  Black  at  the  Reunion  Banquet  of  District  VII 
Held  in  Indianapous,  February  8  —  Grand  Hotel. 

I  AM  somewhat  doubtful  of  this  subject,  assigned  to  me  by 
my  young  friends.      It  is  not  a  little  like  a  ghost,  which 

comes  in  such  questionable  shape  that  I  must  speak  to  it. 
If  it  were  not  that  I  recall  my  own  youthful  impressions  to  the 
same  effect,  I  would  be  inclined  to  wonder  at  the  aptness  of 
the  young  to  consider  every  person  who  begins  to  show  gray 
hairs  or  no  hairs  upon  his  head  as  an  old  man.  The  lesson  of 
experience  has  taught  me,  on  the  other  hand,  how  exceedingly 
youthful  I  myself  appeared  to  men  of  maturity,  even  after  I  had 
come  to  regard  myself  as  capable  of  thinking  and  acting  like 
a  man. 

The  truth  of  the  matter  seems  to  be,  that  no  one  who  is  still 
able  to  do  good  work  and  enjoy  life's  labors  is  yet  old,  and  of 
any  man  who  dies  with  his  harness  on,  fighting  life's  battles 
vigorously,  it  may  be  said  that  he  never  passed  beyond  his  youth. 

Yet  to  one  whose  years  approached  the  limit  of  the  allotted 
space  of  life,  whether  he  be  hale  and  vigorous  or  broken  by 
disease  or  toil,  there  has  come  a  time  for  pause,  when  he  realizes 
that  the  sum  total  of  existence  on  this  earth  is  made  up  of  hopes 
and  memories,  and  that  to  him  the  hopes  which  have  animated 
him  and  colored  all  his  desires  and  ambitions  are  fading  more 
and  more.  Such  a  man  is  apt,  in  his  enforced  leisure,  to  be- 
come reminiscent. 

It  is  common,  almost  universal,  perhaps,  but  thoroughly 
unphilosophical,  to  regret  growing  old ;  for  does  not  every 
human  being  in  youth  constantly  wish  for  long  life ;  and  if 
through  the  good  fortune  of  having  vigorous  and  virtuous  ances- 
tors and  by  reason  of  his  own  observance  of  the  rules  of  right 
living,  he  has  providentially  attained  to  a  ripe  life,  ought  he 
not  to  thank  God  and  face  the  inevitable  manfully  and  without 
unavailing  regret. 

It  is  one  of  the  eminent  blessings  of  humanity  that  we  all. 
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high  and  low,  without  reference  to  race,  or  color  or  previous 
condition,  if  any,  as  the  lawyers  carefully  say,  come  into  life 
with  a  blank  white  sheet  on  which  experience  writes  an  ever- 
accruing  record.  The  only  thing  one  can  know  of  himself  with 
certainty  is  what  he  can  read  upon  that  record.  For  the  future 
he  can  hope,  but  not  prophesy.  If  he  would  make  life  worth  to 
himseif  the  trouble  of  it  all,  he  must  fill  up  that  record  so 
that,  ever  and  anon,  when  he  unrolls  the  scroll,  he  will  find 
good  reading. 

It  would  be  folly  to  teach  that  any  man  may  attain  to  old 
age  without  regrets.  I  speak  not  alone  of  inevitable  mistakes, 
or  the  triumphs  of  unworthy  competitors,  or  the  defeats  that 
await  the  most  deserving.  To  live  long  is  to  outlive  the  friends 
of  youth.  It  is  to  linger  in  the  crowd  of  strangers,  to  wander 
on  with  those  between  whom  and  yourself  no  spark  of  love  can 
be  fanned  into  flame.  One  may  earn  and  even  win  gratitude  to 
the  end  of  his  days,  but  only  in  youth  can  he  make  friends, 
and  the  reminiscent  period  must  be  blest,  if  at  all,  with  sweet 
memories  of  the  departed. 

I  think  almost  every  man  who  has  attained  maturity,  and 
who  has  had  experience  enough  to  make  him  worth  being 
acquainted  with,  would  agree  that  the  happiest  memories  are 
not  those  which  bring  in  review  what  are  commonly  called 
pleasures.  One  will  not  dwell  with  fondest  regard  on  the 
remembrance  of  scenes  of  self-indulgence,  or  hours  of  ease  or 
freedom  from  care,  or  even  his  honors,  transient  as  dew.  If  one 
could  indeed  realize  the  hopes  which  most  fill  the  mind  of  youth, 
this  perhaps  would  rarely  be  as  satisfying  to  reflect  upon  as  the 
actualities  of  a  well-spent  life,  and  of  these  the  most  gratifying 
are  true,  unselfish  friendships  between  honorable  men,  the 
mutual  love  of  a  worthy  man  and  a  worthy  woman,  the  victo- 
ries achieved  over  obstacles,  and  the  accomplishment  of  en- 
deavors inspired  by  the  nobler  feelings. 

To  you,  generous-souled  men  with  the  lexicon  of  youth  in 
hand,  with  all  possibilities  before  you,  I  am  glad  to  say  that  I 
can  anticipate  for  you  many  happy  memories  when  you  shall 
have  fought  the  strife  that  lies  almost  wholly  in  your  front. 

When  you  shall  have  marched  so  many  parasangs  as  will 
bring  you  to  the  Euxine,  you  will  look  back  at  the  toils  and 
dangers  of  the  long  anabasis  with  joy  and  not  regret,  if  you 
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shall  not  have  soiled  your  souls  with  pillaging  and  spoils,  of 
which  I  may  safely  acquit  you  in  advance,  being  true  Greeks 
who  bear  the  name  and  wear  the  badge  of  Beta  Theta  Fi.  You 
will  be  toughened,  but  not  hardened,  by  the  exposures,  polished, 
but  not  worn  to  attenuated  manhood,  by  the  attritions  of  the 
world. 

When  you,  too,  hang  out  the  white  flags  of  waning  contro- 
versy upon  your  domes,  like  these  Greeks  here,  whom  you  think 
old,  but  who  know  for  themselves  those  affectionate  impulses 
which  keep  the  heart  ever  young,  may  you  have  earned  the 
blessed  memories  commended  by  Jennie  Deans  to  the  Duke  of 
Argyle,  and  may  your  declining  years  be  accompanied  by  all 
those  tokens  of  a  good  life  which  the  remorseful  Macbeth,  when 
his  way  of  life  had  fallen  into  the  sear,  the  yellow  leaf,  said 
should  accompany  old  age,  "As  honor,  love,  obedience,  troops 
of  friends." 

If,  after  so  much  generalizing,  I  had  time  for  particulars,  I 
would  delight  most  to  dwell  at  length  upon  those  scenes  in 
which  those  of  us  whom  you  fondly  call  your  Silver  Grays  par- 
ticipated, which  in  our  lives  correspond  with  those  of  which  you 
now  have  the  full  and  passing  enjoyment.  With  fondness  never 
palling  I  recall  the  old  Asbury  days  and  the  old  I.  U.  times  in 
my  life.  How  plainly  I  remember  the  taking  of  the  beautiful 
obligation  of  our  fraternity,  and  see  again  the  little  group  in  the 
attic  of  the  old  college,  surrounding  the  table  spread  with 
crackers  and  cheese  and  apples,  and  the  ever-present  bologna 
sausages  from  which  the  name  of  "dorg"  has  been  heralded  to 
all  lands.  Wherever  the  ancient  Greeks  went,  they  took  with 
them  the  fire  of  the  home  altar;  and  where  that  fire  burned, 
there  was  a  part  of  Greece,  patronized  by  the  gods  of  the  race. 
So,  when  we  gather  around  the  board  to  sacrifice  a  dog,  there  is 
the  spirit  of  old  Wooglin,  legitimate  successor  of  Santa  Claus, 
enshrined  in  as  roseate  a  nimbus  of  mystery.  The  best  things 
in  life  are  the  mysteries,  and  the  sweetest  of  these  are  the 
mystery  of  religion  and  the  mystery  of  love. 

I  would  be  glad  to  talk  to  you  of  the  old  chapter  meetings, 
whose  charm  lingers  sweetly  tender  through  all  after  days  ;  and 
of  the  boys,  the  dear  old  boys  ;  to  name  them  over,  and  to  tell 
their  specialities  in  grace  and  culture  and  boyish  pranks  and 
promising  worthiness.     You  would  bear  with  me  ;  for  are  you 
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not  much-enduring  Greeks  ?  But  I  must  desist,  because  of  the 
imperious  reason  that  I  have  another  engagement  that  tears  me 
immediately  away  and  prevents  me  from  sharing  my  fair  and 
aliquot  part  of  these  concluding  punishments. 

Farewell,  and  be  joyful, — so  happy  that  it  will  be  pleasant 
to  come  across  the  photograph  of  this  evening  in  the  portfolio 
of  memory.

£Mtorial0. 

It  gives  us  sincere  pleasure  to  record  the  fact  that  Beta 
Kappa,  the  Ohio  University  chapter,  has  moved  into  a  house. 
Brother  H.  G.  Stalder,  an  honored  alumnus  of  the  chapter, 
was,  we  suspect,  the  active  factor  in  this  movement.  If  he 
was  not  he  assisted  mightily,  and  he  writes  us  about  it  as 
follows : 

Ever  since  the  opening  of  the  college  year  the  boys  have 
been  making  every  effort  to  get  into  a  house.  It  seemed  that 
they  would  have  to  make  the  same  report  at  the  Convention 
this  year  as  to  the  house  matter  that  they  have  been  making. 
Nothing  in  the  least  way  suitable  could  be  found  and  we  had 
about  given  up.  Suitable  houses  were  scarce  and  people  were 
afraid  to  rent  on  account  of  the  damage  they  feared  to  the 
property.  But  about  three  weeks  ago  a  party  proposed  to  re- 
model her  house  for  us.  We  accepted  the  proposition,  made 
a  three-year  lease  of  the  property,  which  is  most  conveniently 
situated  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  campus,  and  are  now 
ready  for  you  to  change  the  address  of  the  corresponding  sec- 
retary in  the  directory  by  adding  "Beta  Theta  Pi  House" 
after  his  name. 

This  is  the  first  attempt  at  Athens,  and  many  of  the  good 
people  look  upon  the  movement  very  suspiciously;  some  of 
the  neighbors  have  predicted  most  dire  results  and  are  ap- 
parently ready  to  sell  their  property  and  move  to  more  con- 
genial surroundings.  Give  the  old  Ohio  University  chapter  a 
mark  to  its  credit,  Brother  Baird.  They  have  probably  been 
pretty  slow  in  arriving  at  the  desired  point,  but  I  think  they 
can  keep  up  with  the  procession. 

Surely  if  the  chapter  located  at  Athens  can  move  into  a 
house,  any  other  chapter  can;  because  Ohio  University  is  a 
small  college,  with  a  rather  slim  attendance  and  meager 
resources,  and  the  supply  of  fraternity  material  is  not  over- 
abundant. But  it  has  always  had  a  good  loyal  chapter  of  the 
fraternity  and  has  initiated  many  of  the  men  of  whom  we  are 
all  proud.  Centre,  Kenyon,  Hanover,  Wabash,  Westminster, 
Denver,  Wooster,  Wittenberg,  Davidson,  ought  not  to  let  this 
example  pass  without  a  stimulating  effect.     Some  of  the  college 
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ffaternities  are  Lnststing  that  aJl  of  their  chapters  must  gQ  intD 
houses.  We  do  no  want  to  insist^  ive  want  to  point  out  that 
they  are  housed. 

Occasionally  we  receive  a  letter  which  repays  us  for  lots 
of  trouble  and  the  petty  vexations  which  make  all  work  of  a 
literary  character  so  irksome*  Brother  Edward  J.  Brown,  of 
the  Hauover  chapter,  who  was  General  Secretary  of  the  frater- 
nity  in  the  stirring  times  of  1879-80-81,  and  who  did  much 
to  assist  in  the  development  of  the  fraternity  so  splendidly 
consummated  since,  writes  us  as  follows  in  renewing  his 
subscription  : 

The  magazine  is  just  fine.  I  wonder  that  it  can  be  kept 
up  to  so  high  a  standard  on  the  patronage  it  gets.  Some  one 
does  lots  of  work  for  nothing.  But  for  the  matter  of  that, 
just  so  many  of  us  do. 

Let  the  youngsters  in  college  ask  themselves  what  is  it  that 
we  find  in  the  fraternity  which  brings  forth  such  remarks  as 
that. 

Each  generation  of  Betas  has  apparently  to  learn  anew 
certain  principles  of  the  common  or  customary  law  of  the  fra- 
ternity. Four  or  five  years  ago  we  thought  that  the  question 
of  the  difference  between  active  and  inactive  members  was 
settled  forever.  It  appears,  however,  from  an  examination  of 
the  annual  reports  of  the  chapters  that  old  difficulties  are  again 
arising  and  old  questions  causing  trouble. 

In  the  first  place,  the  constitution  provides  that  each  chap- 
ter has  jurisdiction  over  all  Betas  in  any  way  connected  with 
the  institution  at  which  it  is  located.  This  of  course  includes 
graduate  and  professional  students,  members  of  the  faculty 
and  all  others  bearing  any  official  relation  to  the  institution. 
This,  however,  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  question  of  active 
membership,  and  is  only  mentioned  because  at  times  some 
chapter  will  on  this  account  assume  that  all  such  persons  must 
be  active  members. 

Every  Beta  initiated  by  a  chapter  while  a  student  is  an 
active  member  of  that  chapter  so  long  as  he  continues  in  the 
course  of  study  which  be  was   taking   when   initiated.     This 
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applies  alike  to  undergraduates,  postgraduates  and  students  in 
the  professional  schools.  If  a  chapter  chooses  to  initiate  a  law 
student  he  remains  an  active  member  no  matter  how  long  he 
studies  law  at  that  institution. 

Every  undergraduate  Beta  at  an  institution  where  a  chap- 
ter is  located  is  fy  reason  of  that  fact  alone  an  active  member 
of  such  chapter.  Neither  the  student  nor  the  chapter  has  any 
option  in  the  matter.  His  mere  presence  as  an  undergraduate 
student  makes  him  a  member  of  the  chapter. 

Just  here  a  word  about  transfers.  When  a  Beta  goes  from 
one  college  to  another  and  there  is  a  chapter  at  the  second 
college,  he  should  receive  from  the  secretary  of  the  chapter 
located  at  the  first  college  a  transfer  card  provided  for  that 
purpose.  This  is  his  right ;  even  if  he  is  not  in  good  standing 
the  transfer  card  cannot  be  refused  him.  It  confers  no  rights 
and  does  nothing  to  restrict  his  membership.  It  is  simply  and 
solely  a  means  of  identification  so  that  the  chapters  may  not 
be  imposed  upon  by  students  claiming  to  be  Betas  who  have 
been  initiated  elsewhere. 

But  if  for  any  reason  the  transfer  card  is  withheld  from 
the  member  or  he  does  not  present  it,  that  does  not  alter  in 
any  particular  the  fact  that  the  moment  he  lawfully  becomes 
an  undergraduate  student  at  the  second  college,  then  at  that 
moment  he  becomes  a  member  of  the  chapter  at  that  college. 

In  some  of  our  chapter  reports  occur  sentences  like  this : 
''John  Doe,  from  OO  chapter,  is  in  the  classical  course  here 
but  has  not  yet  become  a  member  of  this  chapter."  This  is 
absurd.  He  became  a  member  of  the  chapter  when  he  became 
a  student  at  the  college.  The  chapter  is  responsible  for  his 
conduct  and  for  his  dues  to  the  fraternity,  and  it  can  discipline 
him  if  he  does  not  conduct  himself  properly  or  pay  the  an- 
nual assessment. 

The  question  then  arises,  who  are  inactive  members  ? 
They  are  Betas  who  having  finished  the  course  which  they 
were  pursuing  when  initiated,  although  still  students,  are  not 
taking  any  undergraduate  course  at  that  institution  or  any 
other  where  an  active  chapter  is  located. 

Take  Cornell  University  as  an  example.  A  Beta  initiated 
while  pursuing  the  classical  course  remains  an  active  member 
so  long  as  he  continues  to  pursue  that  course.      There  is  no 
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difficulty  about  that.  Suppose  he  graduates  and  then  takes  a 
course  in  law  or  medicine.  He  then  becomes  inactive.  Sup- 
pose after  he  has  studied  law  he  makes  up  his  mind  to  study 
mechanical  engineering  ;  he  then  becomes  active  again  because 
that  is  an  undergraduate  course  of  study. 

Suppose  that  he  was  initiated  while  studying  law ;  he  is  an 
active  member  so  long  as  he  continues  to  study  law,  because 
if  the  chapter  chooses  to  initiate  a  law  student  they  must  treat 
him  as  an  active  member.  The  fraternity  does  not  recognize 
in  any  of  its  chapters  the  right  to  initiate  a  student  who  will 
never  sustain  any  but  inactive  relations  to  it. 

It  is  quite  possible,  therefore,  for  three  Betas  to  be  in  the 
Law  School  at  Cornell,  one  to  be  active  and  the  other  two 
to  be  inactive. 

Any  inactive  member  who  is  a  student  can  assume  active 
relations  to  the  chapter  if  he  and  it  agree  to  do  so,  but 
neither  can  compel  the  other  to  do  so. 

Suppose  now  a  student  Beta  comes  from  Ohio  State  and 
enters  Cornell  in  the  Engineering  School ;  he  at  once  becomes 
an  active  member  of  the  Cornell  chapter.  If  he  enters  the 
law  school  he  becomes  an  inactive  member  of  the  chapter. 

Whether  Betas  who  are  pursuing  postgraduate  but  non- 
professional courses  are  active  or  inactive  is  determined  by 
how  they  are  regarded  by  the  college.  In  some  colleges  they 
are  classified  with  and  regarded  as  having  the  same  status  as 
undergraduates.  In  such  case  they  are  active  members  of  the 
chapters  located  at  those  colleges,  but  if  they  are  regarded  as 
being  in  the  same  class  or  category  as  professional  students, 
then  they  are  regarded  as  inactive. 

The  importance  of  this  subject  is  that  active  members, 
being  a  part  of  the  chapter,  have  a  vote  upon  the  admission 
of  new  members.  Moreover,  the  chapter  is  responsible  to  the 
fraternity  for  their  annual  dues.  It  behooves  some  of  the 
chapters  to  examine  their  rolls  and  see  whether  they  have  been 
complying  with  the  law  or  not. 

The  chapter  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina  deserves  the 
commendation  of  the  fraternity  for  its  plucky  fight  for  existence. 
We  congratulate  it  upon  its  success.     Its  prospects  are  bright.

The  reputation  of  the  fraternity  in  the  old  North  state  has  been 
of  great  help.  Why  can't  some  of  the  Beta  spirit  which  has  re- 
sulted in  this  resumption  be  infused  into  the  Betas  of  Tennessee 
and  Mississippi  who  stand  idly  by  and  fold  their  hands  while  the 
chapters  at  Vanderbilt  and  Mississippi  remain  inactive.  Some 
of  the  North  Carolina  boys  might  emigrate  to  Vanderbilt  with 
profit  to  the  fraternity. 

The  Bowdoin  Betas  have  gone  right  manfully  to  work  to 
secure  a  chapter-house.  They  have  issued  a  circular  letter 
inviting  subscriptions  to  their  plan,  and  we  take  pleasure  in 
giving  to  it  whatever  measure  of  publicity  may  be  afiorded  by 
publishing  the  circular  here.     It  reads  as  follows  : 

The  Beta  Theta  Pi  Company  has  been  incorporated  for  the 
purpose  of  building  a  chapter-house  at  Brunswick,  Maine,  for 
the  Bowdoin  chapter  of  Beta  Theta  Pi. 

Plans  have  been  submitted,  and  estimates  have  been  re- 
ceived. The  house  will  be  of  the  colonial  type,  and  will  be 
sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  twenty  men.  It  will  have  a 
commodious  parlor  and  dining-room,  halls,  studies,  bed-rooms, 
steward's  apartments,  etc.  The  estimated  cost  of  building  this 
house  is  |8,ooo. 

To  raise  th«  necessary  amount  to  build  this  house,  the 
Company  proposes  to  sell  at  par  200  shares  of  its  stock,  and  to 
raise  the  balance  on  a  long  term  mortgage  of  the  Company's 
property.  The  par  value  of  the  stock  per  share  is  I20,  bearing 
an  annual  dividend  of  6  per  cent. 

Each  occupant  will  pay  to  the  chapter  an  annual  rental  of 
^50.  This  is  the  average  sum  paid  by  students  occupying  the 
rooms  in  the  college  dormitories.  This,  with  the  usual  chapter 
dues  and  rent  from  the  steward,  will  bring  to  the  chapter  an 
annual  income  of  about  11,500.  After  paying  the  rent  and  run- 
ning expenses  of  the  house,  the  chapter  will  have  an  annual 
surplus  of  at  least  I500,  which  will  be  used  to  take  up  the  stock 
issued.  The  chapter  will,  in  about  eight  years,  be  able  to  take 
up  all  of  the  stock  issued. 

When  the  stock  is  issued,  each  holder  will  give  a  promise  to 
the  chapter  to  sell  the  stock  at  par  at  the  option  of  the  chapter 
within  eight  years  from  the  date  of  issue.  In  return  the 
chapter  will  agree  to  purchase  said  stock  within  said  time. 

Subscriptions  taken  by  any  member  of  the  Bowdoin  chapter 
or  they  may  be  sent  to  the  Company's  treasurer,  Albro  L. 
Burnell,  25  Revere  street,  Woodfords,  Maine. 

This  is  a  sensible,  straightforward  plan.     It  is  attractive  as 
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an  investment.  Six  per  cent  interest  is  difficult  to  secure 
safely  at  the  present  time,  and  there  ought  to  be  plenty  of 
Betas  who  would  be  glad  to  take  ten  shares  or  more  in  such  a 
worthy  enterprise.  We  have  few  wealthy  men  in  the  fraternity. 
Probably  we  are  on  the  whole  better  off  than  we  would  be  if  we 
had  men  to  whose  purses  we  were  always  certain  of  access,  but 
an  investment  of  this  kind  put  forward  in  such  a  way  invites 
confidence.  We  sincerely  hope  that  the  Maine  Betas  will  soon 
take  up  these  200  shares.  A  little  personal  canvass  among  the 
Betas  of  Portland,  Boston,  Springfield,  Providence  and  some 
other  places  would,  we  think,  bring  this  project  to  a  prompt 
realization.

The 
writer,  Alan  Cunningham,  calls  Brother  Quay  ''the  most  re- 
markable politician  in  our  history,  the  most  powerful  boss  that 
has  ruled  a  great  state,  the  creator  and  master  of  the  strongest 
political  machine  that  has  dominated  any  of  the  sovereign  states 
since  the  country  has  been  a  nation."  Mr.  Cunningham  denies 
that  Quay  has  reigned  against  the  people's  will.  He  calls  Colo- 
nel Quay  the  people's  man,  and  he  thinks  the  pluralities  given 
him  when  he  ran  for  state  treasurer,  and  given  his  own  per- 
sonal candidate,  Governor  Stone,  amply  prove  that  the  notion 
is  **a  vulgar  delusion." 

James  A.  Rohbach,  Western  Reserve  '94,  has  been  elected 
dean  of  the  Indianapolis  Law  School.  He  has  been  identified 
with  law  school  work  since  1892.  He  was  graduated  at  the 
Western  Reserve  College  in  1894,  ^^^^^  taking  a  master's  de- 
gree at  the  same  institution.  He  also  holds  the  degree  of 
LL.B.  (Hon.)  from  the  State  University  of  Iowa.  He  was 
called  to  the  latter  institution  in  1892,  at  which  time  he  was 
serving  as  the  district  attorney  of  Union  county.  Pa.  He 
became  professor  of  law  at  the  Iowa  State  University,  and 
served  in  that  capacity,  and  also  as  secretary  of  the  faculty, 
until  1899,  when  he  came  to  Indianapolis,  and  was  elected  to  a 
law  professorship  in  the  Indiana  Law  School,  with  which  he  has 
been  identified  since  as  professor.     The  school  has  prospered 
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under  his  administration,  and  this  year's  reports  indicate  an  at- 
tendance of  115,  as  against  85  last  year.  He  is  an  active, 
vigorous  man  of  afiairs,  and  left  an  excellent  record  in  Iowa, 
where  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Court  Examining 
Committee,  member  of  the  Governor's  staff,  etc. 

James  Cooper  Evans,  Ohio  Wesleyan  '68,  died  of  pneumonia 
at  Denver,  Col.,  February  21,  1901.  He  was  bom  August  24, 
1845,  in  Mt.  Vernon,  Ohio.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  and  was  graduated  from  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University 
at  Delaware.  He  served  with  distinction  in  the  i4Sth  Ohio  volun- 
teers during  the  civil  war.  When  the  war  was  over  he  taught 
school  for  a  time  and  then  went  into  the  grocery  business  at 
Marengo,  Morrow  county,  Ohio,  where  he  was  married.  In  1879 
he  came  to  Colorado  with  his  family  and  settled  in  Fort  Collins. 
He  was  for  some  time  identified  with  the  firm  of  Evans,  Fell- 
man  &  Valentine,  which  conducted  laborers'  boarding  houses  at 
the  quarries  at  Arkins.  Later  he  engaged  in  sheep  and  cattle 
raising. 

In  politics  Senator  Evans  was  originally  a  Republican.  He 
was  mayor  of  Fort  Collins  from  1892  to  1894.  He  was  elected 
to  the  Senate  in  1894  as  a  Republican,  but  later  became  a  fol- 
lower of  Senator  Teller  and  had  been  a  Silver  Republican  for 
five  years.  He  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate  the  last  time  on 
the  Fusion  ticket. 

Senator  Evans  was  a  director  of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Fort  Collins  and  was  interested  in  extensive  irrigation  enter- 
prises at  North  Platte^  Neb.,  and  in  his  own  county. 

Dr.  Thomas  S.  Fearn,  Johns  Hopkins  '88,  of  Johns  Hopkins 
Hospital,  Baltimore,  while  on  a  train  for  New  York  passing 
through  Newark,  March  26,  in  charge  of  a  trained  nurse  and  ac- 
companied by  Dr.  Charles  D.  Lanier,  of  Review  of  Reviews,  sud- 
denly dashed  for  the  door,  reached  the  car  platform,  and  sprang 
off  just  as  the  train  was  about  to  cross  the  Passaic  bridge.  Dr. 
Lanier  attempted  to  follow,  but  dared  not  make  the  leap.  The 
night  was  dark  and  rainy,  and  he  could  not  see.  The  train  was 
stopped  on  the  Harrison  side  of  the  bridge  and  backed,  and  he 
alighted.  After  a  vain  search  he  hastened  to  police  headquar- 
ters, and  a  general  alarm  was  sent  out.  The  physician  was 
found  early  in  the  morning  by  a  policeman  at  the  Delaware, 
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Lackawanna  and  Western  Station.  He  had  not  been  injured  by 
his  jump.     Dr.  Lanier  took  charge  of  him. 

Dr.  Fearn  is  a  brother  of  Lee  Feam,  Stevens  '84,  Washing- 
ton correspondent  of  The  Brooklyn  Eagle.  Dr.  Lanier  said  the 
doctor  had  suffered  from  the  grip  and  his  mind  was  unbalanced. 
It  had  been  deemed  best  to  give  him  a  change,  and  Dr.  Lanier 
was  taking  him  to  New  York  to  be  his  guest. 

Dr.  Feam  lives  in  Baltimore,  but  spends  a  great  part  of  his 
time  in  traveling  abroad  and  in  this  country.  He  is  a  man  of 
wealthy  but  is  connected  with  the  Medical  Department  of  Johns 
Hopkins  University  and  Hospital,  being  interested  in  biological 
work  and  the  development  of  the  science  of  medicine.  He  is 
devoted  to  outdoor  sports,  is  an  expert  golf  player  and  fond  of 
shooting  and  fishing.  He  only  recently  returned  from  a  hunting 
trip  in  Florida.  Dr.  Fearn  is  unmarried.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Country  Club  and  prominent  in  Baltimore  society. 

Rev.  Dr.  Arthur  Edwards,  Ohio  Wesleyan  '58,  a  prominent 
figure  in  Methodism  for  twenty  years  past  and  editor  of  the 
Northwestern  Christian  Advocate^  died  at  his  home,  2818  Indiana 
avenue,  Chicago,  111.,  March  20,  1901,  at  9  o'clock.  For  a 
few  days  he  had  been  kept  alive  only  by  the  application  of  the 
highest  medical  skill.  The  end  had  been  expected  at  any  time 
and  the  members  of  his  family  had  been  in  attendance  and  were 
at  the  bedside  when  he  passed  way. 

For  more  than  a  year  he  had  been  in  ill  health,  the  result  of 
an  attack  of  grip  followed  by  rheumatism.  His  last  severe 
illness  began  three  weeks  ago,  when  he  was  attacked  with  heart 
trouble.  It  was  then  discovered  that  his  arteries  were  hardening. 
His  son.  Dr.  Arthur  Robin  Edwards,  Northwestern  '88,  who  is 
prominent  as  a  practicing  physician  and  as  a  member  of  the 
faculty  of  the  Northwestern  University  Medical  School,  attended 
him  and  called  into  consultation  six  or  eight  specialists.  Every- 
thing that  medical  skill  could  suggest  was  done,  but  he  was 
beyond  its  power. 

Dr.  Edwards  had  distinguished  himself  as  a  clergyman, 
soldier  and  editor.  His  best  years  were  spent  as  editor  of  the 
Northwestern  Christian  Advocate^  in  which  capacity  he  wielded  a 
wide  and  powerful  influence  in  the  affairs  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  and  was  a  potent  factor  in  molding  Methodist 
policy.     He  was  a  deep  student,  and  through  his  early  training 
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had  a  much  more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  practical  affairs  of 
life  than  the  average  clergyman.  This  gave  him  a  bond  of 
sympathy  with  the  laity,  with  whom  he  was  always  popular. 
Because  of  his  ability  and  grasp  of  afiairs  he  was  chosen  to 
serve  as  a  member  of  the  principal  governing  bodies  of  the 
church. 

Dr.  Edwards  was  bom  at  Norwalk,  Ohio,  November  23^ 
1834.  When  he  was  seven  years  old,  his  uncle,  a  lake  captain, 
adopted  him,  and  he  went  to  live  with  his  foster  father  in  Michi- 
gan. During  his  boyhood  and  youth  he  spent  much  time  on 
the  lakes,  and  his  experiences  there  were  of  great  service  to  him 
later  in  life. 

He  attended  the  seminary  at  Albion,  Mich.,  for  a  year,  and 
then  finished  his  education  at  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  University. 
Receiving  his  degree  from  Wesleyan  in  1858,  he  immediately 
entered  the  Detroit  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Church  and 
was  given  his  first  appointment  at  Marine  City,  Mich. 

In  1861  Mr.  Edwards  went  to  the  front  as  chaplain  of  the 
First  Michigan  Cavalry.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  the  men.  After  the  battle  of  Gettysburg  he  resigned  as 
chaplain  to  accept  the  colonelcy  of  a  cavalry  regiment.  Mean- 
while he  kept  up  his  church  work  and  had  become  known  as  a 
strong  writer  on  matters  connected  with  church  polity. 

In  1864  he  was  elected  assistant  editor  of  the  Northwestern 
Christian  Advocate.  Dr.  Eddy  retired  in  1872,  and  Dr.  Edwards 
was  then  made  editor,  and  had  occupied  the  place  since,  having 
been  re-elected  every  four  years  by  the  General  Conference.  He 
retained  membership  in  the  Detroit  Conference,  and  for  ten 
years  was  its  secretary.  He  was  the  Nestor  of  the  official  press 
of  the  Methodist  Church.  In  length  of  service  he  outranked  all 
others  connected  with  the  church  papers,  and  for  years  he  had 
been  recognized  as  one  of  the  strongest  of  the  editorial  force  of 
the  church. 

Dr.  Edwards  was  the  first  to  advocate  the  introduction  of 
illustrations  in  the  church  papers,  and  the  paper  of  which  he 
was  the  head  is  finely  illustrated.  For  a  long  time  he  exerted  a 
tremendous  power  in  Methodism.  His  popularity  and  influence 
were  shown  by  his  repeated  re-elections  to  the  post  at  the  head 
of  the  representative  paper  of  the  church  west  of  the  AUe- 
ghanies.     From  1872  on  he  had  been  chosen  a  member  of  each 
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General  Conference.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Ecumeni- 
cal Conference  at  London  in  1881,  and  of  the  Boston  Centen- 
nial Conference.  In  1868  he  was  editor  of  the  Daily  Advocate  of 
the  General  Conference.  Many  other  positions  of  prominence 
and  trust  in  the  church  were  held  by  him.  In  Grand  Army 
affairs  he  also  took  a  great  interest  and  participated  in  the 
various  encampments.  He  was  a  member  of  one  of  the  local 
Grand  Army  posts,  and  was  known  to  the  old  soldiers  in 
Chicago  and  elsewhere.

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SYRACUSE  UNIVERSITY  was  founded  in  1871  as  the 
result  of  several  years*  agitation  by  the  Methodists  of 
New  York  state.  The  old  denominational  Genesee  Col- 
lege, founded  twenty  years  previously  at  Lima,  N.  Y.,  was  at 
this  time  transferred  to  Syracuse,  forming  the  nucleus  about 
which  the  present  great  university  has  grown.  The  university, 
although  it  is  supported  by  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
is  not  a  sectarian  institution,  but  rather  one  where  the  relig- 
ious life  is  encouraged  and  prized.  Nor  is  Syracuse  a  Metho- 
dist university  in  the  meaning  that  it  is  for  Methodists  alone ; 
there  are  hundreds  of  students  who  are  Presbyterians,  Jews, 
Catholics,  etc.,  and    the  chancellor  himself  recently  said,   **I 
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do  not  know  to  what  denomination  the  president  of  the  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  belongs;  neither  do  I  think  it  matters."  This  all 
goes  to  prove  that  the  prevalent  idea  that  Syracuse  is  a 
Methodist  sectarian  university  is  entirely  erroneous. 

The  site  which  the  founders  chose  is  on  the  hills  in  the 
southwestern  part  of  the  city  ;  a  beautiful  location  overlook- 
ing the  city  and  the  historic  Onondaga  Lake,  where  one  hun- 
dred years  ago  the  haughty  Iroquois  paddled   his  canoe  and

where  now  the  Syracuse  University  crews  do  their  paddling  in 
preparation  for  the  regatta  at  Poughkeepsie. 

Syracuse  is,  according  to  the  census,  one  of  the  most  health- 
ful of  cities  and  has  a  population  of  130,000.  Its  extensive 
and  varied  manufactures  and  great  electrical  plants  afford  stu- 
dents of  mechanical  and  electrical  engineering  splendid  oppor- 
tunity for  practical  observation.  Syracuse  is  known  as  **the 
Convention  City,'*  and  why  not  have  a  Beta  convention  here 
in  the  near  future  ? 

The  growth  of  the  university  has  been  phenomenal  but 
natural,   and   masterfully  directed.      The  one  college  of    1871 
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has  become  four ;  the  rented  rooms  have  changed  to  many 
buildings,  all  owned  by  the  corporation  ;  the  forty  students  of 
'71  have  become  1,700  at  the  present  writing.  The  colleges 
are  Liberal  Arts,  Medicine,  Fine  Arts  and  Law,  offering  courses 
in  almost  every  branch  of  higher  education.  The  College  of 
Liberal  Arts  is  the  outgrowth  of  old  Genesee  and  corresponds 
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most  nearly  to  the  ordinary  academic  departments  of  other 
universities.  At  present  the  engineering  departments  are  under- 
going a  metamorphosis,  which  will  be  complete  when  the  new 
School  of  Applied  Sciences  is  constructed.  This  school,  the 
gift  of  Mr.  Lyman  C.  Smith,  of  the  Smith  Premier  Typewriter 
Company,  will  cost  nearly  a  million  dollars  when  completed. 
The  history  of    the  College  of    Medicine  resembles  that  of 
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the  Liberal  Arts,  in  that  it  is  the  outgrowth  of  a  previously 
established  college.  Its  predecessor  was  the  Geneva  Medical 
College.     Clinical  advantages  are  indispensable  to  a  thorough 

study  of  medicine,  and  in  1871 
the  faculty  of  the  latter  college 
realized  that  Geneva  was  too 
small  a  place  for  a  medical  col- 
lege and  accordingly  took  steps 
toward  the  removal  of  the  col- 
lege to  Syracuse,  in  connection 
with  the  newly  established  Syra- 
cuse University.  The  move- 
ment of  the  faculty  was  suc- 
cessful, and  in  1872  the  Geneva 
Medical  School,  with  its  valu- 
able library  and  museum,  was 
transferred  to  the  city  of  Syra- 
cuse, becoming  the  College  of  Medicine  of  Syracuse  University. 
The  College  of  Fine  Arts  was  the  first  of  its  kind  in 
America,  dating  its  establishment  from  1873.  Its  distinctive 
feature  is  to  present  courses  of  study  in  the  various  branches 
of  fine  arts  similar  in  breadth  and  scope  to  the  courses  in  the 
Colleges  of  Liberal  Arts.  In  these  courses  of  study  great  promi- 
nence is  given  to  the  theory  and  history  of  the  various 
branches  of  fine  arts,  as  well  as 
to  a  study  of  the  most  impor- 
tant of  the  related  studies,  es- 
pecially language,  science  and 
history.  This  gives  opportu- 
nities for  broadening  culture  in 
addition  to  the  critical  and 
technical  study.  The  equip- 
ment of  this  college  is  espe- 
cially good  ;  the  great  organ 
is  one  of  the  finest  and  largest 
in  America,  and  the  famous 
Leavenworth-Wolff    collection 
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of  engravings  of  distinguished  men  of  all  countries  and  all  ages 
is  without  a  rival  of  its  kind  in  this  country. 

The  College  of  Law  completes  the  list  and  is  of  most  recent 
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origin,  having  been  founded  in  the  fall  of  1895.  It  offers 
most  excellent  opportunities  for  the  study  of  forensic  art  and 
practice.  It  is  situated  in  the  University  Block,  in  the  heart 
of  the  business  part  of  the  city,  thus  giving  easy  access  to  the 
courts  and  the  magnificent  Court  of  Appeals  Library.  The 
corps  of  professors  comprises  the  most  successful  and  celebrated 
lawyers  of  Syracuse  and  vicinity. 


C01.LEGE  OF  Law,  Syracuse  University. 

The  buildings  of  the  university  are  eight  in  number,  and  sev- 
eral others  are  in  course  of  construction.  Those  now  occupied 
are  the  Hall  of  Languages,  Library,  Holden  Observatory, 
Gymnasium,  Steele  Hall  of  Physics,  Law,  Medicine  and  the 
John  Grouse  Memorial  College.  The  buildings  are  all  spacious 
and  the  equipment  is  of  the  finest.  A  special  feature  of  the 
library  is  the  famous  historical  library  of  Leopold  von  Ranke, 
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fraternities  for  personal  reasons,  and  at  the  present  time  are 
dominant ;  but  even  now  there  is  the  beginning  of  a  reaction, 
and  it  will  only  be  a  matter  of  time  until  the  best  shall  rule 
again. 

The  fraternities,  in  order  of  establishment,  are:  A  K  E, 
A4>,  AY,  ^Y,  KKr,  4>K  4^,  4>  A  0,  B0n,  K  A  0,  H  B  4>,  A  A  A, 
N2N,  4>A4>,  AX,  AKK,  A  T  B  (local)  and  the  sorority  T  4>  B. 
There  is  a  local  society  which  expects  to  receive  a  charter 
from  A  r  in  the  near  future.  The  average  size  of  the  chap- 
ters is  slightly  over  thirty  members,  the  extremes  being  thirty- 
eight  and  twenty-four.  All  of  the  chapters  except  the  pro- 
fessional ones  occupy  houses,  about  one  -  half  owning  their 
homes  and  the  others  hustling  to  do  the  same  as  soon  as 
possible.  Syracuse  has  also  a  class  society  system  which  is 
peculiar  and  generally  approved.  The  real  object  of  these 
societies  is  not  political  but  social.  In  the  upper-class  societies 
especial  attention  is  paid  to  the  attitude  of  the  fraternities  on 
college  affairs,  and  a  general  criticism,  sharp  though  friendly, 
is  the  result  of  differences  of  opinion.  Theta  Nu  Epsilon  is 
purely  social,  its  annual  commencement  ball  being  one  of  the 
features  of  the  season. 

The  Syracuse  chapter  the  Beta  Epsilon  of  Beta  Theta  Pi 
was  founded  in  1889,  with  twelve  members.  From  the  begin- 
ning the  chapter  competed  with  its  older  and  seemingly  more 
powerful  rivals,  and  rapidly  rose  in  their  estimation.  In  1892 
Beta  Epsilon  entered  a  chapter-house  and  remained  in  the 
same  home  until  last  fall,  when  it  entered  its  present  abode  at 
712  Irving  avenue.  Of  past  trials  and  struggles  it  is  useless 
to  say  much ;  they  resemble  those  of  any  chapter  which  has 
entered  a  college  and  been  forced  to  compete  against  older 
established  bodies.  But  opposition  was  the  best  thing  for 
Beta  Epsilon,  and  today  it  is  the  better  on  account  of  the 
sturdy  body  of  "fighting  alumni "  who  have  gone  before.  At 
present  the  chapter  stands  on  a  par  with  any  other  in  the 
university,  and  it  is  Beta  spirit  which  has  placed  it  there. 

The  athletic  life  of  the  university,  considered  from  a  fra- 
ternity standpoint,  exemplifies  the  old  adage,  **The  leaders 
lead."  During  the  past  year  Beta  Epsilon  has  had  two  on 
the  Varsity  football  team,  three  on  the  crew  and  eight  on  the 
track  team,  besides  a  dozen  others  who  have  been  substitutes 
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or  members  of  class  teams.  On  the  musical  clubs  the  chapter 
has  been  represented  by  seven  men,  and  has  a  Beta  mandolin 
club  of  twelve  pieces.  Athletics  has  not  injured  scholarship, 
as  our  football  and  new  men  are  leaders  in  their  classes. 

The  union  of  the  Mystical  Seven  fraternity  with  Beta  Theta 
Pi  gave  Beta  Epsilon  a  large  number  of  old  alumni.  Many  of 
them  have  become  interested  in  the  fraternity  and  are  now 
among  the  most  enthusiastic  alumni  that  Beta  Epsilon  pos- 
sesses. As  one  of  them  recently  remarked  to  the  author,  "We 
old  fellows  of  the  Scroll  and  Pen  like  to  become  young  again 
and  believe  that  the  best  way  is  to  mix  up  with  the  best  fra-

ternity  on  earth.'*  The  principle  of  Beta  Epsilon  in  regard  to 
alumni  is  one  of  deference.  We  realize  that  the  alumnus  has 
worked  for  the  chapter  for  four  years  and  that  possibly  he 
loves  the  fraternity  more  than  do  the  undergraduates.  Although 
he  is  a  **has  been,"  that  very  fact  makes  him  more  competent 
to  help  and  advise.  Let  any  chapter  see  the  force  of  this 
principle  and  live  up  to  it,  and  the  future  of  that  chapter  is 
bright. 

The  chapter-house  is,  as  was  stated  in  the  December  number 
of  Beta  Theta  Pi,  the  result  of  the  experience  of  the  same 
builder  and  architect  in  the  erection  of  several  houses  intended 
for  chapter  occupation.      The  exterior  is  imposing   and  gives 
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which  is  a  light,  ample  apartment  situated  at  the  right  of  the 
building  on  entering.  To  the  left  of  the  reception  hall  is  the 
parlor.  Directly  in  the  rear  of  the  reception  hall  is  the  library, 
which  has  a  handsome  fireplace  and  a  window-seat.  At  the 
left  of  the  library  and  back  of  the  parlor  is  the  dining-room. 
The  arrangements  of  the  downstairs  rooms  is  such  as  will 
admit,  by  means  of  folding  doors,  of  opening  into  one  large  hall 
when  necessary.  The  bay-window  which  forms  part  of  the 
reception  hall  is  furnished  with  a  cozy  window-seat  and  forms 
one  of  the  most  pleasant  and  inviting  quarters  on  this  floor. 
The  stairs  leading  to  the  second  floor  are  located  in  this  hall. 

The  side  entrance  is  on  Dunn  Parkway.  It  is  immediately 
in  the  rear  of  the  library  and  connects  with  the  kitchen  apart- 
ments, the  two  rooms  for  the  help  and  the  back  stairway  to 
the  second  floor. 

The  living  rooms  are  located  on  the  second  and  third  floors, 
and  are  large,  well-lighted  apartments.  On  the  second  floor 
are  six  living  rooms,  a  bath-room  and  smoking-room.  The 
third  floor  contains  seven  living  rooms,  and  a  bath-room. 
Thus  twenty-six  men  can  be  accommodated  without  any  crowd- 
ing. The  lodge  rooms  are  on  the  fourth  floor.  The  main  one  is 
30X  14  feet.     The  rear  half  of  the  fourth  floor  is  a  trunk  room. 

The  basement  runs  under  the  entire  house.  It  has  a  cemeat 
bottom,  so  it  is  perfectly  dry.  The  furnace  is  situated  near  the 
center.  There  are  two  coal  rooms  and  a  large  storeroom. 
One  fine  feature  is  the  bicycle  room,  reached  by  a  special  en- 
trance on  Dunn  Parkway.  As  the  land  slopes  toward  the  rear 
of  the  house,  it  was  necessary  for  only  two  steps  to  reach  the 
bicycle-room.

Points  scored  in  the  Intercollegiate  games  at  Berkeley  Oval,  New  York 
City,  May  25. 

ONCE  on  a  time,  as  all  fables  run,  there  lived  a  commercial 
traveler  of  abundant  nerve  but  a  pitiful  lack  of  diplo- 
macy. Returning  from  a  business  trip,  he  submitted 
his  expense  bill  to  a  watchful  employer,  who  promptly  struck 
out  an  item  which  read :  "One  pair  of  striped  trousers,  ^8."  At 
the  conclusion  of  another  journey,  his  chief  glanced  over  his 
bill  and  remarked  jocosely:  "Well,  James,  I  don't  see  any 
trousers  in  this  bill." 

"No ;  you  don't  see  them,  but  they're  there,"  was  the  truth- 
ful response. 

So  it  was  at  the  intercollegiate  games.  Thousands  of  specta- 
tors plied  pencils  busily  to  figure  out  the  rival  claims  of  Prince- 
ton and  Cornell  for  third  place ;  they  overlooked  the  interesting 
fact,  over  which  a  little  group  of  Betas  rejoiced,  that  wearers  of 
our  shield  and  diamond  had  scored  more  points  than  any  col- 
lege save  Harvard  and  Yale.  In  reality  Beta  Theta  Pi  had 
earned  third  place  in  the  day's  tourney. 

.Who  can  say  how  many  are  the  chapters  of  Beta  Theta  Pi  ? 
The  records  give  us  102,  of  which  thirty-seven  are  alumni  chap- 
ters, but  let  three  or  four  Betas  meet,  at  a  banquet  board,  on 
the  battlefield,  or  in  the  halls  of  Congress,  and  there  you  will 
find  an  impromptu  chapter.  In  Manila  and  Cuba,  Beta  soldiers 
met  together  and  exchanged  the  mystic  hand-clasp  and  sang  the 
songs  of  Wooglin  on  the  eve  of  battle. 

And  thus  we  organized  a  temporary  chapter  at  the  intercol- 
legiate tournament.  Brother  Brown,  co-organist  of  The  Beta 
Theta  Pi,  official  organ,  sighted  Guy  Gundaker,  of  the  Cornell 
chapter  of  the  early  nineties,  and  the  writer  found  them  both. 
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Ten  minutes'  chat  developed  the  information  that  there  might 
possibly  be  an  athlete  or  two  at  Cornell  who  was  not  a  Beta. 
Then  we  looked  up  our  brethren  among  the  stalwart  Cornell 
youngsters.  In  turn,  we  wished  the  best  of  Beta  luck  to  Hast- 
ings, the  captain  Sears,  the  pride  of  the  Ithaca  sprinters,  Young 
and  Pollard.  The  flash  of  a  diamond  badge  in  the  sunshine  and 
we  swelled  our  chapter  to  eight,  welcoming  Brother  Hayes,  cap- 
tain of  the  University  of  Michigan  track  team.  Soon,  too,  he 
turned  recruiting  sergeant,  and  Merryman,  another  Michigan 
Beta  and  athlete,  joined  the  circle. 

In  the  meantime,  Alexander,  of  Columbia,  eluded  the  vigi- 
lance of  several  policemen  and  came  out  on  the  field  without 
the  formality  of  an  official's  ticket.  Deakin,  Pennsylvania's 
champion  pole-vaulter,  next  hove  in  sight,  and  someone  remem- 
bered that  Ristine  and  Rotch  of  Harvard  were  likewise  stars  in 
our  impromptu  chapter  and  athletic  team. 

The  games  were  continued  on  the  following  day ;  of  course 
we  held  a  second  chapter  meeting  and,  by  way  of  business, 
cheered  every  Beta,  without  the  slightest  regard  to  his  college 
or  whether  he  breasted  the  tape  or  wound  up  the  procession. 
The  sunshine  of  the  previous  day  had  become  a  sorrowful 
memory  and  our  enthusiasm  cost  us  a  ducking,  but  even  Gun- 
daker  didn't  seem  to  mind  a  little  water,  taken  externally. 

Ristine  and  Rotch,  the  Harvard  pair,  earned  six  points  be- 
tween them  in  the  broad  and  high  jumps,  and  we  shouted  our 
encouragement  as  Sears  came  flying  down  the  stretch  in  the  loo- 
yard  dash.  We  saw  him  finish  second.  The  judges  were  mere 
barbarians;  they  gave  him  fourth.  Hayes  and  Hastings  had 
borne  off  their  preliminary  heats  in  the  half-mile  run — I  forget 
how  many  parasangs  the  learned  Gundaker  called  it — but  it  was 
revealed  that  they  were  not  good  mud  larks  and  some  amphibi- 
ous carried  home  prizes. 

While  a  few  misguided  young  men  risked  their  necks,  skip- 
ping from  puddle  to  puddle  over  a  few  hurdles,  we  turned  our 
attention  to  the  pole  vault  where  Deakin  and  one  of  Bro.  Hayes' 
phenomena  were  attacking  the  gravitation  theory.  Sir  Isaac 
Newton  and  Dvorak  lost,  and  we  congratulated  Deakin.  Beta 
Theta  Pi  still  needed  five  points  to  achieve  third  place,  and  the 
five  were  soon  forthcoming. 

A  pistol's  flash,  and  down  the  water-covered  lane  came  the 
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a2o-yards  men,  fleet  as  frightened  deer.  A  Yale  Y  seemed  to 
loom  ahead,  then  faded  back  as  Sears  leaped  on  with  great 
strides,  passing  his  field  as  a  thoroughbred  would  pass  his 
drudge  cousin  the  dray.  With  two  yards  to  spare,  he  flashed 
by  the  tape  and  the  air  was  rent  with  the  slogan  of  Cornell. 

Together  we  all  climbed  down  the  slippery  hill  to  the  train, 
and  some  one  hummed  the  old  song  of  Bishop  Moore : 

"Thou  art  fairer,  dear  Beta,  than  earth  knows  beside: 
For  thee  and  thee  only,  life's  tourney  we  ride ; 
The  trophies  we've  won  at  thy  feet  we  now  lay. 
And  our  triumph  complete  by  thy  favor  today." 

Homeward  bound,  we  talked  of  the  days  when  Charles  Kil- 
patrick,  Stephen  Chase,  poor  John  V.  Crum,  afterward  cut  ofi 
in  life's  morning,  and  George  Sands,  all  Betas,  swept  all  before 
them  and  helped  defeat  the  English  team  in  1895.  And  we 
met  Sands,  once  a  great  athlete,  now  an  humble  scribe  on  the 
New  York  Journal. 

So  from  east  and  west,  we  met  at  the  intercollegiate  battle. 
Cheery  were  the  greetings,  fraternal  the  parting,  grateful  the 

recollection. 

"Our  flag  unfurled  in  eastern  Maine 
Shall  hear  the  western  cry 
Re-echo  from  the  Golden  Plain 
Its  Beta  Theta  Pi." 

Thus  end  the  minutes  of  the  Berkeley  Oval  chapter  of  Beta 
Theta  Pi.  As  in  Boccaccio's  tales,  however,  one  story  but  leads 
to  another.  Some  of  us  felt  too  enthusiastic  to  go  home  and 
resolved  to  spend  the  evening  at  the  Columbia  chapter-house, 
where  a  "spiking"  party  was  in  progress. 

The  New  York  alumni  are  fond  of  the  Columbia  chapter, 
but  we  are  inclined  to  look  upon  it  with  something  akin  to  awe. 
For  years  the  fraternity  lacked  a  chapter  in  New  York  worthy 
of  the  name.  Today,  no  college  in  the  land  can  boast  a  better, 
more  loyal  or  progressive  chapter  than  the  Columbia  boys.  It 
seems  so  unreal,  so  like  Aladdin's  palace  that  reared  itself  Mon- 
day night  and  flew  away  on  Tuesday,  that  we  like  to  call  on  the 
Columbia  chapter  often,  to  assure  ourselves  that  it  is  still  there 
and  still  growing.  In  a  year  or  two,  when  we  get  better  used 
to  having  the  best  club  at  Columbia,  I  firmly  believe  the  New 
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York  alumni  will  go  a  long  way  toward  the  purchase  of  a  chap, 
ter-house  —  but  that's  still  another  story. 

Our  account  of  the  triumphs  of  Betas  on  the  cinderpath  was 
eagerly  hearkened  to  and  promptly  retailed  to  the  guests  of  the 
evening — probably  Betas  by  the  time  you  read  of  their  con- 
version. The  chapter  scrap-book  containing  letters  from  gov- 
ernors, United  States  senators,  congressmen  and  others  of  the 
nation's  leading  men,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Beta  dinner  to 
Governor  Odell,  of  New  York,  was  brought  forth  and  exhibited 
to  the  astonished  freshmen.     And  someone  sang: 

"High  on  the  roU  of  honor  and  fame 
Beta  hath  sons  the  laurels  to  claim." 

After  a  few  hours  of  good  cheer  and  light-hearted  raillery, 
the  mystic  circle  was  formed,  and  in  its  maze  were  the  three 
guests  of  the  "spiking"  party,  for  every  one  had  eagerly 
accepted  an  invitation  to  join  Father  Wooglin's  band.  Mid- 
night had  long  since  passed,  and  on  the  morning  air  rang  out 
the  parting  song,  dear  to  every  Beta, 

"Now  let  hand  grip  into  hand, 
And  eye  look  into  eye, 
As  breaks  the  leal  and  loving  band 
Of  Beta  Theto  Pi." 

The  rain  had  ceased,  and  we  walked  home  together  as  dawn 
was  gilding  the  eastern  sky.  And  we  sang,  *'For  this  was 
Beta's  day."

IN  order  that  the  demands  of  many  members  of  the  fraternity 
for  information  concerning  catalogue  matters  may  be  satis- 
fied, the  General  Secretary  submits  a  brief  summary  of 
the  legislation  enacted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  during  the 
year  along  this  line.  Further  information  should  be  sought 
from  the  members  of  the  Catalogue  Sales  Committee,  which 
has  the  whole  matter  directly  in  charge.  Alumni  desiring  cata- 
logues would  do  well  to  first  correspond  with  their  chapters. 
Failing  there,  the  Catalogue  Committee  should  be  sought. 

Since  the  fraternity  has  assumed  the  catalogue  liabilities 
and  assets,  it  was  deemed  but  fair  that  a  new  contract  for  its 
publication  be  entered  into,  and  this  has  been  done,  as  is 
noted.  It  is  greatly  desired  by  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  that  the  chapters  cooperate  with  them  in  every  pos- 
sible way  to  solve  this  problem.  The  books  shipped  out  are 
to  be  sold,  if  they  have  not  been  already,  and  the  money 
thus  realized  should  be  sent  on  to  the  General  Treasurer,  by 
him  to  be  credited  to  the  chapter's  account.  It  is  especially 
requested  that  the  chapters  do  not  misappropriate  the  money 
paid  in  for  the  catalogues  to  other  uses,  as  it  is  believed  that 
it  is  only  wise  and  fair  that  this  money  should  be  applied 
on  the  account  for  which  it  is  paid  in,  directly.  This  policy 
will  entail  hardship  on  no  one.  The  reported  practice  of 
some  of  the  chapters  of  using  up  their  catalogue  money  on 
chapter  projects,  leaving  the  indebtedness  to  the  catalogue 
fund  to  be  met  by  succeeding  generations  of  Betas,  is  believed 
to  be  a  species  of  '<  taxation  without  representation,'*  which 
can  hardly  be  deemed  good  morals  or  good  business  if  closely 
analyzed. 

The  catalogue  question  will  doubtless  come  up  for  further 
discussion  at  the  convention,  but  the  Trustees  desire  to  sub- 
mit this  information  and  suggestion  for  the  consideration  of 
the  chapters  in  advance. 

A  detailed  statement  of   the  action  of  the  Board  concern- 
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ing  the  catalogue,  taken  at  its  October  meeting,  is  herewith 
submitted. 

W.  A.  Hamilton  was  appointed  a  committee  to  audit  the 
catalogue  accounts  and  report  the  actual  amount  due  the 
publishers. 

Ex-Catalogue  Editor  J.  Cal.  Hanna  was  directed  to  pay 
I981.20,  the  same  being  the  balance  on  hand  as  per  his  re- 
port, and  the  General  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  receive 
said  amount  and  directed  to  pay  out  the  following  amounts 
on  the  catalogue  account : 

To  J.  C.  Hanna,  per  appropriation  *88  convention  ....    $500.00 

To  J.  C.  Hanna,  clerical  assistance 191*50 

To  J.  C.  Hanna,  to  apply  on  loan  and  the  interest  accrued, 
upon  the  surrender  to  him  of  the  notes  which  evi- 
denced the  same 300.00 

To  J.  E.  Beal,  on  account 500.00 

In  pursuance  of  the  instructions  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion concerning  the  balance  due  J.  E.  Beal  for  publishing 
the  catalogue,  the  President  of  the  fraternity  was  instructed 
to  execute  two  notes  to  J.  E.  Beal,  one  for  I500,  payable  on 
or  before  April  i,  1901,  and  one  for  ^1,500,  payable  on  or  before 
November  i,  1901,  and  it  was  further  ordered  that  a  third  note 
for  the  balance  due  J.  E.  Beal  be  given  after  the  Board  had 
audited  the  catalogue  account,  all  three  notes  to  bear  interest 
at  such  rate,  not  exceeding  6  per  cent,  as  the  General 
Treasurer  shall  arrange. 

A  statement  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Board  concerning 
the  catalogue  at  its  April  meeting  is  submitted  as  follows  : 

The  audit  of  the  accounts  of  J.  Cal.  Hanna,  catalogue 
editor,  showing  the  sum  of  ^981.20  to  be  due  from  him  to 
the  fraternity,  as  made  by  W.  A.  Hamilton,  was  approved. 

The  audit  of  the  account  of  J.  E.  Beal,  catalogue  pub- 
lisher, showing  the  sum  of  {4, 282. 22  due  him  from  the  fra- 
ternity as  made  by  W.  A.  Hamilton,  was  approved,  subject 
to  such  changes  as  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  recom- 
mended by  the  person  to  whom  the  matter  was  referred  by 
the  Board  for  further  investigation.  By  vote  of  the  Board, 
W.  A.  Hamilton  was  constituted  a  committee  to  further  in- 
vestigate this  matter. 
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The  statement  showing  1,578  books  yet  to  be  accounted  for 
by  J.  E.  Beal,  was  approved. 

The  statement  showing  the  total  catalogue  assets  to  be  1,588 
books,  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be  made  by  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  to  whom  the  account  was  referred,  was 
approved. 

The  statement  showing  books  shipped  and  not  paid  for,  to 
the  number  of  ten,  was  approved. 

The  statement  showing  a  list  of  twenty-eight  undelivered 
books,  paid  for  in  full  or  in  part  by  members  not  now  living, 
was  approved. 

The  statement  showing  188  undelivered  books,  paid  for  in 
full  or  in  part  by  members  now  living,  subject  to  such  changes 
as  may  be  made  by  the  committee  of  the  Board,  was  approved. 

J.  £.  Beal  was  authorized  to  complete  as  many  books  as 
could  be  completed  by  printing  two  forms  anew,  and  he  was 
further  authorized  to  bind  up  all  of  the  resulting  volumes, 
twenty  to  be  in  morocco  binding,  and  the  balance  in  buckram. 

The  President,  J.  Cal.  Hanna,  was  authorized  to  sign  and 
enter  into  a  new  contract  with  J.  E.  Beal  on  the  surrender 
of  the  old  contract. 

The  General  Treasurer  was  authorized,  out  of  the  216  cata- 
logues paid  for  in  part  and  in  full,  and  still  undelivered,  to 
deliver  the  same  wherever  possible  and  put  aside  the  remain- 
der, subject  to  the  action  of  the  Board. 

All  of  the  catalogues  were  ordered  to  be  held  in  storage  by 
J.  E.  Beal,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  General  Treasurer  and 
the  Catalogue  Sales  Committee. 

Payments  were  ordered  to  be  made  on  the  catalogue  account 
to  J.  E.  Beal  in  notes  bearing  6  per  cent  interest,  dated 
October  6,  1900,  payable  on  or  before  dates  named  as  follows  : 

December  i,  1901 I500  00 

May  I,  1902 500  00 

April  I,  1903 500  00 

April  I,  1904 500  00 

April  I,  1905 500  00 

April  I,  1906.   the  balance  due,   including  all  credits  and  debits 
arising  in  the  account  of  J.  £.  Beal. 

The  Catalogue  Sales  Committee  was  requested  to  turn  over 
to  the  General  Treasurer  a  statement  of   all   catalogue  ship- 
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ments  and  collections,  and  it  was  ordered  that  upon  all 
shipments  thereafter  made,  the  shipping  receipts  showing  the 
number  of  books  and  to  whom  sent,  be  delivered  to  the 
General  Treasurer. 

It  was  ordered  that  it  be  made  known  by  both  the  Gen- 
eral Treasurer  and  by  the  Catalogue  Sales  Committee,  and  be 
indicated  on  all  bills  or  statements  sent,  that  all  payments 
hereafter  must  be  made  directly  to  the  General  Treasurer. 

The  General  Treasurer  was  directed  to  keep  a  separate 
account  of  the  catalogue  fund  and  to  make  separate  vouchers 
for  the  payments  of  money  out  of  it. 

The  General  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  President 
in  the  usual  manner,  was  given  authority  to  incur  and  pay  out 
of  the  catalogue  fund  such  further  expenses  as  might  be  found 
necessary  in  the  binding,  sale  and  delivery  of  catalogues  and 
the  collection  of  money  due. 

The  General  Treasurer  was  authorized,  unless  the  general 
convention  should  otherwise  direct,  upon  receipt  from  the 
chapters  of  money  in  payment  for  catalogues  sent  to  them,  to 
credit  such  payments  to  them  severally  as  against  instalments 
on  the  catalogue  assessment  falling  due  hereafter. 

W.  A.  Hamilton,  as  committee  of  the  Board,  was  given  full 
authority  to  make  an  adjustment  of  the  claim  of  J.  £.  Beal 
for  credit  on  account  of  sheets  injured  or  destroyed,  and  such 
further  errors  and  claims  as  may  be  discovered  on  investiga- 
tion, and  to  certify  the  same  to  the  General  Treasurer. 

Other  items  discussed,  and  such  others  as  might  arise  made 
necessary  by  previous  action,  were  referred  to  the  committee 
of  the  Board  for  a  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.

Three  petitions  will  come  before  the  next  convention  for 
action.  Each  is  from  a  state  university  and  each  has  secured 
the  necessary  preliminary  support  and  endorsement.  We  hope 
the  chapters  will  not  instruct  their  delegates  in  what  manner 
they  shall  vote  upon  these  petitions.  Necessarily  at  the  con- 
vention the  information  concerning  them  will  be  more  full  and 
ample  than  that  now  at  hand.  Let  us  approach  the  matter 
with  an  open  mind  and  decide  each  application  upon  the  merits. 
The  chapters  established  last  year  are  doing  well.  It  has  not 
hurt  the  fraternity  to  extend  its  ranks. 

There  has,  of  late,  been  considerable  activity  in  the  way  of 
extension  among  the  fraternities.  The  prosperity  and  increased 
attendance  at  many  colleges  has  increased  the  amount  of 
available  fraternity  material,  with  the  inevitable  result.  A  con- 
sequence is  the  discussion,  in  the  fraternity  press,  of  the 
problem  of  extension  or  non-extension,  growth  vs.  stagnation. 
Some  comments  upon  the  new  chapters  have  been  amusing. 
There  is  a  certain  class  of  fraternity  observers  who,  as  soon  as  a 
chapter  is  established,  take  delight  in  learning  whether  or  not 
the  members  of  the  new  chapter  have  ever  made  unsuccessful 
efiorts  to  secure  charters  elsewhere,  and  to  herald  far  and  wide 
what  gossip  they  can  learn  concerning  the  matter.  Suppose  a 
local  society  has  petitioned  one  fraternity  unsuccessfully  and 
then  petitioned  another  with  a  different  result.  Is  this  fact  any- 
thing discreditable  to  the  fraternity  last  named  ?   We  think  not. 

As  a  rule,  all  sets  of  petitioners  are  personally  worthy. 
Our  fraternity  has  had  probably  as  many  applications  for 
charters  as  any  similar  organization  and  in  the  past  twenty- 
five  years  but  one  petition  has  been  denied  because  of 
the  personal  standing  of  the  applicants.  Singularly  enough^ 
these  men  subsequently  secured  a  charter  from  an  association 
which  assumes  certain  aristocratic  airs,  tending  to  amuse  out- 
siders.    But  generally  speaking,  petitions  are  rejected  pursu- 
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ant  to  certain  lines  of  policy  or  of  no  policy  and  upon  the 
reputation  and  conditions  surrounding  the  institution  to  which 
they  belong.  Beta  Theta  Pi  has  never  taken  into  account  the 
fact  that  a  body  of  petitioners  has  unsuccessfully  applied  to  any 
other  fraternity.  That  fact  is  immaterial  to  the  matter  in  hand. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  one  of  our  best  chapters  had  its  origin  in  a 
group  of  petitioners  who  were  unsuccessful  in  trying  to  secure  a 
charter  from  a  fraternity  which  was  not  in  the  same  class  with 
B  8  n.  On  the  other  hand,  we  have  rejected  many  petitions 
from  groups  of  students  who  have  subsequently  founded  splen- 
did and  successful  chapters  of  other  fraternities. 

When  publishers  return  an  author's  manuscript  they  fre- 
quently write  something  of  this  kind  :  ''  In  returning  this  manu- 
script, we  do  not  imply  that  it  is  without  merit.  We  simply 
state  that,  considering  our  present  requirements  and  resources, 
your  manuscript  is  unavailable."  This  is,  in  efiect,  the  attitude 
of  most  of  the  fraternities  toward  unsuccessful  applicants  for  its 
franchise.  No  criticism  is  made  of  them  or  their  institution, 
only  the  fraternity  does  not  care  at  that  time  to  place  a  chap- 
ter in  such  college.  Of  course,  fraternities  make  mistakes 
in  such  rejection.  We  know  B  8  n  has  done  so,  and  we  believe 
every  other  fraternity  has  done  so  about  as  often  as  subsequent 
events  have  ^demonstrated  that  they  have  been  right  in  their 
action.  It  isn't  a  very  grave  matter,  unless  such  mistakes  are 
persisted  in,  and  become  indicative  of  a  ruinous  policy. 

Growth  is  the  normal  condition  of  healthy  living  in  an  asso- 
ciation like  ours.  Only  let  us  be  careful  that  the  growth  is  in 
the  right  direction  and  with  proper  material. 

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  chronicle  the  revival  of  a  chap- 
ter long  inactive;  viz.,  the  Alpha  Iota,  at  Washington  Univer- 
sity, St.  Louis,  Mo.  Founded  in  1869,  this  chapter  soon 
included  within  its  ranks  men  who  have  since  made  their  mark 
in  the  world  and  done  credit  to  themselves  and  the  fraternity. 
The  institution,  however,  was  at  that  time  deficient  in  real  col- 
lege life,  and  after  the  original  impulse  given  to  the  chapter  at 
its  foundation  had  been  spent,  it  languished  and  became  indif- 
ferent. In  the  absence  of  a  then  efficient  fraternity  administra- 
tion it  was  not  brought  back  to  vigorous  life  as  it  might  have 
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been.  A  few  years  later  it  awoke  into  new  life,  and  for  a  short 
time  was  active  and  enterprising,  but  this  condition  did  not  last 
and  it  ceased  to  exist  in  1879.  For  several  years  past  move- 
ments to  revive  the  chapter  have  been  started  from  time  to  time 
but  have  never  been  prosecuted  to  a  successful  issue.  Two 
years  ago  was  begun  the  movement  which  has  at  last  been  suc- 
cessful. The  members  of  the  new  chapter  formed  a  local 
society  and  patiently  and  persistently  won  over  the  local  alumni 
and  pleaded  their  cause  with  the  chapters.  At  the  last  conven- 
tion the  sentiment  of  the  fraternity  seemed  favorable,  but  a  final 
decision  was  postponed  to  learn  whethe)-  promised  improve- 
ment in  the  university  would  materialize.  All  doubt  upon  this 
point  having  vanished,  the  requisite  number  of  votes  was  secured 
and  the  charter  granted,  and  once  more  Alpha  Iota  takes  its 
place  upon  our  roll  of  active  chapters.  We  welcome  the  new 
chapter  into  the  fraternity.  We  have  admired  their  pluck,  energy 
and  patience,  and  we  predict  for  the  chapter  a  long  and  pros- 
perous career.  Strong  chapters  of  ^  A  0  and  2  A  E  afiord  a. 
healthy  rivalry  at  Washington,  and  the  loyal  alumni  of  St.  Louis 
form  a  strong  local  support. 

The  Bulletin  of  Vanderbilt  University  last  issued  contained 
the  following  item  of  interest  to  the  fraternity: 

An  event  of  interest  to  Vanderbilt  fraternity  circles  was 
an  initiation  held  Saturday  evening.  May  11,  by  Beta  Theta  Pi. 
The  Beta  Lambda  chapter  of  this,  one  of  the  oldest  and 
strongest  of  the  Greek-letter  fraternities,  was  established  at 
Vanderbilt  in  1884,  and  had  a  most  honorable  career  at  the 
university,  having  in  its  membership,  among  others.  Dr.  £. 
£.  Barnard  and  the  late  lamented  Dr.  Lucius  E.  Merriam.  It 
was  a  matter  of  general  regret  when  the  chapter  ceased  an 
active  existence  several  years  ago,  and  Vanderbilt  men  will 
learn  with  pleasure  of  its  revival  by  the  initiation  last  night. 
Sessler  Hoss  and  Rogers  Tyler  were  the  initiates,  and  among 
the  alumni  of  the  fraternity  present  were  Gen.  G.  P.  Thurston, 
Dr.  E.  E.  Hoss,  Senator  Joseph  W.  Byrnes,  Tyler  Calhoun, 
Prof.  W.  H.  Schuerman,  H.  D.  Ruhm,  Dr.  Thomas  Weaver, 
W.  H.  Williamsonf,  Charles  C.  Trabue,  H.  E.  Smith,  J.  O. 
Treanor,  Ernest  W.  Jungermann,  Charles  Crutchfield  and 
Graham  Webb. 

We  wish  the  initiates  and  the  Nashville  alumni  every  suc- 
cess  in   their  effort   to   revive  the  Vanderbilt   chapter.      The 
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reputation  of  Beta  Lambda  was  of  the  best  and  we  hope  it 
will  soon  regain  its  former  proud  position. 

Prof.  Frank  W.  Shepardson,  of  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago, calls  our  attention  to  the  fact  that  in  a  four-volume 
edition  of  "A  History  of  Greece  by  George  Grote,"  published 
by  W.  L.  Allison  Co.,  New  York  —  a  sort  of  subscription  book 
—  there  are  a  number  of  illustrations,  and  on  page  408  is  one 
entitled  "Olympian  Games  —  Foot-Race,"  which  is  nothing 
more  or  less  than  the  emblematic  picture  from  our  catalogue 
of  1 881,  where  some  Greeks  were  represented  as  running  — 
with  shields  on  their  arms  —  and  on  the  uplifted  shield  of  the 
victor  is  B  8  n.     On  a  pedestal  are  the  characters  "aoiX^." 

The  chapter  with  less  than  sixteen  undergraduate  members 
should  ask  the  question  whether  it  is  not  too  small.  We  realize 
that  under  old  conditions  small  chapters  were  the  rule.  During 
such  times  the  percentage  of  available  men  was  smaller,  and, 
consequently,  the  field  of  selection  was  smaller.  But,  with  a 
few,  very  few,  exceptions  our  chapters  are  located  at  institutions 
affording  material  sufficient  to  warrant  the  initiation  of  at  least 
six  men  from  each  freshman  class.  And  they  should  see  to  it 
that  enough  men  are  admitted  to  the  fraternity  to  give  it  ade- 
quate numerical  strength.  We  know  that  the  tendency  of  a 
small  chapter  to  keep  its  ranks  closed  is  strong.  It  is  difficult 
to  introduce  newcomers  to  a  small,  compact  circle  of  friends, 
and  yet  we  have  seen  more  than  one  chapter  ruined  by  such 
exclusiveness.  Today  we  are  engaged  in  the  difficult  task  of 
rebuilding  two  chapters  which  have  become  too  weak  because 
at  a  critical  time  new  members  were  not  admitted.  The  district 
chiefs  should  look  more  sharply  after  this  matter.  When  a 
chapter  becomes  dormant,  the  fraternity  not  only  has  the  burden 
of  rebuilding  it,  but  the  benefit  of  the  members  who  would  have 
joined  during  the  interregnum  has  been  lost  and  their  contribu- 
tions in  effort  and  money  have  not  been  received. 

The  Bowdoin  chapter  is  showing  unusual  grit  in  commencing 
the  erection  of  a  house  of  its  own  during  the  first  year  of  its 
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aged.  In  one  establishment  we  found  eighteen  pins ;  one  frater- 
nity was  represented  by  five  and  another  by  three.  In  the 
course  of  our  investigations  we  learned  that  a  ready  sale  for 
such  articles  was  found.  One  fraternity's  pin,  from  its  resem- 
blance to  a  brooch,  was  in  great  favor  with  <<  colored  ladies,*' 
and  largely  purchased  by  them;  many  other  pins  were  purchased 
by  young  clerks  to  wear  during  their  summer  vacations.  The 
latter  information  is  more  flattering  as  a  testimonial  to  the  value 
of  fraternity  pins  at  summer  resorts  than  it  is  pleasant  for  fra- 
ternity men  to  contemplate. 

Many  fraternity  pins  are  lost  by  the  owners,  but  a  greater 
number  are  lost  through  the  carelessness  of  a  fair  maiden  who 
has  been  allowed  to  wear  the  pin  by  sone  callow  youth.  The 
history  of  one  fraternity  pin  may  be  interesting.  As  the  result 
of  a  summer  flirtation  a  fraternity  youngster  sdlowed  a  society 
girl  to  have  his  pin.  During  the  winter  in  town  the  boy  and 
pin  were  both  cast  aside,  and  the  young  lady  later  gave  the 
pin  to  her  maid,  a  negress.  She  in  turn  bestowed  it  upon  her 
dusky  admirer,  and  the  members  of  that  fraternity  in  a  certain 
city  had  the  exquisite  pleasure  of  frequently  seeing  the  stalwart 
African  parading  the  streets  with  their  fraternity  emblem  proud- 
ly displayed  on  his  coat  lapel.  Threats  and  bribes  were  alike 
unsuccessful  in  securing  the  pin,  and  only  when  recourse  was 
had  to  a  dark  alley  and  a  sand-bag  was  it  recovered. 

To  our  way  of  thinking,  the  badge  should  never  be  allowed 
out  of  the  owner's  possession.  It  is  more  than  a  mere  article  of 
jewelry  and  can  never  mean  as  much  to  any  one  else  as  it  should 
to  the  owner.  There  may  be  some  reason  for  a  man's  allowing 
his  wife  or  fiancee  to  wear  his  pin,  but  even  in  that  case  a  mon- 
ogram of  the  letters  would  be  just  as  good  and  in  far  better 
taste  for  both. 

As  illustrating  the  peculiar  fate  that  may  befall  a  badge  we 
have  an  instance  of  our  own.  One  of  our  men  residing  in  New 
York  was  informed  by  the  Irish  lass  that  served  him  at  break- 
fast that  her  sister  had  <'a  breastpin  just  like  his."  Further 
investigation  proved  that  the  woman  really  had  a  Delta  Tau 
Delta  pin  with  a  name  engraved  on  the  back.  It  is  a  matter  of 
regret  that  there  is  such  a  gap  in  the  pin's  history.  The  woman 
bad  received  it  from  a  barkeeper  in  Brooklyn;  but,  unfortu- 
nately, no  trace  of  his  whereabouts  can  be  obtained.  The  name 
engraved  on  the  back  of  the  badge  is  that  of  a  Delta  who  is  now 
a  clergyman  in  the  south.  From  him  we  learned  that  such  a 
pin  had  been  ordered  by  him  from  an  official  jeweler  but  never 
received ;  the  jeweler  later  sent  him  a  second  badge.  The  badge 
in  question  was  evidently  the  one  that  went  astray. 

This  degrading  of  fraternity  badges  would  seem  to  result,  in 
the  main,  from  three  causes:  The  practice  of  loaning  badges  to 
girls  and  loss  by  or  theft  from  the  legitimate  owners.     The  first 
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can  only  be  remedied  by  an  increase  of  good  sense  on  the  part 
of  the  individual  member ;  the  second  might  be  largely  helped 
by  the  exercise  of  greater  care  by  the  owner ;  the  theft  of  badges 
is  greatly  lessened  by  the  tendency  of  most  fraternities  toward 
plain  gold  badges.  When  the  badge  lacks  expensive  jewels 
there  is  not  the  same  temptation  for  a  thief,  and  when  a  plain 
gold  badge  engraved  with  the  owner's  name  is  lost  the  reward 
for  its  return  is  more  attractive  than  the  amount  that  could  be 
realized  on  it  at  a  pawn  shop.  —  Rainbow  of  A  T  A. 


Chapter  Backsliding. — When  a  graduate  member  of  a  fra- 
ternity takes  it  upon  himself  to  lecture  his  undergraduate 
brothers  on  their  mistakes  and  shortcomings,  he  is  very  apt  to 
hear,  more  or  less  distinctly,  murmurs  of  disapprobation  and 
hints  to  the  effect  that  he  thinks  he  knows  it  all,  or  that  he 
should  have  tried  his  wisdom  on  himself  when  it  was  in  his  power 
to  do  so.  Such  murmurs  are,  fortunately,  more  of  a  bark  than 
a  bite,  for,  on  consideration,  the  Delt  undergraduate  sees  not 
only  that  one  looking  on  from  an  outside  vantage  point  may  see 
the  whole  field,  while  he  sees  only  his  own  small  corner  of  the 
work;  yet  the  older  man  may  have  been  through  the  troubles 
now  surrounding  himself,  and  while  unable  to  see  the  way  out 
at  the  time,  has  doubtless  profited  more  or  less  by  his  very 
failure,  and  can  now  see  what  he  might  have  done.  So  we 
outside  the  undergraduate  life  may  look  oyer  the  battlefield  of 
active  chapters  and  see  some,  at  least,  of  the  causes  of  failure, 
and  possibly  suggest  a  remedy,  or  at  least  an  aid. 

One  of  the  most  common  sights  in  fraternity  life  today  is  a 
chapter  one  year  at  the  very  pinnacle  of  its  greatness  and  the 
next  in  the  very  depths  of  despair  ;  one  year  able  to  take  any- 
thing in  sight,  the  next  forced  to  take  more  or  less  undesirable 
men  to  maintain  the  quota  and  keep  up  expenses ;  *  *  * 
Not  that  I  mean  to  say  that  a  chapter  must  take  the  men 
rushed  by  every  fraternity  in   college,  or  nothing.     ♦     *      * 

I  come  to  the  matter  directly  in  hand,  that  of  chapter 
backsliding.  Why  is  it  that  when  a  chapter  is  in  a  high 
state  of  excellence  it  can  so  quickly  fall  ?  The  causes  are 
not  far  to  seek  :  first  comes  the  overweening  sense  of  superi- 
ority, and  the  sentiment  that  '<we  can  get  anything  we  want," 
resulting  in  a  let-up  in  work.  Then  it  is  a  practical  applica- 
tion of  the  old  saying  that  he  who  does  not  go  forward  must 
go  backward,  for  a  chapter  cannot  afford,  even  if  it  is  the 
only  fraternity  representative  in  the  college,  to  relax  its  efforts 
for  one  moment.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  against  this  spirit 
of  complacent  trust  in  Providence  without  keeping  the  rain 
out  of  your  powder.  It  deprives  the  chapter  of  its  life,  its 
energy,  and  its  power  of  attracting  men.     It  makes  the  men 
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snobbish,  and  such  men  will  attract  only  snobs.  When  the 
men  of  the  chapter  begin  to  think  they  can  do  anything  they 
please  without  lifting  a  finger,  then  the  incentive  is  gone,  and 
the  relapse  begins.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  this  is  always 
the  cause  of  a  chapter's  fall,  for  sometimes  the  very  gods  of 
misfortune  and  the  devils  of  ill-luck  play  against  it,  but  almost 
invariably,  even  when  this  is  the  case,  it  will  be  found  that 
the  chapter  has  laid  itself  open  to  their  attacks,  by  allowing 
the  rust  of  self-satisfaction  to  eat  through  its  arms  and  armor. 

A  chapter  is  never  better,  never  healthier,  never  more  of 
an  harmonious  whole,  than  when  striving  with  might  and  main 
for  something,  whether  just  above  or  just  in  sight.  The  men 
of  a  chapter  lyill  work  like  beavers  for  a  house,  planning  and 
hoping  for  years,  now  seeming  almost  to  have  it,  and  then 
seeing  it  fade  farther  away  than  ever;  but  so  long  as  they 
can  strive  for  it,  and  hope  for  its  ultimate  attainment,  the 
chapter  thrives;  and  when,  finally,  the  object  attained,  the 
men  enter  to  enjoy  the  fruit  of  the  labors  of  generations  of 
men  before  them  they  must  guard  well  indeed  if  slothful  con- 
tent does  not  creep  in  and  rot  the  foundations  so  long  build- 
ing. Something  else  must  be  supplied,  some  other  outlet  for 
the  enthusiasm  and  energy  of  the  men,  something  more  to 
attain.  In  short,  there  must  be  always  something,  concrete 
if  possible,  abstract  if  necessary,  towards  which  the  chapter 
can  work  with  enthusiasm ;  there  must  never  be  a  time  when, 
a  particular  object  attained,  the  chapter  can  settle  into  its 
place  and  say  ail  is  attained.  This,  to  my  mind,  is  the  cause, 
in  a  general  way,  of  chapter  backsliding.  The  complacency 
that  comes  with  prosperity  is,  if  not  death,  at  least  paralysis ; 
and  it  can  be  warded  off  only  by  maintaining  something  ahead 
to  work  towards.  This  can  be  done  only  by  constant  watch- 
fulness. If  I  were  asked  to  give  in  short  form  a  few  guiding 
rules  for  chapter  stability  and  progress,  I  think  I  should  say : 

I  St.  Never  allow  yourselves  to  feel  that  you  have  reached 
the  top,  for  that  means  descent. 

2d.  Never  for  one  moment  be  without  some  unsatisfied 
desire  to  work  toward. 

3d.  Never  allow  yourselves  the  feeling  that  you  can  take 
anything  you  want.     You  will  find  you  can't. 

4th.  Don't  let  the  facility  with  which  you  get  ready-made 
frat.  men,  or  the  desire  to  get  them,  blind  you  to  the  good  in 
the  rough  material;  it  is  often  better  than  the  other  when 
polished,  and  always  more  enthusiastic. 

5th.  Strive,  as  well  as  you  can  without  loss  of  dignity,  to 
keep  on  good  terms  with  the  college  at  large.  If  you  get  the 
name  of  snobs  you  may  be  forced  to  become  snobs,  which 
merits  death. — Rainbow  of  ATA.

Lawrence  Merton  Jacobs,  Chicago  '99,  is  the  subject  of 
the  appreciative  sketch  in  the  Chicago  Evening  Post  which 
is  reprinted  below : 

Twenty-three  years  of  age  and  holding  an  important 
place  with  the  Philippine  Commission  !  This  statement  ap- 
plies to  Mr.  Lawrence  M.  Jacobs,  a  year  and  a  half  ago  a 
student  at  the  University  of  Chicago. 

The  first  intimation  which  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
received  concerning  the  existence  of  such  a  person  as  Mr. 
Jacobs  came  to  that  official  in  a  letter  from  President  Harper, 
of  the  University  of  Chicago.  President  Harper  wrote  that  he 
had  a  young  man  twenty-two  years  of  age  who  was  a  marvel  as 
a  student  of  political  economy,  and  that  he  would  be  gratified 
if  a  place  should  be  found  for  him. 

The  department  was  not  in  the  business  of  hiring  young 
graduates  to  fill  responsible  positions,  but  the  letter  was  so 
exceptionally  enthusiastic  that  the  Secretary  wrote  to  have  the 
young  man  sent  on.  About  the  only  position  not  under  the 
Civil  Service  rules  was  one  under  the  Auditor  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  War.  Though  this  place  paid  about  |i,2oo  a  year,  it 
could  hardly  be  regarded  in  the  light  of  a  position  requiring  an 
abnormal  amount  of  political  and  economical  knowledge.  It 
was  looked  upon  more  as  a  high-class  clerical  job,  and  the 
Secretary  smiled  grimly  as  he  saw  a  mental  picture  of  the 
young  giant  in  economics  when  introduced  to  his  new  duties. 
The  office  was  filled  with  files  placed  there  about  the  close  of 
the  Civil  War  and  dusted  once  for  good  and  all  about  two  years 
after  that  time.  Those  who  were  informed  of  the  young 
student's  introduction  took  occasion  to  satisfy  their  curiosity  as 
to  how  the  young  man  would  "take  it."  They  watched  him 
curiously,  but  he  never  wavered,  showed  the  white  feather,  or 
indicated  that  this  was  not  the  position  he  had  been  longing  for 
and  dreaming  about  for  years.     He  took  hold  of  his  work  as  if

it  were  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  won  the  admiration  of 
the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  watched  the  progress  of  the  young  man  and 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  he  was  in  need  of  some  one  who, 
when  sent  to  the  Congressional  Library  or  elsewhere  for  infor- 
mation, could  bring  it  back  intelligently  digested.  It  was 
impossible  to  secure  an  important  appointment  for  Mr.  Jacobs 
without  calling  a  special  examination.  However,  this  was 
finally  arranged,  and  young  Jacobs  was  told  that  unless  he 
should  stand  first  he  would  have  no  chance  for  the  coveted 
position. 

An  examination  in  financial  history,  political  economy  and 
statistics  was  called.  Young  Jacobs  took  the  test  with  nearly 
forty  others,  stood  first  on  the  list  and  was  appointed  to  the  place. 

Later  came  a  request  from  the  Philippine  Commission  for  a 
statistician.  There  was  not  the  slightest  question  as  to  who  was 
the  proper  man  for  the  position,  and  Mr.  Jacobs  was  imme- 
diately appointed. 

Lawrence  Merton  Jacobs  graduated  from  the  University  in 
1899,  and  so  is  remembered  by  many  who  are  still  about  the 
campus.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Beta  Theta  Pi  fraternity, 
and  attained  prominence  during  his  four  years  in  college  by 
means  of  his  oratorical  ability.  In  addition  to  gaining  a  senior 
college  scholarship  in  public  speaking  and  a  second  prize  in 
the  home  contest  of  the  Northern  Oratorical  League,  he  made 
the  Chicago-Minnesota  and  Chicago-Michigan  debating  teams 
in  the  winter  of  1899.     He  also  belonged  to  the  dramatic  club.

It  will  be  named 
after  D.  W.  Minshall,  of  the  Standard  Wheel  Company,  who 
has  given  the  building.     The  trustees  are  working  for  a  library 
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building,  which  will  be  placed  opposite  the  new  building  on  the 
campus. 

We  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of  our  alumni,  Robert  £.  Smith, 
'63,  of  Indianapolis,  who  died  May  2. 

Frank  W.  Gunsaulus,  D.D.,  of  Chicago,  Theta  '75,  will 
deliver  the  commencement  address  June  13.

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Convention  Ennouncement 

The  Sixty-second  Annual  Convention  of  the  fra- 
ternity will  be  held  at  the  Kent  House,  Lakewood, 
N.  Y,,  August  27,  28,  29  and  30,  1901,  by  order 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Lakewood  is  at  the  southern  end  of  Chautauqua 
Lake,  New  York,  seventy-four  miles  southwest  of 
Buffalo,  on  the  Erie  Railroad. 

The  rate  at  the  hotel  to  Beta  delegates  and  vis- 
itors will  be  12.50  per  day. 

No  special  railroad  rates  have  been  arranged  for. 
Delegates  and  others  will  find  it  to  their  advantage 
to  purchase  tickets  to  Buffalo  and  buy  a  local  ticket 
from  there  to  Lakewood.  Delegates  should  purchase 
excursion  tickets  where  possible.  Persons  from  the 
west  may  arrange  to  leave  the  train  at  Lakewood. 

A  programme  of  varied  interest  will  be  arranged, 
and  will  include,  probably,  a  lake  excursion  and  the 
usual   hop. 

The  programme  for  the  Convention  week  and  all 
other  information  can  be  obtained  of  the  Committee, 
consisting  of  James  L.  Gavin,  Chairman,  Majestic 
Building,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Milton  Sayler,  40  £. 
Third  street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  H.  Walton  Mitch- 
ell,  1 01 5  Park  Building,  Pittsburg,  Pa. 
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There  is  little  to  be  regretted  and  much  to  please  us  in  the 
condition  of  the  chapters  of  the  fraternity  all  over  the  wide 
area  which  we  occupy  as  a  truly  national  fraternity.  The  most 
significant  event  of  the  year  was  the  installation  of  three  new 
chapters  at  the  University  of  West  Virginia,  Colorado  Uni- 
versity and  Bowdoin  College.  All  three  chapters  have  begun 
their  fraternity  life  most  auspiciously,  with  strong  membership, 
sound  finances  and  splendid  standing. 

The  spirit  of  expansion  is  seemingly  still  in  the  air,  for 
several  more  bodies  of  petitioners  are  now  knocking  at  the  outer 
portal,  seeking  admission  within  our  charmed  circle.  Wash- 
ington University,  from  which  a  petition  came  before  the  last 
convention  and  was  not  acted  upon  owing  to  the  failure  of  the 
petitioners  to  observe  technicalities  prescribed  by  our  laws,  has, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  submitted  its  peti- 
tion to  the  chapters  for  a  direct  vote  by  mail.  The  result  of  this 
ballot  cannot  yet  be  stated,  but  in  the  event  of  the  possible  fail- 
ure of  the  petition  at  this  time,  it  will  doubtless  appear  before 
the  convention  for  further  consideration  this  summer.  Other 
bodies  of  petitioners  are  active  at  the  University  of  Washington, 
in  Seattle,  Washington,  University  of  Illinois,  Champaign,  Illi- 
nois, University  of  Tennessee,  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  and  pos- 
sibly also  at  the  University  of  Vermont,  Burlington,  Vermont. 
It  will  be  noted  that  all  these  institutions  are  state  universities, 
and  therein  may  also  be  noted  the  significant  trend  of  college 
life  towards  these  state  endowed  institutions,  which  are  achiev- 
ing a  constantly  increasing  prominence  in  the  educational  world. 

To  the  sixty-four  active  chapters  on  the  roll  of  the  fraternity, 
only  congratulations  for  good  work  well  done,  should,  for  the 
most  part,  be  given.'  The  fraternity  began  the  year  with  three 
inactive  chapters  upon  its  roll.  These  were  the  Universities  of 
North  Carolina,  Mississippi  and  Vanderbilt.  It  is  with  pleasure 
that  the  General  Secretary  announces  the  successful  revival  of 
the  North  Carolina  chapter.  The  effort  made  to  effect  a  similar 
revival  at  the  University  of  Mississippi  failed  through  want  of 
any  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  alumni.  At  Vanderbilt 
another  effort  is  being  made  by  former  members  of  the  chapter 
to  renew  its  activity,  which  it  is  hoped  may  prove  successful. 

A  new  problem  has  arisen  this  year  at  Harvard,  where  many 
of  the  members  of  last  year  have  ceased  their  active  connec- 
tion with  the  chapter,  and  no  real  chapter  life  exists,  although 
there  are  many  members  of  our  fraternity  in  the  institution, 
some  of  whom  are  endeavoring  to  restore  the  old  order  of  things. 
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The  chapters  are  this  year,  in  some  instances,  larger  than 
ever  before,  and  with  this  increased  membership,  there  has  also 
come  an  increased  attainment  of  college  honors  and  the  acquire- 
ment of  the  essentials  for  successful  chapter  life  under  the  aegis 
of  Beta  Theta  Pi. 

The  chapters  have  met  the  increased  burden  put  upon  them 
by  the  necessity  for  liquidating  the  Catalogue  indebtedness  most 
cheerfully  for  the  most  part,  and  manifest  in  all  things  required 
of  them  a  splendid  fraternity  spirit.  The  majority  of  the  re- 
ports called  for  have  been  submitted  promptly  and  satisfactorily, 
for  which  the  thanks  of  the  General  Secretary  are  returned. 

On  the  pages  following,  the  record  of  the  year  will  be  found, 
set  forth  by  chapters,  alphabetically  arranged.  It  makes  a 
story  of  fraternal  success,  which  is  well  worth  the  reading  by 
every  member,  past  and  present,  of  our  fraternity.  It  is  espe- 
cially desired  that  the  great  body  of  alumni  will  find  in  the  re- 
ports of  their  chapters,  information  which  will  tend  to  keep 
them  in  touch  with  the  undergraduate  life,  which  once  meant 
so  much  to  them.  To  satisfy  the  normal  desire  on  the  part  of 
every  true  alumnus  for  authentic  news  concerning  his  chapter, 
and  the  general  fraternity,  these  reports  are  made  in  this  fashion 
and  mailed  to  every  known  living  member  of  the  fraternity.  It 
is  hoped  that  a  glance  at  these  pages,  which  glow  with  youthful 
enthusiasm  and  fraternal  spirit,  will  help  to  freshen  the  love  of 
all  who  read  for  the  old  fraternity,  and  to  rekindle  enthusiasm 
in  its  support. 

The  arrangement  of  the  chapter  letters  this  year  has  been 
made  alphabetical  instead  of  by  districts,  for  reasons  satisfactory 
to  the  General  Secretary  and  the  editor  of  the  magazine.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  new  arrangement  will  meet  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  readers. 

The  General  Secretary  is  pleased  to  note  the  constant  im- 
provement in  the  make-up  of  the  chapter  reports,  as  the  result 
of  study  and  experience.  There  is  still  room  for  some  improve- 
ment on  the  part  of  many,  but  the  general  tone  seems  to  become 
higher  each  year. 

A  brief  r6sum6  of  the  condition  of  the  fraternity  by  chapters 
is  appended  for  the  busy  reader,  whose  limited  time  and 
capacity  make  a  tabloid  report  more  pleasant  and  digestible.

District  I. 

The  New  Enp^land  chapters  are  uniformly  large,  strong  and 
vigorous,  with  the  single  exception  of  Harvard,  which  has  suf- 
fered another  relapse,  0¥nng  to  the  difficulties  attendant  upon 
general  fraternity  life  in  that  institution. 

Brown  reports  its  chapter  stronger  than  last  year,  with 
twenty-four  members.  It  has  secured  good  results  by  a  pains- 
taking preparation  of  the  ritual  for  its  initiation  ceremonies  for 
this  year.  Its  only  complaint  is  the  failure  of  its  alumni  to  re- 
spond as  heartily  as  formerly  to  invitations  extended  for  alumni 
nights. 

Boston  reports  twenty-seven  members  and  goes  on  record 
¥nth  the  statement  that  the  chapter  meetings  this  year  have 
been  the  best  in  its  history.  ''Fratriotic"  enthusiasm  is  the 
descriptive  appellation  used  in  this  connection.  The  usual  col- 
lege honors  are  reported. 

Maine  has  twenty-five  members  and  is  stronger  in  all  depart- 
ments than  last  year.  Extensive  improvements  in  the  chapter- 
house are  noted. 

Amherst  presents  a  grand  roll  of  thirty-one  members.  Re- 
cent improvements  have  been  made  on  their  home-like  chapter- 
house.    The  chapter  is,  in  all  respects,  creditable  as  in  the  past. 

Wesleyan  also  has  thirty  members,  which  is  larger  than  last 
year,  and  is  well  represented  in  college  life.  The  unusually 
strong  freshman  delegation  should  be  noted. 

Yale  has  eighteen  members,  and  its  report  will  be  read  with 
pleasure  by  many  who  will  notice  that  especial  emphasis  is  laid 
on  the  fact  that  a  fine  fraternity  spirit  prevails  in  the  chapter.  It 
is  the  only  fraternity  (not  running  as  a  mere  class  society)  in 
the  Academic  Department.  The  chapter  has  started  a  building 
fund. 

Powdoin  submits  its  first  chapter  report  and  makes  a  satisfac- 
tory showing  with  sixteen  members.  The  new  chapter  has  been 
most  successful  in  spite  of  the  keen  competition  in  that  institu- 
tion. It  has  considerable  money  subscribed  for  the  erection  of 
a  chapter-house,  which  it  hopes  to  realize  soon. 
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Dartmouth  shows  its  usual  prosperity.  Chapter-house  build- 
ing has  begun.  Doubtless  it  will  work  serious  changes  in  the 
student  life.  The  Betas  stand  high  and  mean  to  maintain  their 
standard.     The  chapter  membership  is  thirty-two. 

District  IL 

Peace  and  prosperity  reign  in  District  II.  The  chapters  are 
nearly  all  large  and  flourishing. 

Rutgers  reports  eighteen  members,  and  states  that  it  is  hold- 
ing its  own  in  all  branches  of  college  life.  Money  is  being  raised 
for  a  chapter-house. 

Cornell  presents  its  usual  fine  report,  with  twenty-six  men. 
Work  will  begin  on  the  new  chapter-house  this  spring.  The 
chapter  holds  many  honors  and  is  the  usual  splendid  and  well- 
rounded  organization  which  this  institution  presents  to  the 
fraternity. 

Stevens  has  fourteen  members,  and  is  well  represented  in 
college  affairs,  with  a  high-grade  membership. 

St.  Lawrence  reports  twenty-five  members  and  is  enjoying  its 
usual  successful  chapter  life. 

ColgcLte  has  twenty-nine  members.  A  stronger  fraternity  spirit 
than  ever  is  chronicled  in  its  report,  and  the  bulk  of  college 
honors  has  fallen  to  its  lot.  The  interior  of  the  chapter-house 
has  been  improved  during  the  year. 

Union  shows  continued  improvement,  and  is  moving  on  to 
still  better  things.     It  now  has  eight  members. 

Columbia  makes  a  fine  showing,  is  suitably  and  comfortably 
housed,  finances  in  good  shape,  harmonious  relations  with  their 
many  transfers,  fine  representation  in  all  phases  of  college  life. 
How  different  from  the  reports  of  five  and  six  years  ago.  It  re- 
ports twenty-three  members,  with  more  to  come. 

Syracuse  makes  a  good  report.  A  new  chapter-house  espe- 
cially built  for  their  use.  Success  over  rivals.  Prosperity  in  all 
things,  harmony  within.  A  good  fraternity  spirit.  It  has  thirty- 
three  members. 

District  III. 

The  chapters  in  District  III  are  uniformly  good  and  well  or- 
ganized this  year. 

Wcuhington  &*  Jefferson  reports  seventeen  members  and  a  sat- 
isfactory condition.  Its  friends  will  be  glad  to  note  that  many 
improvements  are  planned  for  that  institution  in  the  near  future. 

Dickinson   also    has    seventeen    members,   and   is    stronger 
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than  it  was  last  year.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  it  has  no  chap- 
ter-house. 

Johns  Hopkins  is  not  quite  so  large  as  usual,  numerically,  but 
stands  well  in  every  other  respect.  Impending  changes  in  the 
university  probably  mean  changes  for  the  better  to  A  X«  The 
chapter  is  one  of  which  we  are  justly  proud.  It  has  twelve 
members. 

The  University  of  Pennsylvania  is  larger  than  last  year,  with 
twenty-three  members.  A  building  fund  has  been  started  and 
the  chapter  hopes  to  occupy  a  house  of  its  own  before  long. 

Pennsylvania  State  is  stronger  in  numbers,  with  eighteen  mem- 
bers. It  holds  its  place  at  the  head  of  the  Greek  world  in  that 
institution. 

Lehigh  is  about  on  a  par  with  last  year's  chapter,  with  eleven 
men.  It  has  moved  to  more  commodious  quarters.  It  shows 
improvement. 

District   IV. 

The  revival  of  the  chapter  at  the  University  oj  North  Carolina 
is  the  most  significant  event  in  the  year's  history  in  District  IV, 
and  is  the  source  of  much  gratification  to  all  the  chapters  of  the 
district. 

Though  Hampden-Sidney  has  but  eight  members,  it  holds  a 
large  percentage  of  college  honors.  The  revived  chapter  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  has  but  six  members,  but  the  pros- 
pects for  next  year  are  excellent,  and  the  chapter  may  be 
counted  upon  to  attain  its  former  high  standard  in  the  near 
future. 

Virginia  is  slightly  smaller  than  last  year,  but  holds  the  same 
high  standing,  with  fifteen  members. 

Davidson  has  fourteen  members.  Steps  have  been  taken 
here  towards  a  chapter-house.  Our  chapter  there  is  foremost 
as  always. 

District  V. 

There  are  but  two  active  chapters  left  in  District  V,  but  both 
are  distinctly  creditable  members  of  our  fraternity  family. 

Texas,  with  fifteen  members,  occupies  the  same  high  posi- 
tion as  formerly.  The  chapter  hopes  to  interest  its  alumni  in 
the  building  movement  soon. 

Centre  is  about  the  same  as  usual,  keeping  up  the  high  stand- 
ard it  has  maintained  for  half  a  century.  It  is  talking  chapter- 
house  also. 
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District  VI. 

Fraternity  matters  in  "Old  District  VI"  are  even  more  sat- 
isfactory than  usual.  A  splendid  Beta  enthusiasm  characterizes 
chapter  life  in  this  locality,  and  conduces  to  success  in  all  lines. 

Miami  is  about  the  same  as  usual.  Has  its  share  of  honors 
and  is  doing  good  work.     It  has  sixteen  members. 

Cincinnati  dares  to  exist  with  ''thirteen"  members.  Among 
other  interesting  features  of  chapter  life,  it  reports  a  collection  of 
books  by  Beta  authors,  and  an  almost  complete  file  of  the  fra- 
ternity magazine. 

Western  Reserve  shows  a  marked  improvement  over  former 
years.  A  larger  membership  and  an  increased  interest  in  the 
fraternity  marked  this  year's  chapter  life. .  Eighteen  members 
are  reported.     Plans  for  a  building  are  under  consideration. 

Ohio  has  eight  members  and  stands  about  as  usual.  It  has 
entered  a  chapter-house. 

Ohio  Wesleyan  follows  the  example  of  Cincinnati  with  thir- 
teen  members.  It  holds  an  advanced  position  in  its  college 
home.  Its  newly  tried  chapter-house  life  has  proved  most 
agreeable. 

Wittenberg  claims  its  share  of  college  honors,  with  seventeen 
members. 

Bethany  continues  to  work  out  its  own  salvation.  The  insti- 
tution is  growing.  The  endowment  has  been  increased  largely 
during  the  year,  and  its  prospects  are  much  brighter.  The  chap- 
ter has  eight  members. 

The  Denison  report  states  that  it  now  has  the  best  chapter 
for  some  years,  with  fifteen  members. 

Kenyan  is  larger  and  better  than  of  recent  years,  and  states 
that  its  chapter  is  one  of  the  best  in  its  history,  with  fourteen 
men. 

Wooster,  with  a  membership  of  nine,  claims  a  better  stand- 
ing this  year  than  formerly. 

Ohio  State  reports  twenty-one,  and  states  that  its  showing 
this  year  is  a  source  of  much  satisfaction.  The  chapter  is  united, 
strong,  and  happy. 

West  Virginia,  This,  the  new  chapter  in  the  district,  has 
initiated  eighteen  men,  and  seems  to  be  flourishing.  The  chap- 
ter hopes  to  occupy  a  house  of  its  own  next  year. 

District  VII. 

There  is  little  (^SLUge  to  be  noted  in  the  Indiana  chapters  of 
District  VII.     The  fourteen  men  of  DePauw  occupy  the  usual 
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prominent  place  in  college  affairs,  and  are  full  of  good  Beta 
spirit. 

Indiana  leads  its  rivals  with  nineteen  members.  It  is  enjoy- 
ing life  in  its  new  chapter-house. 

Wabash  is  still  weak,  with  but  five  names  on  its  roll.  It  re- 
ports a  small  amount  of  fraternity  material,  but  is  still  hopeful 
of  the  future,  and  looks  for  an  increased  attendance  next  year, 
with  more  and  better  material  from  which  to  make  a  chapter. 

Hanover  is  numerically  stronger  than  last  year,  with  fourteen 
members.  An  interesting  feature  of  the  year's  life  there  is  the 
writing  of  a  fraternity  story,  each  member  contributing  a  chap- 
ter, which  is  read  at  the  chapter  meetings  by  instalments. 


District  VIII. 

The  chapters  in  District  VIII  are  a  joy  to  the  heart  of  every 
loyal  Beta.  They  are  thoroughly  representative  of  the  best 
features  of  our  fraternity  life.  Every  chapter  occupies  a  chap- 
ter-house, and  ranks  at  the  top  in  quality  and  quantity  of  mem- 
bership. 

Michigan  has  a  roll  of  twenty-eight.  It  is  planning  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  house  next  year.  The  report  states  that  all 
things  are  working  together  in  the  chapter's  interest.  It  has 
been  prosperous  in  every  way. 

Knox  is  stronger  than  last  year,  with  seventeen  men.  It 
holds  many  honors  in  college  life  and  occupies  a  most  satis- 
factory position. 

Beloit  has  prospered.  It  also  has  seventeen  members.  The 
increased  enrollment  and  endowment  of  its  institution  contribute 
to  the  chapter  success  also.  Beta  Theta  Pi  stands  first  here  as 
usual. 

Chicago  chapter  is  holding  its  own  with  the  leaders  in  the 
fraternity  procession.  It  has  more  members  than  last  year,  with 
fourteen  on  the  roll,  and  holds  a  position  of  satisfactory  promi- 
nence. 

Iowa  WesUyan  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  reported  growth 
of  its  institution,  whose  brighter  prospects  are  bringing  strength 
to  the  chapter.     It  has  fifteen  members. 

Wisconsin  has  its  usual  splendid  chapter,  which  leads  in  col- 
lege life  in  that  institution.     Twenty-five  members  are  enrolled. 

Northwestern  also  has  twenty-five.  It  ranks  first  in  numbers 
and  quality  in  that  institution.  It  has  recently  moved  into  a 
new  chapter-house. 
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The  most  marked  advance  in  the  district  recently  has  un- 
doubtedly been  made  by  the  Minnesota  chapter.  It  has  been 
steadily  gaining  strength  for  some  time,  and  is  now  undoubtedly 
as  strong  as  any  fraternity  chapter  in  that  institution.

Denver  reports  an  increased  attendance  at  the  institution, 
which  was  much  to  be  desired.  The  chapter,  with  ten  mem- 
bers, stands  first  as  usual.  The  fraternity  situation  in  that 
locality  is  improved  by  the  installation  of  our  chapter  this  year 
at  the  University  of  Colorado.  The  new  chapter  has  begun  its 
fraternity  life  most  auspiciously.  It  has  already  started  a  build- 
ing fund  and  hopes  to  enter  a  house  next  year.  Twenty-two 
names  are  on  its  roll. 

Missouri  reports  a  satisfactory  year,  with  eighteen  men.  It, 
too,  is  laying  plans  for  a  chapter-house  of  its  own. 

Nebraska  has  started  a  chapter-house  fund,  and  it  is  in  ex- 
cellent shape,  with  seventeen  members. 

District   X. 

The  two  California  chapters  are  strong  as  usual. 

The  University  of  California  has  eighteen  members  on  this 
year's  roll,  and  maintains  the  strength  of  former  years.  During 
the  year  the  interior  of  its  chapter-house  has  been  improved, 
adding  to  the  comfort  of  chapter  life. 

Stanford^  with  twenty-one  members,  lays  claim  to  a  better 
standing  even  than  last  year,  which  will  satisfy  any  fraternity 
critic.

A  A  ^  owns  a  very  beautiful  stone 
building.  The  other  houses  are  of  about  the  same  value.  All  are  tastefully 
arranged,  and  care  is  taken  to  give  them  a  home-like  effect.  In  this  particular 
B  8  n  surpasses  the  others,  as  well  as  in  our  location,  which  is  central  in  all 
respects.  By  the  recent  addition  of  a  neat  and  commodious  smoking  and 
reading  room  the  value  of  the  property  as  a  chapter-house  has  been  materially 
increased.  This  room  was  formerly  our  "goat  '*  room,  in  which  literary  meet- 
ings were  held  every  Tuesday  evening.  This  still  serves  for  the  same  purpose, 
but  we  expect  a  new  "  goat  *'  room  very  soon. 

In  regard  to  college  honors,  we  have  our  share,  though  we  have  not  made 
the  seeking  of  them  a  matter  of  first  importance.  It  is  our  object  to  select 
congenial  men  of  all  types,  and  not  those  alone  who  will  gain  honors.  B  8 II 
is  recognized  in  Amherst  as  rather  independent  in  regard  to  college  polities' 
and  thereby  keeps  clear  of  the  opprobrium  connected  with  that  questionable 
practice  called  "dealing." 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  we  record  the  death  of  Waldo  Edwards  Nason,  '91, 
who  died  as  a  result  of  shock  received  in  the  Hotel  Jefferson  fire,  on  January 
30,  and  of  Frederic  Charles  Brown,  '03,  whose  death  occurred  in  the  Buffalo 
hospital,  after  several  severe  operations  for  bone  tuberculosis.

Then  we  were  a  local  society,  well  known  in  the  col- 
lege, but  not  outside  ,*  now  as  a  chapter  of  B  8  n  we  take  the  same  positioo  as 
the  other  Bowdoin  fraternities.  Here,  where  there  are  so  many  societies,  the 
rivalry  is  great  in  obtaining  new  men  ;  the  initiations  are  held  during  the  fourth 
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week  of  the  term,  and  by  the  end  of  the  first  week  more  than  five-sixths  of  the 
desirable  men  in  the  freshman  class  are  pledged.  This  year  we  were  obliged 
to  '*  fish  "  men  before  we  ourselves  bad  been  initiated  as  Betas,  nevertheless  we 
obtained  a  first-class  delegation  ;  surely  our  prospects  should  be  much  better 
for  next  fall,  after  a  year  of  Beta  life.

Omega  chapter  maintains  its  strength  of  former  years.  By  the  initiation 
of  six  men  this  year  the  loss  of  five  men  by  graduation  in  May,  1901,  will  leave 
the  chapter  still  numerically  strong  for  the  campaign  of  1901.

A  few  weeks  ago  we  were  favored  with  an  address  by  Dr.  W.  A.  P.  Martin, 
Indiana  '46,  president  of  the  Imperial  University  of  Pekin.  The  recital  of  his 
many  thrilling  experiences  held  the  attention  of  all.  On  the  whole,  every 
thing  augurs  well  for  the  continuance  of  a  good  chapter  here.  Some  of  the 
best  men  in  the  state  and  nation  first  saw  the  light  of  Betaism  at  old  Centre 
College,  and  the  future  seems  to  be  as  bright  as  the  past.  The  faculty  and 
board  of  trustees  have  always  been  friendly  to  the  fraternities,  and  many  of 
the  members  are  themselves  fraternity  men.

A  local  fraternity, 
T  A,  was  established  here  this  year,  whose  purpose  is,  ostensibly,  to  get  together 
congenial  graduate  students  and  not  to  compete  in  any  way  whatsoever 
with  the  academic  fraternities.  All  of  the  latter,  with  three  exceptions,  oc- 
cupy houses  built  for  their  occupation,  2  X  and  A  T  0  having  just  moved  into 
new  houses  this  fall.  Beta  Delta  at  present  occupies  a  rented  bouse  of  good 
size  and  one  fairly  well  arranged  for  fraternity  occupation ;  but  work  will 
most  probably  be  begun  on  her  new  bouse  as  soon  as  the  weather  permits. 
It  is  to  occupy  a  commanding  site  on  South  Avenue,  in  the  heart  of  the  fra- 
ternity settlement,  ten  other  bouses  being  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

The  chapter  has  been  maintaining  faithfully  its  position  among  the 
prominent  fraternities  here  in  all  branches  of  student  activity,  literary,  social 
and  athletic.  1901 :  Hastings  is  captain  of  the  university  track  team ;  Nalle  is 
chairman  of  the  senior  ball  committee ;  Geer  won  first  Sibley  (Engineering 
Department)  prize  last  year.  Hastings  and  Nalle  are  both  members  of  Aleph 
Samach  and  Sphinx  Head,  the  junior  and  senior  honorary  societies.  2902 : 
Whinery  won  his  C  on  the  Varsity  nine  last  spring,  and  is  a  member  of 
Dunstan  (sophomore  honorary)  and  Aleph  Samach :  Vail  is  a  member  of  the 
x9oa  Corndlian  board ;  Frick  is  on  the  Alumni  News  board  and  prominent 
in  the  fencers'  club,  of  which  he  is  vice-president ;  Young  was  awarded  bis  C 
in  track  athletics  last  spring,  and  is  a  member  of  Dunstan  and  Aleph  Samach. 
1903:  Clark  is  a  member  of  the  glee  club ;  Robb  on  the  Sun^  the  university 
daily ;  Pollard  won  his  numerals  in  track  athletics  last  fall ;  Mueden  played 
on  his  class  football  team  last  fall,  and  is  a  member  of  the  sophomore  cotillion 
committee.  1904 :  Sears  won  his  numerals  in  track  athletics  last  fall,  and 
was  a  member  of  the  Cornell  relay  team  which  defeated  Columbia  at  the 
K.  A.  C.  games  in  New  York,  February  4,  as  was  Hastings ;  Larson  played  on 
his  class  nine ;  Tallman  is  a  member  of  the  glee  club.  Several  of  our  pledged 
men  have  also  distinguished  themselves  in  different  ways. 

The  chief  matter  of  general  fraternity  interest  has  been  the  activity  in 
building  amongst  the  different  crowds.  2  X  has  erected  a  fine  house  during 
the  last  year,  said  to  have  cost  over  $25,000.  A  T  0  has  built  a  less  expensive 
frame  structure  during  the  fall.  X  ^  and  6  A  X  have  commenced  enlarging 
their  houses  to  admit  of  their  dining  in  them.  Still  others  project  doing  like- 
wise. It  is  rumored  that  E  2  will  build  in  the  near  future  and  that  A  ^  has 
purchased  a  private  dwelling  near  the  fraternity  settlement,  which  will  be 
converted  into  a  fraternity  house.

Onr  meetings  are  hrid  every 
Tuesday  evening  at  the  chapter-honse,  and  are  brimful  of  life  and  good  feel- 
ing. We  are  more  than  holding  our  own  with  our  rivals,  ^  A  O,  in  all  lines  of 
college  work. 

At  present,  besides  fifteen  active  members,  we  have  nine  pledged  men,  of 
whom  at  least  four  will  be  eligible  for  initiation  by  the  end  of  the  year.

These  shares  are  sold  to  members  of  the  fraternity,  to  be  paid  for  in  annual 
installments  of  $10  per  share.  We  think  this  the  only  feasible  way  of  securing 
a  fund.  The  plan  has  been  favorably  received,  and  already  we  have  sold 
nearly  fifty  shares,  which  makes  our  annual  income  about  I500.  Arrange- 
ments for  a  site  are  under  way,  and  we  expect  to  be  able  to  begin  within  the 
next  year  or  two.  This  will  give  us  a  great  advantage  here,  where  none  of  the 
other  fraternities  are  in  houses  of  their  own. 

Alpha  Tau  is  now  in  excellent  shape,  and  the  past  year  has  been  a  good 
one  with  us.  Although  we  have  not  a  large  chapter  at  present,  we  expect  to 
begin  next  year  with  twenty  men  on  the  roll,  as  we  will  loose  only  one  by 
graduation  this  year. 

Socially  we  have  been  quite  active  this  year,  having  given  eight  parties  in 
all,  several  more  than  any  other  fraternity  in  school.

We  have  inaognrated  the  scheme  of  haying  a  building 
fund,  to  which  every  graduating  member  subscribes  by  taking  a  certain  num- 
ber of  f  10  shares,  payable  yearly.  The  plan  is  working  well.  We  hold  our 
business  meetings  every  Tuesday  evening,  at  9  o'clock.  During  the  past  year 
the  society  system  at  Yale  has  been  seriously  affected  by  the  abolition  of  the 
sophomore  societies  by  vote  of  the  faculty. 

Our  standing  is  about  the  same  as  last  year  in  everything  but  financial 
matters,  in  which  we  have  improved  noticeably,  owing  largely  to  the  energetic 
efforts  of  our  treasurer,  C.  D.  Talcott.  It  has  never  been  the  custom  among 
the  society  men  here  to  live  together  in  chapter-house  life.  We  follow  the 
usual  plan,  which  is  that  of  regular  meetings  for  business  or  pleasure,  while 
our  members  live  with  their  classmates  in  the  dormitories.  But  we  have  a 
fine  fraternity  spirit  in  the  chapter  and  we  are  as  loyal  Betas,  perhaps,  as  if 
we  lived  together  in  a  chapter-house.
